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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

In  March  of  1967,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  reorganized  as 
follows:  Austin  C.  Buchanan,  Chairman;  John  J.  O'Keefe,  Clerk; 
and  Walter  M.  Frank,  third  member. 

This  year  saw  3.01  miles  added  to  the  public  ways  of  the  Town, 
making  the  total  53.97  miles.  This  additional  mileage,  the  number 
of  dwellings  erected,  and  the  accompanying  increase  in  population, 
resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  in  the  running  of  the  town 
government,  primarily  because  the  tax  revenue  from  purely  resi- 
dential properties  could  not  keep  pace  with  such  added  costs. 

The  Main  Street  resurfacing  program  progressed  this  year  west 
to  the  intersection  of  Bridge  Street.  We  plan  to  complete  this  im- 
provement to  the  Millis  line  in  1968,  to  re-align  and  surface  Main 
Street  to  the  east  beyond  Hartford  Street,  and  to  apply  funds  to 
the  first  lap  of  Hospital  Road  to  the  north. 

The  emergency  generator  for  the  Town  Hall  is  in  the  process 
of  being  installed.  Upon  completion,  this  will  enable  an  automatic 
switchover  of  power  in  an  emergency. 

As  authorized  by  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting,  we  adopted 
Pedestrian  Control  Laws  in  anticipation  of  traffic  lights.  We  also 
voted  to  amend  the  Traffic  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Town  to  change 
from  angle  parking  to  parallel  parking  on  North  Street  in  the  hope 
that  a  safer  approach  to  Route  109  for  vehicles,  and  a  better  chan- 
nelization of  traffic  in  the  vicinity  would  be  accomplished.  It  is 
our  hope  that  we  may  see  the  installation  of  traffic  lights  in  1968 
in  the  town  square,  and  we  ask  for  your  support  at  Town  Meeting. 

In  compliance  with  a  request  from  the  Fire  Chief,  the  Select- 
men voted  unanimously  to  adopt  Section  59A  of  Chapter  48  of  the 
General  Laws  as  amended  to  allow  the  Fire  Chief,  at  his  discretion, 
to  dispatch  apparatus  for  the  purposes  of  mutual  aid. 

Student  Government  Month  during  November  was  an  innova- 
tion which  was  mutually  enjoyed  by  students  and  Town  Officials 
alike.  We  hope  this  will  become  an  annual  event,  enlightening  our 
students  about  the  complexities  of  Town  Government,  and  creating 
an  interest  for  future  leadership. 

We  combined  our  fuel  requirements  for  the  Library,  Fire  Sta- 
tion and  Town  Hall  and  accepted  bids  on  a  volume  basis,  resulting 
in  substantial  savings. 

We  will  request  funds  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant 
to  provide  for  a  professional  codification  of  the  by-laws  and  sta- 
tutes which  have  been  adopted  from  time  to  time  by  the  Town  so 
that  they  will  be  available  to  the  townspeople  and  public  officials 
and  will  provide  the  necessary  information  for  charter  reform  when 
the  time  comes  to  study  this  matter. 
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We  met  with  several  representatives  of  firms  interested  in  in- 
stalling cable  TV  in  Medfield  and  are  reserving  judgment  on  this 
matter  at  the  present  time,  awaiting  further  developments. 

After  study  and  deliberation,  the  Selectmen  were  recorded,  two 
to  one,  in  favor  of  the  legislation  proposed  by  the  Selectmen  of  Dra- 
cut  that  the  Willis-Harrington  Act  be  amended  to  delete  the  section 
which  provides  for  mandatory  establishment  of  kindergartens  by 
September,  1973,  the  consensus  of  the  Board  being  that  this 
should  be  a  matter  for  Home  Rule. 

As  authorized  by  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  we  voted 
to  appoint  John  T.  Garvey,  Jr.  as  a  provisional  Patrolman  of  the 
Police  Department.  In  the  interests  of  safety  of  the  school  children, 
another  Traffic  Supervisor  was  added  to  direct  traffic  at  Park  and 
Main  Streets. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws,  the  Civil  Service  law,  the  Chief  of  Police  was  removed, 
effective  October  26,  1967. 

The  Selectmen  attended  meetings  of  the  Norfolk  County  Com- 
missioners, Norfolk  County  Selectmen's  Association,  a  Community 
College  Symposium  at  King  Philip  High  School  where  the  future 
cooperation  of  the  Board  was  assured;  the  Board  was  represented 
at  a  10-week  seminar  at  Dean  Junior  College  on  municipal  prob- 
lems; also  a  seminar  at  Babson  Institute  on  Home  Rule  and  char- 
ter studies,  as  well  as  many  local  Board  and  Committee  meetings. 

We  were  recorded  in  favor  of  honoring  the  late  Calvin  George 
Fisher  in  the  naming  of  the  athletic  field,  "Fisher  Field." 

The  Selectmen  had  the  pleasure  of  bestowing  honorary  citi- 
zenship on  Miss  Laura  Baccaglioni,  an  American  Field  Service  stu- 
dent from  Italy  who  made  her  home  here  in  Medfield  this  past  year 
and  presenting  her  with  the  "Key  to  Medfield." 

We  also  had  the  honor  to  nominate  and  award  to  Harry  E.  Con- 
way a  certificate  from  the  Massachusetts  League  of  Cities  and 
Towns  as  the  "Outstanding  Municipal  Employee"  in  Medfield  for 
1967. 

The  Board  was  active  in  the  advancement  of  plans  for  the  re- 
location of  Route  27  between  Spring  Street  and  the  Sherborn  town 
line.  Though  action  could  have  been  taken  independently  of  the  ap- 
proval of  the  townspeople,  the  Board  chose  to  make  a  full  disclo- 
sure of  its  intentions  and  ask  for  a  favorable  vote  at  a  special  town 
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meeting  held  on  November  13,  1967,  primarily  because  of  the  great 
Importance  of  this  step  in  the  future  of  the  Town.  Preliminary 
groundwork  In  planning  consisted  of  applying  in  November  1966 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth  for  Fede- 
ral Secondary  Aid  Funds.  A  formal  reply,  in  the  positive,  was 
received  In  March  1967.  In  July  the  Board  voted  to  notify  abutters 
to  view  the  plan,  and  in  the  same  month  received  notice  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  that  an  engineering  plan  had  been 
programmed.  In  September,  the  Board  held  a  special  meeting  for 
the  benefil  of  all  the  Town  departments  to  supply  them  with  com- 
plete background  material  to  date,  and  to  take  their  views  and 
opinions  into  consideration.  An  affirmative  vote  was  recorded  at 
the  November  special  town  meeting  and  the  Selectmen  were  in- 
structed to  petition  the  County  for  a  layout. 

The  relocation  toward  the  northwest  is  designed  to  accomplish 
three  primary  objectives,  (one),  alleviation  of  traffic  problems  at 
the  intersections  at  North,  Main  and  Spring  Streets  by  eliminating 
the  present  jog  in  Route  27;  (two),  the  building  of  a  wider,  straight- 
er,  and  safer  artery  through  the  town  for  future  expansion  of  traf- 
fic flow,  much  beyond  the  present,  already  heavy  pressure;  and 
three),  the  potential  opening  up  of  the  town's  industrial  area  to- 
ward the  north,  the  development  of  which  depends  in  great  meas- 
ure upon  roads  capable  of  carrying  heavy  transportation,  and  sat- 
isfactory accesses  thereto. 

The  total  expense  of  the  construction  of  the  relocation  of  Route 
27  will  be  $975,000.,  borne  entirely  under  the  Federal  Secondary 
Aid  Program.  However,  landtakings  arising  out  of  such  construc- 
tion are  currently  estimated  at  $150,000.,  payable  by  the  Town. 
We  propose  to  vote  these  funds  over  the  next  two  to  three  years 
to  avoid  the  impact  in  one  year  on  the  tax  rate.  Completion  of  the 
project  is  estimated  at  less  than  five  years. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  one  of  its  members  to  conduct  a  stu- 
dy of  the  proposed  position  of  "Executive  Secretary."  Question- 
naires were  sent  to  about  25  towns  having  such  an  employee,  and 
the  results  were  published  around  the  turn  of  the  year,  so  that  the 
townspeople  would  be  well  informed  on  the  subject  at  town  meet- 
ing time. 

During  1967,  substantially  all  of  the  downstairs  area  of  the 
Town  Hall  was  repainted.  Partitions  were  strategically  placed  for 
the  formation  of  office  cubicles  and  lighting  was  vastly  improved, 
in  the  hope  that  efficiency  could  be  increased  through  better  work- 
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ing  conditions.  Plans  for  1968  call  for  certain  additional  improve- 
ments on  the  main  floor  and  a  partial  renovation  of  the  upstairs 
area  into  office  and  hearing  rooms  to  alleviate  present  overcrowded 
conditions.  The  Selectmen  have  worked  out  a  three  to  five  year 
Town  Hall  renovation  program,  which  they  hope  will  be  acceptable 
to  the  townspeople,  because  of  the  wide  scope  and  flexibility  of  the 
improvements  at  moderate  cost,  without  the  necessity  of  borrowing. 
Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  held  Tuesday  evenings  at 
7:00  P.M.  at  the  Town  Hall.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 
The  Board  appreciates  all  that  has  been  done  by  the  citizens  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Town  of  Medfield.

REPORT  OF  THE  MASTER  PLAN 
IMPLEMENTATION  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  (MPIC)  contin- 
ues to  work  with  Town  Officials  and  Organizations  to  see  that  the 
Master  Plan  is  put  into  effect,  and  used  as  a  guide  for  future  plan- 
ning. 

Preparation  of  new  copies  of  the  Master  Plan  Summary,  in- 
cluding the  Supplement,  was  completed,  and  are  now  available 
through  Mrs.  Burke  at  the  Town  House  for  all  interested  new 
residents  of  Medfield. 

The  following  items  as  proposed  by  the  Master  Plan  were  im- 
plemented during  1967: 

1.     Route  109 

a.  Relocation  —  The  Blauvelt  Engineering  Co.  of  N.Y.C. 
has  been  authorized  by  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Works 
to  make  an  engineering  survey,  and  prepare  a  report  for 
possible  relocation  between  Interstate  495  and  Route 
128 ;  and  has  been  sent  a  copy  of  Medfield's  Master  Plan 
Summary,  Zoning  By-Law,  Highway  and  Street  Plans, 
Water  Plan,  Zoning  Maps  and  Geodetic  Maps.  (Se- 
lectmen') 

b.  Reconstruction  —  Main  Street  from  Spring  Street  to  the 
Millis  Line  was  completed.    (Highway) 
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2.  Route  27  —  The  Town  voted  at  the  November  Special  Town 
Meeting  to  finance  the  upcoming  land  takings  resulting 
from  the  planned  reconstruction  and  relocation  of  Route  27 
from  Main  Street  to  the  Sherborn  Line  as  laid  out  by  the 
Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Works.  MPIC  unanimously  endorsed 
this  article,  as  following  the  spirit  of  the  Master  Plan,  al- 
though the  new  route  will  not  exactly  follow  the  original 
layout  proposed  by  the  Master  Plan.     (Selectmen) 

3.  A  section  of  Granite  Street  was  paved  in  accordance  with 
the  Street  Improvement  Plan.    (Highway) 

Additional  funds  were  voted  for  reconstruction  of  a  section 
of  Hospital  Road.    (Highway) 

4.  Monies  for  preliminary  plans  for  a  new  elementary  school 
off  Elm  Street  was  voted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in 
in  November.    (School) 

5.  Conservation 

a.  Additional  acreage  through  gifts  and  tax  title  takings 
has  been  acquired  along  the  Charles  River.  (Con- 
servation Commission) 

b.  Aerial  photographs  of  the  Charles  River  have  been 
taken  at  high  water,  to  help  establish  the  limits  of 
the  Flood  Plain.     (Conservation   Commission) 

c.  Considerable  work  was  done  in  the  Baker's  Pond  area 
to  further  improve  its  appearance  and  usefulness. 
(Park  &  Recreation) 

6.  The  new  well  off  Elm  Street  will  be  operative  as  soon  as 
as  a  few  minor  parts  have  arrived.  All  pipe  has  been 
laid  and  the  new  pump  house  has  been  installed.  (Water 
Board) 

7.  Zoning 

a.  Central  Business  District  Zoning  Regulations  were 
completed  and  sent  to  the  Planning  Board  for  further 
action.    (MPIC) 

b.  The  Town  accepted  the  Industrial  Intensive  and  In- 
dustrial Extensive  Zoning  By-Law.    (Planning  Board) 

c.  The  Planning  Board  adopted  a  revision  of  Land  Sub- 
division Rules  and  Regulations.    (Planning  Board) 

8.  A  Capital  Outlay  Program  study  through  all  Town  Depts. 
was  initiated,  and  a  preliminary  report  will  be  ready  by 
March,  1968.     (Finance  Committee) 
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The  following  aspects  of  the  Master  Plan  were  proposed  to 
the  Town,  but  turned  down  by  the  voters: 

1.  Construction  of  a  Town  Garage  and  land  purchase  for  same. 

2.  Purchase   and   installation   of   traffic   pedestrian    control    sig- 

nals in  the  Town  center. 

3.  Conversion  of  the  North  Street  School  for  use  as  a  municipal 

office  building. 

4.  Conversion  of  the  former  bank  building  to  library  uses,  and 

remodeling  of  the  existing  library  building. 

5.  Purchase  of  vacant  land  adjacent  to  the  Swimming  Pond  for 

recreational  purposes. 

6.  Appointment  of  a  committee  to  make  a  study  of  pedestrian 

safety  and  sidewalks. 

MPIC  feels  that  conversion  of  the  North  Street  School  for  a 
Community  Recreation  Center,  although  not  recommended  by  the 
original  Master  Plan,  is  proving  to  be  a  great  addition  to  the 
Town,  and  is  being  used  extensively  by  many  Town  Committees 
and  Organizations  as  well  as  by  the  young  people. 

MPIC  wishes  to  thank  all  Town  Departments  and  Organiza- 
tions for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year,  and  reiterates 
that  it  stands  ready  to  help  in  any  planned  or  proposed  project 
which  falls  within  the  confines  of  the  Medfield  Master  Plan — -a 
''blueprint"  for  an  orderly  growth  for  Medfield.

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REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  AND  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 

Two  significant  items  marked  the  progress  of  the  year. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  adoption  by  the  town  of  the  new  zon- 
ing bylaws  for  industrial  property.  These  bylaws  may  reduce,  on 
a  shortsighted  basis,  the  rate  at  which  industrial  acreage  is  con- 
sumed. However,  on  a  long  term  basis,  they  will  assure  that  the 
town  obtain  the  more  desirable  industries  which  will  preserve  both 
the  beauty  and  the  property  values  of  the  town  while  providing  a 
substantial  economic  return  to  Medfield. 

The  second  of  these  is  the  vote  by  the  town  to  approve  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  highway  27  along  a  route  that  essentially  bi- 
sects the  bulk  of  the  industrial  land.  Through  the  efforts  of  your 
Commission,  the  agent  of  this  land  offered  to  donate  to  the  town 
that  portion  needed  by  the  new  Route  27.  This  had  a  great  deal  to 
do  with  obtaining  a  favorable  vote  which  was  quite  close,  assuring 
the  town  a  substantial  reduction  in  Route  27  construction  expense, 
while  giving  the  town  far  better  prospects  for  industrial  develop- 
ment.

REPORT  OF  TREE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Maple  Decline  is  still  a  serious  problem  with  our  roadside 
trees.  As  a  result  of  the  drought  of  the  previous  years  along 
with  concentrated  amounts  of  salt  in  the  soil  and  several  other 
side  effects,  twenty  three  (23)  of  our  roadside  Maples  were  re- 
moved during  1967.  We  also  completed  routine  pruning  of  many 
trees  throughout  the  streets  of  Medfield.  I  recommend  the  sum 
of  $5800.00  be  appropriated  for  the  care  of  trees  for  the  year  1968. 

Our  roadside  planting  program  of  shade  and  flowering  trees 
of  such  species  as  Tuliptree,  Buttonwoods,  and  Japanese  Flower- 
ing Crabs  was  supplemented  by  the  addition  of  two  (2)  tree  plan- 
ters, with  two  (2)  Flowering  Crabs  planted  in  them,  located  by 
the  old  watering  trough  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall.  I  recommend 
the  sum  of  $1000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  continuance  of  our 
tree  planting  program  in   1968. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  problem  this  past  year  increased 
somewhat  over  the  previous  year  with  a  total  of  thirty- three  (33) 
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Elms  having  to  be  removed.  With  continued  sanitation,  pruning, 
and  spraying  programs  it  is  hoped  that  the  disease  will  be  con- 
tained and  kept  from  increasing.  I  recommend  the  sum  of  $2000.00 
be  appropriated  for  the  furtherance  of  this  program  in  1968. 

Department  of  Insect  Pest  Control 

Our  Insect  Pest  Control  program  was  conducted  with  suc- 
cess. In  executing  this  program,  materials  used  are  of  the  less 
toxic  to  wildlife  types,  so  as  to  cooperate  as  much  as  possible 
with  the  conservation  and  wildlife  agencies.  I  recommend  the  sum 
of  $1000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Insect  Pest  Control  program 
for   1968. 

The  Poison  Ivy  Control  program  was  continued  with  success 
and  in  the  future  I  recommend  this  appropriation  be  included  in 
the  Insect  Pest  Control  program  with  no  separate  amount  to  be 
appropriated.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
PARK  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION  FOR  1967 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1967  your  Commission  operated  in  the  follow- 
ing areas  of  activity. 

1.  The  renovation  of  the  North  Street  School  and  the  subse- 
quent creation  of  a  new  Recreation  Center  in  that  building. 

2.  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  a  bathing  beach  and  a 
Red  Cross  swimming  instruction  program  for  residents. 

3.  Use  of  the  Swim  Pond  for  a  skating  program. 

4.  The  upkeep  and  beautification  of  Medfield's  park  and  other 
properties  over  which  it  has  control,  as  follows: 

(a)  Baxter  Park 

(b)  Metacomet  Field 

(c)  Baker's  Pond  Area 

(d)  Tennis  Court  on  Adams  Street 

(e)  Green   Street  property  —  location   of   swimming 
pond. 

5.  Active  cooperation  from  and  with  various  service  organi- 
zations for  the  beautification  of  traffic  islands. 

1967  was  the  occasion  of  an  outstanding  accomplishment  at 
the  Old  North  Street  School  Building.  The  Youth  Center,  acting 
under  the  supervision  of  a  sub-committee  of  the  Commission,  with 
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funds  raised  by  the  young  people  from  their  Saturday  night  dances, 
spearheaded  a  rather  ambitious  renovation  of  these  premises  into 
a  recreational  facility.  The  project  was  helped  along  by  a  town  ap- 
propriation at  the  Annual  Town  meeting.  Even  though  the  total 
over-all  cost  was  less  than  $10,000,  a  great  deal  was  accomplished 
to  make  this  building  not  only  acceptable,  but  extremely  valuable 
to  Town  departments,  service  organizations,  recreational  groups, 
and  last  but  not  least  to  the  Youth  Center  itself  as  a  "new  home.,r 
Indicative  of  the  usefulness  of  this  building  is  the  fact  that  53 
separate  functions  were  booked  into  the  premises  in  the  month  of 
December  alone.  The  remarkable  feature  of  the  project  was  the 
very  large  part  the  youth  themselves  took  in  making  it  succeed. 
The  Commission  was  most  pleased  with  this  project  and  primarily 
with  the  way  the  young  people  responded  to  the  Commission's 
Chairman.  O.  Scott  Fader,  who  was  in  charge.  Robert  Luke,  Chair- 
man of  the  Adult  Advisory  Group,  and  Ross  LaBaugh,  President 
of  the  Youth  Center  were  likewise  heavily  responsible  for  the  pro- 
ject's success. 

The  Swimming  Pond  was  the  scene  of  the  Commission's  6th 
successful  season  "at  the  beach."  2569  residents  registered  for  the 
use  of  the  area,  which  contributed  $3  506  toward  defraying  the  cost 
of  running  the  program,  making  it  45%  self-supporting.  Commis- 
sion member  Walter  M.  Frank  was  in  charge.  The  beach  was  in  the 
expert  care  of  Mr.  William  Tosches,  Waterfront  Director,  and  a 
staff  of  six.  Mrs.  William  Krucke  acted  as  Chief  Swimming  In- 
structor and  under  her  direction  and  the  assistance  of  the  staff, 
283  pupils  received  Red  Cross  certifications  in  the  various  swim- 
ming skill  categories  out  of  800  who  took  lessons.  Medfield  was 
secend  only  to  Norwood  in  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  with  respect  to  certifications  awarded,  with  a  very  high 
ratio  in  the  Senior  Life  Saving  area.  Medfield's  swim  team  partici- 
pated regu]arly  in  meets  which  were  held  as  a  part  of  the  Suburban 
Swimming  League  activities.  The  6th  Annual  Swim  Meet  was  held 
for  cur  own  youngsters  on  the  Sunday  before  Labor  Day. 

Member  Bruce  Simpson  was  responsible  for  the  expansion  of 
the  physical  properties  at  the  Pond,  especially  the  new  shuffle- 
bc^.rd  ccurt  which  should  become  operational  in  1968. 

A  sub-committee  of  the  Commission,  under  the  direction  of 
member  Louis  Lee  DeSorgher,  brought  about  the  beginnings  of  a 
skating  program  which  met  with  moderate  success  in  1967  at  the 
Swimming  Pond.  An  appropriation  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
should  help  this  program  to  expand  in  the  year  to  come. 

Jackyln  Reed  and  Michael  Kelleher  attended  meetings  of  the 
Commission  regularly  during  the  year,  as  student  representatives 
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chosen  by  the  High  School  faculty,  and  made  valuable  contribu- 
tions from  time  to  time  to  our  thinking. 

Merlon  Spender  was  once  again  awarded  the  park  upkeep  con- 
tract, and  as  usual  did  an  outstanding  job  which  far  surpassed 
what  was  expected  of  him.  Residents  are  seeing  the  results  of  his 
ability  in  the  improvements  being  made  from  year  to  year  at  the 
Baker's  Pond  Area,  where  still  another  section  of  land  was  newly 
landscaped  during  1967.  The  Highway  Department  has  been  ex- 
tremely helpful  also  in  building  up  the  land  in  this  area  from  below 
grade.  The  near  term  future  will  bring  about  even  further  improve- 
ments in  this  land  with  hope  that  it  will  become  one  of  the  Town's 
most  attractive  spots. 

The  Commission  owes  a  special  note  of  thanks  to  its  member 
Frederick  H.  Loader  for  his  steadying  influence  in  all  phases  of  its 
work,  with  particular  emphasis  upon  the  keeping  of  records  and 
the  orderly  booking  of  the  new  Recreation  Center  facilities. 

The  Alan  Hastings  family  made  a  donation  of  an  evergreen 
tree  for  Baxter  Park.  This  tree  was  planted  permanently  at  that 
site  with  the  help  of  the  Highway  Department,  the  Tree  Depart- 
ment and  the  Boston  Edison  Company  at  very  low  cost  to  the  Town. 
The  Commission  intends  to  continue  to  light  this  tree  at  Christmas 
time  annually. 

Efforts  have  continued  toward  the  acquisition  of  additional 
land  adjacent  to  the  Swimming  Pond  area  on  Green  Street.  With 
the  help  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  it  is  possible  that  this 
will  come  about  during  1968. 

A  discouraging  aspect  of  the  Commission's  work  is  the  vandal- 
ism that  takes  place  annually  at  the  location  of  its  various  proper- 
ties. It  is  ironic  that  harm  should  be  done  in  areas  where  the  only 
thought  is  in  supplying  pleasurable  pursuits  at  little  or  no  cost  to 
the  townspeople.  The  Commission  issues  a  plea  to  the  townspeople 
to  be  ever  watchful  and  helpful  to  the  police  in  order  to  bring  van- 
dalism under  control. 

The  Commission  is  grateful  to  all  the  service  organizations 
Town  Departments  and  individuals  for  the  generous  assistance  re- 
ceived during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  GARAGE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

On  March  13,  1967,  the  Town  Garage  Committee  presented  a 
building  and  site  proposal  to  the  voters  of  Medfield,  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting.Defeat  of  this  proposal  was  followed  by  re-evaluation 
of  town  requirements  within  the  existing  economic  situation  by  the 
committee. 

It  was  decided  that  building  costs  should  be  cut  by  reduction 
of  building  area  marked  for  "Future  Expansion";  in  addition,  vari- 
ous methods  of  minimizing  land  costs  by  proper  site  choice  were 
investigated. 

At  the  special  Town  Meeting  of  November  1967,  the  commit- 
tee was  prepared  to  present  the  modified  plan.  However,  relocation 
of  Route  27  was  approved  by  voters  of  Medfield;  this  approval 
simultaneously  made  most  of  the  chosen  lot  subject  to  loss  by 
landtaking  procedures  and  opened  possibilities  for  other  equally 
desirable  sites  becoming  available.  Dismissal  of  all  applicable 
articles  was  recommended  by  the  committee  and  was  so  voted. 

This  project  is  presently  on  "inactive"  status,  holding  for  final 
location  of  Route  27  to  be  established;  at  that  time,  site  avail- 
ability and  desirability  can  be  evaluated  again.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  1967. 

The  experiences  of  the  past  year  have  taught  ycur  Fir?  De- 
partment many  valuable  lessons.  We  have  been  confronted  with 
fires  causing  tremendous  property  loss,  but  fortunately  no  serious 
results  to  persons   involved. 

As  you  will  note,  the  payroll  budget  was  exceeded  only  be- 
cause of  fires  of  these  proportions.  Once  again,  on  several  occa- 
sions the  value  of  excellent  mutual  aid  from  our  neighboring  towrns 
proved  itself.  Five  departments  assisted  us  at  the  State  Hospital 
Eirn  fire  in  March  and  three  towns  came  to  our  aid  at  the  disas- 
trous explosion  in  May.  To  the  Firelighters  of  these  towns,  I  shall 
be  forever  grateful. 

I  feel  that  the  officers  and  men  in  the  Department  are  well 
trained  and  are  operating  very  efficiently  as  a  Call  Department, 
but  it  is  obvious  that  the  growth  of  the  town  will  soon  necessitate 
the  establishment  of  a  full-time  force.  Therefore,  I  strongly  urge 
that  you  place  the  position  of  Fire  Chief  on  a  full-time  basis  with 
transportation  this  year.  The  use  of  my  car  for  over  three  years 
on  a  mileage  allowance  has  not  been  satisfactory.  A  full-time 
chief  could  study  the  situation  and  present  to  you  at  a  future 
meeting  a  sensible  and  feasible  solution  to  the  problem.  Other- 
wise, you  will  have  to  face  it  suddenly  at  an  expense  that  will 
be  quite  noticeable. 

The  installation  of  Fire  Alarm  boxes  was  started  during  the 
year  and  I  trust  that  you  will  allow  this  work  to  be  carried  fur- 
ther in  1968. 

I  find  that  after  close  inspection  two  of  our  older  vehicles 
which  I  had  hoped  to  replace  this  year  will  be  serviceable  until 
1969  and  perhaps  then,  under  the  Capital  Outlay  Program,  the 
purchase  of  a  replacement  may  be  possible. 

My  budget  request,  you  will  note,  is  very  close  to  that  of 
1967  and  with  a  little  luck  should  be  sufficient. 

In  closing,  let  me  stress  the  need  for  twenty-four  hour  cover- 
age at  the  Station  by  trained  personnel  to  handle  all  emergency 
calls  and  operate  our  Communication  System.  Complete  facilities 
are  now  available  at  the  Station  but  to  function  successfully  they 
will  require  coverage  around  the  clock. 

Several  of  your  Firefighters  have,  at  their  own  expense,  in- 
stalled receivers  in  their  homes  which  could  be  of  great  value  as 
an  "alert"  providing  that  a  Central  Transmitter  could  signal  them 
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in   cast'   oi    fire.     This   would   shorten   the  time  of  response   con- 
siderably. 

tly,   1   might   note  that  Medfield  is  the  only  town  in  this 
entire  area  without  this  added  protection.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  1967  one  hundred  sixty-three  applications  were  received 
and  processed;  one  hundred  twenty-one  applications  were  approved 
for  assistance;  forty-two  applications  were  denied  or  withdrawn. 
Assistance  and  service  has  been  rendered  to  a  total  of  two  hundred 
twenty-six  cases.  Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows:

Medical  Assistance  (Medicaid)  a  total  medical  care  program 
for  all  who  are  eligible  but  geared  specifically  to  those  under  21 
and  over  65  was  initiated  on  9/1/66.  However,  the  real  impact  of 
this  new  category  was  not  evident  until  after  6/1/67,  at  which 
time  a  ' 'Declaration  of  Need  for  Medical  Assistance",  a  simplified 
form  of  application  was  adopted. 

In  the  Fall  of  1967  Chapter  658,  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Mass.  of  the  Acts  of  1967,  was  passed  by  the 
General  Court  and  signed  by  the  Governor.  This  Chapter  removes, 
from  local  administration,  public  welfare. 

Medical  costs  continue  to  increase.  This  continued  increase 
should  be  the  concern  of  all  taxpayers. 

This  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wishes  to  publicly  thank  the 
town  officials,  physicians,  private  businessmen  and  others  who  have 
so  willingly  cooperated  during  1967.

Since  September  24,  1967,  John  Garvey  of  Natick  has  joined 
our  Police  Department,  bringing  our  complement  to  (10)  ten  men. 
On  some  shifts  we  are  able  to  keep  two  cruisers  patrolling  the 
town.  I  hope  in  the  near  future  the  taxpayers  of  Medfield  will 
decide  to  give  us  enough  men  so  that  we  are  able  to  keep  the  two 
cruisers  moving  24  hours  a  day,  every  day  in  the  week. 

With  new  housing  developments  springing  up  all  over  the 
town,  it  is  only  proper  that  the  Police  cover  these  sections.  The 
additional  men  will  enable  us  to  give  them  faster  and  better  ser- 
vice when  required. 

POLICE  SCHOOL  AND  TRAINING 

During  1967,  no  one  has  attended  the  State  Police  Academy 
in  Framingham.  The  State  Law  now  provides  that  any  officer 
that  is  appointed  to  the  Department  must  attend  an  approved 
training  school  within  six  months  of  his  being  appointed.  It  is 
possible  that  in  1968  one  man  will  attend.  This  is  to  train  and 
educate  a  Police  Officer  before  assuming  regular  duties. 

With  new  Supreme  Court  decisions  being  handed  down  from 
time  to  time,  it  is  imperative  that  an  officer  have  more  and  more 
training  to  be  able  to  handle  his  job  properly.  This  includes  a 
more  detailed  method  of  booking  and  interrogation. 

This  year  I  will  stress  to  all  the  Officers  in  the  Department 
that  they  attend  all  lectures  concerning  Police  matters.  This 
would  include  safety,  Police  proceedure,  modern  Police  technique, 
court  procedure,  seminars  on  search  and  seizure  and  narcotic  and 
harmful  drugs  and  the  use  of  L.S.D.  With  the  ever-increasing 
use  of  Marijuana  and  L.S.D.  throughout  the  country,  it  is  impera- 
tive that  all  officers  know  as  much  as  possible  in  this  regard. 

Female  Traffic  Supervisors 
This  past  year  we  have  appointed  one  more  Female  Traffic 
Supervisor  to  cover  the  cross  walk  on  Route  109  at  Park  Street. 
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A  pedestrian  count  was  taken  at  this  cross  walk  and  it  was 
ssary  that  a  Female  Traffic  Supervisor  be  stationed  at  this 
cross  walk  to  enable  the  youngsters  to  cross  without  any  diffi- 
culty.    This  brought  our  complement  to   (7)   seven  Female  Traf- 
fic Supervisors. 

I  cannot  stress  too  much  what  a  fine  job  these  girls  are  per- 
forming in  protecting  our  loved  ones  across  the  streets  each 
morning  while  schools  are  in  session. 

Auxiliary  Police 

Sergeant  Iafolla,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Medfield 
Auxiliary  Police  for  the  past  (8)  eight  years,  points  out  again  to 
the  taxpayers  that  the  Auxiliary  Police  have  contributed  over 
1000  hours  of  time  in  assisting  the  Regular  Police  on  weekends, 
nights,  and  in  emergencies. 

Most  of  the  men  attended  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid  course  at 
the  Fire  Station  with  regular  Police  and  Firemen  and  received 
their  certificates  at  the  completion  of  the  course. 

On  behalf  of  the  Police  Officers,  Female  Traffic  Supervisors 
and  Auxiliary  Police,  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincerest  thanks  for 
the  cooperation  during  the  past  year  of  state  and  local  officials, 
department  heads  in  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  citizens.

date chosen  by  the  encumbent  committee  membrs:  said  candidate 
being  the  person  or  organization  who  has  contributed  to  conser- 
vation in  Medfield  in  an  outstanding  manner.

1966  -  Medfield  Garden  Club  1967  -  Dorothy  J.  Kane 

In  April,  Mario  Pederzini  arranged  to  have  the  Charles  River 
photographed  at  its  high  water  level  by  airplane  from  the  Dover- 
Sherborn  line  to  the  Norfolk  line.  This  project  will  help  the  Com- 
mission in  securing  land  along  the  river  when  owners  can  vividly 
see  the  height  of  the  normal  spring  run-off,  and  will  also  serve 
as  an  adjunct  to  any  future  flood  plane  zoning.  Mrs.  Ellen  Gif- 
ford  addressed  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  in  September,  at  which 
time  she  displayed  and  discussed  these  aerial  photographs.

Stop  Rivers. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  publicly  thank  the  Henry  Bridge 
Family  for  their  recent  gift  of  land  bordering  the  Charles  River. 
Our  thanks  also  to  all  the  citizens  of  Medfield  who  have  shown 
an  interest  in  our  program  for  1967  and  our  special  gratitude  to 
the  Medfield  Garden  Club  for  the  donation  of  $50  and  to  the  Han- 
nah Adams  Club  for  its  gift  of  $10  toward  the  Conservation  Fund.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield 

The  Building  Code  Committee  holds  regular  meetings  on  the 
second  Monday  of  each  month  beginning  at  7:00  P.M.  in  the  Select- 
men's office  at  the  Town  House. 

The  committee  became  a  permanent  committee  in  February 
of  1967.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  is  to  assist  the  Building 
Inspector,  and  all  other  town  inspectors,  in  interpreting  the  Build- 
ing Code  and  all  other  related  codes ;  to  keep  a  record  of  future  re- 
visions, and  to  make  proposals  for  changes. 

During  1967  the  committee  has  helped  with  the  interpretation 
of :  STD-10  from  the  Bureau  of  Standards ;  use  of  wooden  shingles ; 
what  constitutes  a  spread  footing;  above  and  in-the-ground  pools: 
pool  fencing;  pool  wiring;  types  of  plywood;  percolation  tests,  and 
electrical  wiring  by  home  owners. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  committee  in  1967  was  conducted 
with  a  group  of  local  contractors  and  building  inspectors  to  hear 
a  discussion  on  the  use  of  trusses. 

During  the  year  1968  we  hope  to  make  recommendations  to 
amend  the  Building  Code  in  Medfield  to  cover  pools,  types,  wiring, 
fencing,  etc.,  and  present  such  recommendations  at  a  future  town 
meeting  for  approval  of  the  voters.

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

In  the  following  pages  your  school  administrators  have  re- 
ported on  the  operations  of  your  school  system.  Their  facts  and 
figures  relate  to  our  program  and  accomplishments  in  1967.  When 
you  examine  these  reports,  please  keep  in  mind  that  public  educa- 
tion as  provided  by  our  community  is  the  product  of  the  interplay 
of  many  factors.  These  include  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
guide  lines  from  the  Department  of  Education,  documented  meth- 
ods and  philosophies  of  educators  at  the  universities  training  our 
teachers,  as  well  as  the  applied  experience  of  educators  actively 
engaged  in  the  daily  teaching  of  our  children.  Then,  too,  our  pro- 
gram has  to  provide  the  best  practical  educational  experience  for 
the  varied  needs,  interests,  and  abilities  of  our  students. 

The  cost  of  public  education  is  of  deep  concern  to  all  of  us. 
It  is  clear  at  this  point  that  the  limited  sales  tax  will  give  the  own- 
er of  real  property  no  appreciable  relief  from  his  tax  burden.  Sal- 
aries of  the  instructional  staff  —  approximately  80%  of  this  year's 
budget  —  will  continue  to  climb.  The  legal  minimum  starting 
salary  for  teachers  was  increased  from  $5000  to  $5750  per  annum 
by  the  legislature  in  1967.  This  will  mean  significant  upward  ad- 
justments for  all  teaching  personnel.  Bolstered  by  this  vote  of 
confidence,  the  teachers  will  seek  and  get  additional  compensation 
directly  and  in  the  form  of  fringe  benefits  under  collective  bar- 
gaining sanctioned  by  the  preceding  legislation. 

In  industry,  wage  demands  have  at  least  in  some  respects  re- 
flected productivity,  The  same  cannot  be  said  for  education.  Rec- 
ognizing the  need  for  individual  help,  the  trend  has  been  aimed  at 
decreasing  class  sizes  —  decreasing  student  teacher  ratios  —  thus 
increasing  costs.  As  if  this  was  not  enough,  kindergarten  pro- 
grams and  greater  time  allocation  for  compulsory  physical  edu- 
cation at  all  levels  including  the  primary  grades  are  additions 
likely  to  come  by  legislative  acts. 

This  dilemma  of  spiraling  costs  is  faced  to  a  degree  by  every 
community  in  Massachusetts.  There  has  to  be  a  point  beyond 
which  we  cannot  continue  our  present  methods  of  taxation  for 
education.  Direction  and  leadership  should  be  promulgated  at 
the  state  level.  The  Department  of  Education  should  give  con- 
sideration to  what  is  necessary  and  what  realistically  belongs  in 
public  education.  The  legislature  should  also  consider  fiscal  obli- 
gations imposed  on  the  property  owner  in  enactment  of  laws  per- 
taining to  educational  matters   . 
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On  such  important  issues  we  cannot  take  unilateral  action 
without  damaging  our  educational  program  to  the  detriment  of 
our  children.  Internal  economics  can  achieve  but  limited  objec- 
tives. The  innovations  in  our  own  educational  format  are  realis- 
tically conservative  evolutionary  changes  necessary  to  strengthen 
and  consolidate  our  program  in  keeping  with  current  educational 
requirements. 

Since  the  school  buildings  are  public  property  it  is  dishearten- 
ing to  note  the  repeated  acts  of  vandalism  requiring  expenditure 
of  resources  that  could  be  put  to  better  use.  It  seems  particularly 
ironical  that  this  should  have  been  a  problem  in  the  year  that  the 
Town  gave  recognition  to  the  young  people's  needs  and  created  the 
Youth  Center.  With  social  unrest  and  drug  use  reported  in  our 
surrounding  communities,  it  behooves  all  of  us  to  take  a  respons- 
ible attitude  toward  these  problems  on  behalf  of  our  adolescents. 

On  the  lighter  side  of  these  many  weighty  problems  we  are 
pleased  to  report  that  our  educational  program  went  along  well 
with  all  four  buildings  fuctioniong  without  undue  pressure  from 
numbers  and  a  favorable  distribution  of  classes  despite  the  un- 
orthodox grade  separations  at  the  elementary  level.  Again  may 
we  thank  all  the  people  of  Medfield  who  participated  in  our  en- 
deavors in  one  way  or  another.  Particular  recognition  must  be 
given  to  our  school  personnel  whose  enthusiasm  and  devotion  to 
duty  is  evident  at  every  level  of  responsibility.  We  are  also  grate- 
ful to  all  other  town  officials  for  their  help  so  necessary  for  ef- 
fective operation  of  our  schools.

ENROLLMENT  EFFECTS 

As  of  October  2,  1967,  a  gain  of  190  pupils  was  noted  over 
the  enrollment  figure  of  October  1,  1966.  The  net  gain  continues 
to  increase  each  year. 

On  January  2,  1968,  the  total  enrollment  was  2218.  Memorial 
School  had  9  first  grades,  9  second  grades  and  1  special  class  -  - 
an  enrollment  of  479  pupils.  Dale  Street  School  had  8  third  grades, 
7  fourth  grades  and  7  fifth  grades  —  an  enrollment  of  625  pupils. 
The  Junior  High  School  had  575  students  in  grades  6,  7  and  8. 
The  High  School  had  539  students  in  grade  9,  10,  11  and  12. 

In  September,  1968,  Memorial  School  and  Dale  Street  School 
will  have  all  rooms  occupied  including  the  School  Committee  Room 
and  Activity  Room  at  Dale  Street.  The  Junior  High  School  will 
house  grades  6,  7  and  8  without  any  problems.  The  High  School, 
with  an  anticipated  enrollment  in  excess  of  600  students,  will  have 
troubles. 

A  new  elementary  school  which  is  presently  in  the  planning 
stage  will  have  to  be  supported  by  an  affirmative  Town  Meeting 
vote  in  order  to  provide  the  space  needed  in  September  1969.  The 
completion  of  this  school  will  permit  the  transfer  of  grade  6  from 
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the  Junior  High  School  thereby  making  it  possible  to  move  grade 
9  from  the  High  School  to  the  Junior  High.  Such  planning  should 
make  it  possible  to  consider  only  one  building  project  instead  of 
two  at  one  time. 

SURPLUS  PROPERTY 
The  State  Agency  for  Surplus  Property,  a  division  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education,   advises  public  schools   of  government 
property  which  is  available.     During  the  year  $60.90  was  spent  to 
obtain  materials  valued  at  $6050. 

FEDERAL  FUNDS 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  Public- 
Law  89-10,  Title  I,  provided  two  projects  during  the  year.  $1873 
supported  a  special  reading  project  at  the  Junior  High  School  and 
a  sum  of  $14,982  w7as  received  to  establish  a  6-week  Summer 
School. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act,  Public  Law  864,  Title  III. 
granted  $12755.90  for  Science  Projects,  and  Title  V  of  the  same 
Act  funded  $9671.72. 

Public  Law  88-210  provides  for  Business  and  Office  Education. 
Medfield  received  $792. 

Public  Law  89-10,  Title  II,  provides  support  for  school 
libraries.     Medfield  received  $3,325.52. 

MAINTENANCE 

All  oil  burners  and  boilers  were  cleaned  and  serviced.  Fire 
brick  replacement  was  completed  in  the  boilers  at  Memorial  School, 
Dale  Street  School  and  the  High  School. 

The  Science  Laboratory  at  Dale  Street  was  renovated  thus 
making  it  usable  as  a  regular  classroom. 

Maintenance  costs  continue  to  rise  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Repairs  and  upkeep  for  heating  $4,081.23;  plumbing,  $1,206.33: 
electrical  $1,860.03;  general  work  such  as  roofing,  carpentry,  win- 
dow replacement,  grounds,  etc.,  $4,574.07.  Contingencies  for  above, 
$1,503. 

It  is  most  difficult  to  estimate  an  annual  figure  for  this  kind 
of  work.  Some  statistical  reports  indicate  that  1%  of  the  total 
Annual  Budget  should  be  appropriated. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  total  appropriation  for  maintenance 
in  1967  was  $8,740  and  that  the  expenditure  as  of  this  date  was 
$13,224.66.  For  1967,  the  1%  factor  is  significant  since  the  total 
Budget  was  $1,193,468.  It  would  seem  logical  in  another  year  to 
apply  the  1%  factor.

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  a  School  Committee 
and  a  School  Building  Committee  which  have  maintained  a  close 
observation  of  our  school  needs.  Countless  hours  have  been  spent 
with  but  one  thought  in  mind  —  to  provide  the  best  educational 
plan  that  the  Town  of  Medfield  could  afford. 

The  success  of  our  educational  program  is  the  direct  result 
of  the  dedicated  teachers,  able  administrators  and  cooperative 
members  of  the  secretarial,  custodial,  health  and  cafeteria  staffs. 

I  speak  for  all  our  students  in  thanking  the  Parent-Teacher 
Organization,  The  Boosters  Club,  Hannah  Adams  Club,  Lions,  Med- 
field Teachers  Association,  American  Legion  Post  110,  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution,  and  the  Medfield  High  School  Student 
Council  for  their  continued  support  and  interest  in  our  young  men 
and  women. 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  given  to  me  and  to  the 
whole  system  by  the  secretarial  staff  in  my  office. 

To  the  Town  Officials,  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  Water 
and  Highway  Departments,  I  extend  my  gratitude  for  the  services 
performed  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  school  system.

REPORT   OF   MEMORIAL   ELEMENTARY   SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  as 
principal  of  the  Memorial  School  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,   1967. 

In  the  past  year  the  Memorial  School  has  housed  grades  one 
and  two  and  the  trainable  class,  as  it  did  the  year  before;  it  has 
a  full  house. 

We  still  give  a  great  amount  of  attention  to  the  individual 
pupils  —  those  doing  below  average  work  who  need  added  help, 
those  doing  above  average  work  who  need  a  supplemental  chal- 
lenge, and  those  working  along  on  the  middle  road  doing  average 
work.    All  assignments  are  geared  to  individual  needs. 

Reading  and  phonics,  which  are  stressed  to  the  highest  de- 
gree, are  taught  to  the  children  on  an  individual  basis  and  in  groups. 
Each  classroom  has  three  or  four  groups  in  reading.    Some  of  the 
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children  reading  in  one  of  the  lower  groups  are  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  work  with  the  group  above,  so  that  they  may  be  given 
the  extra  stimulus  to  work  harder.  Those  pupils  with  reading 
problems  work  with  the  special  reading  teacher  according  to  their 
particular  requirements. 

The  individual  classroom  libraries  are  growing  yearly  and  the 
children  make  good  use  of  the  books  on  the  shelves. 

This  excerpt  is  taken  from  "Learning  to  Read:  The  Great 
Confusion,"  which  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Carnegie  Quar- 
terly: "As  befits  its  importance,  the  teaching  of  reading  has  been 
the  subject  of  thousands  of  research  studies  going  back  over  more 
than  fifty  years.  ...  Given  the  accumulated  body  of  evidence,  one 
might  expect  that  there  would  be  some  small  measure  of  agree- 
ment as  to  what  it  proves  —  that  is,  what  is  the  best  way  to  start 
children  reading.  Instead,  as  any  adult  who  has  been  reading  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  knows,  there  has  been  lively  and  often  ran- 
corous controversy." 

Many  years  of  teaching  experience  in  addition  to  the  obser- 
vation of  reading  studies  have  led  me  to  believe  that  a  combination 
of  the  phonetic  and  meaning  emphasis  is  conducive  to  the  best  re- 
sults. 

We  have  recognized  the  desirability  of  aiding  children  who 
suffer  from  speech  defects.  In  some  instances  a  child  can  be 
quickly  helped,  whereas  in  other  cases  it  will  be  more  lengthy  pro- 
cess. We  finally  were  able  to  secure  a  speech  therapist  who  will 
work  day  and  a  half  each  week  at  the  Memorial  School. 

The  members  of  the  trainable  group  will  also  have  the  benefit 
of  speech  therapy.  The  trainable  group  make  up  an  integral 
part  of  our  daily  program.  They  enjoy  eating  and  playing  and 
attending  assemblies  with  the  other  children.  These  young  people 
are  very  happy  in  their  work  and  environment. 

Parents  are  always  welcome  to  call  the  school  office  for  ap- 
pointments with  me  or  with  the  teachers.  If  there  are  problems, 
small  or  large,  we  shall  want  to  know  about  them.  I  am  sure 
we  can  reach  a  solution. 

The  writing  of  this  report  gives  me  the  opportunity  of  ex- 
pressing my  personal  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee, to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  all  of  the  school  per- 
sonnel, and  to  the  parents  and  citizens  of  Medfield.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School,  I  submit  my  fifth 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,   1967. 

Growth,  change  adaptation,  and  evaluation  made  this  past  year 
exciting  and  rewarding  to  students  and  staff.  At  this  writing 
we  have  six  hundred  and  twenty-two  students  in  grades  three 
(212-8  classes),  four  (198-7),  and  five  (212-7  classes). 
The  school  is  at  capacity  now  and  to  make  room  for  additional 
students  expected  next  year  the  present  School  Committee  room 
and  the  Activity  Room  will  have  to  be  converted  to  a  regular 
classrooms.  With  the  science  laboratory  already  converted  to  a 
regular  classroom  for  the  opening  of  school  this  September,  all 
available  classroom  space  will  be  utilized. 

PROGRAM 

The  following  major  changes  have  been  made  in  the  instruc- 
tional program. 

1.  New  mathematics  texts  for  grades  3,  4,  and  5,  all  classes. 

2.  Selected  reading  texts  for  levels  in  grades  3,  4,  and  5. 

3.  Science  texts  —  Grade  3,  all  classes. 

4.  English  texts  —  Grade  3,   all  classes. 

5.  Reading  achievement  grouping  —  grade  3. 

6.  Scheduling  —  grades  4  and  5  classes  scheduled  for  large 
group  instruction. 

7.  Teacher  assignments  —  grades  4  and  5  —  All  teachers 
instruct  both  fourth  and  fifth  grade  classes. 

8.  Assignment  of  reading  specialist  to  teach  two  regular 
reading  classes  in  addition  to  individual  remedial  work. 

9.  Addition  of  a  part-time  Guidance  Counsellor  for  grades  3, 
4,  and  5. 

On  the  negative  side,  due  to  teaching  load,  our  students  in 
grades  4  and  5  receive  Art  and  Music  instruction  every  other  week. 
This  means  that  410  students  have  one-half  the  time  scheduled. 
Because  of  the  number  of  students,  a  full  time  Physical  Education 
teacher  for  Dale  Street  School  is  necessary  to  offer  an  adequate 
program. 

CO-CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

Co-curricular  activities  have  been  limited  by  space,  time,  and 
personnel.  Mrs.  Bibby  has  offered  square  dancing,  to  grades  3 
and  5  during  the  year.  Intra-mural  basketball  for  grade  5  boys 
has  also  been  made  available.       In  the  annual  Science  Fair  and 
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the  Spring  Festival,  opportunities  are  offered  for  the  students  to 
participate  in  additional  activities. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  was  used  extensively  by  the  students  for  pleasure 
and  information.  The  usefulness  of  the  library  has  been  limited 
because  of  the  lack  of  trained  personnel.  Mrs.  Gallagher  deserves 
special  mention  because  of  her  voluntary  work  to  make  use  of  the 
library  possible. 

CAFETERIA 

Our  cafeteria  personnel  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Avery, 
continue  to  do  an  outstanding  job  in  offering  our  students  nutri- 
tious and  attractive  hot  lunches.  Their  cooperation  and  efficiency 
are  greatly  appreciated. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  School  Committee,  school 
staff,  and  the  citizens  of  Medfield  for  their  assistance  and  coopera- 
tion during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1967. 

This  has  been  the  first  full  year  in  our  new  school  and  we  are 
very  pleased  with  the  excellent  facilities  and  the  opportunity  af- 
forded by  them  to  provide  the  youngsters  with  quality  education. 

Certain  revisions  in  the  curriculum  have  taken  place  this  past 
year. 

English:  All  classes  in  grades  7  and  8  have  returned  to  five 

periods  a  week.  The  Reading  program  which  had 
been  included  in  this  department  as  a  sixth  period 
now  is  a  separate  program.  Both  areas  are  closely 
correlated. 

Reading:  We  are  firmly  committed  to  the  belief  that  success 

in  all  areas  of  scholastic  endeavor  is  determined 
by  a  youngster's  ability  to  read.     All  youngsters 
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in  grade  6  receive  five  periods  of  reading  per  week 
plus  those  experiencing  deficiencies  are  seen  in 
separate  small  classes  an  additional  two  periods  a 
week.  All  youngsters  in  grade  7  and  8  receive  one 
or  two  periods  of  reading  instruction  per  week  de- 
pending on  their  grade  placement,  and  have  addi- 
tional periods  available  to  them  if  needed.  The  ad- 
dition of  another  trained  reading  specialist  to  our 
staff  has  made  this  program  possible.  We  continue 
to  work  very  closely  with  the  Reading  Supervisor 
from  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  believe 
we  are  progressing  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  All 
youngsters  in  grades  6  and  7  were  tested,  to  aid  us 
in  forming  appropriate  reading  skill  classes. 

Science:  This  year  has  seen  the  inclusion  of  the  new  Earth 

Science  Study  in  our  8th  grade  curriculum.  This 
allows  for  normal  progression  from  the  Introduc- 
tory Physical  Science  Course  that  was  installed  in 
grade  7  last  year. 

Four  units  of  the  new  Elementary  Science  Study 
haev  been  introduced  into  grade  6  and  are  being 
well  received  by  faculty  and  students.  All  young- 
sters have  a  double  laboratory  period  once  a  week. 
This  double  laboratory  period  allows  youngsters 
more  time  in  laboratory  work. 

French:  French  is  offered  to  all  students  in  grade  7  on  an 

elective  basis.  Presently  there  are  104  youngsters 
taking  advantage  of  the  course.  There  are  92 
youngsters  in  grade  8  continuing  their  program. 
The  language  laboratory  is  in  constant  use  and  re- 
ceives much  acclaim.  We  also  use  the  laboratory 
as  an  adjunct  to  our  reading  program. 

Mathematics :  All  programs  are  taught  with  the  Modern  Math  ap- 
proach. We  have  also  established  a  voluntary  Math 
Program  for  youngsters  who  are  experiencing  dif- 
ficulty with  basic  mathematical  processes.  There 
are  presently  fifty  youngsters  meeting  three  after- 
noons a  week  with  the  Math  instructors. 

Social  Studies :  We  are  in  the  process  of  revising  our  social  studies 
offerings.  We  have  held  many  departmental  meet- 
ings and  have  met  with  the  supervisors  from  the 
State  Department  of  Education  who  have  greatly 
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assisted  us.  We  will  have  a  new  social  studies  cur- 
riculum in  September,   1968. 

Guidance:  Under   the   Elementary   and   Secondary   Education 

Act,  Title  I  an  additional  counselor  was  added  for 
three  days  a  week  to  work  with  our  sixth  grade 
youngsters.  An  intern  from  Northeastern  Uni- 
versity also  worked  with  us  one  day  a  week  under 
the  supervision  of  our  Guidance  Department.  All 
youngsters  in  grades  6,  7,  and  8  were  administered 
aptitude  and  achievement  tests  during  the  year. 
Regular  counselling  is  done  with  7th  and  8th  grade 
students  and  any  youngster  in  grade  6  who  has 
been  referred  by  himself,  teachers,  parents  or  ad- 
ministrators. Several  referrals  were  made  to  the 
school  psychologist  and  monthly  consultations  were 
held  with  a  representative  of  the  Cutler  Clinic  in 
Norwood. 

All  youngsters  have  one  period  of  general  music 
per  week.  Our  chorus  and  glee  club  is  progressing 
extremely  well  and  our  band  with  52  members 
performed  during  Homecoming  Week  at  the  foot- 
ball game.  All  of  the  above  groups  in  conjunction 
with  our  Drama  Club,  presented  an  excellent  Christ- 
mas Program.  The  Spring  Music  Festival  was  ex- 
cellent and  a  tribute  to  the  department. 

W7e  are  presently  meeting  the  new  state  require- 
ments for  this  area  in  that  all  youngsters  have 
physical  education  three  full  class  periods  per  week. 
Our  interscholastic  basketball  team  compiled  a  10 
win  2  loss  record  while  our  baseball  team  had  5 
wins  and  3  losses.  Our  intramural  program  is  very 
active.  197  boys  participated  in  flag  football  and 
over  250  boys  and  girls  in  basketball.  A  "gym- 
orama"  was  presented  in  the  gymnasium  last  spring 
to  a  capacity  audience  and  a  successful  field  day 
was  held  at  the  close  of  school  in  June. 

Library  Our  library  continues  to  be  the  key  to  our  instruc- 

tional program.  As  a  materials  resource  center  it 
is  in  constant  use  and  as  a  learning  laboratory. 
Classes  are  continually  using  it.  All  students  con- 
tinue receiving  orientation  to  new  materials  in  the 
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library.  The  6th  grade  receives  a  complete  orien- 
tation upon  entering  school. 

Special 

Education:  The  special  education  class  with  6  youngsters  is  still 

housed  at  the  Junior  High.  The  youngsters  are  in- 
tegrated into  the  regular  Junior  High  program  in 
the  areas  of  Music,  Art,  Home  Economics,  and  Phy- 
sical Education.  They  also  take  courses  in  Read- 
ing and  Industrial  Arts.  They  enjoy  the  school 
and   the   program. 

Art,  Home  Economics  and  Industrial  Art  Departments  pre- 
sented a  program  for  parents  in  the  spring  that  was  well  received. 

A  very  successful  Summer  School,  funded  under  Federal  mon- 
ies, was  held  for  6  weeks  at  the  Junior  High.  It  was  enjoyed  by 
all  77  youngsters  who  participated. 

An  after  school  Reading  Program  also  funded  by  Federal  mo- 
ney, was  held  for  15  weeks,  two  afternoons  a  week,  for  twenty 
youngsters.  This  was  designed  to  correct  reading  deficiencies 
and  was  quite  successful. 

A  complete  extra-curricular  program  has  been  included  in 
the  school  day.     17  different  activities  meet  once  or  twice  a  week. 

Two  student  teachers  from  the  State  College  at  Framingham 
have  spent  16  weeks  with  us  in  the  Home  Economics  department. 
This  has  proved  beneficial  from  all  points  of  view  and  we  hope  it 
will  continue. 

In  summary  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  faculty 
and  to  the  many  townspeople  who  have  given  us  cooperation,  and 
assistance  throughout  the  year.  Particularly,  I  wish  to  thank  the 
Superintendent,  the  School  Committee,  the  School  Building  Com- 
mittee and  the  parents  for  their  continued  support.

REPORT  OF 
AMOS  CLARK  KINGSBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Aa  Principal  of  the  Amos  Clark  Kingsbury  High  School,  I 
hereby  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1967. 

With  1967  coming  to  an  end,  it  is  felt  that  the  most  pressing 
problem  the  town  faces  at  the  high  school  is  that  of  space.    Pre- 
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sently,  we  are  operating  at  capacity  and  sacrificing  little.  In  Sep- 
tember of  1968  we  will  be  over  capacity  and  sacrificing  more.  Men- 
tion has  been  made  of  moving  grade  nine  to  the  present  junior 
high  school  in  September  of  1969.  Even  if  this  is  done,  the  enroll- 
ment at  the  high  school  will  be  approximately  the  same  as  it  is 
now.  Additional  space  will  be  sorely  needed  at  the  high  school 
in  the  very  near  future.  The  Superintendent,  the  School  Commit- 
tee, and  the  Building  Committee  are  to  be  commended  for  the  for- 
ward looking  plans  now  under  study. 

The  problem  of  limited  space  has  forced  us  to  limit  offerings 
in  the  following  areas:  Music,  Art,  Home  Economics,  Industrial 
Arts  and  Typing.  Further  limits  will  be  placed  on  these  areas 
next  year  as  the  enrollment  will  increase  by  at  least  seventy  stu- 
dents. Additional  courses,  which  should  be  a  part  of  the  course 
offerings  at  the  high  school,  will  have  to  wait  until  additi  >nai 
space  is  provided. 

We  have  completed  our  third  year  of  studying  a  method  of 
Team  Teaching  in  United  States  History.  In  March.  April  and  May 
of  1967  two  units  were  taught  by  this  method.  As  in  the  past,  much 
success  was  gained  through  this  method.  It  is  planned  to  thor- 
oughly revise  the  first  unit  and  offer  this  again  in  March  of  1968. 
The  Social  Studies  Department,  with  Mrs.  Janice  Adams  as  Chair- 
man, has  done  an  excellent  piece  of  work  in  organizing,  developing, 
and  evaluating  the  Team  Teaching  units.  Only  through  dedication 
and  extra  work  can  new  methods  be  tried  and  evaluated. 

With  the  addition  of  the  Yellow  Version  of  BSCS  Biology  and 
Earth  Science,  the  science  department  offers  the  latest  courses  in 
science  education  today.  With  these  up-to-dote  course  offerings 
and  the  exceptional  ability  of  our  science  teachers;  we  have,  in 
Medfield  an  extremely  fine  science  department. 

In  September  a  pilot  project  was  started  in  grade  nine  invol- 
ving seventy-seven  students.  Three  teachers  and  the  seventy-seven 
students  are  scheduled  togther  for  the  first  four  periods  every 
day.  Because  of  this  manner  of  scheduling,  their  schedules  for  the 
first  four  periods  are  very  flexible.  The  three  subject  areas  in- 
volved are  English,  Algebra  I  and  Ancient  History.  The  teachers 
are  able  to  meet  with  one  student  or  all  seventy-seven  according 
to  the  needs.  For  example,  all  students  have  been  tested  in  Alge- 
bra I  on  the  first  period  of  the  day.  For  the  next  three  periods 
they  meet  with  their  teachers  as  regular  classes. 

Correlation  of  subject  matter  has  been  accomplished  to  a 
greater  extent  with  this  group.  While  studying  Greece  in  An- 
cient History,  the  English  teacher  gave  a  lecture  on  Greek  Drama 
and  the  Algebra  teacher  gave  a  lecture  on  the  influence  the  Greeks 
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had  on  mathematics.  Both  lectures  were  given  to  the  entire 
group  in  the  auditorium. 

The  teachers  together  with  a  guidance  counselor  and  an  ad- 
ministrator meet  as  a  team  at  least  once  a  week  and  discuss  sche- 
duling, correlation  of  subject  matter  and  individuals  in  the  project. 
The  Team  finds  the  project  interesting  and  extremely  helpful. 
Through  evaluation,  it  will  be  determined  if  the  project  will  be 
carried  on  into  the  sophomore  year  as  well  as  the  freshman  year. 

The  High  School  was  elected  as  a  member  of  the  College  Ent- 
rance Examination  Board  for  a  term  of  three  years :  the  Principal 
will  serve  as  the  school's  delegate.  This  election  gives  Medfield  a 
voice  in  the  policies  of  the  Board. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  expressing  my  ap- 
preciation to  the  teachers,  Superintendent,  the  School  Committee 
and  the  many  people  in  town  who  have  given  of  their  time  and  ef- 
forts to  assist  in  making  the  high  school  one  of  the  most  highly 
regarded  in  the  state.

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ANNUAL  GUIDANCE  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Guidance  Director  of  the  Medfield  Public  Schools,  I  am 
pleased  to  submit  my  fourth  Annual  Report.  This  encompasses 
the  period  from  January  1,  1967  to  December  31,  1967. 

The  general  overview  of  some  of  the  ongoing  guidance  pro- 
grams are  outlined  below: 

1.  Through  a  reciprocal  arrangement  with  Northeastern  Univer- 
sity we  have  utilized  the  services  of  a  graduate  student  in  guidance. 
Mrs.  Donna  Wilson,  who  is  working  at  the  junior  high  school  se- 
veral days  per  week.  This  internship  arrangement  allows  the 
town  to  have  a  competently  trained  person  at  no  cost  and  also  pro- 
vides valuable  experience  in  the  profession  for  the  graduate  stu- 
dent. Mrs.  Wilson  was  supervised  in  counseling  practicum  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Collins  of  the  counseling  staff  in  the  junior 
high.  When  her  formalized  class  ends  we  hope  we  may  continue 
this  arrangement  with  another  student  from  Northeastern. 

2.  Our  second  college  admissions  night  of  the  school  year  was 
held  in  May  and  included  some  35  schools  and  colleges.  It  was  at- 
tended by  some  350  interested  parents  and  students.  In  addition 
to  Medfield.  there  were  three  additional  high  schools  from  four 
surrounding  towns  also  involved.  Medfield  doubtless  will  contin- 
ue as  a  focal  point  in  future  years  because  of  its  central  location 
and  the  familiarity  of  the  admissions  offices  with  this  program. 
We  are  focusing  on  the  underclassmen  because  it  allows  time  for 
actively  visiting  schools  in  the  summer  between  the  junior  and 
senior  year. 

3.  With  the  expansion  of  regional  mental  health  centers,  the 
Leslie  B.  Cutler  Clinic  in  Norwood  has  become  quite  active  in  pro- 
viding the  services  of  a  mental  health  coordinator.  In  conjunction 
with  this,  Mr.  Sidney  Ribak,  Chief  Psychologist  at  the  Wrentham 
State  School,  is  with  us  under  a  Title  I  grant.  These  gentlemen 
work  effectively  with  administrators  and  the  instructional  staff 
in  meeting  the  special  needs  of  individual  students  throughout  the 
system. 

4.  From  our  high  school  in  Medfield,  some  65%  of  last  year's 
graduates  have  gone  on  to  some  form  of  higher  education.  28% 
are  actively  employed,  and  the  others  have  entered  the  armed  ser- 
vices. That  these  students  need  the  help  of  a  well-informed  coun- 
selor is  evident  from  the  number  of  some  2000  schools  of  different 
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types  across  the  country  and  the  continually  changing  entry  em- 
ployment needs  fostered  by  federal  legislation.  The  guidance  pro- 
gram is  so  arranged  that,  in  general,  each  pupil  has  the  same  coun- 
selor through  his  high  school  career.  It  is  noted  that  although 
counseling  of  this  type  is  an  important  function,  it  is  only  one  of 
a  diversification  of  activities  for  guidance  personnel. 

5.  As  part  of  the  Title  I  proposals,  Miss  Rosalind  Tepper,  has 
been  counseling  in  both  Dale  Street  school  and  the  junior  high. 
This  is  in  keeping  with  the  proposed  expansion  of  guidance  ser- 
vices in  the  elementary  area.  She  is  exploring  group  techniques 
in  counseling,  more  active  liaison  with  the  home,  and  working 
with  referrals  from  the  professional  staff  as  well  as  maintaining 
regular  interviews. 

6.  The  testing  program  in  grades  1  through  12  has  been  stan- 
dardized. We  have  attempted  to  avoid  duplication  of  tests  and  to 
use  results  within  the  limits  suggested  by  confidentiality  but  yet 
helpful  to  the  personnel  involved.  Various  meetings  were  held 
with  parents  and  students  during  the  year  to  disseminate  this  in- 
formation. 

We  are  continuing  our  efforts  directed  toward  the  specially 
oriented  student  with  work-study  programs  and  distributive  edu- 
cation to  provide  a  challenge  as  rewarding  as  that  provided  for 
the  college  bound.  This  program  in  many  ways  is  more  complex 
because  it  is  not  yet  as  well  defined. 

May  I  again  offer  my  thanks  to  all  of  those  who  have  given 
support  in  making  our  program  here  possible.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  my  second  Annual  Re- 
port as  the  Director  of  Physical  Education  and  Athletics  for  the 
Public  Schools  of  Medfield  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

Physical  Education  is  that  phase  of  the  total  school  program 
which  educates  students  through  physical  activity.  It  contributes 
to  the  growth,  development  and  behavior  of  the  students  through 
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selected  activities.  These  activities  in  which  the  students  partici- 
pate not  only  develop  such  physical  qualities  as  strength,  endur- 
ance, coordination  and  rhythm,  but  are  also  designed  to  help  the 
student  to  develop  an  awareness  of  themselves  and  an  understand- 
ing of  their  abilities  and  limitations  in  relation  to  those  around 
them.  Basically  physical  education  attempts  to  develop  "a  sound 
mind  in  a  sound  body." 

Physical  Education  in  our  school  system  starts  in  Grade  1 
and  continues  through  Grade  12.  It  is  a  required  subject  for  all 
boys  and  girls  unless  they  are  excused  for  medical  reasons. 

At  the  elementary  school  level  classes  are  of  a  short  duration 
and  geared  to  group  activities.  They  are  held  once  a  week  and 
basic  skills  using  the  large  muscle  groups  of  the  body  are  taught 
through  such  activities  as  simple  rhythms,  quiet  and  active  games. 
These  are  aimed  at  developing  coordination  in  the  youngsters. 

In  grades  3-4-5  simple  games  and  stunts  are  introduced  with 
particular  emphasis  being  placed  upon  the  coordination  of  the 
mind  with  physical  ability.  Skills  of  running,  throwing,  jumping, 
catching  along  with  lead  up  games  which  teach  the  essentials  of 
team  sports  are  incorporated  into  this  program.  These  are  con- 
ducive to  the  further  development  of  coordination  and  to  the  learn- 
ing of  the  essential  techniques  of  team  sports.  Tumbling,  balan- 
cing and  other  types  of  mat  work  are  begun  at  this  level. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  Physical  Education  is  held  three 
times  a  week  for  41  minutes  each  class.  The  emphasis  is  now  on 
the  basic  techniques  for  team  games  and  for  individual  sports. 
The  fundamentals  of  football,  basketball  and  baseball  are  intro- 
duced. Also  introduced  are  volleyball,  tumbling,  and  gymnastics. 
In  gymnastics  apparatus  such  as  the  parallel  bars,  side  horse,  un- 
even bar,  horizontal  bar  and  the  mats  are  brought  into  play. 

This  year  the  Junior  High  School  staff  had  their  first  annual 
gymnastic  show.  This  show  was  open  to  the  public  and  was  a 
great  success.  Many  thanks  for  a  job  well  done  should  be  given 
to  the  administration  and  faculty  of  the  Junior  High  School.  A 
special  note  of  gratitude  should  be  tendered  to  Miss  Lois  Gediman 
and  Mr.  George  Ruggiero  of  the  Physical  Education  staff  for  their 
fine  efforts. 

At  the  High  School  level  classes  are  held  twice  a  week  with  a 
class  duration  of  47  minutes  each.  Team  games  are  also  taught 
but  now  the  emphasis  is  on  the  team  work  that  is  needed  for  the 
successful  fulfillment  of  the  skills  that  have  been  learned.  More 
attention  is  now  given  to  the  individual  and  the  individual  sports 
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for  their  carry-over  values  in  later  life.     More  advanced  skills  on 
the  gymnastic  apparatus  and  mats  are  taught. 

Once  again  in  cooperation  with  the  President's  Council  on 
Fitness  and  the  National  Association  of  Health,  Physical  Educa- 
tion and  Recreation,  the  physical  fitness  tests  were  administered 
in  Grades  5  - 12.  Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  stu- 
dents compared  favorably  with  the  national  norms  that  have  been 
established  for  this  test. 

The  physical  education  staff  attempts  to  provide  a  balanced 
program  fitted  to  the  needs  of  the  students.  A  wide  variety  of 
activities  so  that  the  students  will  be  exposed  to  as  many  areas  as 
possible.  The  students  then  will  be  able  to  choose  those  activities 
that  will  be  of  interest  to  him  now  and  later  in  life. 

At  present,  as  part  of  our  co-curricular  program,  we  have  in- 
tramural activities  in  flag  football,  basketball,  volleyball,  body 
building  , gymnastics  and  winter  track.  These  activities  provide 
opportunities  for  all  pupils,  regardless  of  ability,  to  put  into  prac- 
tice skills  and  knowledge  acquired  in  the  class  program. 

This  year  we  have  included  the  Junior  High  School  in  our  in- 
terscholastic  program.  The  Junior  Warriors  played  12  basketball 
games  and  had  a  nine-game  slate  in  baseball.  In  the  High  School 
we  started  for  the  first  time  a  track  team  that  competed  in  the 
Tri-Valley  League.  This  team  came  in  second  in  the  All-Confer- 
ence Meet  and  fifth  in  the  State  Meet  held  in  Boston.  Wayne  Clive 
equalled  the  state  record  for  the  440  yard  run.  John  Kellar  and 
Richard  Lovelace  came  in  second  and  fifth  respectively  in  the  880 
yard  run.  The  Tennis  Team,  which  is  another  new  sport,  finished 
up  the  season  with  a  very  respectable  five  wins  and  two  losses. 
They  just  missed  qualifying  for  the  State  Tournament.  For  the 
first  time  this  Fall  Medfield  had  a  freshman  football  team  that 
finished  up  with  only  one  loss  in  six  games. 

We  also  started  an  after-school  instructional  program  for  the 
girls  in  field  hockey  and  in  1968  Medfield  girls  will  have  a  team 
entered  in  the  field  hockey  league. 

In  addition  to  these  new  teams  that  have  been  introduced  on 
the  sport  scene  we  still  field  boys  and  girls  teams  in  the  following 
varsity  and  junior  versity  sports:  cheerleading,  crosscountry, 
football,  boys'  and  girls'  basketball,  baseball  and  softball.  Our 
varsity  football  team  was  the  repeat  champion  of  the  Tri-Valley 
Conference.  They  have  not  lost  a  league  game  in  the  past  two 
years.  As  a  matter  of  fact  since  1964,  when  this  present  gradu- 
ating class  were  freshmen,  the  football  team  has  only  lost  three 
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league  games  and  a  total  of  seven  games.     The  record  for  that 
time  is  28  wins  and  7  losses. 

Over  300  people  attended  the  Annual  All-Sports  Banquet  in 
the  High  School  Cafeteria.  228  Certificates  were  awarded  to  the 
young  men  and  women  athletes.  116  Varsity  Letters  were  awarded 
and  44  sweaters  awarded  to  junior  and  senior  letter  award  win- 
ners. Sandra  Tothill  and  David  Lyman  received  the  highest  single 
award  that  can  be  given  by  receiving  the  Scholar  Athlete  Award. 

The  Athletic  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  Medfield 
School  Booster  Club  for  the  support  they  have  given  to  our  ath- 
letic teams  this  year.  They  presented  to  the  1966  football  team 
Award  jackets  emblematic  of  their  winning  the  football  cham- 
pionship. We  were  also  most  happy  to  have  awarded  at  the  An- 
nual All-Sports  Banquet  the  Booster  Club  Award  which  this  year 
went  to  Miss  Sandra  Tothill.  The  generous  amount  of  $250  was 
presented  for  her  use  in  furthering  her  education.  The  School  De- 
partment and  the  Town  of  Medfield  is  very  fortunate  to  have  such 
dedicated  people  to  help  support  our  school  activities. 

Although  physical  education  and  athletics  is  primarily  con- 
cerned with  the  physical  well  being  of  the  students  such  as  posture, 
health,  abliity  to  perform  in  specific  games  and  stunts,  they  also 
concern  themselves  with  the  social  side  of  life;  that  is,  to  help 
our  young  men  and  women  to  work  and  play  successfully  and  live 
harmoniously  with  their  neighbors.  They  also  attempt  to  develop 
the  qualities  of  couroge,  initiative,  cooperation  and  self-reliance.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  director  of  the 
School  Lunch  Program  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1967, 

Due  to  the  ever  increasing  enrollment  in  the  schools,  the  lunch 
program  is  growing  larger  each  year.  Food  and  labor  costs  have 
continued  to  be  on  the  upward  trend.  However,  we  must  strive  to 
continue  to  serve  the  children  nutritious  well  prepared  meals  to 
help  meet  the  needs  of  their  physical  and  mental  growth. 
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There  has  been  some  increase  in  the  amount  of  commodities 
received  from  the  U.S.D.A.  this  fall  and  we  are  promised  more  for 
the  coming  year.  To  help  keep  the  food  costs  down  we  must  use 
these  commodities  to  good  advantage.  We  have  a  very  good  baking 
program  in  all  schools  with  the  exception  of  the  Memorial  School 
which  is  not  properly  equipped  for  making  yeast  rolls  or  french 
bread.  All  desserts,  pies,  cakes  and  puddings  served  in  the  schools 
are  made  on  the  premises. 

If  the  program  continues  to  grow  as  it  has  in  the  past  two 
years,  the  present  equipment  in  the  Senior  High  School  will  not  be 
ample  to  handle  the  extra  preparation  of  food  required  to  meet  the 
demand.  At  the  present  time  some  of  the  workers  have  to  wait 
their  turn  to  use  certain  equipment. 

During  the  year  1967,  the  cafeteria  staff  took  part  in  two  ex- 
tra activities  in  the  school  system.  The  first  one  was  a  breakfast 
served  to  members  of  the  graduating  class  of  1967.  After  an  all 
night  program  held  at  the  Glenn  Ellen  Country  Club  in  Millis,  those 
who  so  desired  returned  to  the  Senior  High  School  for  a  6  o'clock 
breakfast.  The  cafeteria  staff  reported  at  5:30  A.M.  to  prepare 
and  serve  a  complete  breakfast  to  them.  Everything  was  cleaned 
up  and  back  to  normal  by  7:30  and  the  staff  ready  to  resume  their 
daily  routine. 

On  June  22nd  a  field  day  was  held  at  the  Junior  High  School. 
At  lunch  time  everyone  lined  up  at  tables  which  had  been  set  up 
outdoors  where  they  were  served  a  picnic  style  lunch  by  the  cafe- 
teria staff.  A  most  enjoyable  time  was  had  by  all  and  the  day 
declared  a  complete  success. 

In  November  we  had  two  bomb  threats  on  the  same  day  in- 
volving all  four  schools.  The  second  occurred  at  lunchtime  causing 
much  inconvenience  to  all  concerned.  School  was  dismissed  for  the 
remainder  of  the  day.  Needless  to  say  the  School  Lunch  Program 
suffered  a  substantial  loss  for  the  day. 

I  am  very  proud  of  the  fine  job  the  members  of  the  cafeteria 
staff  are  doing  in  all  schools.  Without  their  loyalty  and  co-opera- 
tion the  School  Lunch  Program  could  not  operate  successfully.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  ADULT  EDUCATION 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

January  9,  1967  was  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of 
the  1966  - 1967  Adult  Education  Program.  A  total  of  sixteen 
classes,  in  thirteen  different  courses,  were  continued  by  the  di- 
rector. The  cources  offered  and  continued  were  in  Rug  Braiding, 
Flower  Arrangement,  Sewing,  Typing,  Art,  Woodworking,  Physi- 
cal Education  for  Women,  Physical  Education  for  Men,  Conversa- 
tional French,  Bridge,  Driver  Education  and  Square  Dancing. 
These  courses  were  offered  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday 
evenings  between  7  and  10  P.M.  for  ten  additional  weeks. 

The  1967  - 1968  Adult  Education  Program  offered  nineteen 
different  courses.  Of  the  nineteen  courses  offered,  nineten  classes 
were  established  and  operating.  New  courses  offered  and  estab- 
lished were  Pottery  (Ceramics)  and  Shorthand.  These  courses  re- 
placed the  Modern  Mathematics  and  Current  Events  courses  of- 
fered the  previous  year. 

430  people  registered  for  the  above  courses  which  were  of- 
fered on  Monday  ,Tuesday  or  Thursday  evenings  between  7  to  10 
P.M.  for  twenty  weeks  beginning  the  week  of  October  2,  1967  and 
ending  the  week  of  March  25,  1968. 

This  year  we  once  again  requested  and  were  granted  both 
Federal  and  State  Funds  to  support  the  Adult  Education  Program. 
The  funds  will  pay  for  some  of  the  expenses  of  the  sewing  classes, 
rug  braiding,  knitting,  flower  arrangement  and  pottery  classes. 

The  achievement  Night  for  the  1967-1968  Adult  Education 
Program  will  be  held  on  Thursday,  April  9,  1968.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I.  As  a  school  nurse,  my  specific  duties  involve  the  total 
school  health  program.  I  am  a  registered  nurse  with  advanced 
training  and  experience  in  Public  Health,  First  Aid,  and  Social 
service.    I  am  responsible  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  my 
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administrative  duties  and  to  the  school  physicians  for  my  profes- 
sional performance. 

II.  I  am  responsible  for  the  following  nursing  services: 

a.  Plan  for  and  assist  school  physicians  with  the  physical 
examinations. 

b.  Assist  with  the  dental  program. 

c.  Assist  with  x-ray  program. 

d.  Administering  first  aid  to  pupils  and  staff. 

e.  Inspection  of  suspects  of  communicable  disease. 

f.  Conferences  with  teachers,  pupils,  parents,  medical  per- 
sonnel and  others  relative  to  the  adjustment  of  physi- 
cal, mental,  social  and  environmental  problems  at  school. 
These  conferences  include  individual  health  counseling 
and  assisting  parents  regarding  remediable  conditions 
of  their  school  children. 

g.  Investigating  unexplained  absences, 
h.      Testing  vision. 

i.       Testing  hearing. 

III.  Health  Appraisal  Services: 

a.  Health  examinations  are  conducted  by  a  school  physi- 
cian in  the  presence  of  the  school  nurse,  who  enters 
onto  a  permanent  health  record  any  observations  the 
doctor  makes. 

b.  All  pupils  in  the  first,  fourth,  seventh  and  tenth  grades 
are  examined. 

c.  Pre-school  children  are  examined  with  a  parent  present 
on  registration  day  prior  to  entering  first  grade. 

d.  All  pupils  participating  in  competitive  sports  are  ex- 
amined before  the  start  of  practice. 

IV.  Dental  Survey: 

The  beginning  of  school  all  elementary  pupils  are  exam- 
ined by  the  school  dentist.  If  one  area  of  dental  caries  is 
found,  a  notice  to  parents  is  sent  signifying  dental  care  is 
necessary.  After  all  elementary  pupils  have  been  screened 
by  Dr.  Kirschbaum,  we  proceed  with  the  operating  clinic. 
Parental  consent  forms  are  sent  home  by  the  nurse,  and  no 
child  may  be  treated  unless  we  have  a  signed  request  from 
a  parent. 
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V.  Vision  test: 

All  pupils  in  grades  one  through  twelve  are  vision  tested 
annually.  The  Titmus  vision  tester  is  used.  All  failures 
are  retested  and  all  defects  are  reported  to  parents.  Refer- 
rals and  follow-ups  are  conducted  by  the  school  nurse. 

VI.  Hearing  Tests: 

All  pupils  in  grades  one  through  twelve  are  individually 
tested  annually  by  means  of  the  Pure  Tone  Audiometer.  All 
defects  are  individually  charted  on  an  audiogram  by  the 
nurse  and  notice  sent  to  the  parents.  Follow-ups  are  then 
conducted  by  the  nurse. 

VII.  Chest  X-Ray  and  Tuberculosis  Screening: 

All  school  personnel  are  required  by  law  to  be  X-rayed  every 
three  years.  This  program  is  carried  on  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Tuberculosis  Association.  All  the  records  are  kept 
by  the  school  nurse.  This  Fall,  Time  testing  for  T.B.  was 
offered  to  all  children  in  the  first  and  ninth  grades  whose 
parents  requested  it  be  done.  The  school  nurse  is  respon- 
sible for  recordings. 

Vm.  First  Aid: 

First  aid  is  administered  by  the  nurse  to   all  pupils   and 
staff  for  accidental  injuries,  sudden  illnesses  and  other  emer- 
gencies. 

The  services  of  the  school  nurse  are  many  and  varied.  There 
is  a  change  from  day  to  day  in  the  responsibilities  which  she  as- 
sumes and  the  needs  of  the  individuals  with  whom  she  works. 

I  make  home  visits  on  request  to  discuss  school  problems, 
vision  and  hearing  defects,  behavior  and  emotional  problems,  and 
scores  of  other  problems  affecting  a  child's  ability  to  learn. 

The  school  nurse  is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  continuing 
health  record  on  each  pupil;  compiling  state  and  federal  and  town 
reports;  and  all  clerical  duties  pertaining  to  school  health. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  administration  and  faculty  for  their 
cooperation  in  making  this  year  more  successful.

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REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  fiscal  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful  we  have 
ever  had.  The  acquisition  of  our  new  radio  equipment  gives  us 
four  mobile  units  capable  of  operating  on  three  different  chan- 
nels to  provide  communications  with  the  Emergency  Operating 
Center,  State  Sector  Headquarters  in  Stoughton,  and  the  Ham 
Band.  This  installation  has  been  handled  by  Radio  Officer  John 
Dearness  and  his  two  assistants. 

The  Emergency  Truck  which  has  been  three  years  in  the  build- 
ing is  now  in  service.  All  of  the  work  has  been  performed  by  vol- 
unteers with  the  exception  of  some  highly  skilled  trades  wh;ch 
were  required.  I  want  to  especially  thank  Floyd  Ours  who  installed 
a  re-built  engine  in  the  truck  as  well  as  doing  other  mechanical 
checking  of  the  transmission,  brakes  and  electrical  systems.  The 
siren  and  lights  were  donated,  the  equipment  carried  in  the  truck 
has  come  from  the  surplus  property  program,  including  the  5,000 
watt  generator.  The  cost  of  the  vehicle  and  its  present  equipment 
is  estimated  at  $800.00  the  replacement  cost  would  be  around 
$4,500.00. 

Semi-annual  Progress  reports  have  been  completed  and  ap- 
proved by  State  and  Federal  Civil  Defense  Agnecies. 

Our  community  participated  in  the  National  CD  exercises 
sending  and  receiving  several  messages  and  fallout  readings  over 
the  tnree-day  test  period. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  continue  to  provide  additional  trained 
manpower  to  augment  the  regular  police  department  during  holi- 
day weekends  and  other  special  assignments. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  State  and  local  auth- 
orities for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.  Most  especially  I 
want  to  thank  the  many  volunteers  serving  this  department  during 
the  year.    Without  them,  our  operation  would  be  impossible.

The  Beard  of  Health  met  every  second  and  fourth  Friday  of 
the  month  during  1967.  Extra  meetings  included:  the  Selectmen, 
Planning,  Finance,  Personnel  and  Appeals  Boards,  Town  Counsel 
and  being  represented  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Visiting  Nur- 
ses Association.  Special  meetings  were  called  for  special  problems 
and  for  nurses  and  students  who  were  interested  in  Public  Health 
problems. 

Licenses  have  been  issued  to  dealers  selling  or  transporting 
Methyl  Alcohol,  the  Manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream,  to  the  Directors 
of  the  Funeral  Home  and  to  The  Coin-O-Matic  Laundry.  All  estab- 
lishments handling,  serving  and  selling  food  were  licensed  after 
having  been  inspected  by  a  Registered  Sanitarian. 

The  Garbage  Contract  was  renewed.  Collections  were  made 
once  a  week  in  the  Winter  and  twice  weekly  during  the  summer. 

At  the  Town  Dump,  the  partial  land  fill  program  has  been  con- 
tinued as  has  the  weekly  burning  of  brush.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Medfield: 

Improvement  of  Medfield's  public  library  facilities  has  con- 
tinued to  be  the  chief  concern  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Memorial 
Public  Library  in  1967.  However,  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  though 
lending  majority  support,  as  in  1966,  to  our  plans,  did  not  give  the 
two-thirds  vote  necessary  for  the  proposed  long-range  expansion. 

In  view  of  the  above  action  by  the  voters,  the  Trustees  have 
prepared  a  plan  which  will  produce  limited  improvement  in  Med- 
field's library  facilities.  This  plan  was  presented  to  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  of  November  13,  1967,  but  deferred  to  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  March,  1968.  Briefly,  through  taking  over  the 
Historical  Room;  permitting  the  Historical  Society  to  use  the  main 
floor  of  the  Library  Annex  (former  bank) ;  and  opening  the  arch- 
way between  the  two  main  floor  rooms  of  the  library,  this  plan 
will  give  space  for  6000  additional  volumes,  almost  a  50%  increase 
over  our  current  12,700.  Neither  our  adult  seating  nor  our  admin- 
strative  space  will  be  any  greater,  although  the  latter  will  be  more 
efficiently  utilized.  But  our  book  stock  can  be  gradually  built  up 
from  the  present  60%  to  95%  of  the  standards  desirable  for  our 
present  population. 

Several  necessary  repair  and  maintenance  projects  have  been 
completed  in  1967.  To  comply  with  fire  safety  requirements,  a  new 
entrance  to  the  Children's  Room  was  constructed,  and  an  emergen- 
cy lighting  system  a'dded  on  both  floors.  To  render  the  Children's 
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Room  more  comfortable,  additional  warm  air  ducts  were  installed, 
effecting  better  distribution  of  heat.  Drainage  problems  were  cor- 
rected by  replacing  two  copper  downspouts  and  repairing  leaky 
gutters.  Window  wells  were  cleaned  and  refilled  with  fresh  gravel 
to  guard  against  seepage  of  ground  water  into  the  Children's  Room. 
Loose  plaster  and  bricks  on  the  Main  Street  facade  of  the  building 
were  repaired.  A  dehumidifier  was  installed  in  the  basement  of 
the  Annex  to  permit  storage  of  essential  library  materials  not  fre- 
quently called  for. 

The  work  of  the  librarians  in  preparing  catalogue  cards, main- 
taining the  accounts,  compiling  statistics,  ordering  booksAetc,  has 
been  facilitated  by  the  purchase  of  an  adding  machine,  and  of  two 
typewriters  to  replace  venerable  items  of  untold  years  of  service. 

A  most  gratifying  aspect  of  1967  has  been  the  interest  shown 
in  the  Library  and  its  problems  by  the  "Friends  of  the  Library",  as 
noted  in  the  Librarian's  report. 

We  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  James  K.  Johnson,  Jr.  for  her  wish 
that  a  memorial  to  her  late  husband  should  take  the  form  of  a 
gift  of  books  to  the  Library. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  thank  the  librarians  and  aides  for  their 
continued  service  to  the  citizens  of  Medfield  under  difficult  and 
crowded  conditions,  and  the  custodian  for  his  faithful  care  of  the 
property. 

The  Trustees  believe  that  the  Town  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude 
to  Mr.  Robert  Peters,  former  chairman,  under  whose  leadership 
the  long-range  expansion  plans  were  formulated,  and  whose  per- 
sonal contributions  to  the  details  thereof  were  immense.  In  addi- 
tion, the  continuing  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  untold  hours  devoted  by  Mr.  Peter  Vasaturo,  our  retiring  mem- 
ber, to  furthering  the  improvement  plans.

Story  Hour:  Story  hour  for  pre-school  children  4-5  years  old 
was  held  on  Wednesdays  from  3:30  —  4:30  P.M. 
80  children  were  signed  up  for  the  series.  Average 
attendance  was  about  40.  In  all,  757  children  at- 
tended the  two  sessions  November  '66  —  June  '67 
and  September  '67  —  December  '67.  Story  hour  has 
moved  back  into  the  children's  room  since  the  new 
entrance  on  Pleasant  street  was  opened  in  the  Fall. 
However,  space  is  still  a  problem:  we  should  be 
able  to  hold  story  hour  in  a  separate  area  to  avoid 
confusion  with  older  children  using  the  children's 
room.  This  year  at  Christmas  each  child  brought 
an  ornament,  for  the  most  part  self-made,  so  that 
each  had  a  part  in  trimming  the  tree  and  at  the  last 
story  hour  before  Christmas  vacation,  in  addition 
to  listening    to  stories,    the  children    listened    to

candy  cane  to  take  home. 

National 

Library  Week :  National  Library  Week  this  year  was  sponsored  by 
the  newly-formed  "Friends  of  the  Library"  (late 
1966)  featuring  an  exhibit  of  some  of  Mr.  Byron 
Reed's  delightful  paintings.  New  books  were  pur- 
chased by  the  library  for  this  event  to  add  to  the 
library's  present  collection  of  books  on  art,  and 
both  the  High  school  and  Junior  High  libraries 
participated  by  loaning  certain  books  from  their 
art  collections.  The  event  was  well  attended. 

Memorial :  A  memorial  fund  in  memory  of  Mr.  James  K.  John- 

son, Jr.  amounting  to  over  $800  was  conducted  by 
the  "Friends  of  the  Library"  at  the  request  of  Mrs. 
Johnson,  donations  being  received  from  several 
states.  This  sum  was  presented  to  the  Town  at  the 
special  November  13  Town  Meeting  and  is  to  be 
spent  for  books  for  the  library  in  fields  of  Mr.  John- 
son's interests,  namely:  business  management,  ap- 
plied psychology  and  sports.  The  "Friends  of  the 
Library"  which  reports  a  membership  of  over  200, 
also  held  a  successful  Book  Fair  in  May  at  the  Li- 
brary Annex,  some  of  the  proceeds  of  which  will  be 
used  to  benefit  the  library  in  a  number  of  ways. 
The  group  plans  to  make  this  Book  Fair  an  annual 
event.  Through  their  monthly  paper  "Bibliotopics" 
copies  of  which  may  be  found  in  the  library  they 
keep  the  public  informed  of  new  books  in  the  li- 
brary. 

New  Names:  Several  new  names  have  been  added  to  the  staff 
this  year.  Mrs.  Bergin  and  Mrs.  Wenmark  are  now 
Library  Aides,  and  in  training  as  the  year  ends  are 
Mrs.  Gattuso  and  Miss  Karen  Kellar.  Two  more 
who  have  signified  interest  in  becoming  Library 
Aides  will  be  added  in  January.  We  have  also  lost 
an  Aide  who  has  been  with  us  for  some  time,  Mrs. 
Leon  Ballou  who  has  moved  to  Maine.  She  will  be 
missed,  especially  in  the  children's  room. 

The  library  has  also  increased  the  number  of  hours  this  year, 
being  open  all  day  on  Saturday  from  10  A.M.  to  8:30  P.M.,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  morning  hours  10  A.M.  to  12  o'clock  noon  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday  which  were  added  during  1966. 
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Many  new  books  have  been  added  to  the  library  this  year  on 
a  variety  of  subjects,  some  of  which  were  donations,  including  a 
book  in  memory  of  Anne  Young  (Mrs.  Henry)  given  to  the  library 
by  the  Selectmen.  A  new  Encyclopedia  Britannica  was  also  pur- 
chased. Our  record  collection  was  increased  just  before  Christmas 
by  a  donation  of  30  records  from  the  Columbia  Record  Company. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  our  many 
friends  who  have  donated  books  to  the  library  and  flowers  and 
flowering  plants  in  season  for  the  beautification  of  the  desk  for 
all  to  enjoy.  Many  thanks  to  the  Town  also  for  2  flowering  crabs 
and  a  maple  tree  to  enhance  the  grounds.

We  hereby  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,   1967. 

MEETINGS 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  meetings  each  Wednesday 
at  the  Town  Hall  beginning  at  8:00  P.M. 

In  addition  to  these  regular  meetings,  the  board  members 
met  Thursday  evenings  at  least  twice  each  month  in  work  sessions ; 
first,  to  revise  the  sections  of  the  Zoning  By-law  and  the  Zoning 
Map  that  pertained  to  Industrial  Districts,  and  secondly,  to  make 
a  complete  revision  of  the  board's  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  subdivision  of  land. 

On-site  inspections  were  made  by  the  board  members  nearly 
every  weekend  to  view  the  areas  proposed  for  new  subdivisions 
and  to  check  on  the  street  construction  in  those  subdivisions  now 
being  developed.

ZONING  BY-LAW 

Extensive  revisions  were  made  to  the  Zoning  By-law  under 
Article  70  which  was  passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  March 
16,  1967.  The  significance  of  the  revisions  adopted  under  this 
article  is  as  follows: 

(a)  The  establishment  of  Industrial  Intensive  and  Industrial 
Extensive  Zoning  Districts,  also  buffer  zones  for  the  pro- 
tection of  abutting  residential  property  owners. 

(b)  A  detailed  outline  of  "Use  Regulations"  in  Industrial 
Districts. 

(c)  The  establishment  of  more  control  in  Industrial  Districts 
over  the  following: 

1.  Area  requirements 

2.  Height  and  bulk  regulations 

3.  Signs  and  lighting 

4.  Off-street  parking 

5.  Noise,  vibration  and  smoke 

6.  Streets,  curbing  and  sidewalks 
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(d)  A  new  format  was  set  up  which  can  be  used  for  all  sub- 
sequent zoning  revisions. 

The  board  used  as  a  basis  for  these  revisions  the  Master  Plan 
Study  Report  No.  7,  "Putting  the  Plan  Into  Effect",  pages  22-31, 
33  and  34. 

The  revisions  have  been  incorporated  in  the  Zoning  By-law  and 
copies  have  been  printed  and  are  available  at  the  Town  Hall  and 
from  the  board's  assistant. 

ZONING    MAP 

The  Zoning  Map  was  revised  on  October  1,  1967  to  coincide 
with  the  changes  made  under  Article  70  and  to  include  all  new 
streets   accepted   by   the   town. 

A  copy  of  the  revised  Zoning  Map  is  included  with  this  re- 
report.  If  larger  prints  are  needed,  they  are  available  from  the 
board. 

PROPOSED  ZONING  REVISIONS 

The  following  resolution  directed  to  the  Planning  Board  was 
passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting: 

"We  publicly  urge  that  the  Planning  Board  consider  the  new 
zoning  laws  as  their  number  one  assignment  for  1967,  with 
their  main  goal  being  the  correction  of  any  inequities  caused 
by  this  law.  With  this  in  mind,  we,  your  selectmen,  will  call 
for  a  town  meeting  whenever  the  Planning  Board  informs 
us  that  they  are  prepared  to  bring  forth  to  the  town  any  re- 
visions in  the  law." 

The  Planning  Board  reports  that  they  considered  this  reso- 
lution immediately  after  the  Annual  Town  Meeting;  however,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  best  procedure  to  follow  would  be  to  com- 
plete the  pending  revision  of  the  land  subdivision  rules  and  regu- 
lations and  then  start  the  study  of  the  revision  of  the  Zoning 
Laws,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  Central  Business  District  and 
the  correction  of  any  inequities  that  may  have  been  caused  by 
the   recent   amendment. 

The  revision  of  the  rules  and  regulations  was  completed  on 
December  20,  1967,  and  since  this  time,  the  board  has  been  study- 
ing the  reports  of  the  Master  Plan,  the  Central  Business  District 
Committee,  and  the  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  as 
they  pertain  to  the  Central  Business  District  and  to  all  other 
zoning. 
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LAND    SUBDIVISION    RULES    AND    REGULATIONS 

After  a  very  detailed  study  and  a  public  hearing,  the  Plan- 
ning Board  voted  on  December  20,  1967,  to  adopt  the  proposed 
revision  entitled  "Land  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts."  These 
were  adopted  in  accordance  with  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  Chapter  41,  Section  81-Q,  as  amended. 

The  reason  for  the  revision  was  to  amplify  the  previous  rules 
and  regulations.  For  your  information  the  board  has  listed  some 
of  the   significant   changes: 

(a)  All  utilities  are  to  be  placed  underground. 

(b)  Granite  curbing  will  be  required  on  curbs  where  the  ra- 
dius is  less  than  400  feet. 

(c)  The  design  and  installation  of  drainage  is  clearly  defined. 

(d)  The  specifications  for  the  design  of  streets  was  changed 
to  include  the  following: 

1.  Wider  traveled  way 

2.  Grass  strips 

3.  Thicker   pavement 

4.  Improved  base  course 

5.  Improved  compaction  standards 

(e)  Standard  forms  were  drawn  up. 

Master  Plan  Study  Report  No.  7,  "Putting  the  Plan  Into  Ef- 
fect", pages  54  -  95,  was  used  as  a  basis  for  these  revisions. 

SUBDIVISIONS 

Nine  subdivisions  were  active  during  1967  and  the  Board  ap- 
proved the  definitive  plans  of  the  subdivision  of  Pine  Needle 
Park  (Section  TV)  owned  by  Marc,  Inc.,  located  on  Main  Street 
approximately  opposite  the  Colonial  Inn.  This  subdivision  con- 
tains 37  lots. 

The  following  subdivision  streets,  or  portions  thereof,  were 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  acceptance: 

Belknap   Road Station   3  +  89.07  to   Station   10  +  44.78 

Stagecoach   Road -  Station   7  +  37.80   to   Station   14  +  75 

The  board  contemplates  that  in  1968  there  will  be  an  increase 
in   the   number   of   streets   recommended   for   acceptance   because 
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many  are  now  in  the  stage  where  they  have  only  minor  details 
to  be  completed. 

The  inspection  of  these  streets  while  they  are  under  construc- 
tion entails  many  hours  on  the  part  of  the  board  members  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  assure  the  town  that  each  stage 
of  the  construction  is  completed  satisfactorily. 
The  board  extends  its  appreciation  to  William  E.  McCarthy  for 
his   cooperation  and   assistance. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  lots  approved  for 
buidling,  number  of  lots  released  each  year  for  building,  and  the 
number  of  lots  remaining  for  potential  building  in  each  subdi- 
vision. It  is  hoped  that  this  information  will  assist  other  boards 
and  committees  with  their  long-range  planning  projects.

Charles  C.  Cain  was  again  appointed  to  serve  the  board  as 
its  authorized  agent  to  sign  plans  that  come  under  the  category 
of  "Subdivision  Control  Law  Not  Required."  Eighteen  of  these 
plans  were  approved  and  signed. 

ROUTE    109 

Again  this  year  the  Planning  Board  has  worked  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  keep  a  check  on  the  progress  of  the  relo- 
cation of  Route  109.  The  last  report  showed  that  the  location 
study  was  in  the  hands  of  a  consulting  firm. 

ROUTE  27 

The  board  endorsed  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  petition  for 
the  relocation  of  Route  27. 

LOW  INCOME  HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

John  F.  Bradstreet  continued  to  act  as  the  board's  repre- 
sentative on  the  Committee  to  Study  Low  Income  Housing  for  the 
Elderly  .  During  the  fall  the  committee  toured  housing  proejcts 
in  the  surrounding  towns  of  Wrentham,  Foxboro  and  Millis  and 
at  the  present  time,  they  are  attempting  to  establish  a  definite 
need  for  this  type  of  housing  in  Medfield.  An  article  has  been 
included  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting  to  establish 
a  Housing  Authority. 
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INDUSTRIAL  COMMISSION 

The  board  met  with  members  of  the  Industrial  Commission 
several  times  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  to  discuss  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Industrial  Districts.  At  this  time,  the  board 
wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  commis- 
sion for  their  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  Article  70  (Indus- 
trial District  Uses). 

CAPITAL   OUTLAY   PROGRAM 

On  May  10th,  the  Planning  Board  discussed  the  "Capital  Im- 
provement Program"  as  suggested  by  the  Master  Plan  Study  Re- 
port No.  7  (See  page  108) ;  and  on  May  22nd,  a  letter  was  written 
to  the  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  initiating  action 
on  this  project.  Since  this  time,  the  Committee  has  promoted 
the  program  with  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen. The  Planning  Board  has  met  with  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  and  recently  each  department  has  received 
requests  for  an  estimate  of  their  expenditures  on  the  basis  of  a 
ten-year  projection. 

IN   GENERAL 

The  Planning  Board  urges  citizens  and  town  groups  to  meet 
with  the  board  or  to  contact  one  of  its  members  if  they  have  any 
suggestions  for  the  general  improvement  of  our  town.  The  board's 
aim  is  to  help  Medfield  develop  into  a  desirable  community  for 
those  persons  living  here  now  and  for  those  who  will  live  here  in 
the  future.

Uses  designated  by  (No)  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the 
district.

1.  Except  for  planned  developments,  community  facilities 
and  public  utilities  (see  Section  9)  only  one  principal  structure 
shall  be  permitted  on  one  lot.  Principal  structures,  so  limited  shall 
be  completed  unobstructed  in  view  from  the  street,  except  for 
vegetation  and  permitted  accessory  signs. 

2.  A  corner  lot  shall  have  minimum  street  yards  with  depths 
which  shall  be  the  same  as  the  required  front  yard  depths  for 
the  adjoining  lots. 

3.  At  each  end  of  a  through  lot,  there  shall  be  a  setback 
depth  required  which  is  equal  to  the  front  yard  depth  required 
for  the  district  in  which  each  street  frontage  is  located. 

4.  No  building  shall  be  within  10  feet  of  any  water  course 
or  wet  land  area  or,  if  subject  to  flooding,  10  feet  from  its  flood 
line. 

5.  Projections  into  required  yards,  or  other  required  open 
spaces  are  permitted  subject  to  the  following: 

(a)  Balcony  or  bay  window  limited  in  total  length  to 
one-half  the  length  of  the  building,  not  more  than  two  feet. 

(b)  Open  terrace  or  steps  or  stoop  under  4  feet  in  height 
up  to  one-half  the  required  yard  setback. 

(c)  Steps  or  stoop  over  4  feet  in  height,  window  sill,  belt 
course,  chimney,  roof  eave,  fire  escape,  fire  tower,  storm  enclo- 
sure or  similar  architectural  features,  not  more  than  2  feet. 

6.  Screening  and  buffers  shall  be  required  in  any  Industrial 
District  as  follows:  In  an  Industrial-Intensive  (I-I)  District, 
there  shall  be  a  landscaped  buffer  strip  along  each  boundary 
which  adjoins  a  residential  district.  This  strip  shall  be  at  least 
10  feet  in  width  and  shall  contain  a  screen  of  plantings  in  the 
center  of  the  strip  not  less  than  5  feet  in  width  and  6  feet  in 
height  at  the  time,  of  occupancy  of  any  lot.  Individual  bushes  or 
trees  shall  be  planted  not  more  than  3  feet  on  centers,  and  shall 
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thereafter  be  maintained  by  the  owner  or  occupants  so  as  to 
maintain  a  dense  screen  year-round.  One  hundred  percent  of  the 
plantings  shall  consist  of  evergreens.  No  building  shall  be  placed 
within  this  buffer  strip. 

In  an  Industrial-Extensive  (I-E)  District,  there  shall  be 
a  landscaped  buffer  strip  along  each  boundary  which  adjoins  a 
residential  district.  This  strip  shall  be  at  least  150  feet  in  width, 
and  shall  be  portioned  as  follows: 

(a)  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  within  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  of  the  district  boundary  line  shall  be  used  only  for, 
and  maintained  as,  a  planting  area  for  lawns,  trees,  shrubs,  or 
other  landscape  materials  to  provide  a  park-like  area  of  separa- 
tion between  the  districts. 

(b)  The  remaining  fifty  (50)  feet  of  space  may  be  used 
for  off-street  parking  or  other  permitted  open  uses,  but  shall  not 
contain  any  permanent  structure.

1.  Maximum  height  permitted  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  restrictions  of  the  Medfield  Building  Code  and  shall 
not  apply  to: 

(a)  Necessary  appurtenant  structures  such  as:  church 
spire,  belfry,  cupola,  dome,  smokestack,  monument,  derrick,  con- 
veyer, flagpole,  radio  or  television  tower,  mast,  antenna,  aerial, 
airplane  hangar,  roof  tank,  building  service  equipment,  roof 
structures  other  than  a  penthouse,  chimney  or  parapet  wall,  or 
any  similar  appurtenance  provided:  any  such  structure  shall  set 
back  from  the  vertical  plane  of  the  required  set-back  building 
line  1  foot  horizontally  for  each  2  feet  of  extra  height. 
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(b)  Special  industrial  structures  such  as:  a  cooling  tower, 
grain  elevator,  sugar  refinery,  gas  holder  or  other  similar  struc- 
ture where  the  industrial  process  requires  a  greater  height,  pro- 
vided :  any  such  structure  shall  not  occupy  more  than  15  percent 
of  the  lot  area;  and  shall  be  not  less  than  50  feet  from  any  lot 
line. 

2.  A  fence,  hedge,  wall,  or  other  enclosure  may  be  main- 
tained on  a  corner  lot  provided:  it  shall  not  obstruct  visual  clear- 
ance at  intersecting  streets  by  being  between  3  1/2  feet  and  10 
feet  above  the  grade  within  the  triangular  area  formed  by  the 
intersection  of  the  curb  lines  and  a  straight  line  joining  said  curb 
lines  at  points  which  are  25  feet  distance  from  the  point  of  inter- 
section of  said  curb  lines.  Where  curbs  do  not  exist  the  lines 
shall  be  where  such  curb  would  be  required  if  built. 

4.    Signs 

(a)  In  an  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  district,  the  follow- 
ing exterior  signs  and  no  others  are  permitted: 

(1)  One  sign  for  each  fifty  (50)  feet,  or  fraction  there- 
of, of  lot  frontage  on  the  principal  street,  or  for  each  separate 
and  distinct  establishment  on  the  premises,  provided  that  the 
aggregate  area  of  all  such  signs  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
(100)  square  feet  for  each  said  unit  of  frontage.  In  an  Industrial 
Intensive  (I-I)  district  no  such  signs  shall  be  located  nearer 
to  the  street  line  than  the  permitted  setback  distance  for  a 
building  on  the  same  lot. 

(b)  In  an  Industrial-Extensive  (I-E)  district  the  follow- 
ing exterior  signs  and  no  ether  are  permitted: 

(1)  One  sign  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  or  frac- 
tion thereof,  of  lot  frontage  on  the  principal  street,  provided 
that  the  aggregate  area  of  all  such  signs  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  square  feet  for  each  unit  of  frontage.  No  such  sign 
shall  be  located  nearer  to  the  street  line  than  the  permitted 
setback  distance  for  a  building  on  the  same  lot. 

(c)  In  both  the  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  and  the  In- 
dustrial Extensive  (I-E),  no  exterior  sign  shall  have  a  height 
greater  than  the  highest  point  on  the  roof  of  the  main  building 
to  which  it  pertains,  or  greater  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  above 
the  mean  grade  of  the  curb  of  the  principal  frontage  street, 
whichever  is  highest. 
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(d)  In  both  the  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  and  the  In- 
dustrial Extensive  (I-E),  no  exterior  sign,  and  no  interior  sign 
readily  visible  from  the  exterior  of  a  building,  shall  be  illu- 
minated by  other  than  a  steady  light  (with  no  flashing  or  other 
interruption).  No  exterior  sign  shall  be  rotated,  oscillated,  or 
otherwise  regularly  moved,  or  shall  be  designed  to  turn  or  flutter 
in  the  wind,  or  shall  in  any  way  be  other  than  stationary. 

(e)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Section,  an  exterior  sign  is 
any  structure  or  part  thereof  located  outside  of  a  building,  or 
any  device  attached  to  or  printed  or  represented  on  the  exterior 
of  a  building  cr  structure  (including,  but  not  limited  to  display 
signs)  which  shall  display  or  include  any  letter,  word,  model, 
banner,  flag,  pennant,  insignia,  device  or  other  representation 
used  as.  or  which  is  in  the  nature  of,  an  announcement,  direction 
or  advertisement.  Where  a  sign  consists  of  individual  letters, 
insignia  or  other  individual  representations,  the  area  of  the  sign 
shall  be  considered  to  be  that  of  the  smallest  rectangle  which 
encompasses  all  of  said  letters,  insignia  or  other  representations. 

(f )  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  foregoing,  exterior  signs 
which  indicate  necessary  directions  only  (such  as  "entrance." 
"exit,"  or  "parking")  or  are  required  for  safety  purposes,  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  provided  that 
each  such  sign  has  an  area  of  not  over  two  (2)  square  feet  and 
is  unlighted,  or  illuminated  only  by  steady  white  light.  Posters 
(including  price  tags)  which  are  attached  to  merchandise  law- 
fully displayed  shall  also  be  exempt,  provided  that  each  such 
poster  has  an  area  of  not  over  one   (1)   square  foot. 

5.  Shielding  of  Lights 

(a)  In  Industrial-Intensive  (I-I)  and  Industrial-Exten- 
sive (I-E)  Districts,  all  lights  and  other  sources  of  illumination 
(whether  interior  or  exterior)  and  all  intense  light  emanating 
from  operation  or  equipment  (such  as  from  an  acetylene  torch) 
shall  be  shielded  from  direct  view  at  normal  eye  level  from  streets 
and  Residential  Districts.  Any  existing  light  sources  not  con- 
forming to  the  provision  of  this  Section  shall  be  properly  shielded 
(or  otherwise  removed)  within  one  (1)  year  of  the  effective  date 
hereof. 

6.  Off-Street  Parking 

In  the  Industrial-Intensive  (I-I)  and  the  Industrial- 
Extensive  (I-E)  Districts,  there  shall  be  provided  and  maintained 
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improved  off-street  automobile  parking  spaces  in  connection  with 
the  erection,  establishment  or  increase  by  units  or  dimensions 
of  buildings,  structures  and  use,  in  at  least  the  following  mini- 
mum amounts: 

(a)  One  parking  space  for  each  one  thousand  (1,000) 
square  feet  of  gross  floor  area  on  all  floors. 

(b)  An  off-street  parking  space  shall  be  defined  as  an 
area  of  not  less  than  200  square  feet,  plus  access  and  maneuver- 
ing space;  for  the  exclusive  use  as  a  parking  stall  for  one  motor 
vehicle.  For  this  By-Law  a  parking  space  shall  be  10  feet  wide 
by  20  feet  long. 

(c)  Off-street  parking  spaces  required  hereunder  shall 
be  provided  either  on  the  same  premises  with  the  parking  gen- 
erator, or  on  any  premises,  associated  therewith;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  walking  distance  between  the  farthest  point  of  the 
parking  area  and  the  main  pedestrian  entrance  to  the  building 
or  use  in  question  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  (500)  feet, 
except  that  in  the  case  of  parking  space  for  employees  only,  the 
distance  may  be  increased  to  eight  hundred  (800)  feet. 

(d)  No  off-street  parking  shall  be  allowed  within  the 
setback  requirements  for  the  front,  side  and  rear  yards  of  either 
industrial  district. 

(e)  Where  required  parking  spaces  are  provided  away 
from  the  lot  on  which  the  use,  other  structure,  or  lot  they  are 
intended  to  serve  is  located,  such  space  shall  be  in  the  same  pos- 
session, either  by  deed,  or  long-term  lease,  as  the  property  occu- 
pied by  the  use,  structure  or  lot  to  which  the  parking  spaces  are 
accessory. 

(f)  No  off-street  parking  accessory  to  an  industrial  area 
shall  be  permitted  within  a  residential  district. 


7.    Streets,  CurbiiiKs  and  Sidewalks 

In  areas  defined   as   industrial,   construction   and  layout 

of  all  new  streets,  curbings  and  sidewalks  shall  conform  to  the 

rules  and  regulations  governing  the  subdivision  of  land  in   f  e 
Town  of  Medfield,  Mass.,  as  amended  to  date. 
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8.    Non-Conforming  Uses 

(a)  Except  as  expressly  provided  herein,  any  lawful 
building,  structure  ,or  use  of  a  building,  structure  or  land  exist- 
ing on  the  effective  date  of  this  By-Law  or  any  amendment  there- 
to which  does  not  conform  to  the  provisions  thereof  may  be  con- 
tinued unless  and  until  abandoned.  However,  a  non-conforming 
use  shall  not  be  changed  (except  to  a  conforming  use)  nor  ex- 
tended, and  a  non-conforming  building  or  structure  shall  not  oe 
structurally  altered,  enlarged  or  reconstructed  except  as  herein- 
after set  forth.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  a  non-conform- 
ing use  which  has  been  discontinued  for  more  than  twelve  con- 
secutive months  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  abandoned. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  authorize  by  special  per- 
mit a  non-conforming  use  of  a  building,  structure  or  land  to  be 
changed  to  a  specified  use  not  substantially  different  in  character 
or  in  its  effect  on  the  vicinity.  Said  Board  may  also  authorize 
by  special  permit  a  non-conforming  use  of  a  building,  structure, 
or  land  to  be  extended,  or  a  building  devoted  to  a  non-conforming 
use  to  be  structurally  altered  or  enlarged,  providing  that  such 
extension,  alteration  or  enlargement  (i)  will  not  have  a  materially 
adverse  effect  on  the  value  of  land  and  building  in  the  neighbor- 
hood or  on  the  amenities  thereof,  or  be  detrimental  to  the  normal 
use  of  adjacent  property,  and  (ii)  will  not  be  injurious  or  dan- 
gerous to  the  public  health,  or  hazardous  because  of  traffic  con- 
gestion or  other  reasons. 

9.    Special   Permit  —  Industrial   District 

(a)  Certain  uses  are  designated  in  Section  V  Industrial 
Classes  of  Districts;  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  and  Industrial 
Extensive  (I-E)  sub-section  2  (b)  by  special  permit  and  desig- 
nated by  the  letters  (SP)  in  the  Table  of  Use  Regulations.  Those 
uses  that  require  a  special  permit  shall  come  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  shall  be  approved  by  them. 

(b)  Upon  application  duly  made  to  the  Appeal  Board, 
the  Appeal  Board  may,  in  appropriate  cases  and  subject  to 
appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards,  grant  a  special  permit 
for  such  uses  and  no  others. 

(c)  In  acting  upon  an  application  for  a  special  permit, 
the  Appeal  Board  shall  take  into  consideration  whether:  the 
specific  site  is  an  appropriate  location  for  the  use  or  structure; 
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the  adequacy  of  public  sewerage  and  water  facilities,  or  the  suit- 
ability of  soils  for  on-lot  sewerage  and  water  systems;  the  use 
developed  will  adversely  affect  the  neighborhood;  there  will  be 
undue  nuisance  or  serious  hazard  to  vehicles  or  pedestrians ;  and 
adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be  provided  to  ensure 
the  proper  operation  of  the  proposed  use,  structure  or  condition. 
The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  authorize  such  special  permit  only 
when  it  finds  that,  in  view  of  these  considerations,  such  excep- 
tion is  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  this  By-Law. 

10.  For  the  industrial  use  of  any  lot  in  any  Industrial  Dis- 
trict, the  proposed  use  shall  not  emit  any  smoke  of  a  shade 
darker  than  No.  2  on  the  Ringelman  Smoke  Chart,  as  published  by 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Mines ;  no  air  pollution  particle  concentrations 
shall  exceed  0.3  grains  per  cubic  foot;  all  inflammable  or  radio- 
active liquids  shall  be  stored  underground;  the  discharge  of  water 
shall  be  into  a  public  sewer  or  the  system  subject  to  the  written 
approval  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health; 
vibration  shall  not  exceed  the  safe  range  of  Table  7,  U.S.  Bureau 
of  Mines,  Bulletin  No.  442;  no  sky  reflected  glare  shall  be  per- 
mitted; and  further  provided  that  all  materials  shall  be  stored 
within  a  completely  enclosed  building.

STREET  NUMBERING  BY-LAW 

Street  numbers  shall  be  provided  for  each  dwelling  and  each 
business,  industrial,  and  other  building  in  the  Town  of  Med- 
field  by  the  owner  of  such  structures  by  ninety  (90)  days 
after  approval  by  the  Attorney  General  in  accordance  with 
the  following: 

1.  The  numbers  shall  be  made  of  permanent,  weatherproof 
material,  shall  be  at  least  three  (3)  inches  in  height  and 
shall  be  clearly  visible  from  the  the  street  or  roadway  upon 
which  the  dwelling  or  building  fronts. 
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2.  The  numbers  shall  be  placed  on  each  structure  or  on  a 
suitable  support  near  the  main  entrance  to  the  structure  so 
as  to  be  visible  from  the  street. 

3.  The  numbers  shall  be  those  assigned  to  each  structure  in 
accordance  with  the  street  numbering  survey  completed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  each  property  owner  in 
the  town  to  obtain  a  number  assigned  to  his  affected  struc- 
ture or  structures  within  three  (3)  months  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  By-law. 

5.  This  By-law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield  either  directly  or  through  an  inspec- 
tor to  be  appointed  by  them.  Failure  to  comply  with  this 
By-law  shall  subject  the  offending  property  owner  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  ten  (10)   dollars.

NOTES: 

1.  Except  for  planned  developments,  community  facilities 
and  public  utilities  (see  Section  9)  only  one  principal  structure 
shall  be  permitted  on  one  lot.  Principal  structures,  so  limited  shall 
be  completed  unobstructed  in  view  from  the  street,  except  for 
vegetation  and  permitted  accessory  signs. 

2.  A  corner  lot  shall  have  minimum  street  yards  with  depths 
which  shall  be  the  same  as  the  required  front  yard  depths  for 
the  adjoining  lots. 

3.  At  each  end  of  a  through  lot,  there  shall  be  a  setback 
depth  required  which  is  equal  to  the  front  yard  depth  required 
for  the  district  in  which  each  street  frontage  is  located. 

4.  No  building  shall  be  within  10  feet  of  any  water  course 
or  wet  land  area  or,  if  subject  to  flooding,  10  feet  from  its  flood 
line. 

5.  Projections  into  required  yards,  or  other  required  open 
spaces  are  permitted  subject  to  the  following: 

(a)  Balcony  or  bay  window  limited  in  total  length  to 
one-half  the  length  of  the  building,  not  more  than  two  feet. 

(b)  Open  terrace  or  steps  or  stoop  under  4  feet  in  height 
up  to  one-half  the  required  yard  setback. 

(c)  Steps  or  stoop  over  4  feet  in  height,  window  sill,  belt 
course,  chimney,  roof  eave,  fire  escape,  fire  tower,  storm  enclo- 
sure or  similar  architectural  features,  not  more  than  2  feet. 

6.  Screening  and  buffers  shall  be  required  in  any  Industrial 
District  as  follows:  In  an  Industrial-Intensive  (I-I)  District, 
there  shall  be  a  landscaped  buffer  strip  along  each  boundary 
which  adjoins  a  residential  district.  This  strip  shall  be  at  least 
10  feet  in  width  and  shall  contain  a  screen  of  plantings  in  the 
center  of  the  strip  not  less  than  5  feet  in  width  and  6  feet  in 
height  at  the  time  of  occupancy  of  any  lot.  Individual  bushes  or 
trees  shall  be  planted  not  more  than  3  feet  on  centers,  and  shall 
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thereafter  be  maintained  by  the  owner  or  occupants  so  as  to 
maintain  a  dense  screen  year-round.  One  hundred  percent  of  the 
plantings  shall  consist  of  evergreens.  No  building  shall  be  placed 
within  this  buffer  strip. 

In  an  Industrial-Extensive  (I-E)  District,  there  shall  be 
a  landscaped  buffer  strip  along  each  boundary  which  adjoins  a 
residential  district.  This  strip  shall  be  at  least  150  feet  in  width, 
and  shall  be  portioned  as  follows: 

(a)  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  within  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  of  the  district  boundary  line  shall  be  used  only  for, 
and  maintained  as,  a  planting  area  for  lawns,  trees,  shrubs,  or 
other  landscape  materials  to  provide  a  park-like  area  of  separa- 
tion between  the  districts. 

(b)  The  remaining  fifty  (50)  feet  of  space  may  be  used 
for  off-street  parking  or  other  permitted  open  uses,  but  shall  not 
contain  any  permanent  structure.

NOTES: 

1.  Maximum  height  permitted  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  restrictions  of  the  Medfield  Building  Code  and  shall 
not  apply  to: 

(a)  Necessary  appurtenant  structures  such  as:  church 
spire,  belfry,  cupola,  dome,  smokestack,  monument,  derrick,  con- 
veyer, flagpole,  radio  or  television  tower,  mast,  antenna,  aerial, 
airplane  hangar,  roof  tank,  building  service  equipment,  roof 
structures  other  than  a  penthouse,  chimney  or  parapet  wall,  or 
any  similar  appurtenance  provided:  any  such  structure  shall  set 
back  from  the  vertical  plane  of  the  required  set-back  building 
line  1  foot  horizontally  for  each  2  feet  of  extra  height. 
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(b)  Special  industrial  structures  such  as :  a  cooling  tower, 
grain  elevator,  sugar  refinery,  gas  holder  or  other  similar  struc- 
ture where  the  industrial  process  requires  a  greater  height,  pro- 
vided :  any  such  structure  shall  not  occupy  more  than  15  percent 
of  the  lot  area;  and  shall  be  not  less  than  50  feet  from  any  lot 
line. 

2.  A  fence,  hedge,  wall,  or  other  enclosure  may  be  main- 
tained on  a  corner  lot  provided:  it  shall  not  obstruct  visual  clear- 
ance at  intersecting  streets  by  being  between  3  1/2  feet  and  10 
feet  above  the  grade  within  the  triangular  area  formed  by  the 
intersection  of  the  curb  lines  and  a  straight  line  joining  said  curb 
lines  at  points  which  are  25  feet  distance  from  the  point  of  inter- 
section of  said  curb  lines.  Where  curbs  do  not  exist  the  lines 
shall  be  where  such  curb  would  be  required  if  built. 

4.    Signs 

(a)  In  an  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  district,  the  follow- 
ing exterior  signs  and  no  others  are  permitted: 

(1)  One  sign  for  each  fifty  (50)  feet,  or  fraction  there- 
of, of  lot  frontage  on  the  principal  street,  or  for  each  separate 
and  distinct  establishment  en  the  premises,  provided  that  the 
aggregate  area  of  all  such  signs  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
(100)  square  feet  for  each  said  unit  of  frontage.  In  an  Industrial 
Intensive  (I-I)  district  no  such  signs  shall  be  located  nearer 
to  the  street  line  than  the  permitted  setback  distance  for  a 
building  on  the  same  lot. 

(b)  In  an  Industrial-Extensive  (I-E)  district  the  follow- 
ing exterior  signs  and  no  ether  are  permitted: 

(1)  One  sign  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  or  frac- 
tion thereof,  of  lot  frontage  on  the  principal  street,  provided 
that  the  aggregate  area  of  all  such  signs  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  square  feet  for  each  unit  of  frontage.  No  such  sign 
shall  be  located  nearer  to  the  street  line  than  the  permitted 
setback  distance  for  a  building  on  the  same  lot. 

(c)  In  both  the  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  and  the  In- 
dustrial Extensive  (I-E),  no  exterior  sign  shall  have  a  height 
greater  than  the  highest  point  on  the  roof  of  the  main  building 
to  which  it  pertains,  or  greater  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  above 
the  mean  grade  of  the  curb  of  the  principal  frontage  street, 
whichever  is  highest. 
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(d)  In  both  the  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  and  the  In- 
dustrial Extensive  (I-E),  no  exterior  sign,  and  no  interior  sign 
readily  visible  from  the  exterior  of  a  building,  shall  be  illu- 
minated by  other  than  a  steady  light  (with  no  flashing  or  other 
interruption).  No  exterior  sign  shall  be  rotated,  oscillated,  or 
otherwise  regularly  moved,  or  shall  be  designed  to  turn  or  flutter 
in  the  wind,  or  shall  in  any  way  be  other  than  stationary. 

(e)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Section,  an  exterior  sign  is 
any  structure  or  part  thereof  located  outside  of  a  building,  or 
any  device  attached  to  or  printed  or  represented  on  the  exterior 
of  a  building  cr  structure  (including,  but  not  limited  to  display 
signs)  which  shall  display  or  include  any  letter,  word,  model, 
banner,  flag,  pennant,  insignia,  device  or  other  representation 
used  as,  or  which  is  in  the  nature  of,  an  announcement,  direction 
or  advertisement.  Where  a  sign  consists  of  individual  letters, 
insignia  or  other  individual  representations,  the  area  of  the  sign 
shall  be  considered  to  be  that  of  the  smallest  rectangle  which 
encompasses  all  of  said  letters,  insignia  or  other  representations. 

(f )  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  foregoing,  exterior  signs 
which  indicate  necessary  directions  only  (such  as  "entrance," 
"exit,"  or  "parking")  or  are  required  for  safety  purposes,  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  provided  that 
each  such  sign  has  an  area  of  not  over  two  (2)  square  feet  and 
is  unlighted,  or  illuminated  only  by  steady  white  light.  Posters 
(including  price  tags)  which  are  attached  to  merchandise  law- 
fully displayed  shall  also  be  exempt,  provided  that  each  such 
poster  has  an  area  of  not  over  one   (1)   square  foot. 

5.  Shielding  of  Lights 

(a)  In  Industrial-Intensive  (I-I)  and  Industrial-Exten- 
sive (I-E)  Districts,  all  lights  and  other  sources  of  illumination 
(whether  interior  or  exterior)  and  all  intense  light  emanating 
from  operation  or  equipment  (such  as  from  an  acetylene  torch) 
shall  be  shielded  from  direct  view  at  normal  eye  level  from  streets 
and  Residential  Districts.  Any  existing  light  sources  not  con- 
forming to  the  provision  of  this  Section  shall  be  properly  shielded 
(or  otherwise  removed)  within  one  (1)  year  of  the  effective  date 
hereof. 

6.  Off -Street  Parking 

In  the  Industrial-Intensive  (I-I)  and  the  Industrial- 
Extensive  (I-E)  Districts,  there  shall  be  provided  and  maintained 
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improved  off-street  automobile  parking  spaces  in  connection  with 
the  erection,  establishment  or  increase  by  units  or  dimensions 
of  buildings,  structures  and  use,  in  at  least  the  following  mini- 
mum amounts: 

(a)  One  parking  space  for  each  one  thousand  (1,000) 
square  feet  of  gross  floor  area  on  all  floors. 

(b)  An  off-street  parking  space  shall  be  defined  as  an 
area  of  not  less  than  200  square  feet,  plus  access  and  maneuver- 
ing space;  for  the  exclusive  use  as  a  parking  stall  for  one  motor 
vehicle.  For  this  By-Law  a  parking  space  shall  be  10  feet  wide 
by  20  feet  long. 

(c)  Off-street  parking  spaces  required  hereunder  shall 
be  provided  either  on  the  same  premises  with  the  parking  gen- 
erator, or  on  any  premises,  associated  therewith;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  walking  distance  between  the  farthest  point  of  the 
parking  area  and  the  main  pedestrian  entrance  to  the  building 
or  use  in  question  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  (500)  feet, 
except  that  in  the  case  of  parking  space  for  employees  only,  the 
distance  may  be  increased  to  eight  hundred  (800)  feet. 

(d)  No  off-street  parking  shall  be  allowed  within  the 
setback  requirements  for  the  front,  side  and  rear  yards  of  either 
industrial  district. 

(e)  Where  required  parking  spaces  are  provided  away 
from  the  lot  on  which  the  use,  other  structure,  or  lot  they  are 
intended  to  serve  is  located,  such  space  shall  be  in  the  same  pos- 
session, either  by  deed,  or  long-term  lease,  as  the  property  occu- 
pied by  the  use,  structure  or  lot  to  which  the  parking  spaces  are 
accessory. 

(f)  No  off-street  parking  accessory  to  an  industrial  area 
shall  be  permitted  within  a  residential  district. 


7.    Streets,  Curbing*  and  Sidewalks 

In   areas  defined   as   industrial,   construction   and  layout 

of  all  new  streets,  curbings  and  sidewalks  shall  conform  to  the 

rules  and   regulations  governing  the  subdivision   of  land  in   t'e 
Town  of  Medfield,  Mass.,  as  amended  to  date. 
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8.    Non-Conforming  Uses 

(a)  Except  as  expressly  provided  herein,  any  lawful 
building,  structure  ,or  use  cf  a  building,  structure  or  land  exist- 
ing on  the  effective  date  of  this  By-Law  or  any  amendment  there- 
to which  does  not  conform  to  the  provisions  thereof  may  be  con- 
tinued unless  and  until  abandoned.  However,  a  non-conforming 
use  shall  not  be  changed  (except  to  a  conforming  use)  nor  ex- 
tended, and  a  non-conforming  building  or  structure  shall  not  be 
structurally  altered,  enlarged  or  reconstructed  except  as  herein- 
after set  forth.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  a  non-conform- 
ing use  which  has  been  discontinued  for  more  than  twelve  con- 
secutive months  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  abandoned. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  authorize  by  special  per- 
mit a  non-conforming  use  of  a  building,  structure  or  land  to  be 
changed  to  a  specified  use  not  substantially  different  in  character 
or  in  its  effect  on  the  vicinity.  Said  Board  may  also  authorize 
by  special  permit  a  non-conforming  use  of  a  building,  structure, 
or  land  to  be  extended,  or  a  building  devoted  to  a  non-conforming 
use  to  be  structurally  altered  or  enlarged,  providing  that  such 
extension,  alteration  or  enlargement  (i)  will  not  have  a  materially 
adverse  effect  on  the  value  of  land  and  building  in  the  neighbor- 
hood or  on  the  amenities  thereof,  or  be  detrimental  to  the  normal 
use  of  adjacent  property,  and  (ii)  will  not  be  injurious  or  dan- 
gerous to  the  public  health,  or  hazardous  because  of  traffic  con- 
gestion or  other  reasons. 

9.    Special   Permit  —  Industrial   District 

(a)  Certain  uses  are  designated  in  Section  V  Industrial 
Classes  of  Districts;  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  and  Industrial 
Extensive  (I-E)  sub-section  2  (b)  by  special  permit  and  desig- 
nated by  the  letters  (SP)  in  the  Table  of  Use  Regulations.  Those 
uses  that  require  a  special  permit  shall  come  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  shall  be  approved  by  them. 

(b)  Upon  application  duly  made  to  the  Appeal  Board, 
the  Appeal  Board  may,  in  appropriate  cases  and  subject  to 
appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards,  grant  a  special  permit 
for  such  uses  and  no  others. 

(c)  In  acting  upon  an  application  for  a  special  permit, 
the  Appeal  Board  shall  take  into  consideration  whether:  the 
specific  site  is  an. appropriate  location  for  the  use  or  structure; 
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the  adequacy  of  public  sewerage  and  water  facilities,  or  the  suit- 
ability of  soils  for  on-lot  sewerage  and  water  systems;  the  use 
developed  will  adversely  affect  the  neighborhood;  there  will  be 
undue  nuisance  or  serious  hazard  to  vehicles  or  pedestrians :  and 
adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be  provided  to  ensure 
the  proper  operation  of  the  proposed  use,  structure  or  condition. 
The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  authorize  such  special  permit  only 
when  it  finds  that,  in  view  of  these  considerations,  such  excep- 
tion is  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  this  By-Law. 

10.  For  the  industrial  use  of  any  lot  in  any  Industrial  Dis- 
trict, the  proposed  use  shall  not  emit  any  smoke  of  a  shade 
darker  than  No.  2  on  the  Ringelman  Smoke  Chart,  as  published  by 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Mines ;  no  air  pollution  particle  concentrations- 
shall  exceed  0.3  grains  per  cubic  foot;  all  inflammable  or  radio- 
active liquids  shall  be  stored  underground;  the  discharge  of  water 
shall  be  into  a  public  sewer  or  the  system  subject  to  the  written 
approval  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health; 
vibration  shall  not  exceed  the  safe  range  of  Table  7.  U.S.  Bureau 
of  Mines,  Bulletin  No.  442;  no  sky  reflected  glare  shall  be  per- 
mitted; and  further  provided  that  all  materials  shall  be  stored 
within  a  completely  enclosed  building.

STREET  NUMBERING  BY-LAW 

Street  numbers  shall  be  provided  for  each  dwelling  and  each 
business,  industrial,  and  other  building  in  the  Town  of  Med- 
field  by  the  owner  of  such  structures  by  ninety  (90)  days 
after  approval  by  the  Attorney  General  in  accordance  with 
the  following: 

1.  The  numbers  shall  be  made  of  permanent,  weatherproof 

material,  shall  be  at  least  three  (3)  inches  in  height  and 
shall  be  clearly  visible  from  the  the  street  or  roadway  upon 
which  the  dwelling  or  building  fronts. 
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2.  The  numbers  shall  be  placed  on  each  structure  or  on  a 
suitable  support  near  the  main  entrance  to  the  structure  so 
as  to  be  visible  from  the  street. 

3.  The  numbers  shall  be  those  assigned  to  each  structure  in 
accordance  with  the  street  numbering  survey  completed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  each  property  owner  in 
the  town  to  obtain  a  number  assigned  to  his  affected  struc- 
ture or  structures  within  three  (3)  months  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  By-law. 

5.  This  By-law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield  either  directly  or  through  an  inspec- 
tor to  be  appointed  by  them.  Failure  to  comply  with  this 
By-law  shall  subject  the  offending  property  owner  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  ten   (10)   dollars.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  7:30  p.m.,  in  the 
Amos  Clark  Kingsbury  School  and  the  following  action  was  taken  on  the 
remaining  articles: 

An  official  quorum  count  was  taken  prior  to  the  start  of  the  meeting 
and  showed  that  272  voters  were  present,  thus  meeting  the  By-Law  re- 
quirements. 

Article  72.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  adoption  of  Chapter 
121.  Section  26K  o\  the  General  Laws  (Ter.Ed.)  relative  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Housing  Authority  was  proposed. 

For  dismissal  -  1  57 

Against  dismissal  —  84 
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Article  73.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  it  was  pro- 
posed to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Zoning  Map  by  removing  seven 
certain  parcels  of  land  described  in  the  warrant  from  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion II  "AA"  Residence  District  Uses  and  placing  them  unde.  the  provis- 
ions of  Section  V.,  Industrie'  District  Uses. 

Article  74.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  it  was  pro- 
posed to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Zoning  Map  by  removing  two 
certain  parcels  of  land  hereinafter  described  from  the  provisions  of  Sect- 
ion II  "AA"  Residence  Uses  and  placing  them  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  V  Industrial  District  Uses. 

Parcel  H.  containing  about  16  acres  bounded  by  West  Mill  Street, 
etc.  and 

Parcel  I.  containing  about  1.1  acre  bounded  by  Harding  Street,  etc., 
both  parcels  of  land  are  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  "Marvin-Rogers  Park" 
Proposed  Zoning  Plan  of  Land  in  Medfield,  Mass.,  copies  of  which  are 
on  file  in  the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  75.  Prior  to  action  on  this  article  a  motion  was  made  to  recon- 
sider Article  70,  but  it  failed  to  carry  as  shown  by  the  following:

At  this  time  it  was  voted  to  pass  the  following  Resolution: 
"We  publicly  urge  that  the  Planning  Board  consider  the  new  Zoning  laws 
as  their  number  one  assignment  for  1967,  with  their  main  goal  being  the 
correction  of  any  inequities  caused  by  this  law.  With  this  in  mind  we, 
your  Selectmen,  will  call  for  a  Town  Meeting  whenever  the  Planning  Board 
informs  us  that  they  are  prepared  to  bring  forth  to  the  Town  any  revis- 
ions in  this  law." 

Article  75.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  it  was  sug- 
gested that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  make  a  study  of  pedestrian  safety 
and  sidewalks. 

Article  76.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1 ,000.00  be  raised  and  appropriat- 
ed for  the  purpose  of  surfacing  the  drives  in  the  Vine  Lake  Cemetery. 

Article  77.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $500.00  be  raised  and  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  surveying  and  laying  out  that  section  of  Vine  Lake 
Cemetery  at  Bridge  and  Dale  Streets.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31, 1968 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

On  January  23,  1968,  the  Board  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation 
oi  Selectman  John  J.  OTCeefe  due  to  a  business  transfer,  and  it  was  voted 
that  Selectman  Frank  replace  Mr.  OKeefe  as  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  paid  tribute  to  retiring  member  Austin  C.  Buchanan,  who 
9erved  as  a  Selectman  with  great  distinction  for  nine  years. 

On  March  5,  1968,  the  Board  reorganized  as  follows:  Walter  M. 
Frank,  Chairman;  Harry  A.  Kelleher,  Clerk;  and  Lawrence  E.  Abar, 
third  member. 

While  the  Town's  tax  rate  was  reduced  in  1968,  most  property  tax 
bills  were  nevertheless  higher.  This  was  due  to  a  property  revaluation 
upward  for  equalization  purposes  and  to  create  additional  revenue  to  cover 
the  greater  costs  of  operating  a  larger  town  with  the  necessary  services. 
Unfortunately,  such  additional  revenues,  contributed  almost  solely  by  the 
resident  property  owners,  could  not  keep  pace  with  the  higher  costs. 

The  Selectmen  are  requesting  at  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting  the 
appointment  of  a  Town  Government  Study  Committee.  Our  present  growth 
with  its  corresponding  demand  for  services  requires  additional  personnel, 
equipment,  and  changes  in  administrative  methods.  We  are  hopeful  that  if 
approved,  this  committee  will  give  us  the  necessary  direction  to  meet  the 
new  municipal  demands  of  today  and  tomorrow. 

The  Selectmen  requested  that  the  Master  Plan  Implementation 
Committee  take  on  the  duties  of  formulating  and  following  up  a  Capital 
Outlay  Program.  An  affirmative  and  enthusiastic  response  was  received. 

Welfare,  in  the  last  half  of  1968,  highlighted  an  immediate  problem 
with  various  drastic  future  fiscal  implications.  In  July  of  1968,  by  legisla- 
tive decree,  the  welfare  program  was  taken  from  local  supervision  and 
returned  to  centrally  located  State  offices.  Coincidentally,  at  about  the 
same  time  the  public  throughout  the  Commonwealth  became  aware  of  the 
vast  benefits  of  the  Medicaid  Program  which  had  been  adopted  by  a  pre- 
vious executive  order  of  Governor  Volpe.  Abuses  and  far  too  liberal  eligi- 
bility benefits  created  a  very  serious  financial  problem  and  burden  on  the 
entire  Commonwealth.  As  a  result,  all  of  the  cities  and  towns  are  expecting 
that  increased  burdens  will  be  reflected  back  to  them  due  to  reduced  dis- 
tribution of  money  usually  made  available  by  the  Commonwealth  through 
Local  Aid  Funds.  Our  Governor  and  our  Legislature  must  make  immediate 
moves  to  correct  the  serious  deficiencies  in  the  Program.  We  are  confident 
they  will  do  so.  As  your  Selectmen,  we  will  keep  ourselves  actively 
interested. 
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1968  saw  .26  mile  added  to  the  public  ways  of  the  Town,  making  a 
total  of  54.21  miles. 

Stage  two  of  the  Green  Street  project  was  completed  in  1968  and 
consisted  of  installing  1200  feet  of  drainage  and  the  reconstruction  of  800 
feet  of  the  street  at  a  cost  of  S  14,990.  Stage  three  involves  the  elimination 
of  a  combined  vertical  and  horizontal  curve  near  Summer  Street  that 
presently  provides  visibility  far  below  the  minimal.  In  order  to  provide  a 
properly  designed  street,  a  relocation  of  Green  Street  either  side  of  Sum- 
mer Street  will  be  required.  Stage  three  is  proposed  for  1969. 

In  1968,  S  17,345.  was  expended  for  installing  1900  feet  of  drainage 
in  Granite  Street  and  an  easement  off  its  southerly  side.  1500  feet  was 
roughed  out  as  far  as  Station  17.  A  small  amount  of  additional  drainage  is 
proposed  for  installation  in  1969  and  the  completion  of  this  section  of 
the  street. 

1600  feet  of  Main  Street  (Route  109)  between  Bridge  Street  and  the 
Millis  town  line  was  resurfaced  under  the  Chapter  81  State  Aid  Account. 
Main  Street  between  the  Millis  town  line  and  Hartford  Street  is  a  minimum 
of  thirty7  feet  wide  and  is  in  good  condition.  The  3500  feet  between  Hart- 
ford street  and  the  Dover  town  line  is  only  24  feet  wide  and  the  surface  is 
in  poor  condition;  attention  to  this  section  of  Route  109  will  be  required 
in  the  future. 

During  1968,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  assigned 
several  survey  crews  to  the  relocation  of  Route  27.  A  baseline  has  been 
presented  to  the  County  and  the  Town.  In  response  to  a  letter  of  inquiry 
from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  District  Engineer  has  informed  the 
Selectmen  that  the  project  possibly  can  be  scheduled  for  advertisement  for 
bids  some  time  in  1969. 

The  sum  of  S7.839.06  is  available  as  the  Town's  share  of  Chapter 
616  of  the  Acts  of  1967  for  certain  highway  purposes  or  traffic  signals. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  applied  for  and  received  approval  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  use  of  the  funds  for 
traffic  signals  at  South  Street  and  Main  Street.  Installation  of  traffic  signals 
must  be  justified  and  the  pedestrian  traffic  in  the  area  warrants  the 
installation  of  signals. 

The  installation  of  signals  at  the  North  and  Main  Street  intersection 
will  be  done  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  515  of  the  Acts  of  1967, 
whereby  the  State  pays  75%  of  the  costs.  Bids  were  opened  in  November 
and  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
in  accordance  with*  a  special  procedure  prior  to  making  the  award  to  the 
low  bidder. 
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A  substantial  beginning  was  made  in  1968  to  establish  a  sidewalk 
building  and  maintenance  program,  the  first  in  the  modern  history  of  the 
Town.  The  program  will  gradually  increase  pedestrian  safety  and  will  fur- 
nish  eventually  a  network  of  sidewalks  and  paths  from  the  Town  center 
and  the  schools  to  the  numerous  subdivisions  and  growth  areas.  At  the 
present  time,  we  have  sidewalks  on  both  sides  of  the  approximately  13 
miles  of  subdivision  roads  or  approximately  135,000  lineal  feet.  On 
40.55  miles  of  other  town  roads,  we  have  less  than  5%  with  sidewalks  on 
either  side.  Obviously  for  safety  and  for  school  bus  economy,  we  must 
start  a  regular  and  efficient  program  which  will  eventually  help  alleviate 
these  two  serious  problems  in  relation  to  safety  and  economy.  The 
Townspeople  will  have  the  opportunity  to  vote  on  the  first  phase  of  this 
program  at  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Selectmen  and  other  town  boards  held  their  first  hearing  under 
the  Hatch  Act,  a  recent  State  law  aimed  at  protecting  the  rivers  and  flood 
plains  from  overflowing  and  to  protect  our  water  supplies  from  pollution. 
Although  the  Town  Boards  were  unanimous  in  their  opinions  to  prevent 
the  development  of  certain  sections  of  a  new  subdivision,  the  State  De- 
partment of  Natural  Resources  overruled  the  Town's  objections  and 
granted  permission  to  develop  the  land,  as  they  felt  the  provisions  of  the 
Hatch  Act  were  not  being  violated. 

On  Monday,  March  18,  1968,  the  Selectmen  declared  that  a  State  of 
Emergency  existed  in  the  Town,  due  to  a  7-inch  rainfall  which  caused 
severe  flooding.  The  situation  involved  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  and 
property  in  the  Town  and  all  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  alleviate  the 
dangers,  and  protect  the  citizenry.  The  Director  of  Civil  Defense  and  the 
several  departments  of  the  Town  were  notified.  Feeder  streams  to  the 
Charles  and  Neponset  Rivers  peaked  late  on  Monday,  but  the  Charles  did 
not  start  to  recede  until  Thursday  afternoon.  By  Sunday,  March  24th,  all 
detours  were  removed.  The  Fire  Department  assisted  residents  by  pumping 
cellars.  The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  Civil  Defense  Director  and  the 
Town  Departments  for  maintaining  health  and  safety  throughout  the 
emergency.  Periodic  floods  such  as  that  of  March  18th  demonstrate  the 
need  of  and  responsibility  for  establishing  flood  plains  for  the  protection 
of  individual  home  owners  and  the  public. 

The  most  serious  result  of  the  flood  was  the  loss  of  Brastow's 
Bridge.  For  some  time  the  Selectmen  of  Millis  and  Medfield  have  been 
concerned  with  the  condition  of  this  bridge,  located  on  Bridge  Street. 
Some  years  ago,  in  reply  to  a  request  for  an  examination  by  the  Bridge 
Division,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
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Works  advised  the  two  towns  to  restrict  the  vehicles  using  the  bridge  to  a 
maximum  of  6  tons.  Again  in  March  of  1968,  following  the  flood,  the 
Selectmen  of  the  two  towns  requested  another  examination  and  were 
advised  to  close  the  bridge.  Under  a  special  State  program  for  participation 
in  substandard  bridges,  a  new  bridge  will  be  started  in  1969.  Opening  of  a 
new  bridge  on  a  new  site  will  restore  the  former  traffic  pattern  and  remove 
traffic  from  residential  areas. 

As  an  actively  participating  member  community  in  the  Metropolitan 
Area  Planning  Council,  we  were  delighted  to  see  that  Medfield  is  recognized 
as  being  an  important  part  of  the  Boston  Regional  Area  Planning.  The 
M.A.P.C.  has  recently  voted  a  River  and  Open  Space  Program  which  recom- 
mends that  the  State,  through  the  Division  of  Natural  Resources,  even- 
tually acquire  approximately  2,000  acres  of  land  in  the  Noon  Hill  and 
Charles  River  area  for  preservation  as  a  State  Park  for  outdoor  recreation 
purposes.  We  will  be  following  closely  the  development  of  this  recom- 
mendation of  a  major  State  plan  for  Medfield. 

The  Selectmen  were  recorded  in  favor  of  the  relocation  of  Elm 
Street  from  South  Street  to  the  Walpole  Town  line  and  North  Street  from 
School  Street  to  the  Dover  Town  Line  which  were  the  subject  of  hearings 
held  in  Dedham  by  the  Norfolk  County  Commissioners  in  September.  The 
Selectmen  petitioned  for  the  relocation  of  Elm  Street  when  the  Town 
purchased  land  for  school  building  sites  in  the  area,  in  order  to  accommo- 
date the  traffic  that  would  use  this  narrow  street.  The  original  layout  was 
made  in  1652.  Only  one  objection  was  voiced,  this  regarding  the  loss  of 
some  trees  which  would  probably  be  taken  care  of  in  the  awards  or  on 
relocation  of  the  street.  North  Street  relocation  was  petitioned  following 
a  resolution  at  a  town  meeting  in  1962,  instructing  the  Selectmen  to 
petition  for  this  relocation,  as  the  1922  layout  is  only  40  feet  in  width. 
This  is  inadequate  for  the  construction  of  a  street  to  meet  existing  and 
projected  traffic  requirements.  Objections  were  voiced  by  almost  all  of  the 
people  living  in  the  area,  expressing  concern  for  probable  speeding  up  of 
the  traffic  and  aesthetic  beauty  being  marred.  There  is  very  poor  and 
dangerous  vertical  alignment  and  a  new  layout  would  provide  for  correc- 
tion. North  Street  is  designated  as  a  Federal  Secondary  Street  and  if  the 
Town  has  a  layout  that  satisfies  Federal  specifications,  there  is  a  possibility 
of  Federal  participation  for  the  costs  of  reconstruction. 

In  the  past  year,  the  Selectmen  have  diligently  pursued  the  request  of 
our  previous  Board  of  Selectmen  to  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating 
Association  to  affeet  reconsideration  of  the  grading  of  our  Town  fire 
protection  facilities.  At  the  present  time,  we  are  classified  by  the  National 
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Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  as  a  seventh  class  municipal  protection,  and  a 
class  "D"  lor  dwelling  protection.  We  feel  strongly  that  we  are  entitled  to 
the  better  grading  of  sixth  class  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  and  a 
"C"  class  for  dwelling  protection  for  the  following  reasons,  all  being  im- 
provements since  we  were  last  graded  in  1959:  a  greatly  improved  volunteer 
Fire  Department  led  by  Chief  Walter  F.  Reynolds;  the  new  Fire  Station; 
new  equipment  and  fire  trucks;  maintenance  of  a  yearly  program  for 
installation  of  new  fire  alarm  boxes  throughout  the  Town;  a  vast  improve- 
ment in  the  water  service  for  fire  fighting  purposes  with  the  building, 
installation  and  pressing  into  service  of  new  well  No.  3;  an  enlarged  Police 
Force,  providing  better  equipment  and  greatly  improved  police  coverage 
in  this  area;  and  improved  building  codes  and  zoning  by-laws.  The  field 
resurvey  work  by  the  Rating  Board  has  now  been  completed.  While  the 
final  results  are  not  yet  known,  the  Fire  Chief  and  the  Selectmen  are 
hopefully  confident  that  our  grading  will  be  improved. 

Consideration  has  been  given  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  the 
towns  relationship  with  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority. 
Under  existing  State  law,  we  participate  in  a  portion  of  the  deficit  incurred 
annually  by  the  Authority,  but  receive  no  visible  benefits  from  this  parti- 
cipation. The  Board  agrees  that  suburban  towns  such  as  ours  must  partici- 
pate in  and  aid  the  total  development  of  the  entire  Metropolitan  area. 
Core  city  problems  do  now,  and  will  continue  to  have  an  effect  on  the 
future  of  the  Town.  A  major  problem  in  any  Metropolitan  area  is  mass 
transportation  and  the  M.B.T.A.  was  created  to  provide  required  services 
at  a  reasonable  cost,  or  in  fact  at  a  controllable  deficit.  This  obligation, 
we  feel,  has  not  been  met,  nor  do  we  have  any  assurance  that  it  will  be  met 
in  the  foreseeable  future.  It  is,  therefore,  our  intention  to  exert  every 
influence  possible,  even  the  threat  of  withdrawal,  (this  requires  approval 
of  the  General  Court)  to  direct  the  Authority  to  fulfill  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  created.. 

We  have  installed  a  new  Town  well  which  will  pump  1,250,000 
gallons  per  day  which  more  than  equals  the  present  capacity  of  wells  No.  1 
and  No.  2.  This  should  carry  us  satisfactorily  for  a  number  of  years  in 
relation  to  demands.  During  the  course  of  the  year,  we  experienced  a 
problem  with  well  No.  2  when  numerous  citizens  reported  sand  in  their 
water.  The  problem  first  presented  itself  in  1967.  Since  that  time  and 
after  one  annual  and  two  special  town  meetings,  funds  were  granted  in 
September  to  surge  well  No.  2.  Close  to  $3,000.  has  been  expended  for  this 
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project  alone  and  well  No.  2  is  now  free  from  sand.  Nevertheless  sand  is 
still  present  in  the  mains  and  the  next  phase  will  be  to  flush  all  hydrants 
in  the  Spring  when  water  can  no  longer  freeze,  thus  avoiding  creation  of 
safety  hazards.  When  flushing  is  completed,  we  hope  that  most  of  the 
sand  will  be  eliminated  from  the  system.  However,  at  the  special  town 
meeting  when  the  article  was  discussed  it  was  pointed  out  that  even  after 
improvements  to  the  well,  it  would  probably  take  several  years  for  the 
sand  to  clear  entirely  out  of  our  system.  The  W  ater  Department  is  striving 
constantly  to  correct  this  problem. 

On  January  4,  1968,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  advised  the  Board 
that  its  action  in  discharging  Allan  A.  Kingsbury7  from  his  position  as  Chief 
of  Police  in  October  1967  was  justified  and  affirmed.  The  decision  was 
appealed  to  Boston  Municipal  Court  which  held  a  hearing  on  the  appeal. 
At  the  year  end,  no  decision  on  the  appeal  had  been  announced  by  that 
Court.  On  February  6,  1968,  the  Selectmen  voted  to  request  the  temporary 
transfer  of  Sergeant  E.  Nina  Iafolla  as  Acting  Police  Chief  to  provide  a  head 
of  the  department  for  proper  functioning.  The  transfer  was  approved  by 
the  Division  of  Civil  Service  on  February  29,  1968.  On  February  20,  1968, 
the  Selectmen  voted  to  request  approval  of  the  temporary  transfer  of 
Patrolman  William  H.  Mann  as  Acting  Sergeant  to  maintain  the  efficiency 
of  the  department  while  the  incumbent  performed  the  duties  of  the 
Chief,  which  was  approved  by  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  on  March  26, 
1968.  John  T.  Garvey,  Jr.  and  George  F.  Knehr  were  appointed  permanent 
patrolmen  during  the  latter  part  of  1968. 

In  March,  a  meeting  was  held  by  the  Board  with  all  interested  town 
officials  invited,  and  including  Representative  Charles  W.  Long  and 
Richard  G.  Connors,  representing  Senator  John  M.  Quinlan,  to  discuss  the 
possibility  of  the  Commonwealth  disposing  of  some  of  its  land  at  the  State 
Hospital.  The  further  possibility  had  been  advanced  by  Mr.  William  F. 
Rogers,  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board,  that  Medfield  might  be  in  a 
position  to  acquire  a  portion  of  this  land  for  Town  use.  At  year  end  the 
Board  was  awaiting  word  from  the  Commonwealth  and  engineers 
conducting  surveys,  as  to  which  areas  might  be  available  and  lend 
themselves  most  logically  to  acquisition  by  the  Town.  Such  acquisition 
necessarily  would  be  preceded  by  legislation.  All  those  present  at  the 
aforementioned  meeting  were  in  favor  of  acquiring  such  land  if  it  became 
available. 

In  April,  the  Board  unanimously  nominated  Mr.  0.  Scott  Fader. 
Chairman  of  the  Park  &  Recreation  Commission,  for  consideration  as 
recipient  of  the  Distinguished  Citizen  Award,  given  annually  bv  the 
Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Association.  Much  to  the  pleasure  of  all,  Mr. 
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Fader  war*  later  given  the  award  and  statewide  recognition  for  his  outstand- 
ing work  in  conservation  and  with  the  youth  of  the  Town  in  leading  them 
in  their  creation  of  a  Youth  Center  and  Recreation  Building  at  the  old 
North  Street  School. 

I  be  Selectmen  bestowed  honorary  citizenship  on  Esen  Arkis,  an 
Vmerican  Field  Service  exchange  student  from  Turkey,  who  made  his 
home  here  in  Medfield  this  past  year.  He  was  presented  the  "Key  to 
Medfield." 

The  Board  requested  Representative  Charles  W.  Long  and  Senator 
John  M.  Quintan,  both  of  whose  districts  include  Medfield,  to  file  legisla- 
tion advancing  the  payment  of  State  Aid  on  school  construction  to  the 
date  of  completion  of  schools,  as  against  the  present  method  which  calls 
for  equal  payments  over  the  life  of  bond  issues.  At  present  borrowing  rates, 
the  Board  contended,  the  interest  cost  on  a  school  bond  issue  constitutes 
virtually  half  again  as  much  as  the  cost  of  the  school,  an  exceptionally 
heavy  burden  on  the  already  overburdened  property  taxpayer.  In  Decem- 
ber, Senate  Bill  No.  541  had  been  filed  by  Senator  John  M.  Quinlan.  This 
bill  speaks  directly  to  this  problem. 

A  representative  of  the  Board  joined  with  other  Town  officials  in 
attending  a  Drug  Abuse  Workshop  at  Stonehill  College,  primarily  in 
response  to  concern  in  Medfield  over  what  appeared  to  be  an  increased 
involvement  in  drug  abuse  in  the  Town.  At  year  end  the  Board  was  aware 
of  an  excellent  approach  to  the  problem  being  pursued  by  the  School 
system.  In  addition,  the  representative  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  had 
arranged  several  meetings  of  the  young  people  of  various  churches  in 
Medfield  who  were  addressed  on  the  subject  by  Mr.  B.H.  Ross,  Coordinator 
of  Health  Education  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Plans  called  for  additional  meetings  early  in  1969  of  all  those 
officials  who  attended  the  Work  Shop. 

The  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  were  changed  to  permit  collective 
bargaining  by  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of  wages,  working 
conditions  and  benefits.  This  year,  the  Medfield  Police  League  presented 
itself  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  the  authorized  agents  for  the  Medfield 
Police  Department  for  the  purposes  of  collective  bargaining.  The  Select- 
men decided  to  recognize  the  agent  and  enter  into  negotiations  for  a  con- 
tract. It  was  agreed  that  a  negotiating  team  comprised  of  one  member  each 
from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Personnel  Board  and  Finance  Committee 
would  represent  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  these  negotiations.  Meetings 
have  been  held  between  the  parties  and  it  is  anticipated  that  by  Town 
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Meeting  in  1969,  details  of  a  contract  will  be  available  and  money  matters, 
if  any,  will  be  presented  to  the  Town  for  their  final  approval. 

The  remaining  work  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  was  com- 
pleted with  the  retiling  of  the  Selectmen's  Office  and  Police  Station.  Note- 
worthy was  the  help  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  men  from  his 
department  who  assisted  by  rebuilding  entirely  the  understructure  of  the 
floor  before  the  tile  was  installed.  In  addition,  new  concrete  steps  were 
installed  and  a  portion  of  sidewalk  was  rebuilt,  in  front  and  to  the  side  of 
the  building.  Bids  were  prepared  for  the  installation  of  modern  acoustical 
hung  ceilings,  including  recessed  lighting  and  a  limited  amount  of  paneling 
in  the  upstairs  of  the  Town  Hall.  The  work  should  be  completed  in  early 
1969,  and  there  is  the  hope  that  further  work  involving  improved  heating 
and  ventilation,  and  the  creation  of  functional  office  spaces  will  be  accom- 
plished as  phase  three  of  this  Town  Hall  improvement  program.  The  needs 
for  additional  space  by  the  Town  departments  become  greater  from  year 
to  year. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  their  Secretary,  the  Office  Staff,  Town 
Counsel,  the  departments  of  the  Town,  and  all  Boards,  Inspectors  and 
other  individuals,  elected  or  appointed,  for  their  splendid  cooperation 
during  the  past  year.  Remembered  also  are  all  those  who  so  kindly  volun- 
teered their  help  and  advice. 

While  attending  to  the  daily  and  weekly  administrative  needs  of  our 
Town  affairs,  the  Selectmen  are  constantly  looking  ahead.  We  are  partici- 
pating and  attending  many  conferences,  meetings  and  study  seminars  con- 
ducted at  the  Federal,  State,  Regional,  County  and  local  government 
levels.  The  interest,  feelings,  and  problems  of  our  Town  are  being  conscien- 
tiously reported  to  all  authorities.  After  attending  to  immediate  problems, 
we  believe  our  next  most  important  function  is  to  lead  a  planned,  orderly 
growth  of  the  Town  into  the  future,  a  growth  which  will  retain  all  the 
characteristics  that  the  citizens  desire,  and  still  be  fiscally  realistic.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1968. 

MEETINGS 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  meetings  once  a  week  at  the  Town 
Hall. 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings,  the  board  members  held  work 
sessions  to  finish  revising  sections  of  the  Zoning  By-laws  and  the  Zoning 
Map.  During  the  year  there  were  meetings  witn  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Board  of  Health,  Water  and  Sewer  Board,  and  other  boards  and  committees. 

Saturday  inspections  were  made  by  the  board  members,  sometimes 
with  Superintendent  of  Streets,  William  E.  McCarthy,  present,  to  view  the 
areas  proposed  for  new  subdivisions  and  to  check  street  construction  and 
drainage  in  subdivisions  under  development. 

SUBDIVISIONS 

Ten  subdivisions  were  active  during  1968.  We  include  a  table  showing 
subdivision  lots  approved  for  building,  number  of  lots  released  during  the 
year  for  building  and  the  number  of  lots  remaining  for  building  in  each 
subdivision.  The  table  runs  from  1956  to  present. 

The  following  portions  of  streets  within  the  subdivisions  were 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  acceptance: 

Blacksmith  Drive  -  Station  11  +  74.92  to  Station  13  +  38.56 
Stagecoach  Road  —  Station  14  +  75  to  end  of  the  turnaround 
Cypress  Street  -  Station  0  +  00  to  Station  12  +  25.51 

OTHER  MATTERS 

The  Zoning  By-laws  are  in  the  process  of  being  revised  for  future 
vote  by  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  board  had  several  meetings  with  other  town  boards  on  the  sub- 
ject of  sanitary  waste  disposal  and  with  the  Norfolk  Conservation  District 
and  other  town  boards  to  initiate  a  study  of  the  drainage  problems  in  two 
subdivisions  bordering  on  State  Hospital  land. 

A  study  was  begun  of  factors  affecting  the  needs  and  prospects  for 
the  Central  Business  District  with  the  Master  Plan  Implementation  Com- 
mittee. The  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  which  prepared  our  Master  Plan,  has 
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been  retained  to  make  this  study. 

Other  agencies  providing  information  and  assistance  during  the  year 
were  Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Development,  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Council,  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  Norfolk  Conservation 
District. 

These  agencies  and  the  Planning  Board  predict  continued  physical 
growth  and  increased  population  density  for  Medfield.  To  "let  nature  take 
its  course"  under  these  circumstances  will  certainly  create  complex  and 
costly  problems.  To  anticipate  and  cope  with  the  problems  will  require  in- 
creased cooperation,  planning,  and  action  in  the  following  areas: 

Better  use  of  industrially  zoned  land. 

Proper  land  use  to  avoid  hazards  of  floods,  water  pollution,  on-lot 
sanitary  waste  disposal  trouble,  expensive  errors  in  the  location 
of  highways,  buildings,  sewers  and  water  pipes. 

Orderly  growth  so  that  municipal  services  can  be  extended  on  a 
sound  financial  basis. 

To  accomplish  these  goals  some  new  planning  tools  are  needed,  such 
as  revised  zoning,  a  detailed  soil  survey,  the  creation  of  the  position  of 
town  engineer,  a  federally-funded  sewer  study  and  the  support  of  citizens 
of  these  items  at  this  time. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of 
the  many  citizens,  town  officials  and  builders  with  whom  we  have  worked 
during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  CODE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield 

The  Building  Code  Committee  held  regular  meetings  on  the  Second 
Monday  of  each  month,  beginning  at  7:15  P.M.  in  the  Selectmen's  office 
at  the  Town  Hall.  During  the  year,  Carl  J.  Mellea  was  appointed  as  an 
Associate  Member  of  the  committee  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Mr.  Mellea 
was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  committee  which  compiled  the 
present  building  code  for  the  town. 

During  1968,  the  Building  Code  Committee  continued  to  work 
closely  with  town  selectmen,  officials,  and  other  organizations  in  the 
interpretation  of  the  Medfield  Building  Code. 

It  was  determined  necessary  that  one  inspection  card  for  each 
building  be  signed  by  all  inspectors  and  returned  to  the  office  of  the 
Building  Inspector  upon  completion  of  all  work. 

The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  has  ruled  that  a  town  can  lawfully  re- 
quire a  building  permit  for  the  erection  of  a  school  on  land  owned  by  it, 
and  also  require  the  payment  of  a  fee  in  obtaining  such  a  permit  since  a 
contractor  includes  this  fee  in  his  bid. 

Discussions  and  recommendations  by  the  Committee  were  held  on 
percolation  tests  that  are  performed  in  June,  July,  and  August  and  the 
possibility  of  an  extra  25%  increase  on  tests  taken  during  this  time. 

An  increase  in  permit  fees  was  recommended  and  authorized  at  the 
annual  town  meeting.  Approved  by  the  Attorney  General,  the  increase 
involves  repairs  and  alterations  as  follows:  "no  fee  for  a  minimum  of  $250 
for  repairs  and  alterations  not  involving  structural  changes',  over  $250,  the 
fee  shall  be  $6.50  up  to  $1,000  or  any  fraction  thereof;  and  $1  for  each 
$1,000  or  fraction  thereof  of  estimated  cost. 

Additional  meetings  were  held  for  building  code  interpretation  of 
trusses,  aluminum  sidings,  waterproofing  foundations,  apartment  build- 
ings, plaster  over  boilers,  chimneys,  church  zoning,  corner  bracing,  viola- 
tions, pool  fencing  and  special  purpose  buildings. 

The  Building  Code  Committee  voted  to  review  the  entire  Building 
Code  during  1969  and  make  recommendations  at  a  future  date.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Health  met  regularly  the  first  and  third  Monday  of 
each  month,  with  additional  meetings  held  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Planning  Board,  Finance  Committee,  Personnel  Board  and  Town  Counsel. 
Special  meetings  were  also  attended  with  the  Norfolk  County  Conservation 
Commission  and  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  as  well  as  an  emer- 
gency meeting  with  other  town  departments  regarding  pollution  during 
the  March  flood  conditions. 

The  following  licenses  were  issued  during  the  year:  Food  Service 
Establishments,  Mobile  Catering,  Ice  Cream  Manufacturing,  Funeral  Home 
Catering,  Transportation  of  Effluent,  Temporary  Food  Sale  and  Service, 
and  a  permit  for  the  keeping  of  two  ponies. 

The  garbage  contract  was  renewed  with  FJ.Cassidy  of  Medway  with 
collections  scheduled  for  once  a  week  during  winter  months  and  twice 
during  the  summer. 

The  Board  adopted  a  new  set  of  rules  and  regulations  covering 
Sewage  Disposal  Systems,  and  is  compiling  general  regulations  covering  all 
phases  of  the  Board  of  Health.  New  fees  were  established  for  on-site  sewage 
permits,  commercial  rubbish  collections.  All  sub-divisions  in  Medfield  were 
checked  by  the  Board  of  Health  before  approval  of  preliminary  and  defini- 
tive plans. 

A  hearing  was  held  regarding  animal  control  with  reference  to  horses, 
sheep,  poultry,  etc.,  with  many  interested  citizens  attending.  Regulations 
are  still  under  discussion,  and  it  is  hoped  that  new  controls  will  be  finalized 
in  1969. 

The  Board's  sanitation  officer,  Charles  W.  Pierce,  Jr.,  of  Newton, 
made  the  following  inspections  during  the  year:

All  food  service  establishments,  restaurants,  and  school  cafeterias 
were  inspected  for  compliance  of  sanitary  standards  and  safe  methods  in 
storing,  preparing  and  dispensing  foods.  Food  markets  and  bakeries  were 
also  inspected  to  insure  the  safe  handling  and  storage  of  food  products,  as 
well  as  to  inusre  sanitary  conditions  on  the  premises. 

Laboratory  analysis  of  multi-use  eating  and  drinking  utensils  was 
conducted  to  establish  whether  compliance  with  standards  for  cleaning  and 
disinfection  of  utensils  was  obtained. 

Weekly  inspections  of  the  swimming  pond  beach  and  collection  of 
water  samples  for  analysis  was  obtained  and  investigations  of  environ- 
mental nuisance  complaints  were  made  and  steps  taken  to  have  them 
abated. 

The  total  mileage  involved  in  the  duties  of  the  sanitation  officer 
amounted  to  1,307  miles. 

The  sanitary  inspector  for  on-site  sewage  systems,  Edward  W.  Callow 
made  a  total  of  310  inspections  during  the  year,  and  issued  a  total  of  162 
Board  of  Health  Permits.  Permit  fees  collected  amounted  to  $1,365. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  under  Mrs.  Porter  Whitney,  R.N., 
made  a  total  of  601  visits  covering  79  cases  in  1968.  Three  Immunization 
Clinics  were  held  involving  321  patients,  and  7  physical  therapy  visits  were 
made.  The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  thank  Mrs.  Whitney  and  her  staff  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  year. 

Infectious  diseases  reported  by  physicians  to  the  Board  included 
1  case  of  mumps,  3  Salmonella,  6  Scarlet  Fever,  1  German  Measles, 
3  Chicken  Pox  and  1  Infectious  Hepatitis. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  responsible  for  the  condition  of  the  Town 
Dump  as  it  affects  the  public  health.  Due  to  the  fine  cooperation  of  the 
highway  department  and  fire  department  as  well  as  the  Custodian,  the 
dump  has  been  maintained  at  a  high  level  of  cleanliness  during  the  year. 
The  cost  of  the  frequent  fires  in  the  area  is  of  great  concern  to  these 
boards.  The  responsibility  of  these  fires  goes  directly  to  careless  residents 
who  throw  hot  ashes  after  burning  private  papers  and  records,  or  toss 
cigarettes  at  the  site.  The  Board  of  Health  asks  the  cooperation  of  all 
citizens  during  1969  to  abstain  from  such  careless  actions  while  using 
the  area. 
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The  approximate  income  to  the  Board  of  Health  during  the  year  was 
$1,800. 

The  Board  of  Health  will  have  an  office  open  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  during  the  coming  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1968,  the  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee 
(MPIC)  continued  working  with  Town  Officials  to  see  that  more  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Master  Plan  were  put  into  effect.  The  following 
items  appearing  in  the  order  as  listed  under  "Recommended  Six-Year 
Capital  Improvements  Program"  on  Page  46  of  the  Master  Plan  Summary 
were  acted  upon  in  1968. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

1.  Additional  Funds  were  voted  for  the  reconstruction  of  a  section 
of  Hospital  Road  (Rt.  27). 

2.  Funds  were  voted  to  install  traffic  signals  at  the  intersection 
of  North  and  Main  Streets. 

3.  Sections  of  both  Granite  and  Green  Streets  were   paved  in 
accordance  with  the  Street  Improvement  Plan. 

4.  Funds  were  voted  to  reconstruct  a  portion  of  Elm  Street  from 
South  Street  to  the  new  Elementary  School. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

At  the  special  town  meeting  in  September  the  town  voted  to  build  a 
new  Elementary  School  on  Elm  Street. 

CONSERVATION  AND  RECREATION 

1.  The  Conservation  Committee  continued  its  acquisition  of  land 
along  the  Charles  River. 

2.  Additional  land  adjacent  to  the  swimming  pond  was  acquired. 
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LIBRARY 

Funds  were  voted  for  refurbishing  and  redeeoration  of  the  current 
library. 

WATER  AND  SEWERS 

Discussions  were  held  with  various  town  departments  and  outside 
engineers  to  determine  how  the  town  might  best  study  the  needs  of 
additional  town  sewerage  and  a  larger  sewage  treatment  plant. 

The  following  items  recommended  by  the  Master  Plan  were  presented 
before  the  Town  Meeting  but  not  accepted  by  the  town. 

1.  Having  a  complete  soil  survey  of  the  town. 

2.  A  committee  to  study  pedestrian  safety   and  sidewalks  was 
dissolved. 

In  addition,  during  the   fall   the  MPIC  compiled  an  inventory  of 
uncommitted  land  for  the  Planning  Board.

POLICE  SCHOOL  AND  TRAINING 

The  law  now  provides  that  every  officer  appointed  on  a  full-time 
permanent  basis  must,  within  six  (6)  months  after  his  appointment,  attend 
an  approved  Police  Training  School.  During  1968,  no  one  attended  this 
school  because  officers  John  T.  Garvey  and  George  F.  Knehr  were  not 
appointed  until  late  Fall  of  this  same  year. 

Commencing  in  February,  officers  John  T.  Garvey  and  George  F. 
Knehr  will  attend  the  State  Police  Academy  in  Framingham  for  six  weeks. 
This  course  will  cover  all  fields  of  study  concerning  law  enforcement.  This 
will  also  give  the  officers  a  better  understanding  of  Police  techniques, 
court  procedure  and  evidence. 

During  1969,  I  intend  to  send  three  more  officers  to  an  approved 
training  school.  This  will  enable  the  officers  to  give  the  Town  much  better 
protection  with  the  knowledge  which  they  acquire. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past,  I  will  stress  that  all  officers  should  attend 
lectures,  conferences  and  seminars  to  keep  abreast  of  modern  Police 
techniques.  Since  I  have  already  received  an  affirmative  answer  in  this 
regard,  I  am  sure  that  all  monies  budgeted  for  this  purpose  will  be  used  to 
good  advantage. 
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TRAFFIC  AND  PERSONNEL 

Traffic  continues  to  be  one  of  our  greatest  problems  and  is  worsen- 
ing each  year  on  Route  109  and  Route  27.  At  the  present  time  it  is 
estimated  that  25,000  vehicles  travel  through  the  center  of  town  each 
day.  The  traffic  lights  which  will  be  installed  in  the  Spring  will  control  the 
flow  of  traffic  through  the  town,  and  will  help  pedestrians  cross  Main  and 
North  Streets  without  any  difficulty.  This  will  enable  an  officer  to  be 
utilized  at  other  locations  during  the  daytime  hours. 

I  am  recommending  that  we  add  one  more  police  officer  to  the  Police 
Department  this  year,  and  again  next  year  until  we  have  a  force  of  thirteen 
(13)  officers.  The  constant  growth  of  the  Town,  the  need  to  keep  adequate 
records,  the  need  to  assign  one  officer  to  an  investigation  until  it  is  com- 
pleted certainly  warrants  additional  men.  We  have  had  in  the  past  year  an 
increase  in  breaking  and  entering  crimes,  crimes  committed  by  juveniles, 
motor  vehicle  violations  and  many  requests  by  citizens  of  Medfield  for 
assistance.  Without  an  adequate  force,  these  services  cannot  be  performed, 
and  traffic  and  its  speed  cannot  be  controlled  on  the  arterial  and  secondary 
ways  throughout  the  town. 

FEMALE  TRAFFIC  SUPERVISORS 

During  the  latter  part  of  1968,  the  Police  Department  and  the  School 
Department  worked  together  with  regard  to  pedestrian  traffic  counts  at 
Main  Street  and  Robert  Sproul  Road.  As  a  result  of  these  counts,  we  felt 
it  was  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  children  to  station  a  traffic  supervisor 
at  this  crosswalk.  At  the  present  time  Mrs.  Mary  Nyren  has  been  assigned 
to  protect  all  persons  using  this  crosswalk.  This  brought  our  complement 
to  eight  (8)  Female  Traffic  Supervisors. 

It  is  anticipated  that  in  1969  we  will  require  two  (2)  more  traffic 
supervisors  to  assist  children  crossing  at  the  intersection  of  Elm  Street  and 
South  Street  entrance  to  the  new  Elementary  School,  and  possibly  one  at 
the  intersection  of  Route  27  and  South  Street  Extension.  This  will  be 
determined  atter  a  traffic  and  pedestrian  count  has  been  conducted  both 
in  the  morning  and  afternoon. 

On  behalf  of  the  Police  Officers,  Female  Traffic  Supervisors  and 
Auxiliary  Police,  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincerest  thanks  to  the  state  and 
local  officials,  department  heads  and  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  for 
their  cooperation  in  keeping  this  community  a  safe  one  in  which  to  live.

Following  is  my  report,  as  Animal  Inspector,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1968. 

Thirty  (30)  dogs  and  one  (1)  cat  alleged  to  have  bitten  people  were 
quarantined  for  a  period  of  ten  days.  When  these  animals  were  checked  in 
ten  days,  none  of  them  showed  any  evidences  of  rabies. 

Twenty-seven  (27)  stables  used  as  shelters  for  horses,  sheep,  goat, 
beef  cattle,  or  swine  were  examined  for  general  cleanliness,  water  supply, 
and  sufficient  light.  The  premises  were  also  checked  for  approved  animal 
husbandry  practices. 

For  the  annual  inspection,  a  total  of  71  horses,  6  beef  cattle,  19 
sheep,  1  goat,  13  ponies,  and  8  swine  were  inspected  for  and  appeared  to 
be  free  from  any  communicable  diseases.

New  regulations  were  imposed  by  the  advent  of  a  State  Hospital 
Facilities  Division.  Our  ambulance  was  certified  July  8,  1968.  This  meant 
additional  regulations  to  be  followed,  as  well  as  supplies  and  equipment  to 
be  purchased  by  the  Town.  We  therefore  received  additional  funds  by  a 
transfer  from  the  reserve  fund  during  the  year  to  comply  with  the  new 
regulations.  Additional  duties  were  required  of  the  ambulance  serviceman. 
He  is  now  paid  according  to  the  number  of  runs.  It  is  important  to  note 
that  the  Town  would  be  subject  to  a  $500.00  fine  if  the  new  regulations 
were  not  followed,  and  Medicare  bills  would  not  be  honored  by  Blue 
Cross.  You  will  note  that  ambulance  runs  totaled  167  in  1968  as  opposed 
to  119  in  1967.

REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 

To:   The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

The  Public  Shelter  program  has  progressed  satisfactorily  with  mark- 
ing and  stocking  to  provide  shelter  spaces  for  forty  per-cent  of  the  Towns 
population  in  public  buildings.  The  home  survey  conducted  throughout 
the  State  by  the  Federal  Government  will  point  up  additional  shelter 
spaces  and  so  advjse  the  individual  homeowners  concerned.  These  facts 
are  not  available  to  the  public  but  will  take  the  strain  off  of  present  public 
shelter  facilities. 
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Our  Auxiliary  Police  have  been  active  on  many  special  assignments 
M  well  as  regular  monthly  meetings  and  drills.  Re-organization  late  in  the 
\ear  has  put  emphasis  upon  the  interest  and  ability  of  the  individual  to 
carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  this  office  in  time  of  emergency.  An 
intensified  training  program  under  the  direction  of  Captain  Varnum  is  of 
great  benefit  to  the  department  and  its  membership. 

Surplus  Property  Program  continues  to  benefit  all  town  departments. 
Purchases  through  this  program  for  small  warehouse  charges  saves  the 
town  thousands  of  dollars  on  tools,  supplies  and  equipment. 

The  Emergency  Truck  has  responded  to  all  night  fire  alarms  and 
accidents  where  emergency  lighting  was  necessary.  The  matching  funds 
program  received  State  approval  but  ran  head  on  into  Federal  budget  cut- 
backs. The  funds  for  this  equipment  program  are  still  available  and  a  new 
application  for  Federal  approval  has  been  made. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  Town  Departments  and  employees  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  year.  Most  especially  I  want  to  thank  those  who 
have  given  so  unselfishly  of  their  time  and  talents,  for  without  them  there 
would  be  no  Civil  Defense  effort.

During  1968  your  Commission  spent  its  efforts  in  the  following  three 
areas: 

1.  Determining  the  total  useful  industrial  land  available  with  regards  to 
the  proposed  Route  27  and  the  flood  plain  regulations. 

2.  Means  of  promoting  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  the  industrial  land 
available.  Brochures  and  literature  of  other  towns  were  reviewed  and 
the  area  news  media  was  contacted  to  determine  the  best  way  of 
promoting  the  property  available  in  the  Town. 

3.  Contact  was  established  with  the  area  utility  companies  to  determine 
the  services  which  could  be  made  available  to  interested  companies. 
We  are  pleased  that  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board  was  assigned 
to  act  as  contact  to  the  Commission. 

Completing  work  on  the  three  points  above  early  in  1969,  the 
Commission  will  be  in  a  position  to  actively  promote  the  property  available 
in  town.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  AND  RECREATION 
COMMISSION  FOR  1968 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  1968,  the  Commission  improved  and  pursued  the  following 
activities. 

(1)  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  bathing  beach  along  with  a 
Red  Cross  swimming  instruction  program  for  the  residents. 

(2)  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Recreation  Building  in  which 
many  town  organizations  have  met  and  conducted  their  programs 
and  business. 

(3)  The  operation  of  a  Youth  Center  which  has  both  social  and  work 
interests. 

(4)  The  upkeep  of  Medfield's  parks  and  other  properties  under  its 
jurisdiction,  as  follows: 

(a)  Baxter  Park 

(b)  Metacomet  Park 

(c)  Bakers  Pond  Area 

(d)  Tennis  Courts  on  Adams  Street 

(e)  Green  Street  Property  —  the  location  of  the  swimming  and 
skating  pond. 

(5)  The  operation  of  a  skating  program. 

(6)  The  planning  and  operation  of  a  playground  program. 

(7)  The  planning  of  a  more  diversified  recreation  program  with  the 
hiring  of  a  recreational  Co-ordinator. 

(8)  The  planning  and  installation  of  a  Christmas  lighting  program. 

(9)  The  organizing  of  a  town  beautification  program. 

The  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  has  as  its  Youth  Representa- 
tives this  year,  Miss  Jay  Aronson,  and  Mr.  Jeff  Lee,  who,  it  is  hoped,  will 
contribute  much  to  the  Commission.  Also,  present  at  all  meetings  is  a 
representative  of  the  Youth  Center,  Mr.  Tom  Thompson. 

The  swimming  program  achieved  renewed  success  with  a  fine  swim 
team  leading  the  way.  Accidents  were  kept  to  a  minimum,  and  over  275 
young  people  increased  their  ability  in  swimming  techniques  as  they  were 
given  Certificates  of  Merit  for  their  achievements.  Again,  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Commission  would  like  to  commend  its  staff  for  a  job  well 
done. 

The  Medfield  Recreation  Building  has  received  many  improvements, 
most  of  which  were  made  by  the  young  people  and  their  advisors  of  the 
Medfield  Youth  Center.  Besides  the  normal  improvement  of  painting- 
refinishing  the  floors,  etc.,  many  major  tasks  were  undertaken.  They  are  as 
follows: 
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Installation  of  new  rear  doors. 

Landseaping  the  front  of  building. 

Planting  and  landscaping  around  rear  entrance. 

Purchase  and  installation  of  new  kitchen  cabinets. 

Purchase  and  installation  of  a  new  stove  and  sink. 

Purchase  of  a  new  refrigerator. 

Ironing  out  problems  in  the  heating  system. 

Purchase  and  installation  of  new  sump  pumps. 

Carpeting  and  furnishing  front  office. 

Installation  of  stereo  systems. 

The  displaying  of  Christmas  lights. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  note  that  over  forty  organizations  and 
committees  use  the  building  and  in  a  single  month  eighty-three  meetings 
were  held  at  the  Recreation  Center,  not  including  the  Medfield  Youth 
Center's  own  activities.  This  building  still  needs  repair,  but  the  use  it  has 
been  given  makes  it  one  of  the  Town's  most  valuable  assets. 

The  Medfield  Youth  Center  Program,  under  its  capable  President, 
Tom  Thompson,  has  set  as  its  goal  a  social  function  on  every  Saturday 
night,  provided  it  does  not  interfere  with  school  activities.  During  the  year 
over  four  hundred  Medfield  young  people  have  participated  in  their  pro- 
gram. Out  of  town  young  people  are  welcome  to  the  dances  provided  they 
adhere  to  the  young  people's  rules  and  regulations.  There  have  been  as 
many  as  four  hundred  young  people  present  for  one  dance.  The  young 
people  should  be  commended  for  the  responsible  manner  in  which  they 
handled  these  programs.  The  Youth  Center  programs  include  dancing, 
game  room  activities,  and  social  times  in  the  lounge.  They  have  also,  on 
occasion,  programmed  a  Coffee  House  on  Sunday  evenings,  which  proved 
to  be  successful.  Again,  the  Park  Commission  commends  those  responsible 
young  people  of  the  Youth  Center  Staff  for  a  successful  year. 

Mr.  Merlon  Spender  was  the  successful  bidder  for  the  care  and  upkeep 
of  our  Parks.  We  would  like,  at  this  time,  to  make  it  clear  to  all  the 
residents  of  the  Town  that  he  goes  far  beyond  the  contract  when  he  as- 
sumes this  work.  He  has  always  poured  his  heart  into  the  care  of  the  parks 
and  to  see  our  grounds  in  such  fine  condition  is  a  tribute  to  his  talent.  In 
this  way  he  contributes  more  than  his  share  to  our  Town. 

Our  skating  program  at  the  Medfield  Swim  Pond  has  received  its 
greatest  success.  There  has  been  fine  cooperation  between  Mother  Nature 
and  the  supervisory  staff  to  date  and  if  it  continues,  we  will  have  our  best 
year  of  ice  since  the  beginning  of  our  program.  Over  seven  hundred  people 
have  registered  for  the  skating  program  and  we  have  found  over  250  people 
skating  on  a  single  Sunday  afternoon. 

For  the  first  time  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  established  a 
Playground  program.  Mr.  Howard  Kelly,  a  physical  education  teacher  in 
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the  Norton  School  system,  directed  the  summer  program  that  involved 
over  250  children.  Four  paid  Counselors  aided  him  and  we  hope  that  this 
undertaking  can  be  continued  and  enhanced  year  to  year. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission 
was  given  money  by  the  town  to  hire  a  Recreation  Co-ordinator  whose  job 
will  be  to  organize  and  oversee  a  diversified  young  people's  recreation 
program.  Mr.  Richard  Cantrell,  a  Physical  Educator  in  the  Town  of  Walpole 
was  hired  and  has  assumed  his  job  and  is  presently  setting  up  supplemen- 
tary activities  not  to  conflict  with  either  school  or  private  organizations. 
The  Commission  feels  that  in  years  to  come  that  this  will  be  one  of  our 
most  worth-while  ventures. 

For  the  first  time  the  Town  has  had  a  worthy  display  of  Christmas 
lights.  With  the  outstanding  help  of  Mr.  Joseph  Marcionette  and  Mr. 
Herbert  Fernan,  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  was  able  to  raise 
enough  money  to  purchase,  install,  wire,  and  electrify  ten  8- ft.  Christmas 
displays,  hung  from  the  telephone  poles  in  the  Town's  center.  Many  volun- 
teer hours  went  into  the  undertaking  and  we  wish  to  thank  those  who 
gave  of  their  time.  Also,  we  want  to  thank  the  many  contributors  who 
made  it  possible.  Hopefully,  our  Town's  Christmas  lighting  display  will  be 
enlarged  in  years  to  come. 

In  the  Spring,  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  took  the  initia- 
tive and  was  able  to  get  four  traffic  islands  planted  by  various  civic  and 
private  groups.  There  were  many  favorable  comments  as  to  how  simple 
flower  arrangements  help  to  make  the  town  more  attractive. 

With  a  few  exceptions  we  omitted  names  and  organizations  that  have 
cooperated  with  the  numerous  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  activities. 
Knowing  that  their  donations  of  both  time  and  talent  were  not  given 
because  of  a  desire  for  notoriety,  and  also  knowing  of  the  impractical  use 
of  space  by  listing  them  here,  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  wishes 
to  thank  all  those  that  have  participated  in  their  Town's  progress  by  serving 
in  whatever  capacity  they  have  found  practical.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 

lu  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

As  Cemeterj  (  ommissioners  of  the  Vine  Lake  Cemetery,  we 
respectfull)  submit  our  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1968. 

Further  progress  to  hard-surface  the  gravel  drives  in  Section  B  has 
been  discontinued.  The  re-location  and  construction  of  Route  27  will  have 
a  bearing  on  the  entrance  at  the  Frairy— Dale  street  gate. 

The  Vine  Lake  Cemetery  of  Medfield,  a  vital  function  in  the  general 
welfare  of  our  town,  has  for  many  years,  had  a  basic  problem  which  is 
reaching  the  point  of  being  ridiculous. 

We  need  a  suitable  place,  free  from  dampness,  dust  and  vandalism 
which  would  be  available  at  all  times  to  keep  our  records,  plans  and  the 
storage  of  supplies  and  equipment. 

We  have  studied  the  feasibility  of  our  sharing  space  in  the  new  "Town 
Garage"  and  feel  it  would  be  inadequate  to  our  requirements. 

We  will  propose,  in  its  place,  a  two-stall  garage-type  building,  with 
office  space  at  the  open  end,  this  garage  to  be  built  into  the  bank  of  a 
location  adjacent  to  our  present  tool  tomb,  within  the  cemetery  grounds. 
This  building  would  be  of  poured-concrete  walls,  sides  and  rear  and  a  steel- 
reinforced  roof  which  would  be  covered  with  earth  and  landscaped  to  its 
surroundings. 

This  could  be  accomplished  at  a  relatively  small  cost,  roughly  $2,500 
and  would  be  well  worth  it  in  usefulness  to  the  Town.  We  would  not  want 
to  borrow  for  this  purpose  as  it  would  only  add  to  our  over-loaded  interest 
payments  of  today  but  prefer  to  accomplish  our  objective  in  two  stages. 
We  are  going  to  ask,  in  a  special  article,  for  the  sum  of  $1,500  to  be  used 
for  this  purpose.  We  would  use  this  money  to  start  this  garage-office 
complex  and  ask  for  the  necessary  funds  next  year  to  complete  the  project. 

Our  budget  for  1969  will  be  approximately  the  same  in  the  labor 
account  but  will  be  higher  in  the  machinery  account.  We  need  another 
rider-type  mower  and  two  small  manual-type  machines.  These  requests 
will  be  asked  for  in  a  special  article. 

We  again  wish  to  thank  the  Highway  Department  and  its  people  for 
the  assistance  we  have  received  from  them.  Without  their  co-operation  it 
would  be  necessary  to  ask  for  a  great  deal  more  in  our  operating  account, 
and  to  the  Police  Department  for  their  constant  patrol  of  the  grounds. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  again  wish  to  say  that  the  curbing  of  vandal- 
ism can  only  be  stopped  in  the  homes,  by  parental  teaching  and  discipline.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

More  time  was  spent  this  past  year  removing  deadwood  from  our 
roadside  Maples  than  in  previous  years  and  less  tiem  removing  dead  Maples 
showin  the  rate  of  dying  is  perhaps  slowing  down.  With  corrective  pruning 
and  an  assist  from  nature  in  the  form  of  rain  again  this  year,  the  rate  of 
loss  should  be  less.  Routine  program  pruning  was  continued  on  other 
roadside  shade  trees.  I  recommend  the  sum  of  15,800.00  be  appropriated 
for  the  Care  of  Trees  for  the  year  1969. 

The  program  for  planting  and  replacing  roadside  shade  trees  con- 
tinued with  the  planting  of  forty-five  (45)  trees  including  such  varieties  as 
Columnar  Maple,  Pin  Oak,  Mt.  Ash  and  Sweetgum.  I  recommend  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  continuance  of  the  Tree  Planting 
program  in  1969. 

Again  our  number  of  Dutch  Elm  Diseased  trees  declined  as  is  the 
pattern  of  every  other  year.  By  maintaining  our  sanitation,  pruning  and 
spraying  programs  we  expect  to  keep  this  public  nuisance  under  control. 
I  recommend  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  year  1969. 

The  Insect  Pest  Control  program  was  again  successful  with  most  of 
our  efforts  directed  to  the  control  of  the  Elm  Bark  Beetle  and  the  Elm  Leaf 
Beetle.  However,  there  has  been  evidence  at  several  locations  in  town  of 
the  Gypsy  Moth  and  it  may  become  necessary  to  satrt  limited  control  of  thie 
serious  pest  of  twelve  or  fifteen  years  ago.  I  recommend  the  sum  of 
$1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Insect  Pest  Control  program  for  1969.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  1968. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  extremely  busy  one.  Ninety-two  more  calls 
for  service  were  received  than  in  1967.  During  the  March  floods,  one 
hundred  and  fifty-one  cellars  were  pumped  out  in  a  four-day  period,  caus- 
ing the  payroll  account  to  be  depleted  in  December  when  a  transfer  of 
funds  was  requested  and  granted. 

The  continued  growth  of  the  Town  in  population  and  the  sharp 
increase  in  property  valuations  should  be  considered  as  a  basis  for  my 
opinion  that  a  Full-time  Chief  is  necessary.  The  clerical  work  alone  is  more 
than  a  Call  Chief  can  accomplish  with  inspections,  Fire  Prevention  pro- 
grams, Training  programs,  Permits  and  numerous  other  duties  now  being 
neglected. 

During  the  year,  four  Personnel  changes  were  necessary.  Three  Fire- 
fighters moved  from  Medfield  and  one  resigned  for  health  reasons.  Replace- 
ments who  are  available  in  the  daytime  are  difficult  to  enlist,  but  after 
considerable  screening,  men  were  found  who  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

Five  of  our  men,  on  their  own  time,  attended  a  two-day  Seminar  held 
in  Walpole  in  September  and  future  plans  call  for  sending  at  least  that 
number  each  year  in  order  that  latest  techniques  will  be  used  by  the 
Department. 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  was  expanded  by  the  installation  of  four 
additional  street  boxes,  brining  the  present  total  to  eighteen,  including 
one  at  each  school.  This  program  should  be  continued  each  year. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Department, 
Police  Chief,  and  all  Police  Officers,  Fire  Alarm  Operators,  and  all  other 
Town  departments  and  Citizens  who  so  willingly  assisted  us  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
lo  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

\  our  Conservation  Commission  has  spent  the  year  of  1968  rout  fil- 
trating on  the  acquisition  of  wetlands  adjacent  to  the  rivers  and  streams  of 

the  town. 

\  gift  of  2.8  acres  of  land  bordering  the  Stop  River  was  acquired 
from  Bernice  Carlson,  and  2().2f>  aero  of  land  belonging  to  William  Blanch- 
ard  was  acquired  by  purchase.  This  land  abuts  the  town  well  property  on 
Route  109  and  extends  1350  feet  in  a  northerly  direction  along  the  banks 
of  tin-  Charles  River.  Other  parcels  in  various  areas  of  the  town  are 
presently  in  the  process  of  acquisition.  Your  Commission  is  also  finalizing 
all  necessary  state  forms  in  order  to  acquire  approximately  175  acres  of 
lax-title  land  along  both  the  Stop  and  Charles  Rivers. 

A  communication,  issued  by  the  Norfolk  Conservation  District 
shows  that  Medfield,  with  190.85  acres  of  conservation  land,  is  ranked 
third  in  land  acquisition  by  all  towns  in  the  Norfolk  District,  and  prelimin- 
ary plans  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  indicate  that  Medfield 
is  a  prime  area  in  the  Open  Space  Program. 

Your  Conservation  Commission  and  Planning  Board  sponsored  an 
article  in  the  1968  Town  Warrant  for  a  "Soil  Survey  Analysis."  This 
article  was  defeated  much  to  our  disappointment.  However,  this  article  will 
be  submitted  again  in  1969  in  the  hope  that  memories  of  last  year's  March 
flooding  will  be  remembered.  We  feel  a  soil  survey  might  have  prevented 
much  of  this  destructive  flooding. 

After  receiving  an  affirmative  vote  at  the  1968  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing, all  plans  and  specifications  pertinent  to  the  land  adjacent  to  the  swim 
pond  have  been  satisfactorily  submitted  and  accepted  by  the  Department 
of  Natural  Resources.  A  "Self-Help  Plan"  of  one-half  cost  subsidy  will  be 
granted  to  purchase  these  three  acres  known  as  the  "Benedict  Land."  This 
will  be  considered  conservation  land  but  will  be  maintained  and  adminis- 
tered by  your  Park  and  Recreation  Commission. 

The  Commission  acquired  many  fine  photographs  of  the  .March 
flooding  condition  in  various  areas  of  the  town,  and  all  are  available  to 
citizens  upon  request.  Aerial  photographs  of  the  Charles  River  at  spring 
flooding  were  exhibited  by  the  commission  in  the  .Medfield  Branch  of 
Norfolk  County  Trust.  This  display  was  favorably  received  and  proved  of 
great  interest  to  townspeople. 

The  .Massachusetts  "Wet  Lands  Bill,"  a  great  asset  to  the  conserva- 
tion and  open  space  program,  was  passed  by  the  state  legislature  and  took 
effect  September  26,  1968. 

Daniel  Hinkley  has  again  represented  our  Commission  and  the  Town 
of  Medfield,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Charles  River 
Watershed  Association. 
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Charles  Allen  represents  the  Commission  at  the  Neponset  River 
Valley  Conservation  Association  meetings. 

A  gift  of  $50  from  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  has  been  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

Our  Commission  is  interested  in  forming  an  allied  group  in  Medfield 
which  will  be  called  "Friends  of  Conservation."  Anyone  interested  may 
contact  Mrs.  Charles  Gifford  of  the  Commission. 

Our  meetings  are  held  regularly  on  the  4th  Tuesday  of  the  month  at 
7:30  P.M.  at  the  Medfield  Youth  Center,  and  all  interested  residents  are 
invited  to  attend.

B.  Wills  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation  they  have  rendered  me  during 
the  past  year. 

Altogether,  I  have  found  the  local  and  out-of-town  builders  to  be 
very  cooperative  and  more  than  willing  to  try  to  improve  workmanship.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  Veterans'  Benefits  and  Veterans' 
Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1968. 

The  population  expansion  in  Medfield  for  the  last  few  years  has 
necessitated  a  greater  increase  in  services  for  the  Veterans  and  their 
dependents  of  this  community.  The  Vietnam  Conflict  has  also  increased 
our  Veteran  population  and  is  a  factor  along  with  Medical  and  Hospitaliza- 
tion costs  in  the  sharp  rise  of  financial  expenditures.  Our  expenditures  for 
Veterans'  Services  rose  100%  from  1967  due  to  the  heavy  case  load  and 
spiraling  medical  expenses.

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ACTIVITIES 

There  were  no  special  activities  this  year,  owing  to  problems  con- 
nected  with  new  construction.  Even  the  Fall  opening  of  Story  Hour  has 
been  delaj  ed  due  to  conditions  beyond  our  control.  We  have  been  operating 
under  exceedingly  trying  conditions  since  August.  Reference  books  in  the 
main  room  have  been  piled  on  the  tables  wherever  we  could  find  space  for 
them  and  temporary  cessation  of  circulation  of  periodicals  has  hurt  our 
circulation.  \  oung  adults'  fiction  had  to  be  moved  downstairs  temporarily, 
which  did  not  meet  with  favor  with  the  young  adults.  These  were  only  a 
few  of  the  most  pressing  problems  encountered.  We  did  not  purchase  as 
many  new  books  as  usual,  because  we  had  no  place  to  put  them.  This  was 
the  main  reason  why  no  memorial  books  have  been  purchased  from  the 
Johnson  Memorial  Fund.  We  were  the  recipients  of  a  new  and  attractive 
sign  for  the  front  of  the  library,  the  gift  of  the  "Friends  of  the  Library". 

W  hen  all  construction  is  completed,  we  hope  to  house  all  our  fiction, 
records  and  current  magazines  in  the  new  room,  which  is  to  be  called  the 
Dailey  room  in  honor  of  Granville  F.  Dailey  who  gave  this  library  to  the 
Town  in  1917.  The  main  room  will  then  become  a  reference  and  study 
room  with  all  the  non-fiction  arranged  in  proper  order  decimally.  Encyclo- 
pedias will  remain  on  the  tables  where  they  will  be  easily  accessible  to  all, 
and  particularly  for  use  by  students.  The  many  reference  books  which  do 
not  circulate  will  have  special  space  according  to  category.  Back  numbers 
of  periodicals,  2—3  years  back,  which  is  as  long  as  we  can  keep  them  owing 
to  lack  of  space,  will  still  be  kept  in  the  periodical  room  downstairs,  but  the 
new  stairway  and  adequate  lighting  will  make  them  more  easily  accessible 
than  they  have  been  in  the  past.  Current  year  magazines,  except  for  the 
latest  copies  on  display  will  circulate  from  the  new  room. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  our  friends  who  have  contributed 
books,  records,  flowers  or  other  favors  to  us,  and  to  all  our  public  who 
have  been  so  patient  with  and  so  understanding  of  our  problems  during 
the  construction  period.  We  hope  you  will  all  like  and  enjoy  our  expanded 
quarters.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Improvement  of  Medfield 's  public  Library  facilities  has  progressed  in 
1968,  following  the  unanimous  vote  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
$15,000  for  remodeling.  Owing  to  a  steep  rise  in  construction  costs  be- 
tween the  fall  of  1967,  when  our  professional  estimator's  figures  were 
prepared,  and  the  spring  of  1968,  all  bids  received  were  in  excess  of  the 
allotted  funds.  However,we  were  able  to  award  the  general  contract  to 
Aliberti  Brothers  of  Wakefield  and  to  start  construction  by: 

a)  eliminating  interior  painting  and  the  purchase  of  the  new  book 
stacks  from  the  general  contract. 

b)  increasing   from   15,000,    as   originally  planned,  to  $6,503   the 
amount  to  be  used  from  unexpended  interest  of  the  Dailey  Trust. 

c)  receiving  $450  granted  from  the  Reserve  Fund  by  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Adding  the  above  amounts  to  the  $15,000  voted  by  the  March 
Meeting  made  a  total  project  cost  of  $21,953  (exclusive  of  painting  and 
stacks):  i.e.,  $18,812  to  general  contractor,  $1,000  contingency,  and 
$2,141  architect's  fees.  In  September  the  Special  Town  Meeting  unani- 
mously voted  $6,000  from  free  cash  for  the  interior  painting  and  the 
bookcases. 

As  of  December  31,  1968,  the  remodeling  is  almost  complete  except 
for  these  last  two  items,  and  for  the  correction  of  a  condition  created  in 
1955  when  the  heating  ducts  for  the  Children's  Room  were  installed  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  weaken  the  support  of  the  main  floor. 

The  Trustees  feel  that  the  librarians  and  aides  should  be  commended 
for  keeping  the  library  open  almost  without  interruption  during  the  re- 
modeling, despite  severe  space  restrictions.  The  custodian's  work  has  also 
been  rendered  difficult  by  the  inevitable  debris,  dust,  and  confusion 
created  by  the  construction. 

In  addition  to  the  remodeling,  other  matters  concerning  the  physical 
facilities  have  been  dealt  with  in  1968.  The  exterior  woodwork  and  iron 
railings  of  the  building  were  repainted  in  the  fall,  after  re-puttying  of  the 
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windows,  ll  is  hoped  that  this  latter  measure,  together  with  tightening  of 
tin  >top  beads  inside  the  window  frames,  will  lessen  drafts  and  reduce 
heating  costs. 

The  problem  of  water  seepage  into  the  Children's  Room,  which  we 
seemed  to  have  overcome  on  the  West  side  of  the  building  in  1967,  reap- 
peared on  the  northeast  corner,  threatening  books  and  floor  tiles  in  that 
area.  Through  the  efforts  of  Highway  Superintendent  William  McCarthy 
and  his  men,  the  pipes  leading  from  the  downspouts  to  the  northeast  dry 
well  were  cleaned  out  on  the  north  side,  and  replaced  on  the  east  side,  and 
a  new  dry  well  dug.  After  two  trouble-free  months,  the  heavy  November 
rains  caused  more  seepage  into  the  Children's  Room.  Hence,  the  Trustees 
plan  to  have  all  the  windows  of  the  library  re-caulked  in  January,  1969, 
and  to  proceed  with  repointing  of  the  bad  joints  of  the  section  of  the  east 
wall  north  of  the  new  addition  as  soon  as  temperature  permits. 

During  1968  there  were  two  time-consuming  tasks  which  required 
extra  clerical  help.  In  the  preparation  of  an  up-to-date  inventory  of  the 
contents  of  the  library  for  insurance  purposes,  Mr.  Abar  and  Mr.  Kelleher 
of  the  Selectmen  gave  valuable  advice.  The  other  project,  in  which  we  were 
aided  by  Town  Counsel,  involved  the  perusal  of  all  bills  paid  for  books 
from  I960  through  1967,  in  an  effort  to  collect  detailed  data  on  the  pur- 
chases of  children's  books  on  which  the  seller  allegedly  did  not  give  the 
library  a  discount.  This  information  was  sent  at  the  request  of  the  Select- 
men to  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General,  who  has  entered  Medfield, 
along  with  many  other  cities  and  towns,  as  party  to  a  "company  suit"  in 
Federal  Court  to  recover  triple  damages  under  the  anti-trust  laws. 

As  all  our  librarians,  the  custodian,  and  some  of  our  aides  are  already 
at  the  top  of  our  present  pay  scale,  the  Trustees  have  requested  and  re- 
ceived approval  from  the  Personnel  Board  for  a  moderate  increase  in  the 
pay  rates,  and  the  creation  of  a  new  classification  of  "senior  aide". 

The  Trustees  wish  to  thank  the  Finance  Board,  Highway  Department, 
Selectmen,  Tree  Warden's  Department,  Town  Counsel,  Town  Accountant, 
and  Personnel  Board  for  their  timely  aid  in  solving  library  problems  in 
1968.  We  trust  that  the  remodeled  facilities  will  bring  improved  service 
and  increased  satisfaction  to  all  citizens  of  Medfield.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDFIELD  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

Medfield  is  an  attractive  suburban  community  in  which  to  live;  and, 
because  it  is,  we  have  experienced  a  steady  growth  in  the  number  of  young 
families  with  school  age  children  who  have  located  here.  Our  school  enroll- 
ment in  recent  years  has  been  growing  at  the  rate  of  approximately  9% 
per  year  and,  at  present,  nearly  33%  of  our  total  town  population  are 
youngsters  attending  Medfield  schools.  The  total  number  enrolled  is  now 
approaching  2,500,  and  continuation  of  our  present  rate  of  growth  means 
that  we  will  require  the  equivalent  of  a  new  Elm  Street  School,  together 
with  supporting  staff,  every  two  to  three  years.  Even  as  construction  pro- 
ceeds on  the  Elm  Street  School,  which  is  scheduled  to  open  its  doors  in 
September  of  1969,  the  School  Committee  has  instructed  the  School 
Building  &  Planning  Committee  to  develop  initial  plans  for  an  addition  to 
the  senior  high  school. 

Growth  in  enrollment  has  led  to  a  natural  increase  in  expenses  for 
facilities,  teachers,  pupil  maintenance,  and  transportation.  This  natural 
growth  in  expenses  in  recent  years  has  been  compounded  by  additional 
expense  factors  which  have  resulted  from  state  legislation  and  educational 
mandates,  inflation,  and  most  recently,  negotiations  with  teachers  and 
other  personnel.  In  1968,  state  legislation  raised  the  minimum  starting 
salary  for  teachers;  and  this,  coupled  with  the  terms  of  our  first  negotiated 
contract  with  our  teachers,  resulted  in  a  14%  increase  in  the  average  salary 
paid.  During  1968,  the  contract  was  renegotiated  for  a  two-year  contract 
period  and  the  terms  of  the  settlement  provide  for  additional  salary*  in- 
creases in  both  1969  and  1970.  Provisions  governing  maximum  class  size, 
duty-free  lunch  periods,  sick  leave  and  other  benefits  will  add  further  to 
the  cost  of  operating  the  Medfield  schools  in  the  coming  years.  It  is  quite 
evident  the  introduction  of  collective  bargaining  in  public  education  will 
have  a  profound  effect  upon  the  cost  of  education  in  Medfield  and,  indeed, 
it  has  already  had  serious  impact. 

Your  School  Committee  is  extremely  concerned  with  the  escalation 
of  expenses.  In  the  past  five  years,  we  have  seen  the  school  budget  more 
than  double.  Total  salary  expenses,  which  were  84%  of  our  budget  in  1964, 
increased  to  nearly  87%  of  the  total  budget  in  1968.  Non-salaried  expenses 
for  school  supplies,  equipment  and  school  maintenance,  etc.,  have  been 
decreasing  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  budget,  and  in  1968  these  expenses 
increased  by  only  2.6%  over  the  prior  year,  even  though  growth  in  the 
number  of  students  and  normal  inflation  project  a  higher  percentage  in- 
crease. With  the  sizeable  increases  in  salary  expense,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  hold  down  those  expenses  which  fall  in  the  non-salaried  areas.  However, 
your  School  Committee  has  been  concerned  that  such  action  has  been  at 
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tin  expense  of  new  programs  and  equipment  required  to  meet  the  expand- 
ing educational  needs  of  our  schools  and  our  children. 

It  becomes  apparent  that  increased  state  or  federal  aid  will  be 
necessary  to  support  our  educational  needs  in  the  future.  Although  state 
aid  has  increased  by  approximately  67%  in  the  past  five  years,  the  amount 
received  by  Medfield  is  still  only  a  small  percentage  of  our  total  budget.  It 
is  estimated  that  state  aid  in  1968  equalled  approximately  11%  of  our  total 
1968  school  budget,  and  this  represents  a  slight  reduction  as  state  aid 
constituted  slightly  over  13%  of  our  total  budget  five  years  ago.  It  would 
appear  that  unless  there  are  changes  in  the  present  system  of  state  and 
federal  aid  to  education,  we  cannot  count  on  increased  assistance  from 
these  sources,  but  must  continue  to  rely  on  our  own  limited  resources. 

1968  did  not  see  the  introduction  of  any  major  new  programs  in  our 
educational  system,  but  a  program  of  curriculum  review  and  development 
was  initiated  and  is  currently  under  way  in  the  elementary  grades  and  will 
eventually  cover  each  subject  area,  Grades  1  through  12.  The  senior  high 
school  is  also  being  evaluated  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools  for  accreditation.  We  expect  that  major  educational 
developments  will  result  from  both  of  these  programs. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  townspeople  and  town  officials  for  their 
continued  support  of  education  in  Medfield  and  to  the  teachers,  adminis- 
trators and  other  school  personnel  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in 
providing  for  the  educational  needs  of  our  children.

ENROLLMENT  EFFECTS 

As  of  October  1,  1968,  a  gain  of  185  pupils  was  noted  over  the 
enrollment  figure  of  October  2,  1967.  This  annual  gain  remains  fairly 
constant  and  contributes  to  the  projection  of  our  future  classroom  space 
needs. 

On  January-  2, 1968,  the  total  enrollment  was  2387.  Memorial  School 
had  9  first  grades,  9  second  grades  and  1  special  class  —  an  enrollment  of 
473  pupils.  Dale  Street  School  had  9  third  grades,  8  fourth  grades  and 
7  fifth  grades  —  an  enrollment  of  688  pupils.  In  September  1968,  it  was 
necessary  to  use  the  School  Committee  Room  and  the  Activity  Room  in 
order  to  accommodate  the  extra  classes.  The  Junior  High  School  had  615 
students  in  Grades  6,  7  and  8.  The  High  School  had  611  students  in  Grades 
9,  10,  11  and  12. 

Hopefully  the  new  elementary  school,  presently  under  construction 
on  Elm  Street,  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September,  1969.  This  will 
provide  temporary  relief  for  all  existing  buildings.  The  School  Committee 
has  voted  to  have  the  new  elementary  school  and  the  Memorial/Dale  Street 
complex  each  house  Grades  1—6.  The  Junior  High  School  will  provide 
space  for  Grades  7,  8,  and  9  —  the  High  School  will  house  Grades  10,  11 
and  12. 

The  School  Committee  has  also  advised  the  School  Planning  and 
Building  Committee  that  the  next  immediate  "space  need"  is  at  the  High 
School  level.  Such  an  addition  must  be  ready  no  later  than  September 
1971,  if  not  sooner. 

It  has  been  agreed  by  the  School  Committee,  the  administration  and 
teachers  that  the  Middle  School  Concept  involving  Grades  6,  7  and  8  is 
educationally  and  psychologically  sound  and  that  a  reversion  to  this  grade 
structure  will  be  most  desirable  when  the  high  school  addition  is  complete. 

CURRICULUM 

James  H.  Morris,  Assistant  Superintendent,  has  been  working  with 
Mrs.  Washburn.  Mr.  Belcher  and  their  respective  staffs  at  Memorial  and 
Dale  Street  Schools  on  curriculum  changes  and  innovation. 
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The  format  was  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee. In  brief,  the  following  will  be  in  effect  in  September  1969: 

MEMORIAL  SCHOOL  AND  ELM  STREET 
A  Core  Program  in  Grades  1,  2  and  3 

1.  The  "Core"  will  be  an  area  designated  as  "Communicative  Arts"  and 
will  involve  all  areas  of  communications  as 

Reading  Individual  and  group  instruction 

Oral,  diagnostic,  remedial,  developmental. 

Phonics  Phonetic  skill  development. 

Language  Arts  Grammar,  literature  (folk  tales,  fairy  tales,  realistic 

stories,  poetry). 

Writing  Penmanship  and  printing  (practical  and  creative). 

Listening  For  information,  for  appreciation. 

Speaking  Story  telling,  conversing,  dramatization. 

Spelling  For  clear  communication:  as  an  aid  to  phonetic 

development. 

2.  Mathematics;  3.  Science/Health/Safety;  4.  Social  Studies:  5.  Music; 
6.  Art;  7.   Physical   Education. 

Science  and  Social  Studies  will  rotate  from  three  periods  in  Science 
and  two  periods  in  Social  Studies  one  week  to  the  reverse  the  next  week. 

Physical  Education  will  be  given  two  periods  per  week  in  keeping 
with  state  law.

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This  program  is  run  on  seven  full  periods  per  day  plus  one  period  of 
twenty-five  minutes  per  day  for  homeroom,  penmanship  and  spelling. 

Recommendations  are  to  reschedule  Dale  Street  on  a  seven-period 
day  as  follows:

This  involves  class  time  being  extended  from  forty  minutes  per  day 
to  approximately  forty-five  minutes  per  day. 

Combine  History  and  Geography  into  one  subject  labeled  Social 
Studies  to  be  taught  five  periods  per  week  instead  of  the  present  ten  periods 
per  week.  This  is  successfully  done  at  our  Junior  High  School.  It  would 
involve  rewriting  our  curriculum  using  an  Area  Study  approach. 

The  twenty-five  minutes  homeroom  period  each  noon  be  eliminated 
and  Spelling  be  placed  in  the  English  curriculum  where  it  belongs.  Penman- 
ship will  be  firmly  established  as  an  individual  discipline  to  be  taught  ex- 
clusively in  the  assigned  time  each  week. 

A  Reading  Department  be  created. 

Physical  Education  be  extended  to  two  full  periods  per  week  in 
keeping  with  existing  state  law. 

A  planned  program  of  Library  Science  be  instituted  in  which  young- 
sters will  be  completely  indoctrinated  in  library  use  and  teachers,  with  the 
aid  of  the  librarian,  will  teach  specific  classes  in  the  library. 

Study  Hall  periods  are  a  must  in  a  departmentalized  program  and 
many  benefits  will  accrue  from  their  inclusion.  Some  of  these  are: 

1.  Activity  Program  within  the  school  day. 

2.  Released  time  for  Religious  Education  without  affecting  academic 
time. 

3.  Creation  of  a  Library  Assistant  organization. 

4.  Creation  of  an  Audio-Visual  organization. 

5.  Availability  of  students  for  instrumental  instruction  with  no  conflict 
with  academics. 
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6.  Increased  availability  for  boys  and  girls  in  physical  education  through 
formation  of  a  leader's  club. 

The  report  of  the  junior  high  principle  indicates  the  curriculum 
revision  made  at  that  level. 

FEDERAL  FUNDS 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  Public 
Law  89-10,  Title  I,  funded  one  project  during  the  year.  The  sum  of 
$14,045  was  received  to  support  a  summer  program  held  for  six  weeks  at 
the  Junior  High  School. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act,  Public  Law  864,  Title  III, 
granted  $951.47  for  a  project  in  History.  Title  V  of  the  same  Public  Law 
provided  $549.50  for  Guidance. 

Public  Law  88-210  provided  for  Business  and  Office  Education. 
Medfield  received  $561. 

Public  Law  89-10,  Title  II,  aids  in  the  support  of  school  libraries. 
Medfield  received  $3,165.90

An  end  of  year  report  many  times  offers  the  only  opportunity  to 
publicly  commend  and  thank  those  people  who  have  supported  our 
students  and  our  schools. 

My  twelve  years  in  Medfield  have  made  me  realize  how  continuous 
and  unselfish  this  support  has  been.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  as 
principal  of  the  Memorial  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1968. 

Memorial  School  has  accommodated  grades  one  and  two  and  the 
trainable  class  again  this  past  year.  It  is  always  interesting  to  watch  the 
growth  and  change  that  take  place  at  this  age  level. 

The  scholastic  plan  remains  essentially  unaltered.  Our  self-contained 
classrooms  are  the  scene  of  concentrated  reading  instruction  and  of  sys- 
tematic programs  in  writing  and  modern  mathematics.  This  is  supplemented 
by  a  special  reading  class  for  pupils  who  need  added  help.  The  services  of  a 
speech  therapist  are  available  to  children  with  problems  of  articulation. 
Testing  procedures  go  forward  under  the  supervision  of  the  Guidance 
Director.  Selected  school  programs  aired  on  Channel  2  are  an  important 
audio-visual  adjunct  of  our  science  education.  Open  House  during  National 
Education  Week,  the  Art  and  Music  Festival  in  the  spring,  and  appropriate 
holiday  programs  enliven  the  course  of  the  school  year. 

The  teachers  are  revising  the  curriculum  guides,  setting  forth  the 
sequence  of  materials  to  be  taught  in  grades  one  through  three  in  each  sub- 
ject area.  These  guides  constitute  the  year's  work  at  each  grade  level. 

The  policy  governing  the  issuance  of  report  cards  continues  to  be  the 
same  —  that  is,  reports  are  issued  four  times  to  grade  two  and  three  times 
to  grade  one  during  the  school  year. 

Homework  planned  in  terms  of  individual  need  is  assigned  to  grades 
one  and  two.  The  maximum  daily  time  allotment  for  homework  at  this 
level  is  fifteen  minutes.  Reading  should  not  be  restricted  to  school  hours; 
parents  and  children  alike  should  adopt  a  healthy  attitude  toward  reading 
and  realize  the  value^of  reading  in  the  home. 

Use  of  the  library  nook  in  each  classroom  plays  a  significant  part  in 
the  daily  schedule.  The  children  show  a  great  interest  in  books  as  a  result 
of  these  library  reading  periods  whereby  they  gain  pleasure  and  information. 
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At  this  point  some  amplification  may  be  in  order  with  regard  to  the 
remedial  assistance  offered  in  the  area  of  reading.  The  following  disabilities 
or  faulty  reading  skills  are  among  those  that  determine  what  pupils  need 
help  and  extra  work  with  the  reading  teacher:  (a)  habitual  repetitions, 
omissions,  or  insertions;  (b)  incorrect  phrasing;  (c)  frequent  errors  in 
small  words;  (d)  nonrecognition  of  consonant,  vowel,  and  blended  sounds; 
(e)  poor  comprehension;  (f)  small  basic  vocabulary;  (g)  emotional  and 
social  immaturity. 

We  have  had  three  student  teachers  in  our  building  this  past  year. 
The  resultant  experiences  have  been  profitable  for  both  the  girls  and 
Memorial  School. 

Our  cafeteria  personnel  continue  to  show  genuine  interest  in  serving 
attractive  and  palatable  lunches  to  the  little  ones.  This  is  truly  a  big  job, 
and  their  endeavors  are  appreciated. 

The  custodians  work  hard  and  take  great  pride  in  keeping  our  build- 
ing in  "tip-top"  condition.  They  too  work  in  the  interest  of  these  young 
people. 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  given  to  me  by  my  most  capable 
secretary. 

To  the  teaching  staff  of  the  Memorial  School  I  extend  my  gratitude 
for  the  competent  teaching  services  performed  for  the  good  of  the  entire 
school. 

May  I  also  at  this  time  express  my  personal  appreciation  and  thanks 
to  the  School  Committee,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  the  Assist- 
ant Superintendent,  and  to  the  parents  and  citizens  of  Medfield.

REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School,  I  submit  my  sixth  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1968. 

School  Population 

Our  school  population  has  increased  from  622  a  year  ago,  to  687  as 
of  this  writing.  We  have  24  classrooms  with  every  available  space  utilized. 
Grade  three  has  256  students  (9  classes);  grade  four  has  224  students 
(8  classes);  grade  five  has  207  students  (7  classes). 
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Program 

The  following  changes  and/or  additions  have  been  made  in  the 
instructional  program: 

1.  New  spelling  texts  —  Grades  three,  four,  and  five. 

2.  English  Composition  texts  —  Grades  four  and  five. 

3.  Further    revision    in    program    to    allow    for    more    individualized 
instruction: 

a)  Individual  programming 

b)  Staff  Curriculum  meetings 

4.  Full-time  Physical  Education  teacher. 

5.  Introduction  of  a  limited  Health  Program. 

6.  Full-time  Librarian  and  Library  Program  for  all  students. 

7.  Coordinated  curriculum  film  program. 

8.  Grade    three   students  now  receive  a  forty-minute  period  in  Art, 
Music,  and  Physical  Education  each  week. 

Students  in  grades  four  and  five  continue  to  receive  Art  and  Music 
Instruction  every  other  week,  due  to  the  teaching  load. 

Cocurricular  Activities 

Square  dancing  has  been  enthusiastically  supported  by  grades  three 
and  five  students  during  the  year. 

Intramural  basketball  for  grade  five  boys  had  85%  participation. 

The  Science  Fair,  Spring  Festival,  and  class  assembly  programs  of- 
fered all  students  additional  opportunities  for  participation. 

The  elementary  instrumental  program  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Clegg  offered  musically  inclined  students  an  opportunity  for  expression  as 
did  the  elementary  school  chorus  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Bancroft. 

Library 

Since  September,  1968,  our  library  has  increased  its  value  and  its 
services  due  to  the  addition  of  a  full-time  Librarian.  A  systematic  curri- 
culum oriented  library  program  has  been  developed. 

All  students  have  had  one  period  per  week  of  Library  Use  and  In- 
struction. Book  control,  inventory,  usage,  and  educational  value  have  all 
increased. 

Cafeteria 

Note  must  be  taken  of  the  excellent  meals  served  to  the  students  by 
our  cafeteria  personnel.  The  large  participation  percentage  by  our  students 
attests  to  this.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1968. 

Presently  enrolled  in  the  Junior  High  School  are  615  students,  in 
grades  6,  7,  and  8. 

Points  of  interest  in  the  various  subject  areas  for  1968  are  as  follows: 

English:  The  course  of  study,  recently  completed  by  the  staff,  is 

now  in  effect.  Stress  is  placed  on  improved  oral  and  written 
expression,  and  opportunities  to  do  creative  writing  are 
given  to  all  classes.  Through  the  use  of  Federal  Library 
Funds,  recordings  and  filmstrips  have  been  added  to  the 
English  Department.  These  relate  to  paragraph  develop- 
ment, library  skills,  folk  tales  and  legends. 

Reading:  The  sixth  grade  reading  program  continues  the  basal  reading 

curriculum  of  the  lower  elementary  grades,  while  the  7th 
and  8th  grade  program  is  developmental  in  nature.  Its 
purpose  is  to  improve  the  common  skills  needed  in  reading 
all  types  of  materials  and  to  develop  the  special  skills 
needed  for  effective  reading  in  science,  social  studies,  litera- 
ture, and  reference  material.  Remedial  help  is  offered  to 
any  student  who  can  profit  by  more  individual  attention. 

Mathematics:  Two  members  of  our  staff,  Mrs.  Mildred  Kneer,  and  Mrs. 
EllaMcWilliams  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Nation- 
al Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics  in  Boston  in  Novem- 
ber. They  had  an  opportunity  to  hear  outstanding  speakers 
and  authorities  in  the  field  and  to  view  some  of  the  latest 
instructional  materials  now  used  in  mathematics  education. 
Course  of  Study  materials  were  made  available  to  staff 
members  beginning  in  September.  Accelerated  programs 
are  offered  to  students  in  Grades  7  and  8,  and  remedial 
instruction   is  given  after  school.  Mathematics  teachers  are 
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making  use  of  a  new  series  of  filmstrips  on  fractions  and 
signed  numbers. 

Science:  Two    of   the    newer    programs    in   science   education   are 

Introductory  Physical  Science  and  Earth  Science.  I.P.S.  has 
been  continued  this  year  in  grades  7  and  8.  The  course 
leads  to  an  experimental  understanding  of  the  atomic 
model  of  matter,  while  emphasizing  laboratory  exercises  as 
opposed  to  a  straight  textbook  approach.  Earth  Science  is 
taught  at  the  8th  grade  level.  Here  we  use  investigative 
techniques  to  describe  earth  processes  and  our  planet's 
relationship  to  the  solar  system  and  the  universe. 


Social 
Studies: 


The  revised  program  of  studies  was  begun  this  fall  and  will 
be  evaluated  periodically.  Areas  of  instruction  include 
Physical  Geography,  Ancient  History,  United  States  History 
and  World  Geography.  A  multi-text  approach  is  used. 
Audio-Visual  aids  including  maps,  charts,  filmstrips  and 
recordings  continue  to  be  used  to  good  advantage  in  the 
instructional  program.  In  the  spring,  a  unit  entitled  "One 
Nation  Indivisible"  was  taught  to  7th  and  8th  grade  classes 
as  an  experiment  in  instructional  television. 


French:  French  is  offered  to  students  in  grades  7  and  8.  An  audio- 

lingual  approach  is  integrated  with  the  traditional  method 
of  instruction  in  these  grades.  The  language  laboratory  con- 
tinues in  operation  and  various  types  of  supplementary 
materials  including  flash  cards,  pictures,  and  tapes  are  used. 
Approximately  25  students  in  grades  7  and  8  are  enrolled 
in  French  Club  at  present.  Activities  include  a  pen-pal  unit; 
preparation  of  a  puppet  show,  and  French  language  games. 
The  language  laboratory  is  also  utilized  by  the  teacher  of 
speech  therapy  to  assist  students  in  the  practice  of  proper 
pronunciation. 

Music:  A  teacher  of  vocal  music  has  been  added  to  our  staff  this 

year  making  it  possible  for  Mr.  Clegg  to  spend  his  entire 
time  on  instrumental  work  in  the  Junior  High  School,  and 
for  the  first  time,  in  the  Dale  Street  School.  The  Junior 
High  School  Band  has  been  increased  in  size  to  66  members 
and  80  new  students  have  been  added  to  the  instrumental 
program  at  the  elementary  level.  Last  spring,  the  chorus 
presented  the  operetta  "H.M.S.  Pinafore"  to  enthusiastic 
audiences.  In  December,  the  musical  play  "The  Choir  Girl" 
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was  presented  to  Grade  6  and  Dickens  "Christmas  Carol", 
to  Grades  7  and  8. 

The  spring  program  presented  by  the  Art,  Home  Economics  and 
Industrial  Arts  program  provided  a  fine  opportunity  to  display  student 
projects  in  these  fields. 

Physical  Physical  fitness  tests,  sponsored  by  the  American  Associa- 

Education:  tion  of  Health,  Physical  Education  and  Recreation  were 
administered  to  boys  and  girls  in  the  fall  and  in  the  spring. 
Students  receiving  a  mark  of  85%  or  better  on  these  tests 
have  their  names  sent  to  Washington  D.C.  and  in  turn  receive 
a  Certificate  and  Badge  Award  in  recognition  of  their 
achievement.  A  total  of  69  boys  and  girls  were  honored 
this  year. 

In  November  a  new  activity  was  introduced;  the  Junior 
High  School  Indoor  Obstacle  Course  was  organized  and  was 
received  with  much  enthusiasm  by  the  students.  This  will 
be  an  annual  event. 


Special  Our  Class  enrolls  6  students  this  year.  Pupils  are  taught 

Education:  reading,  arithmetic  and  measurement,  phonics,  geography, 
history  and  current  events  by  Miss  Paula  Judge.  Special 
Class  students  join  other  classes  for  art,  music,  industrial 
arts,  home  economics  and  physical  education.  Two  pupils 
are  in  the  girls  club  and  one  acts  as  a  library  aid. 

The  Lions  Club  has  recently  donated  a  tape  recorder,  a 
television  set,  a  record  player  and  a  slide  projector  to  our 
Special  Class.  This  equipment  does  much  to  help  our  pupils 
enjoy  an  excellent  productive  adjustment  in  the  Junior 
High  School. 

Guidance:  Under  the  supervision  of  the  Junior  High  School  Guidance 
Department  an  intern  from  Northeastern  University  did  his 
counseling  and  field  work  from  January  through  June. 
With  Federal  Assistance,  Title  I,  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act,  the  services  of  a  counselling  psychologist 
and  a  field  social  worker  were  made  available.  During  this 
same  period  the  elementary  counselor  spent  3  days  a  week 
at  the  Junior  High  School  building.  The  following  tests  were 
administered  to  junior  high  school  students: 
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Grade  6  —  Achievement  Tests 

Grade  7  —  Achievement  and  Intelligence  Tests 

Grade  8  —  Achievement  and  Aptitude  Tests 

The  Guidance  Department  cooperated  with  the  Reading 
Department  to  evaluate  the  reading  progress  of  all  pupils  in 
grades  6  and  7.  A  total  of  94  students  were  enrolled  in  the 
summer  school  program  funded  by  the  Federal  Government. 
Course  offerings  included  creative  writing,  mathematics,  and 
reading.  Guidance  services  were  made  available  to  students 
and  their  parents,  and  a  counselling  psychologist  was  on  call 
during  a  10-day  period.  A  staff  of  19  teachers  was  involved 
in  the  program. 

Library:  The  value  of  our  library  is  increased  each  year  with  the 

addition  of  many  new  materials  and  an  increase  in  the  use 
of  these  resources.  Our  book  collection  now  numbers  5000 
volumes  and  we  find  some  650  items  available  in  the  audio- 
visual center  in  the  following  categories:  filmstrips,  record- 
ings, slides,  pictures,  and  tape  recordings.  There  are  a  total 
of  50  periodicals  for  pupils  and  teachers.  One  prominent 
addition  to  our  collection  this  year  has  been  bound  volumes 
of  National  Geographic  Magazine,  covering  a  period  of  25 
years,  from  1943  to  1968.  Many  gifts  of  these  issues  have 
made  this  collection  possible. 

The  library  program  now  makes  necessary  the  expansion  of 
facilities  to  include  audio-visual  listening  and  viewing  sta- 
tions. Conference  rooms  in  the  library  resource  center  are 
presently  used  for  small  group  work  by  teachers  and  stu- 
dents, and  the  library  work  room  now  includes  complete 
dark  room  facilities  for  photographic  work.  An  enlarger, 
trays,  a  timer,  and  chemicals  have  been  purchased  for  the 
photography  club  by  the  Student  Council.  Thus  the  library 
continues  its  place  as  the  major  focal  point  for  the  entire 
instructional  program. 

In  December,  a  group  of  35  Junior  High  School  Principals  from  the 
surrounding  communities  of  Westwood,  Walpole,  Norwood,  Needham, 
Newton,  Braintree,  Ashland,  Wellesley,  Framingham,  Natick  and  other 
towns  met  as  a  "neighborhood"  group  at  our  Junior  High  School  building. 
Meetings  of  these  administrators  are  usually  held  in  a  new  school,  lending 
an  opportunity  to  tour  recently  constructed  facilities.  Following  a  business 
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meeting  and  luncheon,  the  principals  expressed  their  gratitude  for  the 
opportunity  to  visit  Medlield  Junior  High  School. 

In  the  tall,  two  student  teachers  from  State  College  at  Bridgewater 
were  a.-sijjned  to  the  Junior  High  School  for  their  student  teaching  expe- 
rience.  Elizabeth  Blanchard,  a  Medlield  resident,  joined  the  English  Depart- 
ment  as  an  observer  and  teacher.  Mary  Ellen  Keith,  of  Hull,  was  attached 
to  the  Social  Studies  department  and  did  related  work  in  the  library.  Both 
ol  these  girls  benefitted  greatly  as  a  result  of  their  experience  here. 

Many  thanks  go  to  the  members  of  the  staff  and  to  the  townspeople 
for  their  cooperation  and  their  many  courtesies  throughout  the  year.  It  is 
both  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  be  associated  with  the  Superintendent 
and  the  Assistant  Superintendent  and  the  members  of  the  Medfield  School 
Committee.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Amos  Clark  Kingsbury  High  School,  I  hereby 
submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1968. 

In  April  of  1968,  the  staff  and  administration  initiated  action  on  the 
evaluation  process  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Second- 
ary Schools.  This  process  will  lead  to  a  thorough  evaluation  of  the  High 
School. 

A  new  Philosophy  of  Education  has  been  written  for  the  High  School. 
The  entire  evaluation  is  based  on  this  philosophy.  Every  area  in  the  curri- 
culum will  be  evaluated  as  well  as  the  building  itself.  The  staff  and  adminis- 
tration are  presently  meeting  to  accept  each  individual  section. 

Membership  in  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  enhances  the  opportunities  of  the  students  to  be 
accepted  by  colleges  and  other  schools  of  higher  learning.  Many  colleges 
are  including  a  statement  in  their  catalogues  stating,  in  effect,  that  students 
from  member  schools  will  be  given  preference  in  admission  procedures. 

In  April  of  1969,  a  twenty-two  member  committee  will  visit  the 
High  School  for  three  days  and  conduct  an  evaluation  for  the  Association. 

At  graduation  exercises  on  June  9,  1968,  diplomas  were  awarded 
to  116  seniors.

Book,  Peter  Arzberger;  Faculty  Award  of  Merit,  Marcia  Mains;  D.A.R.

Medfield  Youth  Center  Award,  David  Catenacci.

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ANNUAL  GUIDANCE  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Guidance  Director  of  the  Medfield  Public  Schools,  I  am  pleased 
to  submit  my  fifth  Annual  Report.  This  encompasses  the  period  from 
January  1,  1968  to  December  31,  1968. 

Certain  of  the  diversified  facets  of  guidance  functions  are  outlined 
below: 

1.  In  an  effort  to  draw  from  the  professional  training,  experiences  and 
interests  of  various  townspeople  the  guidance  department  mailed  a  ques- 
tionnaire to  a  large  number  of  residents  and  businessmen  in  Medfield  asking 
what  their  specialties  were  and  whether  they  would  be  willing  and  able  to 
share  these  with  students  in  high  school.  The  response  was  gratifying  and 
subject  matter  teachers  have  been  drawing  on  these  resource  people  to 
implement  their  classes. 

2.  Guidance  interns  were  again  provided  by  Northeastern  University 
in  the  continuing  reciprocal  arrangement  with  that  institution.  They  were 
housed  biweekly  in  the  spring  semester  at  the  Junior  High  School.  This 
process  serves  as  a  valuable  experience  for  graduate  students  to  complete 
certification  in  counseling  and  provides  opportunity  for  certain  of  our 
students  to  be  followed  more  closely  than  would  be  possible  with  the 
current  ratio  of  one  counselor  to  six  hundred  students. 

3.  A  one  year  follow-up  was  completed  on  the  high  school  class  of 
1967.  Information  was  obtained  from  100%  of  the  graduates.  Approxi- 
mately 35%  are  attending  4-year  degree-granting  institutions,  17%  2-year 
colleges,  8%  professional  training,  11%  in  the  Armed  Services,  12%  in  cleri- 
cal managerial  and  kindred,  and  crafts  and  services  13%.  We  plan  to  con- 
tact each  class  at  the  end  of  1,  5,  and  10  years  to  compare  their  progress 
and  to  report  these  comparisons.  Of  interest  is  the  sizable  proportion  of 
those  entering  clerical  and/or  service  and  craft  work  emphasizing  the 
comprehensive  diversified  nature  of  the  class  structure  and  the  continuing 
stress  that  must  be  placed  on  training  the  specialty  oriented  student  even 
though  Medfield  prides  itself  on  its  college  bound.  The  students  also 
responded  to  a  general  questionnaire  relative  to  courses  they  wished  might 
have  been  offered  and  those  that  were  most  helpful.  Obviously  such 
devices  are  useful  in  suggesting  modifications  in  curricula  and  reflecting 
needs  which  are  currently  felt  by  post  graduates.  In  this  respect  the  work- 
study  program  has  expanded  to  include  members  of  the  junior  class. 
Briefly,  students  are  given  school  credits  for  a  work  situation  which  is

established  through  the  guidance  work-study  coordinator  and  the  employ- 
er. Their  classes  are  so  arranged  to  allow  for  early  dismissal.  Several  girls 
have  entered  the  training  program  of  a  Boston  insurance  firm  which  pro- 
vides actual  experience  to  enable  them  to  have  a  wider  vocational  choice 
when  they  commence  full-time  employment.  Approximately  15  of  the 
senior  boys  were  interviewed  for  apprenticeship  training  opportunities 
with  the  General  Motors  Institute. 

4.  A  number  of  meetings  were  held  periodically  during  the  year  to 
discuss  with  parents  and  students  interpretation  of  test  results,  vocational 
and  school  planning  and  program  selection.  Evening  conferences  have  been 
held  by  the  High  School  counselors  with  parents  who  expressed  a  desire  to 
meet  at  this  time. 

5.  During  the  past  three  years  compensatory  education  for  educational- 
ly disadvantaged  pupils  has  been  given  considerable  impetus  from  Title  I  of 
the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965.  A  pilot  program 
in  counseling  in  our  upper  elementary  grades  was  completed  in  the  school 
year  of  1967-68.  Such  aid  cuts  across  the  hiring  of  additional  personnel, 
purchase  of  equipment,  and  implementation  of  cooperative  research  and 
demonstration  procedures.  Another  proposed  title  will  draw  upon  the 
services  of  a  consulting  psychologist  to  assist  in  the  screening  of  the  pre- 
school youngsters  entering  next  fall.  In  any  of  these  programs  there  is  a 
great  need  for  evaluation  which  is  specific  enough  to  continually  provide 
data  necessary  for  assessment  and  improvement  of  the  programs.  Yet, 
evaluation  is  one  of  the  areas  where  the  least  material,  training,  and 
experience  is  available.  Fortunately,  Medfield  has  been  selected  by  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  as  a  school  to  which  they  would  provide 
evaluative  instruments,  analysis  and  feedback  of  data,  and  providing  work- 
shop experience  for  the  guidance  staff.  This  utilization  of  data  in  a  con- 
structive manner  looks  towards  the  future  development  of  more  effective 
Title  I  projects  for  the  town. 

We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  continued  interest  and  support  that 
guidance  services  have  received.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 
PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  the 
Director  of  Physical  Education  and  Athletics  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  L968. 

Physical  Education  is  that  phase  of  the  total  school  program  that 
educates  the  students  through  physical  activity.  It  contributes  to  the 
growth,  development  and  behavior  of  the  students  through  selected 
activities.  These  activities  in  which  the  students  participate  not  only 
develop  such  physical  qualities  as  strength,  endurance,  coordination  and 
rhythm,  but  are  also  designed  to  help  the  student  to  develop  an  awareness 
of  themselves  and  an  understanding  of  their  abilities  and  limitations  in 
relation  to  those  around  them.  Basically  physical  education  attempts  to 
develop  a  "sound  mind  in  a  sound  body". 

Physical  Education  in  our  system  begins  in  grade  1  and  continues 
through  grade  12.  It  is  a  required  subject  for  all  boys  and  girls  unless  they 
are  excused  for  medical  reasons. 

Presently  in  our  elementary  schools  we  have  a  full  time  and  a  part 
time  teacher.  The  classes  are  geared  to  group  activities.  Basic  skills  using 
the  large  muscle  groups  of  the  body  are  taught  through  such  activities  as 
simple  rhythms  and  quick  and  active  games.  In  the  later  elementary  years 
simple  games  and  stunts  are  introduced  with  particular  emphasis  placed  on 
coordination  of  the  mind  with  physical  activities.  Skills  and  Lead-up 
activities  are  taught  which  teach  the  essentials  of  team  sports,  tumbling, 
rhythm,  balancing  and  mat  work  are  begun  at  this  level. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  the  emphasis  is  on  the  basic  techniques 
for  team  games  and  individual  sports.  The  fundamentals  of  football, 
basketball,  and  baseball  are  introduced.  Also  introduced  are  volleyball, 
tumbling  and  gymnastics.  The  second  annual  gymorama  show  was  held. 
This  show  was  open  to  the  public  and  was  a  great  success.  Many  thanks 
should  be  given  to  the  faculty  and  administration  of  the  Junior  High 
School  for  a  job  well  done.  A  special  note  of  commendation  should  be 
tendered  to  Mr.  Ruggiero  and  Mrs.  Collins  of  the  physical  education  staff 
for  their  fine  efforts. 

In  the  Spring  the  annual  Field  Days  were  held  and  were  a  great 
success.  Once  again,  the  administration,  faculty  and  physical  education 
staff  should  be  congratulated  for  a  job  well  done. 

At  the  High  School  team  games  are  also  taught  but  now  the  emphasis 
is  on  the  teamwork  that  is  needed  for  the  successful  fulfillment  of  the 
skills  that  have  been  learned.  More  attention  is  now  given  to  the  individual 
and  individual  sports  for  their  carryover  values  in  later  life. 
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The  physical  education  staff  attempts  to  provide  a  balanced  program 
fitted  to  the  needs  and  desires  of  the  students.  A  wide  variety7  of  activities 
are  introduced  so  that  the  students  will  be  exposed  to  as  many  areas  as 
possible.  The  student  then  will  be  able  to  choose  those  activities  that  will 
be  of  interest  to  him  now  and  later  in  life. 

Physical  fitness  tests  are  administered  throughout  the  system  and 
Medfield  compares  favorably  with  the  national  norms  that  have  been 
established.  The  High  School  entered  the  United  States  Marine  Corps 
Physical  Fitness  Test  and  won  the  championship  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts; they  were  then  entered  in  the  New  England  Championship  and 
finished  second  to  the  State  of  Maine.  Wayne  Clive  of  the  Class  of  1968 
was  honored  as  the  Outstanding  Competitor  in  the  New  England  Competi- 
tion. 

At  present  we  have  intramural  activities  in  football,  basketball, 
volleyball,  body-building,  gymnastics  and  winter  track.  These  activities 
provide  opportunities  for  all  pupils,  regardless  of  ability,  to  put  into 
practice  skills  and  knowledge  acquired  in  the  class  program. 

The  Junior  High  School  participated  in  interscholastic  activities  once 
again.  Fourteen  games  of  basketball,  and  twelve  games  of  baseball  were 
played.  The  High  School  fielded  varsity  and  junior  varsity  teams  in  the 
following  sports  that  competed  in  the  Tri  Valley  Conference.  They  were 
cheerleading,  crosscountry,  football,  boys  and  girls  basketball,  baseball, 
tennis,  Softball  and  track.  Also  competing  for  the  first  time  in  the  league 
was  the  girls  field  hockey  team. 

We  also  started  an  after-school  intramural  activity  in  golf  and  a 
special  note  of  gratitude  should  be  extended  to  Mr.  George  Callahan  and 
Mr.  Edward  Keyes  for  their  cooperation  in  instituting  this  program  and 
providing  transportation  for  those  interested  students. 

In  track,  Wayne  Clive  of  the  Class  of  1968  and  Richard  Lovelace  of 
the  Class  of  1969  won  the  State  Championship  in  the  440  and  880, 
respectively;  the  relay  team  won  the  league  relay  race  and  established  a 
new  record  in  the  process. 

Our  varsity  football  team  shared  the  Tri  Valley  Conference  Cham- 
pionship which  marks  the  third  year  in  a  row  that  Medfield  has  won  the 
league  trophy  in  football. 

Over  325  people  attended  the  Annual  All  Sports  Banquet  in  the 
High  School  cafeteria.  Two  hundred  forty-three  certificates  were  awarded 
to  the  young  men  and  women  athletes.  One  hundred  thirty  varsity  letters 
were  awarded  and  thirty-nine  sweaters  were  awarded  to  junior  and  senior 
letter  award  winners.  Cheryl  Hussey  and  Michael  Kelleher  received  the 
single  highest  honor  that  can  be  awarded  to  an  athlete  by  receiving  the 
Scholar  Athlete  Award. 

The  Athletic  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  Medfield  School 
Booster  Club  for  the  support  they  have  given  to  our  athletic  teams  this 
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pa-t  \  car.  We  were  liappy  to  have  awarded  at  the  Annual  All  Sports  Ban- 
quet tht  Booster  (Hub  Award  which  this  year  went  to  Miss  Marcia  Mains. 
The  generous  amount  of  $250  was  presented  to  her  for  her  use  in  further- 
ing her  education.  The  School  Department  and  the  Town  of  Medfield  is 
vcr\  fortunate  to  have  such  dedicated  people  to  help  support  our  school 
activities. 

Physical  education  in  Medfield  is  an  ever-expanding,  improving  and 
challenging  program  to  the  students,  staff,  administration  and  community. 
It  continues  to  strive  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  child  by  providing  rich 
experiences  in  a  variety  of  activities.  The  future  is  bright  and  promising.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Director  of  the 
School  Lunch  Program  for  the  year  of  1968. 

Each  year  an  increase  in  the  enrollment  of  pupils  in  the  school 
system  means  an  increase  in  participation  in  the  lunch  program  also. 
To  cover  the  extra  work  involved  in  the  preparation  of  additional  food  the 
cafeteria  staff  has  been  increased,  too.  At  the  present  time  we  have  a  staff 
of  twenty-one  workers  divided  among  the  four  schools.  When  the  new 
Elementary  School  opens  on  Elm  Street  we  will  have  to  add  more  workers 
to  the  staff. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Department  of  Education 
offered  an  eight-unit  course  on  Food  Preparation  Methods  and  Baking 
Techniques  in  a  School  Lunch  In-Service  Workshop  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  James  Berrini  from  Northeastern  University.  Several  members  of  the 
cafeteria  staff  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  attend  these  classes 
and  earned  a  certificate  which  may  be  used  as  a  credit  toward  an  Associate 
Degree  in  foods.  Several  courses  are  available  through  the  Department  of 
Education  which  enables  those  interested  to  work  for  their  Associate 
Degree. 

Last  May  a  dinner  meeting  for  Area  4  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
Food  Service  Association  was  held  at  the  Senior  High  School.  Guests  at 
the  head  table  included  Mrs.  Dorothy  Griffin,  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion, Mr.  Julius  Candela,  Treasurer,  Miss  Louise  Watts,  Supervisor  in 
Education  from  the  Boston  School  Lunch  Office,  Mr.  Charles  Mains,  Prin- 
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cipal  of  the  High  School  and  Mrs.  Mains.  Mr.  Mains  gave  the  address  of 
welcome  and  wished  everyone  a  pleasant  evening.  Highlights  of  the 
evening  were  a  demonstration  of  floral  arrangements  by  a  representative  of 
the  Sudbury  Floral  Shoppe  and  a  Silent  Auction.  Many  door  prizes  were 
awarded  to  the  lucky  winners. 

The  Massachusetts  School  Food  Service  Association  is  divided  into 
eight  areas.  Medfield  is  one  of  the  twenty-seven  towns  included  in  Area  4. 
This  is  the  only  professional  organization  for  school  lunch  workers  and 
supervisors,  so  all  are  urged  to  join. 

I  have  attended  many  State  Conventions  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
Food  Service  Conventions  in  past  years  and  found  them  to  be  most 
helpful  in  the  School  Lunch  Program.  Last  August  I  was  privileged  to 
attend  the  National  Convention  of  the  American  School  Food  Service 
Association  at  Las  Vegas.  There  were  many  fine  speakers  at  the  general 
sessions,  and  the  seminars  and  exhibits  were  very  well  planned.  It  was  a 
wonderful  experience  to  meet  so  many  other  people  from  all  over  the 
country  connected  with  School  Lunch  and  discuss  the  pros  and  cons  of 
our  programs. 

As  the  1968  President  of  the  American  School  Food  Service  Asso- 
ciation was  Miss  Marion  Cronan  from  Brookline,  it  was  most  fitting  to  have 
a  sizeable  representation  from  her  home  state.  Forty-five  loyal  members 
of  the  Massachusetts  Association  honored  her  by  their  presence. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  all  of  the  school  personnel, 
and  especially  to  the  Cafeteria  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  support 
during  the  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  ADULT  EDUCATION 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

January  6,  1968  was  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the 
1967—1968  Adult  Education  Program.  A  total  of  eighteen  classes,  in 
thirteen  different  courses,  were  continued  by  the  director.  The  courses 
offered  and  continued  were  in  Rug  Braiding,  Knitting,  Shorthand,  Flower 
Arrangement,  Sewing,  Pottery,  Typing,  Art,  Modern  Square  Dancing, 
Woodworking,  Physical  Education  for  Women,  Physical  Education  for 
Men,  Bridge  and  Driver  Education.  These  courses  were  offered  on  Tuesday, 
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Wednesday,  and  Thursday  evenings  between  7:00  and  10:00  P.M.  for 
ten  additional  weeks. 

The  1968-1969  Adult  Education  Program  offered  nineteen  different 
courses.  Seventeen  of  these  classes  were  established  and  operating.  Some 
new  courses  were  offered  and  these  were  Crewel  Embroidery,  Crafts,  and 
Securities  and  Investments. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-six  people  registered  for  the  above  courses 
which  were  offered  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  or  Thursday  evenings  between 
7:00  and  10:00  p.m.  for  twenty  weeks  beginning  the  week  of  October  1, 
1968  and  ending  the  week  of  March  25,  1969. 

Registration  fees  for  tuition  courses  were  increased.  The  new  fees 
established  were  $10  for  two  hour  courses,  and  $15  for  three  hour  courses. 
Each  course  met  one  evening  per  week  for  twenty  weeks.  Registration 
fees  for  State  Aided  Courses  remained  the  same  at  $5. 

This  year  we  requested  and  were  granted  both  Federal  and  State 
Funds  to  support  the  Adult  Education  Program.  The  funds  will  pay  some 
of  the  expenses  of  the  Non-Tuition  Courses. 

The  Achievement  Night  for  the  1968-1969  Adult  Education  Pro- 
gram will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  April  2,  1969.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I.  Health  Appraisal  Services: 

A.  Health  examinations  are  conducted  by  a  school  physician  in 
the  presence  of  the  school  nurse,  who  enters  the  doctor's 
observations  on  the  school  health  record. 

B.  All  pupils  in  the  first,  fourth,  seventh  and  tenth  grades  are 
examined. 

C.  Pre-school  children  are  examined  with  a  parent  present  on 
registration  day  prior  to  entering  first  grade. 

D.  All  pupils  participating  in  competitive  sports  are  examined 
before  the  start  of  practice. 

II.  Dental  Survey: 

At  the  beginning  of  school  all  elementary  pupils  are  examined  by  the 
school  dentist.  If  one  area  of  dental  caries  is  found,  a  notice  to 
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parents  is  sent  to  signify  dental  care  is  necessary.  After  all  elementary 
pupils  have  been  screened  by  Dr.  Kirschbaum,  we  proceed  with  the 
operating  clinic.  Parental  consent  slips  are  sent  home  by  the  nurse, 
and  no  child  may  be  treated  unless  we  have  a  signed  request  from 
a  parent. 

III.  Vision  Test: 

All  pupils  in  grades  one  through  twelve  are  vision  tested  annually. 
The  Titmus  vision  tester  is  used.  All  failures  are  retested  and  all 
defects  are  reported  to  parents.  Referral  and  follow-ups  are  conduct- 
ed by  the  school  nurse. 

IV.  Hearing  Tests: 

All  pupils  in  grades  one  through  twelve  are  individually  tested 
annually  by  means  of  the  Pure  Tone  Audiometer.  All  defects  are 
individually  charted  on  an  audiogram  by  the  nurse  and  notices  are 
sent  to  the  parents.  Follow-ups  are  then  conducted  by  the  nurse. 

V.  Chest  X-ray  and  Tuberculosis  Screening: 

All  school  personnel  are  required  by  law  to  be  X-rayed  every  three 
years.  This  program  is  carried  on  by  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis 
Association.  All  the  records  are  kept  by  the  School  Nurse.  This  fall 
Tine  Testing  for  T.B.  was  offered  to  all  children  in  the  first  and 
ninth  grades  whose  parents  requested  it  be  done.  The  School  Nurse 
is  responsible  for  recording  these  results. 

VI.  First  Aid: 

First  aid  is  administered  by  the  nurse  to  all  pupils  and  the  staff  for 
accidental  injuries,  sudden  illnesses  and  other  emergencies.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  in  said  County, 
greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  directed  to  notify  and 
warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections 
and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Dale  Street  School  in  said  Medfield  on 
Monday,  the  29th  day  of  April  A.D.  1968  at  7:30  P.M.  then  and  there  to 
act  on  the  following  articles: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Law  by  adding  "Section  X.  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERN- 
ING EARTH  REMOVAL  USES. 

The  removal  of  earth  from  all  zoning  districts  of  the  Town  of  Med- 
field shall  be  permitted  only  after  special  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  under  these  rules  and  regulations.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  grant  no  such  permit  as  would  in  their  opinion  adversely  affect  the 
scheme  of  growth  laid  down  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  or  elsewhere,  or  the 
economic  status  of  the  town,  or  tend  to  impair  the  beauty  of  the  town,  or 
of  the  district  most  immediately  affected,  or  develop  health  or  other 
hazards. 

All  applications  for  approval  or  endorsement  for  the  removal  of 
earth  in  the  Town  of  Medfield  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Before  an  applicant  can  obtain  a  permit  for  the  purpose  of  removal  of 
earth  in  the  Town  of  Medfield,  he  shall  present  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
an  original  and  five  copies  of  a  plan  made  by  a  Registered  Engineer  or 
Registered  Land  Surveyor,  which  shall  show  in  detail  the  following  in- 
formation: 

(1)  All   the   property   where   earth    is   to   be   removed   with  the 
boundaries  shown  in  detail. 

(2)  All    buildings    on    said    property    and   buildings   within   one 
hundred  feet  of  said  property  lines. 

(3)  All  adjacent  roads,  their  elevations  and  established  grades. 

(4)  All  adjacent  waterways,  brooks,  swamps  and  their  elevations. 

(5)  Contour  lines  for  the  entire  property   at  two-foot  intervals 
showing  existing  and  proposed  elevations. 

(6)  Any  and  all  easements  existing  and  proposed,  public  or  private. 

(7)  Any  and  all  bench  marks. 

(8)  All  land  shall  be  divided  into  five-acre  grids. 
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The  plan  shall  be  drawn  to  a  scale  of  1 "  equals  40'.  All  profiles  shall 
be  drawn  to  a  scale  of  1 "  equals  8\ 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  after  study,  may  make  such  corrections  and 
revisions  as  it  deems  advisable  in  the  public  interest. 

1.  General  Requirements.  In  approving  the  plan,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  will  require  that  the  land  shall  be  suitable  for  the  removal  of 
earth  without  danger  to  health  and  life  and  that  proper  steps  are  taken  so 
as  not  to  hinder  or  danger  traffic  on  public  ways.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
may  require,  at  its  discretion  that  police  control  of  the  traffic  be  provided 
by  the  applicant  at  his  expense.  Only  under  special  circumstances  will  the 
Board  approve  a  plan  for  the  removal  of  earth  where  intentions  are  shown 
for  excavation  below  an  already  existing  public  way.

The  official  minutes  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  September  9, 
1968  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts  have  been  amended  as  follows  and  the 
following  is  a  copy  of  those  minutes: 

"The  Permanent  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee  had  on 
display  the  large  architects  rendering  of  the  proposed  two  story  school. 
This  was  the  exact  same  plan  as  shown  on  the  brochure  distributed  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  11,  1968. 

The  Committee  explained  in  detail  the  number  of  class  rooms 
included   in   the   school  plus  the  extra  rooms  which  are  typical  of  an 
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elementary  school.  The  cost  of  the  building  plus  the  cost  of  equipping  the 
school  was  explained  in  detail.  Reference  was  made  to  the  appropriation 
of  $78,500.00  for  final  plans  by  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  11,  1968  and 
this  amount  was  subtracted  from  the  total  cost  before  the  motion  for  the 
appropriation  was  presented.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  authorizes  the  Legis- 
lature to  impose  an  income  tax  graduated  according  to  total  income,  and 
authorizes  the  granting  of  reasonable  exemptions,  deductions  and  abate- 
ments, as  an  alternative  to  the  exercise  of  the  Legislature's  existing  power 
to  tax  income  under  Article  44  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing  authorization,  the  proposed  amendment 
permits  any  such  tax  to  be  imposed  at  a  uniform  percentage  of  an  indivi- 
dual's federal  income  tax  liability  or  at  graduated  rates  applied  to  his  total 
income  taxable  federally,  and  permits  reasonable  variations  of  any  federal 
provisions.

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SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  defines  the  circum- 
stances in  which  a  Governor's  inability  to  perform  his  functions  shall 
cause  his  office  to  become  vacant,  and  it  establishes  a  procedure  for  making 
the  necessary  determinations.  The  office  will  become  vacant  following  a 
declaration  of  disability  by  the  Governor  himself  or  by  the  Chief  Justice 
and  a  majority  of  the  Associate  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
or  such  other  body  as  the  Legislature  may  provide.  The  vacancy  will 
terminate  four  days  after  the  Governor  declares  that  no  disability  exists, 
unless  (1)  within  that  period  the  Chief  Justice  and  majority  of  the  Asso- 
ciate Justices,  or  such  body  provided  by  the  Legislature,  should  make  a 
contrary  declaration  and  (2)  within  another  stated  period  the  Legislature, 
by  two-thirds  of  each  branch  present  and  voting  then  determines  the  issue 
contrary  to  the  Governor's  declaration. 

The  same  procedure  will  also  apply  to  a  Lieutenant  Governor  who 
in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  is  performing  the  Governor's  duties. 

The  proposed  amendment  also  requires  the  election  of  a  Governor 
for  the  unexpired  balance  of  the  four-year  term  if  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  Governor  as  described  in  the  proposed  amendment  continues  for  a 
six-month  period  expiring  more  than  five  months  prior  to  a  biennial  state 
election  other  than  an  election  for  Governor.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  the  official  ballot  in  the  biennial 
State  election  for  the  year  1970  shall  contain  a  question  asking  the  voters 
whether  there  shall  be  a  convention  in  1971  to  (1)  revise,  alter  or  amend 
the  constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  on  the  following  subjects,  insofar 
as  they  relate  to  the  structure  of  government,  and  no  others:  the  Executive 
Branch;  the  General  Court;  the  Executive  Council;  the  government  of  cities, 
towns  and  counties  and  their  relationship  to  each  other  and  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Commonwealth;  (2)  simplify  and  rearrange  the  constitution, 
and  (3)  provide  methods  of  amendment  thereof.  The  question  will  state 
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that  the  convention  shall  not  consider  or  propose  any  measure  which 
relates  to  the  Massachusetts  Declaration  of  Rights,  the  provisions  of  the 
Massachusetts  constitution  concerning  the  "Judiciary  Power"  (other  than 
provisions  respecting  the  Executive  Council),  or  any  of  the  excluded 
matters  enumerated  in  Article  XL VIII,  II,  Section  2  of  the  Massachusetts 
constitution.  The  question  will  fix  the  number  of  delegates  to  the  conven- 
tion at  150,  of  whom  20  members  shall  be  members  of  the  General  Court, 
the  remaining  130  members  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  in  the  manner 
summarized  below.  The  question  will  also  state  that  the  convention  shall 
conclude  its  business  not  later  than  120  days  from  its  first  session. 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  on  the 
foregoing  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  convention  shall  be  held  in 
July,  1971  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  constitution  on  the  matters 
enumerated  above  only. 

The  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  shall  each  elect  as 
delegates  10  of  its  members,  not  more  than  6  from  each  branch  coming 
from  the  same  political  party.  Of  the  remaining  130  delegates,  10  shall  be 
elected  at  large  and  120  shall  be  elected  from  the  40  senatorial  districts,  3 
from  each.  Provision  is  made  for  the  manner  of  nominating  and  electing 
these  130  delegates,  without  party  or  political  designation,  for  filling 
vacancies  occurring  in  the  position  of  any  delegate,  from  whatever  source 
chosen,  and  for  the  conduct  of  the  convention's  business. 

Any  revisions,  alterations  and  amendments  of  the  Massachusetts 
constitution  adopted  by  the  convention  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people 
at  the  State  election  in  1972  for  their  ratification  and  adoption  in  such 
manner  as  the  convention  may  direct.  If  a  majority  of  the  people  voting 
thereon  ratify  and  adopt  such  revision,  alteration  or  amendment,  the  con- 
stitution shall  be  deemed  to  be  changed  accordingly. 

The  proposed  law  also  provides  that  if  the  vote  on  the  question  to  be 
submitted  at  the  biennial  State  election  in  1970  is  in  the  affirmative,  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  a  preparatory  commission  of  5  members  to  com- 
pile data  to  aid  the  convention  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties.  Each  member 
of  the  commission  shall  receive  compensation  of  $10,000.00  and  the  com- 
mission may  expend  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  $200,000  as  the  Governor 
may  approve,  for  its  expenses.

All  fences  shall  be  constructed  of 
wood,  chain  link,  or  other  material  which  meets  the  intent  of  this  article. 
Every  fence  shall  be  substantially  anchored  to  posts  set  in  the  ground.  All 
gates  or  doors  opening  through  such  enclosures  shall  be  of  not  less  than 
the  same  height  as  the  fence,  wall,  or  barrier  and  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
self  latching  device  located  not  less  than  four  feet  above  ground.

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ARTICLE  53.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  release  to 
Ronald  J.  Curry  and  Margaret  B.  Curry  of  the  easements  set  forth  in  a 
grant  made  by  Annie  E.  Phillips  et  al  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Medfield,  dated  October  22,  1928  and  duly  recorded  in  Book  1832,  Page 
505,  insofar  as  the  same  relate  to  the  premises  described  in  a  certain 
Owners  Duplicate  Certificate  of  Title  No.  82225  and  being  premises  of  said 
Ronald  J.  Curry  and  Margaret  B.  Curry,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation 
thereto.  (Board  of  Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  54.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  the  following  new 
article  to  the  Towns  by-laws: 

ARTICLE  VII 

Section  1.  License  fees;  exemption  for  seeing-eye  dogs;  refund  of  fees. 

The  annual  fee  for  every  dog  license,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  shall  be  three  dollars  for  a  male  dog,  and  six  dollars  for  a  female  dog 
unless  a  certificate  of  a  registered  veterinarian  who  performed  the  opera- 
tion that  such  female  dog  has  been  spayed  and  has  thereby  been  deprived 
of  the  power  of  propagation  has  been  shown  to  the  Town  Clerk,  in  which 
case  the  fee  shall  be  three  dollars.  A  certified  copy  of  such  certificate  on 
file  in  the  office  of  any  city  or  town  clerk  within  the  Commonwealth  may 
be  accepted  as  evidence  that  such  operation  has  been  performed.  If  the 
Town  Clerk  is  satisfied  that  the  certificate  of  the  veterinarian  who  spayed 
the  dog  cannot  be  obtained,  he  may  accept  in  lieu  thereof  a  statement 
signed  under  the  penalties  of  perjury  by  a  veterinarian  registered  and 
practicing  in  the  Commonwealth  describing  the  dog  and  stating  that  he 
has  examined  such  dog  and  that  it  appears  to  have  been,  and  in  his  opinion 
has  been  spayed  and  thereby  deprived  of  the  power  of  propagation.  No 
fee  shall  be  charged  for  a  license  for  a  dog  specially  trained  to  lead  or  serve 
a  blind  person;  provided,  that  the  division  of  the  blind  certifies  that  such 
dog  is  so  trained  and  actually  in  the  services  of  a  blind  person.  No  license 
fee  or  part  thereof  shall  be  refunded  because  of  the  subsequent  death,  loss, 
spaying  or  removal  from  the  Commonwealth  or  other  disposal  of  the  dog, 
nor  shall  any  license  fee  or  part  thereof  paid  by  mistake  be  paid  or  recov- 
ered back  after  it  has  been  paid  over  to  the  county  under  Chapter  140, 
Section  147  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  Disturbing  the  peace. 

No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  Town  any  dog  which  by  biting, 
excessive  barking,  howling  or  in  any  other  manner  disturb  the  quiet  of  the 
public. 
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Section  3.  Complaint  of  nuisance 

If  any  person  shall  make  a  complaint  in  writing  to  the  Dog  Officer 
that  any  dog  owned  or  harbored  within  his  jurisdiction  is  a  nuisance  by 
reason  of  vicious  disposition  or  excessive  barking  or  other  disturbance,  the 
Dog  Officer  shall  investigate  such  complaint,  which  may  include  an 
examination  under  oath  of  the  complainant,  and  submit  a  written  report  to 
the  Selectmen  of  his  findings  and  recommendations,  together  with  the 
written  complaint.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  and  examination  of  the 
complainant  under  oath,  the  Selectmen  may  make  such  order  concerning 
the  restraint,  muzzling  or  disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 
Within  ten  days  after  such  order  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  may 
bring  a  petition  in  the  district  court  within  the  judicial  district  of  which 
the  dog  is  owned  or  kept,  addressed  to  the  justice  of  the  court,  praying 
that  the  order  may  be  reviewed  by  the  court,  and  after  such  notice  to  the 
officer  or  officers  involved  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary  it  shall  review 
such  action,  hear  the  witnesses  and  affirm  such  order  unless  it  shall  appear 
that  it  was  made  without  proper  cause  or  in  bad  faith,  in  which  case  such 
order  shall  be  reversed.  The  decision  of  the  court  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  the  parties.  The  dog  officer,  after  investigation,  may  issue  an 
interim  order  that  such  dog  be  restrained  or  muzzled  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  fourteen  days  to  enable  the  Selectmen  to  issue  their  order  following 
receipt  of  the  report  of  the  Dog  Officer.  If  the  Selectmen  fail  to  act  during 
the  period  of  the  interim  order,  upon  expiration  of  the  period  the  interim 
order  automatically  is  vacated. 

Section  4.  The  Dog  Officer  may  restrain  or  muzzle,  or  issue  an 
interim  order  to  restrain  or  muzzle,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  fourteen 
days,  any  dog  for  any  of  the  following  reasons: 

a.  For  having  bitten  any  person. 

b.  If  found  at  large  or  unmuzzled,  as  the  case  may  be,  while  an  order 
for  the  restraint  of  such  dog  is  in  effect. 

c.  If  found  in  a  school,  schoolyard  or  public  recreational  area. 

d.  For    having   killed   or   maimed   or   otherwise   damaged    any   other 
domesticated  animal. 

e.  For  chasing  any  vehicle  upon  any  public  way  or  way  open  to  public 
travel  in  the  Town. 

f.  For  any  violation  of  Section  2. 

Upon  restraining  or  muzzling,  or  issuing  an  interim  order  to  restrain  or 
muzzle,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen  a  report 
of  his  action  and  the  reasons  therefor.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  the 
Selectmen  may   make  such  order  concerning  the  restraint,  muzzling  or 
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disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Within  ten  days  after 
such  order  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  may  bring  a  petition  in  the 
district  court  within  the  judicial  district  of  which  the  dog  is  owned  or 
kept,  addressed  to  the  justice  of  the  court,  praying  that  the  order  may  be 
reviewed  by  the  court,  and  after  such  notice  to  the  officer  or  officers  in- 
volved as  the  court  may  deem  necessary  it  shall  review  such  action,  hear 
the  witnesses  and  affirm  such  order  unless  it  shall  appear  that  it  was  made 
without  proper  cause  or  in  bad  faith,  in  which  case  such  order  shall  be 
reversed.  The  decision  of  the  court  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the 
parties.  If  the  Selectmen  fail  to  act  upon  the  report  during  the  period  the 
dog  is  restrained  or  muzzled,  upon  expiration  of  the  period,  the  interim 
order  automatically  is  vacated. 

Section  5.  Appeal  of  restraint  or  muzzling. 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  that  has  been  ordered  to  be  re- 
strained or  muzzled  or  has  been  restrained  under  this  article,  may  file  a 
request  in  writing  with  the  Dog  Officer  that  the  restraining  order  be  vaca- 
ted, or  that  the  dog  be  released,  and  after  investigation  by  the  Dog  Officer 
such  Officer  may  vacate  such  order  or  release  such  dog,  if  the  order  or 
restraint  was  imposed  by  him.  If  the  order  was  imposed  by  the  Selectmen, 
the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  a  written  report  of  his  investigation,  with  his 
recommendations,  to  the  Selectmen,  who  may  vacate  such  order. 

Section  6. 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any 
order  of  the  Dog  Officer  or  Selectmen  issued  pursuant  to  this  article  shall 
be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars. 

or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Board  of  Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  55.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  use  a  sum  of  money  from  Free  Gash  in  the  Treasury  for  the 
reduction  of  the  1969  Tax  Rate,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

(Board  of  Assessors) 

ARTICLE  56.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Moderator 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5)  members  and  authorize  it  to  make 
arrangements  and  to  spend  money  appropriated  under  Article  3  for  the 
observance  of  Memorial  Day.  (Board  of  Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  57.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following 
named  sums  as  Perpetual  Trust  Funds  for  the  care  of  lots  in  the  Vine  Lake 
Cemetery,  the  interest  thereof  or  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  used  for  said 
care,  viz.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Selectmen,  in  submitting  our  report  for  the  year  are  taking 
the  liberty  to  reprint  part  of  the  Town  Report  for  the  year  1871. 
At  that  time,  our  Town  was  already  over  two  hundred  years  old. 
With  this  in  mind,  in  reviewing  the  town  affairs  of  that  day,  we 
find  that  the  problems  of  that  time  were  not  too  different  from 
those  of  today.  For  example,  on  page  fourteen  of  the  1871  report 
under  "Roads  and  Bridges",  it  shows  us  working  on  bridges  at  that 
time.  In  1970,  the  State  is  completely  replacing  Brastow's  Bridge 
at  a  bid  price  of  $377,479.45.  We  note  that  petitioners  were  pa- 
tiently waiting  to  have  something  done  to  Philip  Street  and,  un- 
fortunately, they  are  still  waiting  today.  Philip  Street  is  one  of  the 
major  problems  facing  us  in  the  near  future.  Canal  Street,  as  re- 
ferred to  in  the  report,  is  now  known  as  Hospital  Road.  One  hun- 
dred years  later  we  have  been  appropriating  money  at  the  last 
three  Annual  Town  Meetings  in  preparation  of  doing  a  major  re- 
building job  on  this  road. 

We  would  particularly  refer  you  to  probably  the  most  interest- 
ing part  of  the  report — the  School  Committee's  report.  You  will 
find  that  times  may  have  changed  but  the  people  and  problems 
have  not! 

The  price  of  goods  and  services  were  considerably  less  than  to- 
day, but  certainly  relative  to  the  incomes  of  the  times.  The  tax 
rate  of  $12.50  seems  high  in  comparison  to  the  departmental  bud- 
gets, but  then  we  do  not  know  all  the  circumstances. 

As  an  additional  point,  we  would  like  to  show  a  little  paral- 
lel between  the  tax  rates  of  1871  and  1969  as  they  relate  to  the  ser- 
vices and  needs  of  the  community:

In  addition,  you  also  pay  a  sales  tax,  meals  tax,  gasoline  tax, 
cigarette  tax,  liquor  tax,  and  Federal  and  State  income  tax.  We  al- 
bu  now  receive  from  the  State:  Local  Aid,  Motor  Vehicle  Excise 
taxes  and  other  reimbursements  totaling  $1,047,447. 

We  all  must  agree,  progress  means  money!

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In  April,  the  Selectmen  of  Medfield,  along  with  Co-ordinator 
for  Relocation  and  Widening  of  Route  109,  Charles  C.  Cain,  called 
a  meeting  to  discuss  the  petition  to  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Works  submitted  in  1965.  Officials  from  all  the  towns 
along  the  route  were  present,  along  with  Representative  Charles  W. 
Long  and  Representative  John  F.  St.  Cyr,  and  a  representative  of 
Senator  John  M.  Quinlan  as  well  as  a  representative  from  the  Met- 
ropolitan Area  Planning  Council.  It  was  the  consensus  of  the  meet- 
ing that  a  serious  traffic  problem  exists  on  Route  109  and  that  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  be  approached  to  determine  what  they 
planned  to  do  about  it,  A  resolution  was  adopted  for  the  direction 
of  the  Co-ordinators  to  the  effect  that  we  should  do  all  within  our 
power  toward  the  improvement  cf  Route  109  through  relocation 
and-or  widening  without  delay.  Except  for  minor  concerns  ex- 
pressed over  the  possible  exact  location  of  a  new  road,  there  was, 
indeed,  complete  unanimity  expressed  in  the  framing  of  this  resolu- 
tion. Commissioner  Ribbs  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  was 
apprised  of  the  foregoing  and  asked  that  Route  109  needs  be  includ- 
ed in  his  short-range  planning. 

A  Recommended  Highway  and  Transit  Plan  was  prepared  by 
the  Bureau  of  Transportation  Planning  and  Development  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  in  conjunction  with  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority.  Unfortunately,  the 
southwest  corridor  of  which  Route  109  is  a  part  was  relegated  to 
the  "poor  cousin"  area,  namely  the  long-range  program  of  1975- 
1990.  The  Selectmen  of  Medfield  pointed  out  to  Commissioner 
Ribbs  that  the  southwest  corridor  is  the  largest  remaining  expanse 
of  territory  in  the  region  not  presently  served  by  a  high  standard 
radial  facility  and  that  it  is  vitally  necessary  to  open  up  the  south- 
western portion  of  the  region  to  provide  the  relief  of  the  existing 
arteries  which  are  already  suffering  from  congestion  and  "harden- 
ing of  the  arteries". 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  plans  were  turned  over  to  the 
Norfolk  County  Commissioners  on  December  29,  1969,  by  the  Mass- 
achusetts Department  of  Public  Works  in  Taunton.  The  Com- 
missioners expect  to  hold  the  first  hearing  on  the  relocation  of 
Route  27  early  in  1970  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  antici- 
pates that  the  project  will  be  ready  for  advertisement  sometime 
late  in  1970.  The  approaches  of  other  streets  that  will  intersect 
new  route  27  will  be  constructed  by  the  State.  Although  only  a 
small  amount  of  Cemetery  land  will  be  taken  for  the  layout,  it  re- 
quires a  special  act  of  the  Legislature. 

We  petitioned  for  the  relocation  of  Bridge  Street,  six  hundred 
feet  northeasterly  of  the  Millis  town  line  in  conjunction  with  the 
relocation  of  Brastow*s  Bridge  which  was  closed  after  the  flood  in 
March  of  1968.  The  contract  was  awarded  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  in  December  for  $377, 479. 45,  and  the  work  is   to   be 
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completed  in  October  of  1970.  The  Town's  portion  of  this  expense 
was  $6,000.00  and  the  bridge's  completion  will  represent  an  effort 
of  about  seven  years.  The  Town  was  reimbursed  $3,021.25  by  the 
Flood  Relief  Board  in  accordance  with  Chapter  684  Acts  of  1968 
for  damages  incurred  by  the  flood.  Although  bridges  over  non- 
route  roads  are  the  responsibilities  of  the  towns  involved,  Brastow's 
Bridge  was  included  in  a  limited  State  program  for  rebuilding  sub- 
standard bridges. 

While  we  all  strive  to  preserve  the  country  atmosphere  of  our 
Town,  progress  came  in  the  form  of  traffic  lights  in  our  Square 
this  year  in  an  effort  to  better  control  the  flow  of  traffic  and  pro- 
vide safe  crossing  for  the  pedestrians.  Traffic  signals  were  install- 
ed at  Main  and  North  Streets  in  accordance  with  Chapter  515  of  the 
Acts  of  1967,  which  provided  limited  funds  for  certain  dangerous 
intersections.  The  net  cost  to  the  Town  was  $1,590.00.  Medfield 
was  the  first  municipality  in  the  Commonweath  to  c  mplete  sig- 
nals under  this  program. 

Traffic  signals  were  also  installed  at  Main  and  South  Stree's 
and  inter  connected  with  the  signals  at  North  Sfreet.  The  South 
Street  signals  were  installed  with  the  Town's  ?hare  of  the  bond  is- 
sue provided  for  by  Chapter  616  Acts  of  1967. 

We  have  been  troubled  by  the  large  increase  in  train  traffic 
through  our  Town  and  have  met  with  officVs  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  and  the  Penn  Central  Railroad  in  an  effort  to 
provide  safety  measures  at  the  grade  crossings.  In  December,  the 
Selectmen  voted  unanimously  to  petition  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  to  provide  more  adequate  protection  at  all  the  grade  cross- 
ings. 

The  latest  information  that  is  available  is  that  the  Massachu- 
sets  Detparment  of  Public  Works  will  signalize  the  new  intersec- 
tion of  Route  27  at  Spring  Street  and  pre-empt  the  signals  at  the 
nearby  grade  crossing. 

In  1969  the  Town  voted  to  institute  a  sidewalk  program  by  ap- 
propriating $10,000  for  sidewalks  on  North  Street  and  Dale  Street. 
Eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven  feet  of  sidewalk  was  built  on  Dale 
and  North  Streets  in  the  area  of  the  schools.  Fill  was  hauled  from 
Elm  Street  and  dumped  in  a  deep  area  along  the  easterly  side  of 
North  Street  where  the  sidewalk  will  be  constructed  in  1970.  The 
fill  will  reduce  the  cost  of  North  Street  when  it  is  eventually  recon- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  new  layout. 

The  construction  of  a  sidewalk  on  Winter  Street,  as  will  be 
proposed  in  1970,  will  connect  the  large  areas  of  development  in 
this  area  with  both  the  schools  and  the  central  business  district. 

A  sidewalk  will  also  be  proposed  for  Cross  Street  which  will 
provide  safe  walking  for  school  children  in  the  area. 
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As  the  outlying  growth  areas  which  are  now  separated  from 
the  central  part  of  Town  are  connected  by  sidewalks,  the  cost  of 
bussing  school  children  will  be  less  than  without  sidewalks.  Child- 
ren and  adult  pedestrians  will  be  afforded  greater  safety  at  all 
times  as  the  sidewalk  program  extends  onward. 

The  Selectmen  have  petitioned  the  County  to  relocate  South 
Street  between  Pound  Street  and  Spring  Street  (Route  27)  so  that 
in  the  future  a  street  may  be  constructed  of  adequate  width  to  ac- 
commodate the  traffic  that  will  use  it  and  so  that  sidewalks  may  be 
built  for  the  increased  number  of  school  children  who  will  use  it 
from  the  southern  part  of  Town. 

The  Selectmen  have  petitioned  the  County  for  a  layout  of  the 
South  Street  Grade  Crossing  in  conjunction  with  the  South  Street 
relocation. 

Priority  for  street  construction  in  1969  was  assigned  to  Elm 
Street  and  construction  progressed  sufficiently  to  have  it  surfaced 
for  the  opening  of  the  new  elemetary  school.  The  intersection  of 
Knollwood  Road,  South  and  Elm  Streets  was  designed  by  the  Mass- 
achusetts Department  of  Public  Works.  Not  only  is  greater  safe- 
ty provided  at  the  intersection  but  also  at  the  nearby  grade  cross- 
ing. Completion  of  the  sidewalks  the  installation  of  granite  and 
bituminous  asphalt  curbing,  the  restoration  of  property,  and  the 
finished  surface  are  contemplated  for  completion  early  in  1970. 
This  section  of  Elm  Street  will  require  no  surface  maintenance  for 
many  years. 

In  1969  a  gravel  penetrated  surface  and  seal  was  put  on  the 
eighteen  hundred  feet  of  Granite  Street  for  which  drainage  was  in- 
stalled in  1968.  The  facts  that  directed  a  priority  to  programming 
this  street  in  1963  are  now  developing  rapidly.  Several  develop- 
ment streets  are  now  being  connected  to  Granite  Street  which  will 
mean  that  ever  increasing  traffic  will  be  imposed  on  the  street.  It 
would  have  been  difficult,  as  well  as  expensive,  to  try  to  maintain 
this  ancient  way  as  a  gravelled  road.  Properly  constructed  streets 
are  investments  in  that  maintenance  costs  are  less,  and  at  the  same 
time  greater  safety  and  convenience  is  provided  for  the  public.  A 
reduced  amount  will  be  requested  in  1970  to  continue  work  on  this 
street  and  the  project  will  be  completed  in  1971. 

Main  Street  (Route  109),  as  anticipated  last  year,  requires  re- 
surfacing between  Hartford  Street  and  the  Dover  town  line.  To 
keep  costs  lower,  the  Selectmen  elected  in  1969,  at  a  hearing  in 
Dedham,  to  ask  that  part  of  the  1970  Chapter  90  funds  be  alloca- 
ted for  maintenance  so  that  this  section  of  Main  Street  can  be  sur- 
faced in  1970. 

The  Town  started  accumulating  Chapter  90  and  bond  issue 
funds  for  the  reconstruction  of  existing  Route  27  between  the  State 
Hospital  gate  and  West  Mill  Sreet  in  1967.     In  1969   most  of   the

Chapter  90  funds  were  assigned  for  the  Town's  share  of  the  con- 
struction of  Brastow's  Bridge.  To  date,  $62,565  has  been  carried 
over.  In  1970  articles  in  the  Warrant  request  that  additional  Chap- 
ter 90  and  bond  issue  funds  be  assigned  to  these  two  public  ways. 
Upon  the  completion  of  the  new  Route  27,  Hospital  Road  would  no 
longer  qualify  for  Chapter  90  funds.  Harding  Street,  which  has 
been  designated  as  a  Rural  Minor  Collector  Street,  will  remain  eli- 
gible. 

Although  the  new  Route  27  will  relieve  much  of  the  traffic  on 
Hospital  Road,  a  substantial  number  will  probably  use  the  latter 
for  access  to  the  Medfield  State  Hospital  as  an  access  to  the  new 
Route  27.  Because  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
has  given,  and  will  continue  to  assign,  so  much  engineering  time  to 
both  Brastow's  Bridge  and  the  new  Route  27,  time  will  not  permit 
them  to  get  the  construction  ready  for  advertising  before  1971. 

In  1969,  .24  miles  of  streets  were  accepted,  making  a  total  of 
54.45  miles  of  public  ways  in  the  Town. 

Chairman  Kelleher  participated  in  the  newly-formed  Council  on 
Regional  Issues  which  we  believe  will  prove  to  be  of  vital  import  to 
our  town  and  the  problems  which  are  being  faced  regionally,  inclu- 
ding waste  disposal,  police  and  fire  protection,  and  administration 
of  municipal  government. 

We  inaugurated  a  program  for  upgrading  the  street  lights  and 
have  ordered  the  replacement  of  all  incandescent  lighting  on  Main 
Street  with  Mercury  Vapor  illumination.  We  plan  to  continue  this 
program  in  1970  and  update  lighting  on  North  Street,  Spring 
Street,  High  Street  and  South  Street. 

We  regretfully  acknowledge  the  resignation  of  Harry  E.  Con- 
way as  Assessor  who  served  so  well  since  1925.  We  had  the 
pleasure  of  nominating  him  for  Distinguished  Citizen's  award  given 
by  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Association. 

We  also  nominated  Harry  Leigh  ton,  Superintendent  of  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  as  Outstanding  Municipal  Employee 
and  submitted  the  nomination  to  the  Massachusetts  League  of 
Cities  and  Towns. 

It  was  our  pleasure  to  present  a  placque  to  Marie  Burke  on 
April  10,  1969  in  recognition  of  her  forty  years  of  service  to  the 
Town.  All  those  who  have  sought  information  from  the  Town  Hall 
appreciate  her  worth. 

It  was  also  our  pleasure  to  bestow  honorary  citizenship  on 
Christiane  Dostal,  the  American  Field  Service  Student  from  Nancy, 
France,  at  the  High  School  Graduation  ceremonies. 

The  highlight  of  the  Memorial  Day  services  this  year  was  the 
dedication  of  the  Square  at  South    and  Main    Streets    in  honor  of 
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John  P.  Ross,  Jr.,  who  served  in  the  Coast  Guard  in  World  War  II 
and  was  killed  in  combat  and  buried  on  the  island  of  Okinawa  in 
the  First  Marine  Division  Cemetery.  He  was  an  Honor  student 
graduate  of  Medfield  High  School. 

The  Selectmen  met  regularly  with  the  Police  Chief  and  the 
Fire  Chief  each  month  this  year  and  this  has  proved  to  be  benefi- 
cial to  all  concerned. 

On  August  18,  1969,  we  appointed  William  H.  Mann,  perma- 
nent Chief  of  the  Police  Department.  One  additional  patrolman 
was  appointed,  Harry  C.  Tominey,  Jr. 

The  Town  is  in  urgent  need  of  additional  dump  land  and  have 
under  option  approximately  twenty-four  acres  of  land  abutting  the 
present  dump.  The  1970  Annual  Town  Meeting  will  be  asked  to 
vote  funds  to  acquire  this  land.  A  Dump  Advisory  Committee  has 
studied  the  problem  thoroughly  and  will  recommend  the  acquisi- 
tion at  that  time.  We  arranged  a  reciprocal  dump  utilization  with 
our  neighboring  town  of  Millis  to  be  instituted  should  an  emergen- 
cy arise  where  facilities  would  be  temporarily  unavailable  in  either 
town. 

Selectman  Frank  represented  the  Selectmen  on  the  Drug  Abuse 
Committee.  This  committee  has  been  actively  presenting  educa- 
tional facts  to  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

The  Selectmen  voted  unanimously  to  name  the  new  school  the 
"Ralph  Wheelock  School"  in  honor  of  the  Town's  first  schoolmas- 
ter. 

The  Norfolk  Conservation  District  conducted  a  study  at  the  re- 
quest of  Medfield  officials  of  a  section  in  the  north  end  of  Town 
near  Harding  Street  and  Kaymark  Drive  to  determine  what  will 
need  to  be  done  to  correct  a  serious  drainage  problem.  The  Dis- 
trict has  presented  its  report  to  us  and  we  will  seek  funds  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  to  implement  corrective  measures. 

We  met  with  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  following  a  di- 
rective from  the  Water  Resources  Commission  that  it  had  been  de- 
termined that  the  Town  was  discharging  inadequately  treated 
wastes  into  the  Charles  River  and  that  steps  must  be  taken  to  im- 
plement a  plan  to  correct  this  situation.  At  a  Town  Meeting  in 
October,  funds  were  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the 
chlorination  facilities  at  the  existing  sewrage  plant  and  for  the 
purpose  of  having  an  engineering  study  made  to  determine  courses 
of  action  relative  to  the  present  and  future  sewerage  treatment  fa- 
cility needs  of  the  Town. 

A  study  has  been  initiated  to  establish  speed  zoning  on  our 
route  roads  and  Hartford  Street  and  the  Police  Department  is 
working  with  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  Traffic  Division 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  this  regard. 
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The  study  made  by  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating 
Association  was  completed  in  1969  and  effective  early  in  1970,  the 
classification  lor  Medfield  was  upgraded  from  7th  Class  to  5th 
Class  for  specifically  rated  properties  and  from  Grade  "D"  to 
Grade  "C"  for  dwelling  minimum  rates. 

Under  Article  27  of  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  voters 
authorized  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  ten 
citizens  to  make  a  complete  review  of  our  town  government 
structure  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  December  1, 
1969,  the  results  of  that  study  and  any  changes  they  would  re- 
commend in  that  structure  for  consideration  by  the  Board.  A 
committee  of  ten  was  appointed  consisting  of:  Thomas  McMurtrie, 
Frank  Tobin,  Jane  Partis  McCarty,  Robert  E.  Dooley,  Sandra  G. 
Munsey,  Andrew  R.  Sifflard,  Fredric  C.  Temple,  Thomas  V.  Sween- 
ey, Jr.,  Francis  J.  Walsh,  Richard  H.  Whelan. 

On  December  2,  1969,  the  results  of  this  study  were  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Committee  was  complimented  on 
its  report  by  the  Board,  which  expressed  its  appreciation  for  the 
time  and  effort  devoted  to  the  report,  which  could  not  have  been 
completed  without  the  Committee's  dedicated  and  diligent  efforts. 
Copies  of  this  report  can  be  obtained  at  the  Town  Hall  for  those 
interested  and  we  would  suggest  you  pick  one  up,  as  some  of  the 
committee's  recommendations  will  be  included  in  the  Warrant  at 
the  1970  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

At  this  time  last  year  we  reported  that  the  Town  and  the  Med- 
fie'd  Police  League  were  in  the  middle  of  collective  bargaining  ne- 
gotiations for  a  contract  with  the  Police  Department.  After  a 
series  of  meetings  between  the  negotiating  teams,  an  agreement 
was  reached  and  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  President  of  the  Medfield  Police  League  on  February  25, 
1969.  The  agreement  signed  was  effective  April  1,  1969,  and  con- 
tinues to  March  31,  1971.  The  funding  conditions  of  the  contract 
were  approved  by  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  long  awaited  reopening  of  the  upstairs  of  the  Town  Hall 
for  municipal  purposes  should  be  accomplished  by  Annual  Town 
Meeting  time.  Inflation  has  driven  up  the  prices  so  that  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  interior  partitions  and  electrical  work  will 
be  necessary  for  consideration  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  office 
stall',  Town  Counsel,  departments  of  the  Town  and  all  Boards  In- 
spectors and  other  individuals  who  have  cooperated  during  the  past 
year.

ROADS  AND  BRIDGES. 


The  Turnpike  Bridge  being  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Selectmen  to 
repair,  we  notified  the  Selectmen  of  Med  way,  and  both  Boards  met 
and  examined,  and  decided,  that  the  bridge  required  all  new  piles, 
nearly  all  new  sleepers  (and  as  we  needed  what  plank  were  fit  for 
use  to  repair«other  bridges,)  decided  to  put  on  all  new  plank,  making 
nearly,  if  not  quite,  a  new  bridge.  It  has  been  the  aim  to  have  t lie 
job  well  done  in  every  way,  and  at  as  low  a  figure  as  possible,  and  we 
trust  the  repairs  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  town. 

The  Sluice  Bridge  this  side,  will  soon  need  something  done  if  nol 
rebuilding,  and  the  posts  are  on  the  ground  towards  putting  up  ;i  rail- 
ing where  needed,  on  sides  of  roadway. 

The  bridge  on  West  Mill  Street  has  been  thoroughly  repaired.  :md 
roadway  raised. 

The  road  as  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the  town,  from  Maine  to 
Foundry  Street,  has  been  put  under  contract,  and  is  nearly  graded. 
but  owing  to  the  earl}'  freezing  of  the  ground,  the  Contractor  was 
obliged  to  defer  finishing  the  road  until  Spring,  partial  payments  have 
been  made,  but  a  sufficient  sum  has  been  reserved  to  insure  the  fti lini- 
ment of  the  contract. 

At  the*  November  meeting,  the  town  voted  $500  to  be. expended  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  in  improving  Phillip  St.,  which  lias 
not  been  used  for  want  of  time*efore  freezing  up;  and  we  would  re- 
spectfully call  the  attention  of  the  incoming  board  to  this  street,  as 
.the  Petitioners,  living  thereon,  have  been  waiting  patiently  to  have 
something  done ;  also  to  the  Btidge  on  Foundry  street,  which  is  nar- 
row and  somewhat  out  of  repair. 

CANAL  STREET. 

We  have  had  complaints  from  this  street,  especial I3-  about  the  LI.  K. 
Crossing,  which  has  not  been  graded  according  to  the  orders  of  the 


County  Commissioners ;  this,  together  with  the  road  to,  and  the  rail- 
ing on  Dearths  Bridge,  should  receive  early  attention. 

To  conclude  this  subject,  we  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  town 
larger  appropriations  for  the  improving  of  narrow  and  dangerous 
places  in  the  existing  roads  as  a  better  policy  than  expensive  new 
roads  that  are  not  actually  demanded  for  the  convenience  or  growth  of 
the  town. 

Gl  IDE  BOARDS. 

By  (hap.  4."),  Section  2,  of  the  General  Statutes,  the  Selectmen  of 
each  town  are  required  to  submit  to  the  inhabitants,  at  every  Annual 
.Meeting,  a  report  of  all  the  places  at  which  Guide  Posts  are  erected 
and  maintained  within  the  town,  and  of  all  places  at  which,  in  their 
opinion,  they  ought  to  be  erected  and  maintained. 

In  pursuance  of  this  act  we  report  Guide  Posts  or  Boards  at 
junction  of  Main  and  Cedar  Hill  Sts.,  Main  and  South  Sts.,  Main  and 
Causeway  Sts.,  Main  and  Brock  Sts.,  Brock  and  West  Sts.,  West  and 
Wot  Mill  Sts..  West  and  River  Sts.,  junction  of  River,  Canal  and 
Dover  Sts..  North  and  Farm  Sts.,  North  and  River  Sts.,  North  and 
Pine  Sts.,  Causeway  and  Orchard,  and  Upper  Bridge  Sts.,  South  and 
Phillips  Sts.,  Phillips  and  Foundry,  and  East  Mill  Sts.,  East  Mill  and 
Kim  Sts..  South  and  Elm  Sts.,  South  and  Curve  Sts.,  South  and  Berry 
Sts.,  South  and  Granite  Sts.,  South  and  Plain  Sts. 

When  the  new  street  from  Main  to  Foundry  is  done,  Guide  Boards 
will  be  needed  at  each  end  ;  we  also  recommend  one  at  the  junction  of 
River  and  West  Mill  Sts. 

Bound  posts  have  been  set  on  Green  and  River  Sts.,  and  are  de- 
livered, ready  to  set,  on  new  street  from  Main  to  Foundry. 

Bounds  have  not  been  set  on  the  li  New  and  Pleasant  Avenue,"  be- 
cause the  omission  was  not  discovered  until  it  was  too  late  to  set 
them.

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

This  School,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Walter  S.  Parker,  has 
made  remarkable  progress,  and  commences  its  new  year  under  the  most 
auspicious  circumstances.  Entering  upon  his  duties  with  the  school  in  a 
disorganized  and  demoralized  condition,  the  two  teachers  preceding  him 
having  utterly  failed  in  discipline,  the  one  resorting  to  corporal  punish 
ment,  and  the  other  erring  in  the  opposite  direction  of  extreme  lenity, 
Mr.  l'i.  kcr  has,  by  earnest  and  persistent  labor,  brought  about  the  pre- 
sent o'-atifying  results,  lie  has,  while  with  us,  proved  himself  an  ener- 
getii  »<1  faithful  teacher,  and  an  indefatigable  worker,  being  always  on 
his  fin,  long  the  scholars,  encouraging  them  to  habits  of  stud}',  stimu- 
lating t'  *  V  ambition,  and  infusing  his  own  enthusiasm  throughout  the 
entire  m  \>1.  lie  possesses,  in  a  marked  degree,  the  power  of  com- 
manding once  the  love  and  respect  of  his  pupils,  while  keeping  the 
school  in  perfect  order,  and  under  his  complete  control.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  the  committee  have  employed 


mii  assistant  in  this  school  during  the  past  year.  Miss  Sarah  K.  Dyer 
occupied  this  position  for  one  term,  and  gave  very  general  satisfaction. 
She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Esther  Emerson,  who  has  also  been  suc- 
cessful, and  is  a  thorough  and  efficient  teacher.  The  Committee  have 
elected,  from  a  large  number  of  applicants,  as  Mr.  Parker's  successor, 
Mr.  William  L.  Whittemore  of  Milford,  N.  II.,  whose  success  is  almost 
assured,  coming  to  us  with  a  large  experience  and  the  highest  testi- 
monials. 

CENTRE  PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

The  first  term  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Hixou,  now  Mrs.  Ware,  of  whose 
success  as  a  teacher  it  is  unnecessary  to  speak.  Her  rare  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart  have  been  extolled  in  every  school  report  for  many 
years  past,  and  are  fully  known  and  appreciated  by  all.  The  second 
and  third  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  E.  Packard,  who  taught 
with  success  the  first  term  of  the  South  District  School,  and  was  trans- 
ferred to  her  present  position  as  a  suitable  successor  to  Mrs.  Hixou. 
The  hopes  which  the  committee  entertained  with  regard  to  Miss  Pack- 
ard have  been  fully  realized,  and  although  in  a  much  larger  school, 
and  one  much  more  difficult  to  govern,  she  has  met  with  unqualified 
success.  Her  gentle,  kind,  and  amiable  disposition  has  endeared  her 
to  the  hearts  of  all  her  pupils,  while  her  calm  and  linn  demeanor  has 
won  their  respect  and  secured  their  obedience. 

NORTH  DISTRICT  SCHOOL. 

I'ntil  the  third  term,  the  North  School  had,  so  far  as  any  beneficial 
results  are  concerned,  been  a  complete  failure.  The  cause  of  failure 
lies  partly  with  the  teachers,  and  partly  with  the  taught.  The  school 
is  a  very  difficult  one  to  govern,  and  very  few  teachers  could  have 
carried  it  through  with  success.  Miss  Nancy  C.  M.  Winship,  who 
taught  the  first  term,  entered  upon  her  work  with  earnestness,  but 
soon  became  disheartened,  and  failed  to  maintain  order,  or  make  her 
authority  felt  by  the  scholars.  Miss  Abbie  A.  Adams,  who  succeeded 
Miss  Winship,  failed  for  want  of  energy  and  force  of  charac  t,  and  it 
was  not  until  the  third  term,  when  Mrs.  S.  D.  Austin  took  charge  of 
the  school,  that  a  change  became  apparent  in  its  character.  Possessed 
of  a  strong  and  vigorous  will,  she  has  by  perseverence  and  persistent 
endeavor,  brought  the  schoo1    under  her  control  and  infused  into  it 
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new  life  and  energy.  The  peculiar  duluess  and  listlessncss,  which 
have  so  long  characterized  it,  have  disappeared,  and  the  change  has 
already  been  productive  of  the  mo  it  beneficial  results. 

SOUTH  DISTRICT  SCHOOL. 

This  School,  although  small  in  numbers,  is  in  excellent  conditiou, 
and  doing  remarkably  well.  The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss 
Olive  B.  Young,  under  whose  direction  the  high  tone  and  character 
imparted  to  the  school  by  Miss  Packard,  were  well  sustained.  The 
third  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Addie  A.  Ellis,  who  also  succeeded 
admirably.  Both  Miss  Young  and  Miss  Ellis  received  their  education 
in  the  schools  of  this  town,  and,  although  entering  upon  their  work 
without  experience,  they  have  exhibited  a  talent  for  teaching  which 
will  assure  them  success  in  that  profession. 

KILTING   FOR  COLLEGE. 

We  have  plenty  of  material  in  town  from  which  to  make  collegians. 
and  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  committee  that  a  class  of  young  men 
may  be  formed  and  prepared  for  college.  Such  opportunities  for  a 
liberal  education  as  are  now  afforded  ought  not  to  be  neglected. 
Parents  should  endeavor  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  their  sons  the 
inestimable  advantages  of  such  an  education,  and  encourage  them  to  ob- 
tain it.  Let  any  young  man  of  ordinary  capacity  once  enter  upon 
and  acquire  a  taste  for  college  studies,  and  his  ambition  will  soon 
carry  him  through  the  preparatory  course.  A  knowledge  of  the 
classics,  however,  is  necessary,  not  only  for  the  purposes  of  a  college 
education,  but  also  for  the  ordinary  business  of  life.  The  study  of 
Greek  and  Latin  imparts  that  mental  training  and  gives  that  power  of 
mind,  which  is  as  essential  to  the  merchant  as  a  knowledge  of  the 
common  rules  of  arithmetic,  essential,  because  it  enables  him  to  cope 
with  his  fellow-men  and  to  " grasp  successfully  the  varying  risks  of 
trade."  "  There  are  wide  differences  of  opinion  as  to  what  consti- 
tutes the  most  valuable  studies,  or  what  is  meant  by  a  mastery  of  the 
higher  branches.  With  some  it  means  adding  to  the  stidents'  list  of 
facts,  accumulating  results  acquired  by  others.  Br1,  many  such 
studies  require  no  weighing  of  testimony,  no  appreciation  of  evidence, 
and  are  productive  of  no  mental  vigor.     Some  assume  the  utility  of  a 


study  because  it  deals  with  what  is  useful,  and  is  supposed  to  produce 
practical  men.  Man}'  times  this  is  a  mere  supposition,  and,  if  true, 
we  must  remember  that  to  be  practical,  and  nothing  else,  is  the  defi- 
nition of  a  machine. 

To  educate  is  to  change  ;  otherwise  it  were  useless.  Success  in  life 
depends  upon  mental  training,  upon  those  studies  which  form  charac- 
ter and  lead  the  student  to  a  knowledge  of  his  own  strength. 

•  It  is  a  blunder  founded  on  meanness,  vulgarity,  and  a  total  mis- 
conception of  man's  real  dignity,  to  suppose  that  a  future  merchant 
needs  only  such  mental  training  as  will  enable  him  to  cast  up  accounts 
correctly,  read  a  newspaper  with  ease,  and  write  a  business  letter 
without  committing  gross  errors/ 

We  have  the  testimony  of  experts  that  the  classics  give  by  far  the 
best  mental  training.  In  Germany  it  is  found  that  boys  of  the  classi- 
cal school  excel  bo}'s  of  the  corresponding  forms  or  grade,  even  in 
those  studies  recited  together.  A  writer  of  high  authority  states  that 
even  business  men  in  that  country  prefer  for  clerks  those  trained  in 
the  classics.  Let  a  business  man  inquire  into  the  daily  practical 
value  of  his  former  school  studies,  and  he  finds  a  few  of  the  simplest 
mathematical  rules  meet  all  his  wants.  lie  may  have  no  occasion  to 
use  an  algebraical  equation  during  his  lifetime.  Much  of  geography, 
history,  and  scientific  fact  fades  from  his  mind  for  want  of  use.  But 
there  is  not  a  day  nor  an  hour  in  which  he  does  not  want  to  express 
an  idea,  and  may  reap  the  advantages  of  classical  training.  Allied  as 
the  proper  study  of  Latin  is  with  the  derivation  of  wonts,  with  ancient 
history  and  civilization,  so  closely  connected  with  the  sciences  that 
scarcely  one  can  be  properly  understood  without  its  aid.  its  value  as  an 
educational  instrument  must  be  accorded,  and  no  subordinate  place 
claimed  for  it." 

A    GROWING    EVIL. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  call  attention  to  an  evil  which  is  grow- 
ing rapidly  in  our  midst ;  and  that  is,  the  removal  of  children  from 
school  at  too  early  an  age,  to  engage  in  the  active  pursuits  of  life. 
The  practice  *f  taking  boys  and  girls  from  school  and  placing  them 
to  work  in  the  straw  shops  of  the  town,  or  elsewhere,  is  fraught  with 
the  most  pernicious  consequences.  They  are  children  and  their  habits 
are  vet  unformed.     Thev  must  be  educated  somewhere,  and  if  not  in 


the  schoolroom,  then  in  the*street ;  and  while  the  one  system  of  edu- 
cation tends  to  make  them  good  citizens,  and  enables  them  to  take 
high  and  honorable  positions  in  life,  the  other  may  make  them  bad, 
or  at  least  indifferent  members  of  society  ;  and  let  every  parent 
remember  that,  although  these  children  in  their  youthful  indiscretion 
and  want  of  judgment  may  now  think  it  is  a  very  fine  thing  to  be 
freed  from  the  restraint  of  the  schoolroom,  the  time  will  soon  come 
when  they  will  look  back  upon  their  removal  from  school  as  the  great- 
est misfortune  of  their  lives.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  1969. 

During  the  year,  several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  op- 
erations of  the  Fire  Department.  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
funds  were  voted  to  employ  a  full-time  Chief  for  the  first  time. 
This  move  has  already  proven  its  merit.  In  many  instances,  it  has 
been  possible  for  the  Chief  to  handle  situations  without  calling  the 
entire  Department.  It  has  also  provided  better  communications  for 
the  townspeople  with  a  man  available  to  handle  the  many  calls 
that  come  to  the  Station  each  day,  as  well  as  twenty  four-hour 
telephone  coverage  at  the  Chiefs  home. 

On  May  1,  a  Safety  Program  was  initiated  with  regular  in- 
spections being  made  in  all  Schools,  Churches,  Industrial  Plants 
and  Business  Places  of  all  types.  I  feel  strongly  that  all  citizens 
are  becoming  more  Fire  Safety  conscious  than  ever  before,  start- 
ing with  children  in  their  first  years  of  school.  Most  fires  are 
caused  by  carelessness  and  if  youngsters  are  brought  up  with  the 
realization  that  fires  may  be  prevented,  Medfield  will  be  a  safer 
town  in  which  to  live. 

With  many  new  homes  being  built  in  outlying  districts,  a  new 
problem  arises.  The  Department  now  has  to  travel  a  considerable 
distance  to  some  areas  and  is  often  faced  with  a  lack  of  water. 
Unless  available  men  can  be  kept  in  the  Department,  the  Town  will 
be  compelled  to  employ  full-time  Firefighters  during  the  day,  in 
the  very  near  future.  This  action  has  been  recommended  by  the 
New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association  for  many  years 
and  deserves  high  priority  on  the  list  of  future  expenditures. 

Department  equipment  is  in  satisfactory  condition,  but  two  of 
the  older  pieces  should  be  replaced  with  one  modern  truck  in  the 
near  future.    (1971) 

The  Station  and  facilities  are  being  used  afternoons  by  the 
girl  scout  Brownies  and  the  basement  is  occupied  exclusively  by 
the  local  Civil  Defense  Unit.  Arrangements  have  been  made  re- 
cently to  allow  the  Edison  Co.  to  use  the  Assembly  Room  during 
storms  and  other  emergencies  requiring  their  assistance  in  the 
Town  for  extended  periods. 

My  request  for  a  Chief's  Car  is  based  on  the  experience  of 
having  used  my  own  car  for  five,  years  and  finding  it  to  be  very 
unsatisfactory.  A  fully  equipped  car,  preferably  a  Station  Wagon, 
could  be  very  useful  in  handling  minor  fires  and  also  in  case  of 
serious  accidents  to  which  it  would  respond  immediately  and  if 
necessary,  would  be  available  as  an  emergency  ambulance. 
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In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  all  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Department,  Fire  Alarm  Operators  and  all  Department  Heads  who 
rendered  valuable  assistance  during  the  year.

PERSONNEL 

One  of  the  biggest  problems  of  the  day  in  the  Police  Profession 
is  personnel  shortage.  The  department  has  had  three  vacancies  all 
year.  Harry  C.  Tominey,  Jr.  of  Norwood  was  recently  appointed 
reducing  the  present  shortage  to  two.  The  vacancies  have  been 
covered  by  extra  work  by  the  regular  officers  and  with  the  help  of 
about  ten  special  officers.  The  organization  setup  now  is  Chief, 
two  Sergeants,  and  eight  patrolmen.  I  desire  two  more  sergeants 
to  be  promoted  from  the  rank  and  four  new  patrolmen.  This  will 
allow  needed  coverage-,  with  a  sergeant  on  each  shift  and  a  full 
time  investigator.  The  amount  of  larceny,  burglary,  drug  use, 
malicious  destruction  of  property  and  many  other  crimes  warrant 
a  full  time  investigator. 
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Robert  Brady  is  the  Juvenile  Officer  for  the  Medfield  Police 
Department  and  is  setting  up  files  in  the  department  as  well  as  at- 
tendinding  schools  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  duties  and 
problems  of  the  position.  He  is  available  to  speak  to  parents  and 
groups  or  organizations. 

John  Garvey  is  the  Safety  Officer  for  the  department  and  is 
currently  preparing  an  educational  program  to  educate  the  public 
on  pedestrian  safety  with  regard  to  our  town  by-law  and  our  traf- 
fic lights.  Officer  Garvey  is  also  the  drug-co-ordinator  of  the  Po- 
lice Department  in  conjunction  with  the  Medfield  Drug  Abuse  Com- 
mittee. The  Safety  Officer  also  spends  a  lot  of  time  speaking  to 
groups,  schools  and  other  organizations. 

Several  Officers  have  attended  various  seminars  and  schools 
during  the  past  year.  Sgt.  E.  Nina  Iafolla  and  Sgt.  George  W. 
Kingsbury  attended  a  Basic  Fingerprint  School  at  the  Brockton  Po- 
lice Academy.  Sgt.  Iafolla  and  Officer  Brady  are  attending  Dean 
Junior  College  studying  Criminal  Investigation  and  ^ase  Prepara- 
tion and  Criminal  Psychology.  Officer  Harry  Tominey  has  been 
attending  Northeastern  University  for  the  past  two  years  and  will 
begin  his  basic  police  training  at  the  Quincy  Police  Academy  on 
January  12,  1970.  Chief  Mann  has  attended  Northeastern  Univer- 
sity the  past  year  on  Criminal  Law,  Evidence  and  Court  Pro- 
cedure I  and  n,  Criminal  Investigation,  Case  Preparation  I  and  a 
drug  course.  Chief  Mann  recently  attended  the  State  Police  Drug 
Identification  Course  and  other  officers  will  attend  this  course 
during  1970. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Ralph  Wheelock  School,  one  new  wo- 
man traffic  supervisor  has  been  appointed,  bringing  the  total  to 
nine.  They  have  been  very  dependable  and  conscientious  in  their 
duties. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

Our  present  base  radio  station  is  approximately  fifteen  years 
old  and  does  not  operate  as  efficiently  as  it  should.  In  anticipation 
of  a  future  expenditure  of  $2,000  to  $3,000  for  a  new  base  station,  I 
have  made  an  application  to  The  Highway  Safety  Program  for  50 
percent  Federal  reimbursement  on  the  purchase  of  a  new  base  sta- 
tion along  with  a  new  inter-city  network  receiver-transmitter.  This 
will  give  us  the  communications  we  should  have  to  keep  in  constant 
communication  with  our  cruisers  and  surrounding  towns.  The  new 
radio  will  have  100-watt  output  as  opposed  to  the  present  50-watt 
output,  thereby  eliminating  the  dead  spots  in  Medfield  at  the  remote 
parts  of  town.  I  also  desire  direct  communications  with  the  fire 
station.  At  the  present  time  we  can  communicate  with  the  fire  ap- 
paratus and  the  Chief's  car,  but  not  with  the  fire  station.  Addi- 
tional portables  are  needed  also  to  work  investigative  jobs  and  to 
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keep  an  officer  in  contact  when  he  has  to  leave  the  cruiser  on  foot. 

The  presertt  teletype  network,  tremendously  overloaded,  will  be 
discontinued  on  cr  about  May  1,  1970  and  a  new  computerized  tele- 
processing system  will  go  into  operation.  Medfield  Police  Depart- 
ment has  been  accepted  into  this  system  and  will  receive  the  ma- 
chine soon.  This  will  facilitate  checks  on  such  things  as  wanted  or 
missing  persons,  stolen  cars,  stolen  identifiable  items  that  we  can- 
not do  now. 

With  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  calls  being  received  by  the 
Police  Department,  I  have  ordered  new  telephones  for  the  station. 
Effective  January  29,  1970,  the  Police  Department  telephone  num- 
ber for  all  calls  will  be  359-2315.  This  number  will  be  automatic 
trurk-hunt  line  as  used  by  most  police  departments  and  many  pri- 
*  te  businesses.  We  wil  no  longer  answer  the  telephone  in  the 
center  while  on  traffic  duty,  etc.  I  would  recommend  that  the  fire 
alarm  transmitter  be  moved  to  the  Police  Department  so  the  desk 
officer  will  be  able  to  sound  the  alarm  for  fire. 

TRAINING 

This  year,  I  plan  to  implicate  an  in-service  training  program, 
mainly  around  the  use  of  firearms,  which  will  be  co-ordiated  by  Of- 
ficer Robert  Ripley.  Each  officer  will  be  required  to  fire  his  ser- 
vice weapon  periodically.  I  will  attempt  to  keep  the  officers  a- 
breast  of  the  new  laws  and  Supreme  Court  decisions.  I  have  been 
appointed  to  the  Legislative  Committee  within  the  Norfolk  County 
Prosecutors  Association  to  keep  the  participating  departments  in- 
formed of  these  changes. 

TRAFFIC 

In  1969,  traffic  lights  have  been  installed  at  two  locations  in 
Medfield;  at  the  intersection  of  Main,  North  and  Pleasant  Streets 
and  at  the  intersection  of  South  and  Main  Streets.  The  traffic 
lights  have  made  a  safer  center  of  town  for  both  pedestrians  and 
motorists.  Traffic  on  Main  Street  between  Spring  and  North 
Streets  is  approximately  16,000  per  day  and  on  North  Street  near 
the  Unitarian  Church  approximately  9,000  per  day.  To  expedite 
the  flow  of  traffic  during  the  peak  hours  in  Medfield  center,  a  po- 
lice officer  is  required.  I  believe  also,  an  officer  should  be  at  the 
intersection  of  South  and  Main  Streets  on  school  days  between 
7:30  and  8:00  a.m. 

I  have  atteded  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Highway 
Superintendent,  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Utilities  and 
Department  of  Public  Works  representatives  and  the  Penn  Central 
Railroad  during  the  past  few  months  to  see  what  can  be  done  to 
safely  and  effectively  move  the  traffic  through  Medfield  on  Route 
109,  principally  during  the  rush  hours.    One  thing  is  quite  clear. 
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Traffic  on  Route  109  is  just  to  heavy  to  move  ideally  through  Med- 
field  center.  Limiting  parking  on  Main  Street  during  the  rush 
hours  is  seen  as  a  possible  help  and  is  being  worked  on  by  the 
Safety  Officer,  myself,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  others.  Also, 
I  believe  there  is  an  immediate  need  for  traffic  lights  at  the  inter- 
section of  Spring  and  Main  Street  and  at  the  Railroad  crossing  at 
Main  Street  which  will  be  synchronized  with  the  present  lights  at 
North,  Main  and  Pleasant  Streets  and  South  and  Main  Streets. 
The  purchase  and  installation  of  these  lights,  however,  may  have 
to  wait  for  the  construction  or  final  plans  of  the  proposed  Route 
27  change. 

Speed-zoning  of  Routes  27  and  109  and  Hartford  Street  have 
been  suggested  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  at  a  meeting  with 
the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  Department  of  Public  Works 
representatives,  it  was  learned  that  there  are  certain  procedures 
that  are  incumbent  on  the  Police  Department  which  are  quite  time- 
consuming  and  it  has  been  delayed  somewhat  tyy  lack  of  man- 
power, but  will  be  complete  this  winter,  1  expect. 

I  am  requesting  the  purchase  of  a  Vehicle  Speed  Indicator  and 
mobile  radios  for  better  coverage  throughout  the  town  and  to  curb 
speeding  on  our  highways.  We  now  have  a  radar  machine  pur- 
chased several  years  ago  and  this  new  indicator  will  allow  speed 
traps  at  two  parts  of  the  town  at  the  same  time.  Many  times  we 
have  found  a  need  for  more  than  one  mobile  radio.  If  approved  by 
the  townspeople,  the  town  will  be  eligible  for  100  percent  reimburse- 
ment by  the  Federal  Government  under  the  Highway  Safety  Pro- 
gram. 

POLICE  STATION 

With  the  moving  of  the  Welfare  office  from  the  Town  Hall, 
the  Police  Department  was  given  additional  space  which  has  been 
badly  needed  for  many  years.  To  make  it  a  more  workable  ar- 
rangement and  to  operate  more  efficiently,  I  am  requesting  funds 
to  renovate  the  interior  of  the  police  station.  I  am  also  requesting 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  plan  a  new  Police  Station.  Our 
office  space,  cell  area,  locker  space  and  interrogation  facilities  are 
presently  inadequate.  We  should  also  have  a  garage  to  house  the 
ambulance  near  the  police  station. 

GENERAL 

I  believe  that  we  will  have  to  purchase  cruisers  sooner  than 
has  been  done  in  the  past.  With  outlying  areas  continually  building 
up,  and  new  streets  being  constructed,  our  mileage  is  steadily  in- 
creasing. In  1969,  the  two  police  cruisers  traveled  a  total  of  93,445 
miles.  Our  newest  cruiser  has  39,000  miles  in  seven  months.  Ad- 
ditional miles  have  been  traveled  in  private  vehicles.  I  also  be- 
lieve a  third  cruiser  will  be  required  soon. 
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Because  of  complaints  received  each  hunting  season  of  hunt- 
ers very  close  to  residential  areas  and  the  lessening  of  wooded  area 
in  town,  I  am  suggesting  a  town  by-law  be  adopted  forbidding  the 
discharge  of  firearms  or  hunting  without  written  permission  of 
the  landowner. 

In  our  traffic  marking  program  progressing  fine  with  one  ex- 
ception. The  crosswalks  were  not  painted  until  school  was  almost 
over  for  the  summer.  This  year,  I  hope  to  have  the  bids  opened 
before  Town  Meeting  so  it  can  be  awarded  earlier.  Also,  I  suggest 
a  special  article  so  the  funds  can  be  encumbered  from  year  to  year. 

In  my  short  term  as  Chief  of  Police  I  have  been  greatly  im- 
pressed with  the  cooperation  between  departments  within  the 
town.  I  am  deeply  grateful  for  all  the  assistance  received  from  all 
town  officials  and  department  heads  and  especially  the  Town  Hall 
secretaries.

Ambulance  runs  for  the  year  were  slightly  under  the  number 
of  167  in  1968.

The  present  ambulance  is 
a  1961  Cadillac  which  was  a  second-hand  ambulance.  It  is  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Ambulance  Serviceman,  Joseph  E.  Ryan,  that 
the  ambulance  be  replaced  in  view  of  the  poor  condition  of  the  am- 
bulance which  could  jeopardize  the  condition  of  the  patients.  We 
have  applied  and  received  preliminary  approval  under  the  Federal 
Highway  Safety  program  for  reimbursement  of  $6,750  toward  the 
estimated  purchase  price  of  $14,700.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Civil  Defense  Department  has  had  a  reasonably  active 
year.  Your  Director  and  John  Varnum,  Deputy  Director,  have  at- 
tended the  monthly  meetings  held  at  the  State  Sector  Office  as 
well  as  many  others  pertaining  to  special  activities. 

The  Auxiliary  Police,  under  the  able  direction  of  John  Varnum, 
has  undergone  some  reorganization,  additional  personnel  added 
and  much  training  done.  The  contingent  made  up  of  State  Hospital 
employees  will  provide  additional  trained  people  for  critical  areas 
when  the  training  is  completed.  The  Auxiliary  have  provided  ex- 
tra coverage  on  holiday  weekends  and  special  coverage  for  a  fire 
and  a  train  accident  during  the  year. 

The  Radio  and  other  communications  are  being  evaluated  and 
upgraded  by  Radio  Officer  Tom  Dewitt.  Improved  operation  has 
been  experienced  in  the  use  of  mobile  units  with  the  Auxiliary  Po- 
lice, changes  are  underway  in  our  required  Sector  capability. 

Matching  funds  program  for  the  equipping  of  the  emergency 
truck  received  its  third  consecutive  approval  from  the  State  only  to 
be  turned  down  again  for  lack  of  Federal  funds.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  we  should  go  ahead  with  the  acquisition  of  the  equipment  for 
which  money  was  appropriated  two  years  ago.  This  equipment  is 
needed  by  the  public  safety  departments  of  the  town  and  at  present 
there  is  little  to  indicate  that  Federal  money  will  be  available  for 
some  time. 

The  program  papers  and  progress  reports  filed  with  the  State 
and  Federal  Civil  Defense  Departments  have  been  approved  with- 
out question  so  that  the  Town  continues  to  be  eligible  to  partici- 
pate in  the  surplus  property  program.  This  program  returns  to 
the  town  each  year,  more  in  savings,  than  is  appropriated  for  the 
entire  civil  defense  budget.  The  benefits  are  shared  by  all  town 
departments. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Chief 
Mann,  Chief  Reynolds,  Sergeant  Iafolla,  William  McCarthy  and  the 
many  other  town  employees  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance 
during  the  year.  Last,  but  hardly  least,  I  want  to  thank  the  dedi- 
cated volunteers  who  have  ta  ^n  the  time  to  involve  themselves  in 
the  Civil  Defense  effort.  The^  nelp  and  support  are  most  apprecia- 
ted.

REPORT  OF  THE 
PARK  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  1969  the  Commission  improved  and  pursued  the  follow- 
ing activities: 

1.  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  bathing  beach 
along  with  a  Red  Cross  Swimming  Instruction  Program  for  the 
residents. 
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2.  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  recreation  build- 
ing in  which  many  town  organizations  have  met  and  conducted 
their  programs  and  business. 

3.  The  operation  of  a  Youth  Center  which  has  provided  work 
parties,  social  interests  and  recreation. 

4.  The  care  and  upkeep  of  Medfield's  parks  and  other  proper- 
ties under  its  jurisdiction  as  follows: 

a.  Baxter  Park 

b.  Metacomet  Park 

c.  Baker's  Pond  Park 

d.  Tennis  courts  on  Adams  Street 

e.  Green  Street  property — the  location  of  the  Skating  and 
Swimming  Pond. 

5.  The  operation  of  a  Skating  Program 

6.  The  operation  of  a  Summer  Playground 

7.  The  operation  of  a  diversified  recreation  program  headed  by 
the  Recreation  Coordinator. 

8.  Installation  of  Christmas  lights  in  the  center  of  Town. 

The  Swim  Pond  Program  boasts  of  an  increased  enrollment  in 
swimming  lessons  to  over  1,000  children  and  adults.  This  far  sur- 
passed other  years  and  made  it  necessary  to  increase  our  teaching 
staff.  It  was  also  necessary,  due  to  the  great  numbers  turning  out 
for  the  general  Swim  Pond  to  have  extra  man-hours  spent  guard- 
ing. Many  times  during  the  summer,  there  were  over  1,000  people 
at  the  Pond  site  and  swimming  periods  had  to  be  split  to  enable 
the  guards  to  safely  watch  the  swimmers. 

This  year,  the  Commission  is  asking  for  money  to  hire  addi- 
tional lifeguards  to  satisfy  Red  Cross  Safety  Requirements.  Over 
400  certificates  of  merit  were  awarded  to  those  who  qualified 
during  Swimming  Instruction.  The  Park  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission thanks  its  overworked  staff  for  another  successful  year  of 
swimming. 

This  year,  the  Swim  Pond  enjoyed  major  improvements.  The 
Pond  was  completely  drained  and  the  sandbed  was  scraped  off  and 
replaced  and  reshaped  with  new  sand.  Basketball  backboards  were 
installed  in  the  play  area  of  the  Pond  site.  The  exterior  and  in- 
terior of  the  bathouse  was  painted  and  refurbished. 

It  greatly  disturbed  the  Commission  to  have  to  spend  count- 
less hours  to  correct  and  rectify  the  thoughtless  acts  of  vandalism 
committed  at  the  Pond  site. 

The  Medfield  Youth  Cer  Program  remains  very  successful. 
Attendance  at  the  dances  and  other  activities  remains  high.  The 
success  of  this  Program  is  a  credit  to  the  young  people  responsible 
for  its  operation  led  by  their  President,  Richard  DeSorgher,  and 
the  Adult  Advisory  Board. 
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The  building  has  been  used  almost  continually  by  various 
Town  Boards  and  Committees,  Clubs,  and  civic  functions,  as  well 
as  recreation  events  and  Youth  Center  activities. 

The  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  regretfully  accepted  the 
resignation  cf  Fred  Claidge,  the  Treasurer,  of  the  Adult  Advisory 
Board  for  all  of  its  eight  years.  The  Medfield  Youth  Center  and 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Claidge 
for  his  many  hours  of  dedicated  work  for  the  young  people  of  the 
town. 

The  badly  needed  job  of  repointing  the  brick  of  the  Center 
building  was  completed  and  repairs  were  made  to  the  roof  and  the 
cap  flashing.  Presently,  the  only  major  improvements  needed  on 
the  existing  building  is  the  painting  of  the  windows. 

Plans  and  work  projects  were  continued  on  the  Metacomet 
Park  area.  The  Medfield  Softball  League  and  the  Little  League 
combined  with  the  help  of  the  Park  Commission  to  fill  and  regrade 
the  field  so  that  two  additional  baseball  play  areas  can  be  made  a- 
vailable  to  the  Town.  Special  "thanks"  to  Mr.  Stanley  Fisher  and 
Mr.  Richard  Weiker  for  their  contributions  at  the  Baker's  Pond  site. 

It  was  necessary  to  make  temporary  repairs  to  the  stones  a- 
long  the  top  surrounding  the  Pond  and  the  sluiceway.  This  urgent 
need  of  repairs  cut  back  the  planting  program  at  the  Pond,  how- 
ever, we  did  manage  to  plant  a  line  of  flowering  crabtrees  along 
the  south  side  of  the  Pond. 

The  Park  and  Recreation  Commission,  along  with  the  Medfield 
Sportsman's  Club,  were  again  co-sponsors  of  the  Medfield  Fishing 
Derby  held  on  April  19,  1969  at  Baker's  Pond.  The  Pond  was 
stocked  by  the  Mass.  Fish  and  Game  Department  with  some  es- 
pecially large  trout  purchased  by  The  Sportsman's  Club.  Although 
youngsters  of  all  ages  competed,  8-year  old  Jimmy  Morgan  landed 
the  largest  trout  exceeding  2lA  pounds. 

Mr.  Richard  Cantrell  has  carried  out  a  variety  of  successful 
programs  acting  as  the  Commission's  Recreational  Co-Ordinator. 
Over  75  young  people  participated  in  co-ed  volleyball.  Fifty  or 
more  young  people  participated  in  high-school  aged  basketball  pro- 
gram with  about  45  taking  part  in  the  junior  high  aged  basketball 
group. 

A  Soccer  Program  for  junior  high  aged  boys  proved  to  be  sur- 
prisingly successful  with  about  210  youngsters  involved  in  the  pro- 
gram. A  photography  Club  was  started  and  on  Tuesday  evenings  a 
dozen  young  people  will  be  found  creating  new  projects  for  them- 
selves at  the  Youth  Center. 

Many  other  activities  are  in  the  planning  stage  and  the  success 
of  these  future  programs  will  depend  on  the  cooperation  and  efforts 
given  by  volunteers. 
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Now  in  its  second  year,  the  Playground  Program  showed  mark- 
ed improvement.  Although  the  number  of  children  participating 
fluctuated,  a  positive  productive  program  was  developed  and  car- 
ried out.  The  Playground  Counselors,  along  with  Mr.  Cantrell,  de- 
serve much  credit  and  the  Commission  is  looking  forward  to  an 
even  greater  success  next  year. 

The  Skating  Program  has  enjoyed  increased  popularity.  The 
Commission  purchased  a  snowblower  and  it  is  felt  that  along  with 
our  other  equipment,  this  will  make  more  ice  available  after  snow- 
storms. 

The  contract  for  the  care  and  upkeep  of  the  Parks  and  areas 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  was  won  by  Wayne 
Stokes  and  Kenneth  Fader.  This  is  the  first  time  young  people 
submitted  a  conract  and  we  are  quite  pleased  with  the  results. 

Due  to  a  personal  increased  workload,  Mrs.  Jean  Bibby,  was 
unable  to  complete  her  term.  At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Robert  Morri- 
sion  was  elected  to  fill  out  her  unexpired  term  until  March  1st. 

The  success  of  all  our  programs  depends  on  volunteer  help. 
Due  to  the  great  support  of  our  fellow  towns'  people,  we  have  con- 
tinued to  carry  out  positive  programs. 

We  would  like  to  "Thank"  all  those  who  gave  so  freely  of  their 
time,  especially  the  schoos  for  allowing  us  the  use  of  their  build- 
ings and  the  Highway  Department  for  all  their  help.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  of  Vine  Lake  Cemetery  respect- 
fully submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1969. 

General  maintenance  has  been  accomplished  with  a  minimum 
of  expense.  It  has  been  a  season  without  the  usual  drought.  Con- 
stant mowing  was  necessary  with  no  opportunity  to  conserve 
funds. 
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The  new  garage  has  been  started,  with  the  excavation,  walls 
and  floor  being  completed. 

A  new  section  has  been  outlined,  and  in  the  Spring  of  1970  we 
should  grade  and  seed  this  section,  and  set  the  corner  markers  for 
each  lot. 

In  trying  to  conserve  our  funds,  the  fall  clean-up  was  held  to 
a  minimum,  and  will  necessitate  a  slightly  higher  expense  in  the 
Spring  of  1970. 

We  are,  under  three  articles,  asking  for  the  sum  of  $1,500.00 
to  complete  the  garage,  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  grade  and  seed  Sec- 
tion G  and  the  sum  of  $1,100.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  rider-type 
mowing  machine. 

Again,  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment for  their  co  operation,  and  extending  to  us  the  use  of  their 
equipment  and  men  whenever  we  needed  them  most. 

The  use  of  Town  equipment  has  saved  us  several  hundreds  of 
dollars.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 
OF  THE  MEMORIAL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

1969  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  library  remodeling  that 
was  begun  after  the  unanimous  approval  given  by  the  March  1968 
Town  Meeting.  Steel  beams  have  been  inserted  in  the  area  where 
the  supports  for  the  main  floor  joists  had  been  partially  cut  away 
in  1953  when  the  heating  ducts  for  the  Children's  Room  were  in- 
stalled. Thus  there  is  now  a  safe  foundation  for  the  new  book 
stacks,  which  will  permit  an  eventual  increase  of  6000  volumes  or 
almost  fifty  percent  above  our  1968  collection. 

The  new  stairway  and  entrance  on  the  east  side  of  the  building 
provide  a  second  safe  exit  from  the  Children's  Room,  and  easier  ac- 
cess to  the  later  for  both  patrons  and  personnel.  Repainting  the 
walls  of  the  main  floor  and  the  purchase  of  new  draperies  add 
greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  adult  department.  Modern 
fluorescent  lighting  in  the  Dailey  Room  is  a  boon  to  both  patrons 
and  staff,  and  points  to  the  need  for  improving  the  lighting  in  the 
original  reading  room. 

The  final  cost  of  the  remodeling  was  $29,609,  of  which  $6,493 
was  paid  from  accumulated  interest  on  the  trust  fund  wi'led  to  the 
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Town  by  Granville  S   Dailey,   who  gave  us   the  library   bu'lding  in 
1969. 

In  addition  to  remodeling,  the  library  plant  has  undergone  sev- 
eral essential  repairs  in  1969;  re-caulking  of  all  the  windows  and 
tightening  of  their  stop  beads ;  re-pointing  of  the  bad  joints  on  the 
east  wall,  and  silicone  waterproofing  of  that  area ;  repair  of  the 
copper  downspouts  and  installation  of  iron  downspouts  for  the 
lower  ten  feet  on  both  northeast  and  northwest  corners;  installa- 
tion of  a  new  dry  well  and  cleaning  of  the  pipes  leading  to  it  on 
the  northwest  corner.  It  now  appears  that  the  above  measures 
have  dealt  satisfactorily  with  the  problems  created  in  1967  and 
1968  by  water  seepage  into  the  Children's  Room. 

On  November  first,  Miss  Ethel  Hersey  retired  after  twenty- 
five  years  of  faithful  service  to  our  library,  sixteen  of  them  as 
head  librarian,  Miss  Hersey  was  a  prime  mover  in  fV^  creation  of  a 
separate  Children's  Room  was  a  prime  mover  in  tin  reation  of  a 
y's  collection  during  a  period  when  the  annual  circulation  increased 
from  17,000  to  over  47,000. 

Miss  Hersey's  retirement  posed  a  problem  for  the  Trustees, 
since  Medfield's  head  librarianship  is  still  a  half-time  pos;tion  not 
likely  to  attract  a  professional  librarian,  and  yet  Medfield  is  now 
entering  a  population  range  in  which  «  mployment  of  a  non-pro- 
fessional would  endanger  our  State  Aid  grant  in  the  near  future. 
Hence  Medfield  has  been  most  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services 
of  Jane  B.  Archer  (Mrs.  Carl  S.  Archer,  Jr.)  of  Medfield,  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  with  teaching  and  library 
experience,  who  obtained  her  Master  of  Library  Science  degree 
from  Simmons  College  in  1969.  Mrs.  Archer  has  started  her  wor-k 
with  a  diligence,  enthusiasm,  and  keenness  which  bode  well  for  the 
future  of  Medfield's  library  service. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  retired 
librarian,  the  entire  staff,  and  the  custodian  for  their  faithful  work 
under  the  trying  conditions  created  by  the  remodeling.  It  shou  d 
also  be  noted  that  Mr.  Francis  J.  Mastropieri  has  given  the  other 
Trustees  invaluable  advice  on  various  aspects  of  construction  and 
building  maintenance.

The  children's  collection  had  not  been  weeded  for  many  years, 
and  a  consultant  from  the  Boston  Public  Library  assisted  in  this 
undertaking.  Many  of  the  books  were  donated  to  a  school  in  Rox- 
bury. 

During  the  year,  both  the  adult  and  children's  collections  were 
evaluated  by  consultants  from  the  Eastern  Regional  Public  Library 
System  and  received  commendation  for  being  current  and  relevant 
within  the  limitations  of  budget  and  space.  Suggestions  were  gi- 
ven for  expanding  the  collections  in  certain  subject  areas  and  for 
discarding  books  no  longer  useful. 

The  concept  of  providing  public  library  service  within  the 
framework  of  library  systems  has  been  implemented  during  1969 
with  the  initiation  of  bookmobile  service  provided  by  the  Eastern 
Regional  Public  Library  System  to  member  libraries  on  a  monthly 
basis.  The  increased  resources  which  this  service  brings  to  our  li- 
brary has  been  highly  praised  by  library  patrons.  An  additional 
service  offered  by  the  Eastern  Regional  Public  Library  System  to 
Medfield  residents  is  the  opportunity  to  borrow  materials  free  of 
charge  from  the  Wellesley  Public  Library. 

An  effort  to  bring  closer  cooperation  between  the  public  li- 
brary and  the  Medfield  schools  has  been  inaugurated  with  a  meet- 
ing of  the  librarian  and  the  school  curriculum  coordinators.  Copies 
of  the  new  curriculum  course  guides  have  been  obtained  by  the  li- 
brarian so  that  materials  can  be  purchased  which  meet  both  the 
informational  needs  of  the  students  and  the  general  public. 

The  completion  of  the  new  room  in  the  adult  department  has 
permitted  the  collection  to  be  reorganized.  Reference  materials 
are  now  shelved  all  together  and  are  readily  accessible  for  use.  In 
addition  there  now  is  a  special  fiction  and  non-fiction  section  for 
adults. 
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During  the  summer  a  successful  reading  program  was  con- 
tinued with  116  children  involved  in  it,  and  in  October  the  popular 
story  hour  for  pre-school  children  was  resumed  on  Wednesdays 
from  3:30  to  4:30  p.m. 

A  memorial  fund  of  over  $500.00  in  memory  of  Mr.  Robert 
Peters  was  given  to  the  library.  Mr.  Peters  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Library  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  time  the  long  range  expansion 
plans  for  the  library  were  formulated. 

The  library  wishes  to  extend  appreciation  to  all  those  who  have 
donated  books  and  other  materials  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Your  Conservation  Commission  during  the  year  of  1969  has 
been  the  recipient  of  gifts  of  several  choice  parcels  of  valuable 
land.  Through  the  generosity  of  Edmund  and  Peter  Wheelwright 
of  Elm  Street,  our  Commission  was  deeded  434  acres  of  land  ad- 
jacent to  the  new  Ralph  Wheelock  Elementary  School.  Plans  are 
being  developed  to  use  this  area  as  an  outdoor  classroom  for  the 
study  of  nature  and  conservation.  In  addition,  a  generous  gift  of 
5.33  acres  of  land  en  the  banks  of  Mine  Brook,  off  Millbrook  Road, 
was  deeded  to  our  Commission  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  T.  Bald- 
win. This  parcel  initiated  our  program  of  land  acquisition  on  both 
sides  of  Mine  Brook  in  order  to  protect  our  new  well-field  water- 
shed from  the  ravages  of  early  pollution. 

We  also  have  acquired  14  acres  of  wetlands  along  the  Charles 
and  Stop  Rivers  at  a  tax  title  uction  on  December  20,  1969.  This 
brings  the  total  area  preserved  for  conservation  in  Medfield  to 
216.25  acres. 

The  Commission  cf  1969  initiated,  and  will  sponsor  and  support 
finan  a  two-week  vacation  scholarship  to  the  Massachusetts 
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Conservation  Camp  in  Spencer,  Massachusetts.  This  scholarship  is 
open  to  all  boys  between  the  ages  of  14-16  by  June  1970. 

Mrs.  Charles  Gifford  and  other  members  have  had  meetings 
with  the  School  Department  to  coordinate  courses  of  study  in  Con- 
servaion  in  the  Medfield  Public  Schools.  Further  investigation 
and  cooperative  efforts  will  be  continued  in  this  field  of  interest  in 
the  coming  year. 

The  Medfield  Garden  Club  has  once  again  added  to  our  Con- 
servation Fund  the  sum  of  $75.00  which  is  very  much  appreciated. 

Daniel  Hinkley  has  again  represented  our  Commission,  and  the 
Town  of  Medfield,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Charles  River  Valley  Watershed  Association. 

Robert  Kinsman  represents  the  Commission  at  the  Neponset 
River  Valley  Conservation  Association  meetings. 

The  primary  aim  in   1970  will  be  to  continue  to  acquire  as 

much  land  as  possible  along  the  Charles  and  Stop  Rivers  and  Mine 
Brook.  All  citizens  who  are  owners  of  such  property,  and  interest- 
ed in  conservation  and  the  prevention  of  water  pollution,  should 
contact  the  Commission  concerning  their  lands. 

Our  meetings  are  held  regularly  the  4th  Monday  of  the  month 
at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Medfield  Youth  Center,  and  all  interested  resi- 
dents are  invited  to  attend.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  Medfield  Planning  Board  hereby  submits   its   annual  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1969. 

MEETINGS 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  weekly  meetings  at  the  Town 
Hall. 


In  addition  to  the  regular  meetings,  the  Board  members  held 
work  sessions  to  finish  work  on  the  Flood  Plain  District  and  Wa- 
tershed Protection  District  zoning  to  have  this  ready  for  a  town 
meeting  vote.  Also  during  the  year  there  were  meetings  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health,  Water  and  Sewerage  Board, 
the  Industrial  Commission,  the  Master  Plan  Implementation  Com- 
mittee and  other  Medfield  boards  and  committees.  The  Board  also 
met  with  town  representatives  from  Norfolk,  Walpole,  Millis,  Sher- 
born  and  Needham. 


Saturday,  Sunday  and  evening  inspections  were  made  by  the 
Board  members,  occasionally  with  Superintendent  of  Streets  Wil- 
liam E.  McCarthy  present,  to  inspect  the  areas  proposed  for  new 
subdivisions  and  to  check  street  construction  and  drainage  in  sub- 
divisions under  development. 


SUBDIVISIONS 

Wagonwheel  Heights,  a  subdivision  of  32  lots,  was  approved 
by  the  Board  following  the  legal  procedure  required  for  such  ap- 
proval. The  Noon  Hill  Estates  subdivision  of  116  lots,  originally 
submitted  in  1962,  was  resubstituted  under  the  Subdivision  Con- 
trol Law  and  13  lots  were  added,  changing  the  former  "Noon  Hill 
Estates  No.  1"  to  read  "Noon  Hill  Estates  No.  IA"  and  changing 
the  total  lots  within  this  subdivision  to  129. 


Eight  subdivisions  were  active  during  1969.  A  table  is  inclu- 
ded showing  subdivision  lots  approved  for  building,  number  of  lots 
released  during  the  year  for  building  and  the  number  of  lots  re- 
maining in  each  subdivision  to  be  built.  The  table  runs  from  1956 
to  present. 
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Portions  of  the  following  streets  within  the  subdivisions  were 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  acceptance: 

Tamarack  Road  Lee  Road 

Flint  Locke  Lane  Snyder  Road 

Green  Street  Oxbow  Road 

Cypress  Street  Colonial  Road 

ZONING  BY-LAW 

After  many  1  .onths  of  studying  requirements  for  the  Flood 
Plain  and  Watershed  Protection  Districts,  which  included  the  in- 
spection of  each  brook  and  wet  area  in  Medfield  by  members  of  the 
Board,  two  amendments  to  the  "Zoning  By-Law,  Town  of  Medfield, 
Massachusetts"  were  presented  to  the  people  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  on  October  27,  1969.  These  amendments  were  passed 
unanimously. 


OTHER  MATTERS 

Work  sessions  were  held  with  a  consultant  to  study  possible 
solutions  to  the  Central  Business  District  problems.  An  open 
meeting  was  held  with  Medfield  businessmen  and  other  interested 
citizens  to  discuss  the  Central  Business  District.  The  Board  in- 
tends to  work  with  a  committee  composed  of  interested  business- 
men to  assist  in  finding  final  solutions  to  the  problems  of  the  busi- 
ness district. 

A  soil  survey  authorized  by  the  Town  of  Medfield  in  1969  was 
conducted  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture.  Final  reports  have  yet  to  be  received  by 
the  Board. 

The  Planning  Board  corresponded  with  Federal  and  State 
agencies  urging  the  preservation  of  of  rights  of  way  that  may  be 
abandoned  by  railroads  as  entities  for  other  future  use.  Corres- 
pondance  received  from  these  agencies  indicates  that  they  are 
studying  this  matter. 

After  study  and  a  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Board  revised 
the  "Land  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations",  principally  to  rem- 
edy on-lot  drainage  problems. 

The  Planning  Board  has  worked  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  State  and  County  officials  on  the  relocation  of  Routes  109  and 
27. 

The  Board  met  with  the  Industrial  Commission  to  discuss  a 
proposed  zoning  change  to  permit  use  of  land  for  apartments  in 
areas  now  zoned  for  industry  and  residences. 
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The  Board  held  discussions  with  the  Master  Plan  Implementa- 
tion Committee  concerning  the  updating  of  the  Master  Plan.  The 
Planning  Board  considers  the  updating  of  the  Master  Plan  to  be 
of  primary  importance,  with  emphasis  on  the  Central  Business  Dis- 
trict, Capital  Outlay  Projections  and  Residential  Lane  Use,  inclu- 
ding apartments. 

GENERAL 

The  Planning  Board  would  like  to  express  its  appreciation  to 
the  many  citizens,  town  officials  and  builders  with  whom  we  have 
worked  during  the  year  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

The  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  (MPIC)  continued 
to  work  with  Town  Officials  and  Boards  during  1969  to  put  various 
aspects  of  the  Master  Plan  into  effect.

1.  Traffic  Signals  were  installed  at  North  and  Main  Streets  and 
South  and  Main  Streets  (Selectmen). 

2.  Sections  of  Green  and  Granite  Streets  were  paved  (Select- 
men). 

3.  Work  was  started  on  sidewalks  along  Dale  and  North 
Streets  (Selectmen). 

4.  The  Ralph  Wheelock  School  on  Elm  Street  was  opened  about 
one  year  earlier  than  projected  by  the  School  Building  Committee 
of  the  Master  Plan. 

5.  Approximitately  24  acres  of  additional  land  was  obtained  by 
the  Town  for  conservation  (Conservation  Commission). 

6.  A  Soil  Survey  of  the  Town  was  voted  (Planning  Board) . 

7.  Funds  were  voted  to  have  a  Sewerage  System  Study  done 
(Water  and  Sewerage  Board). 

The  Town  failed  to  purchase  additional  land  for  the  Town 
Dump. 

MPIC  is  available  to  all  Town  Boards  and  Committees  to  help 
or  advise  on  all  aspects  of  the  Master  Plan. 

MPIC  is  co-sponsoring  with  the  Planning  Board  an  article  in 
the  Warrant  to  update  the  Master  Plan.

REPORT  OF  BUILDING  CODE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield 

The  Building  Code  Committee  held  regular  meetings  each 
month  in  the  Selectmens'  office  at  the  Town  Hall  beginning  at 
7:30  p.m.  During  the  year,  Benjamin  M.  Greely,  Vice  Chairman 
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and  Carl  J.  Mellea  resigned  from  the  committee  because  of  other 
demands.  We  regret  this  loss.  Forest  T.  Wills  of  Nebo  Street  was 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
Mr.  Greely.  Mr.  Wills  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  com- 
mittee which  compiled  the  present  building  code  for  the  town,  and 
we  consider  his  appointment  a  recognition  of  his  past  performance. 
The  replacement  of  Mr.  Mellea  as  associate  member  has  not  been 
made  and  the  committee  would  welcome  any  names  presented  to  us 
for  consideration  as  an  associate  member. 

During  1969,  the  Building  Code  Committee  worked  closely  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  other  inspectors  in  the  interpretation  of  the  MedfieM  Euf  ding 
Code. 

Discussions  were  held  with  officers  of  the  American  Legion 
and  the  applicant  for  the  88  unit  apartment  complex  on  the  Plea- 
sant Street  site  of  the  American  Legion ;  also  with  Mr.  Gerard  F. 
Gallagher,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  reference  to  amend- 
ments to  the  Building  Code  regarding  swimming  pools;  also,  with 
Mr.  Joseph  F.  Erskine,  Wiring  Inspector,  regarding  electrical  per- 
mits for  swimming  pools,  and  the  grounding  of  aluminum  siding 
on  buildings. 

Additional  meetings  were  held  to  draft  the  new  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Building  Code  on  swimming  poo's,  and  alumin- 
um siding,  to  be  presented  to  the  voters  at  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing to  be  held  in  March  1970. 

Several  complaints  made  to  the  Building  Inspector  during  the 
year  1969  were  presented  to  this  committee  for  review  and  were 
resolved  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties  concerned.

In  April,  1969,  Mr.  Richard  Ostrander,  South  Street  was  ap- 
pointed Acting  Building  Inspector  for  a  term  of  five  years,  re- 
placing Mr.  Henry  Kingsbury  whose  term  expired  at  that  time. 

Article  52  of  the  annual  town  meeting  of  March  3,  1969  was 
approved  by  the  voters  and  subsequently  approved  by  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  This  article 
amended  the  Building  Code  by  adding  a  section  concerning  swim- 
ming pool  enclosures  around  all  outdoor  residential,  existing  and 
contemplated  pools  capable  of  containing  a  depth  of  water  exceed- 
ing twenty-four  inches  at  one  point.  This  necessitated  additional 
investigations  and  inspections.  It  should  be  noted  that  19  new 
swimming  pools  were  installed  during  the  year  1969,  and  indica- 
tions are  there  should  be  a  greater  number  in  1970. 

The  duty  of  assigning  house  numbers  is  still  the  responsibility 
of  the  Building  Inspector.  The  number  of  complaints  for  the  En- 
forcing Officer  for  Zoning  has  increased  due  to  the  growth  and 
problems  of  the  town.  These  combined  duties  make  the  position  of 
the  Building  Inspector  a  full  time-part  time  position  as  I  have  to  be 
available  at  all  hours  every  day. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  town  officials,  the  other  department  in- 
spectors, the  administrative  secretaries  in  the  Town  House,  and 
Mrs.  Kathleen  C.  Conners  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation  they 
have  rendered  me  during  the  past  year. 
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The  local  and  out-of-town  builders  continue  to  be  very  coopera- 
tive and  more  than  willing  to  improve  their  workmanship  if  I  so 
request. 

The  members  of  the  Building  Code  Committee  of  the  Town  of 
Medfield  are  to  be  commended  on  the  solution  of  the  many  prob- 
lems that  I  have  confronting  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  year 
beginning  January  1,  1969  through  December  31,  1969: 

The  Board  of  Health  met  regularly  the  second  and  fourth 
Thursday  of  each  month.  No  meetings  were  held  for  the  first 
three  months  of  the  year  due  to  lack  of  a  quorum.  Additional 
meetings  were  held,  as  needed,  with  other  boards  and  committees. 

The  garbage  contract  was  renewed  with  F.  J.  Cassidy  of  Med- 
way  with  collections  scheduled  once  a  week  during  the  winter 
months  and  twice  weekly  during  the  summer.

2.  Four  regulations  were  adopted  regarding  septic  installations, 
including  a  time  limit  of  one  year  for  a  Board  of  Health  Permit ; 
use  of  portable  sanitary  facilities  at  work  sites  by  all  builders; 
minimum  sizes  of  septic  tanks  and  leaching  areas;  use  of  certified 
plot  plans;  registration  of  all  septic  installers  who  repair,  or  in- 
stall such  systems. 

Three  new  sub-divisions  definitive  plans  were  approved  subject 
to  the  percolation  tests  on  individual  lots :  Wagon  Wheels  by  Huna 
Rosenfeld ;  Camejot  by  M  &  D  Builders ;  Noon  Hill  Estates  by 
Hoover  Realty  Company. 

The  Board's  Registered  Sanitarian  Charles  W.  Pierce,  Jr.  of 
Newton  inspected  all  food  establishments  and  the  public  schools 
twice  during  the  year.  Tests  were  also  made  on  the  Town  Swim 
Pond  during  the  summer.  Laboratory  analysis  for  bacterial  count 
was  conducted  on  all  places  and  found  to  be  well  within  the  norm 
allowed. 
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The  Sanitary  Inspector,  Herbert  B.  Burr,  issued  99  Board  of 
Health  Permits  for  new  homes  and  repair  work  during  the  year. 
He  also  investigated  approximately  45  complaints  during  the  year. 
Total  inspections,  including  complaint  trips  made  from  April  1  to 
December  31,  1969  totalling  231.  During  the  year  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  Edward  Callow  was  replaced  in  April  by  Mr.  Roy  Owens, 
who  was  replaced  in  June  by  Herbert  B.  Burr.  The  Board  wishes 
at  this  time  to  thank  Mr.  Burr  for  his  dedication  to  his  job  and  the 
residents  of  the  town.  Mr.  Burr  with  a  desire  to  know  more  about 
his  work  attended  a  six  week  course  at  the  State  House,  receiving 
a  State  Certificate  on  completion  of  the  course. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Porter  Whitney,  R.N.  made  663  visits  covering  a  total  of  114  cases. 
Three  immunization  clinics  were  held  involving  278  patients.  Six- 
teen calls  were  made  on  TB  follow-up  and  preventive  care.  A  total 
of  54  communicable  diseases  were  reported  by  physicians,  and  a  to- 
tal cJ  12  premature  infants  were  reported  to  the  nursing  staff. 
There  were  also  10  cases  of  child  care  and  two  trips  to  the  labora- 
tory. The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  thank  Mrs.  Whitney  and  her 
nursing  staff,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Madeleine  Harding,  School  Nurse,  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  The  Board  also  wishes  to 
thank  Dr.  A.  Rittchey  Stagg  for  being  Consulting  Physician  for  the 
year. 

Conditions  at  the  Town  Dump  present  the  usual  problems.  We 
are  indeed  very  fortunate  to  have  such  fine  cooperation  and  dedica- 
tion from  our  Highway  Department,  Fire  Department,  and  most 
certainly  our  Custodian.  The  increase  in  population  coupled  with 
the  increased  use  of  disposables  have  put  an  immediate  stress  on 
maintenance  of  our  present  dump  area.  Emergencies  due  to  fires 
ballooned  the  cost  of  operations  this  year.  The  Board  of  Health 
asks  again  at  this  time  the  cooperation  of  all  citizens  during  the 
year  to  abstain  from  any  careless  actions  while  using  the  dump 
area.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  such  a  fine  disposal  area. 
Let  us  keep  it  that  way.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  John  C. 
Martell  for  the  unselfish  devotion  to  duty  throughout  the  year. 

Total  income  to  the  Board  through  permits,  licenses,  etc.,  in 
1969  was  approximately  $1,950. 

The  Board  of  Health  will  have  an  office  open  in  the  Town 
Hall  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  for  the  benefit  of  the  public 
during  the  coming  year.

Following  is  my  report,  as  Animal  Inspector,  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1969. 

Fifty  (50)  dogs  alleged  to  have  bitten  or  scratched  people  were 
quarantined  for  a  period  of  ten  days.  When  these  animals  were 
checked  at  the  end  of  the  quarantine  period,  none  of  them  showed 
any  evidence  of  rabies. 

Two  cats  and  one  raccoon  were  sent  into  the  Wasserman  lab- 
oratory to  be  checked  for  rabies.  These  animals  were  negative 
for  Negri  bodies  by  the  impression  method. 

Twenty  five  stables  used  as  shelters  for  horses,  sheep,  goats, 
beef  cattle  or  swine  were  examined  for  general  cleanliness,  water 
supply  and  sufficient  light.  The  premises  were  also  checked  for  ap- 
proved animal  husbandry  practices. 

For  the  annual  inspection,  a  total  of  51  horses,  6  beef  cattle, 
28  sheep,  2  goats,  17  ponies,  and  4  swine  were  inspected  for  and 
appeared  to  be  free  from  any  communicable  diseases.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

The  School  Committee  recommends  that  you  read  the  follow- 
ing reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  other  administrative  per- 
sonnel of  our  school  system.  One  thing  should  be  very  apparent, 
the  Medfield  School  system  is  big  business!  Like  big  business, 
hundreds  of  man  hours  have  gone  into  negotiations  and  Committee 
considerations.  No  Annual  Report  should  be  written  without  some 
recognition  being  given  to  all  of  the  people  involved  who  give  so 
much  of  themselves. 

The  School  Budget  continues  to  climb  and  so  it  will  in  view  of 
increasing  costs  of  living  and  its  effect  on  salaries,  material  costs 
and  necessary  maintenance.  Postponement  of  repairs  is  never  a 
money  saving  technique,  time  after  time  we  have  found  that  the  re- 
pairs are  more  serious  and  more  expensive.  A  planned  preventive 
maintenance  program  is  the  only  economical  approach  to  this  prob- 
lem. The  budget  also  will  increase  in  view  of  our  ever  increasing 
enrollment  coupled  with  State  required  and  teacher  negotiated 
ratios.  A  factor  of  increasing  complexity  with  the  influx  of  over 
thirty  students  since  the  start  of  school  in  September. 
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The  space  problem  has  not  been  solved,  even  with  the  opening 
of  the  Ralph  Wheelock  School  on  December  8,  1969.  The  High 
School  has  a  serious  cramped  situation  which  is  stifling  their  pro- 
gram and  has  forced  us  to  move  the  ninth  grade  into  the  Junior 
High,  which  is  not  best  educationally  nor  economically  in  view  of 
the  duplication  of  efforts  and  the  inability  to  utilize  staff  properly. 
The  necessary  addition  to  the  High  School  is  also  preventing  our  in- 
troducing Kindergartens  into  the  system.  We  must  move  the  ninth 
grade  back  into  the  High  School,  the  sixth  grade  back  into  the  Ju- 
nior High  before  we  will  have  the  necessary  space  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools. 

This  year  we  have  introduced  Curriculum  Coordinators  into  the 
system  replacing  the  Department  Head.  These  Coordinators  are 
charged  with  working  within  the  individual  subject  areas  and  de- 
veloping it  into  a  coordinated  program  from  grades  one  to  twelve. 
Hopefully  this  will  ease  the  transition  of  students  from  one  school 
to  another,  as  well  as  the  marrying  of  two  sets  of  elementary 
school  pupils  at  the  Junior  High  School.  It  should  be  noted  that 
by  the  introduction  of  these  trained  personnel  into  the  system  an 
even  greater  demand  for  materials,  aids,  work  shops  and  other  bud- 
geting items  come  under  consideration. 

This  report  must  also  record  the  excellent  cooperation  and  un- 
derstanding demonstrated  by  all  people  affected  by  the  need  for 
double  sessions  the  first  half  of  this  school  year.  Truly,  happiness 
was  December  8,  1969.  However,  this  cooperation  and  understand- 
ing are  only  another  example  of  the  excellent  rapport  between  the 
school  system  and  the  citizens  of  Medfield  who  provide  and  demand 
the  best  education  possible.

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ENROLLMENT  EFFECTS 

As  of  October  1,  1969,  a  gain  of  205  students  was  noted  over 
the  enrollment  figure  of  October  1,  1968.     The  trend  of  a  steady 
gain  continues  each  year  as  is  evidenced  by  an  increase  of  164  in 
1965,  176  in  1966,  190  in  1967,  and  185  in  1968. 

Medfield  will  have  to  meet  this  growth  by  providing  new  school 
construction  and  adding  facilities  to  existing  buildings. 

The  preliminary  plans  for  an  addition  to  the  High  School  have 
been  approved  and  early  in  1970,  the  Town  will  be  requested  to  ap- 
prove funds  for  its    construction. 

An  examination  of  the  enrollment  figures  by  grades  as  of 
October  1,  1969,  indicate  the  need  of  additional  space  at  the  Junior 
High  School  no  later  than  three  years  from  now.  It  must  be  noted 
that  there  will  be  an  increase  in  these  figures  each  year  due  to 
natural  growth. 

RALPH  WHEELOCK  SCHOOL 

In  December,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  officially  designated  the 
new  elementary  school  on  Elm  Street  to  be  named  the  Ralph  Whee- 
lock  School  in  honor  of  Medfield's  first  Schoolmaster. 

The  school  was  opened  for  students  and  staff  on  Monday,  De- 
cember 8.  All  spaces  were  utilized  with  the  exception  of  the  li- 
brary, kitchen,  stage  and  the  two  physical  education  areas. 

From  September  3  through  December  5  all  youngsters  in 
Grades  1  through  6  were  on  double  sessions.  The  enrollees  and 
Staffs  for  Memorial  and  Dale  attended  from  8  a.m.  to  12  noon  at 
Memorial  and  Dale — the  Wheelock  group  attended  from  1  p.m.  to 
5  p.m.  at  Memorial  and  Dale. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  this  was  an  "ordeal"  for  every- 
one concerned,  however,  the  attitude  and  cooperation  of  the  child- 
ren, the  Staffs  and  the  parents  left  little  to  be  desired.  The  highest 
commendation  is  thankfully  given  to  all.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as  princi- 
pal of  the  Memorial  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1969. 

The  double  sessions  this  past  fall  did  not  prove  to  be  confusing 
or  damaging  to  the  daily  program.  The  teachers  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  patience,  hard  work,  concern,  and  interest  in  giv- 
ing their  "all"  to  the  pupils  in  their  charge  during  the  shortened 
school  days. 

The  communicative  arts,  which  include  reading,  still  hold  first 
place  in  our  curriculum.  Our  main  objective  is  to  develop  a  sound 
foundation  in  the  area  of  reading.  Learning  to  read  is  a  continu- 
ous process  involving  a  number  of  skills.  These  skills  are  intro- 
duced in  the  primary  grades  and  continue  to  be  developed  in  the 
later  grades  through  the  secondary  level. 

In  the  primary  grades  it  is  desirable  that  rather  than  as  a 
chore  children  be  led  to  regard  reading  as  a  means  of  enjoyment 
and  recreation.  Since  children  progress  at  different  rates  of  speed 
the  students  are  grouped  accoding  to  their  learning  ability  in  read- 
ing. 

Mathematics  is  another  subiect  of  importance  in  the  early 
grades.  Many  people  believe  that  mathematics  is  not  a  well-liked 
subject,  even  at  the  primary  level.  We  feel  that  much  of  this  dis- 
taste, to  the  extent  that  it  exists,  can  be  eliminated  by  classifying 
the  pupils  in  accordance  with  their  capacity  to  progress  with  satis- 
factory results  in  mathematics.  Following  this  procedure,  each 
group  is  working  at  the  level  which  its  members  can  comprehend, 
and  they  arrive  at  a  stage  of  success  and  a  feeling  of  security  with- 
out becoming  frustrated. 

The  newly  appointed  coordinators  are  working  with  the  teach- 
ers bringing  forth  supplementary  help  in  all  subject  areas. 
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Audio- Visual  aids  are  a  useful  adjunct  to  conventional  instruc- 
tion. Overhead  projectors,  television,  film  strips,  record  players, 
and  tape  recorders  are  being  utilized  daily  in  the  various  subjects 
by  all  classroom  teachers. 

The  administering  of  tests  to  determine  ability  and  achieve- 
ment takes  place  in  the  fall  and  spring  with  the  assistance  of  the 
guidance  department. 

We  are  lacking  space  at  Memorial  School.  Our  auditorium  is 
serving  as  a  gymnasium.  One  room  now  devoted  to  our  audio- 
visual programs  will  be  needed  as  a  classroom  next  year.  Each 
year  we  are  hopeful  of  setting  aside  a  room  in  which  to  establish  a 
true  library,  but  this  hope  has  not  yet  come  to  realization.  But  we 
do  have  the  individual  classroom  libraries. 

Our  Christmas  celebration  of  1969  took  the  form  of  open  house, 
with  parents  visiting  the  classrooms,  viewing  the  decorations,  talk- 
ing to  Santa,  and  listening  to  the  singing  of  Christmas  carols. 

As  a  new  year  dawns,  it  is  possible  to  recognize  and  to  write 
that  the  preceding  year  in  our  academic  groves  has  again  been  one 
of  challenge  and  reward. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent, 
School  Committee,  School  Faculty,  and  the  citizens  of  Medfield  for 
their  loyalty  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School,  it  is  my  pleasure  to 
submit  my  seventh  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1969. 

School  Population 

Dale  Street  School  grew  to  a  total  of  718  students  from  Janu- 
ary to  June.  This  made  our  building  extremely  crowded  with 
every  available  space  utilized.  Fortunately,  with  the  enthusiasm 
and  professionalism  of  the  staff  and  the  cooperation  of  the  stu- 
dents, it  was  possible  to  maintain  a  complete  and  varied  program. 
This  September,  with  the  division  of  the  students  North  and  South, 
school  opened  with  438  pupils  in  seventeen  classrooms. 

Program 

During  the  Spring,  all  staff  members  participated  in : 
1.     General  achievement  testing  of  all  students 
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2.  Revising  and  rewriting  the  curriculum 

3.  Taking  a  complete  inventory  of  all  texts  and  equipment 

4.  Frequent  meetings  for  individual  student  evaluation 

5.  Parental  conferences 

As  an  integral  part  of  the  total  school  program,  the  following 
co-curricular  activities  offered  opportunities  for  student  involve- 
ment: 

1.  Science-Math  Fair 

2.  Spring  Music  and  Art  Festival 

3.  Class  assembly  programs 

4.  Intramural  basketball 

5.  Square  dancing 

6.  Class  Day — Grade  five 

7.  Award  Day  assembly 

The  planned  September  opening  of  the  new  elementary  school 
at  Elm  Street  was  delayed  until  December  eight.  This  caused  ma- 
jor changes  in  all  areas  of  our  school's  operation.  With  the  coop- 
eration and  professionalism  of  the  faculties  of  both  schools,  a  com- 
plete academic  program  was  successfully  offered  to  all  students. 
The  opening  of  school  in  September,  the  daily  operation  of  the 
schools,  and  the  move  to  Elm  Street  on  December  eight  were  all 
accomplished  with  a  minimum  of  difficulty. 

This  Fall  the  following  activities  and  improvements  were  of- 
fered and  made  in  the  program: 

1.  Intramural  Flag  Football  for  boys 

2.  Intramural  soccer  for  girls 

3.  Report  card  revision  grades  four,  five  and  six 

4.  Additional  physical  education  period  per  week  for   both 
boys  and  girls 

a.  Includes  AAHPER  Fitness  Test  twice  a  year 

b.  Fitness  program  to  improve  scores 

5.  A  full  period  of  Art  and  Music  each  week  for  every  stu- 
dent 

6.  Instrumental  Music  Program 

Library 

The  library  has  been  expanded  in  size  by  using  what  was  class- 
room No.  14.  This  expansion  has  relieved  overcrowding  and  al- 
lows each  class  to  use  the  library  facilities  comfortably  and  more 
efficiently.  Our  library  program  continues  to  increase  its  offer- 
ings and  to  become  an  increasingly  important  part  of  each  stu- 
dent's school  life. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent, School  Committee,  School  Faculty,  and  the  citizens  of  Med- 
field  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RALPH  WHEELOCK  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Ralph  Wheelock  School,  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
submit  my  first  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1969. 

The  1969-70  academic  year  commenced  with  double  sessions  at 
the  elementary  level.  For  approximately  three  months  children 
were  attending  classes  at  Memorial  School  in  Grades  1  through  3 
and  at  Dale  Street  School  in  Grades  4  through  6  from  1:00  to  5:00 
p.m.  During  the  four  hour  afternoon  session,  children  were  re- 
ceiving a  regular  class  program  with  art,  music  and  physical  edu- 
cation. 

On  Monday,  December  8,  1969,  all  Wheelock  students  and  teach- 
ers were  transported  from  their  assigned  schools  to  an  attractive, 
two-story,  28-classroom  building.  It  was  designed  and  constructed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  all  children.  The  following  facilities  are  inclu- 
ded:— Large  classrooms,  kindergarten,  health  and  conference 
rooms,  remedial  reading  room,  two  physical  education  areas,  cafe- 
torium,  an  instructional  materials  center,  administrative  offices 
and  a  teachers'  dining  and  lounge  area.  Grades  1  through  3,  a 
special  class  and  music  room  are  on  the  first  floor  and  Grades  4 
through  6  and  an  art  room  constitute  the  second  floor.  At  this 
writing,  the  two  physical  education  areas  and  the  cafetorium  were 
near  completion. 

On  January  5,  1970  the  total  enrollment  was  543.  With  four 
classes  of  each  grade  and  one  trainable  special  class ;  the  average 
class  size  is  twenty- three  (23). 

The  following  is  a  brief  description  of  our  educational  pro- 
grams geared  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  pupils.  Certain  revisions 
have  been  instituted  through  the  combined  efforts  of  coordinators 
and  teachers. 

READING —  Our  total  reading  program  has  basically  three  distinct 
parts. 

1.  Phonics  which  teaches  children  to  "sound  out"  words.  They 
begin  by  learning  the  letters  and  their  sounds  and  putting  the 
sounds  together  to  make  words.  Phonic  instruction  is  continued 
through  Grade  6  as  part  of  the  reading  and  spelling  program. 

2.  Reading  Skills  teaches  children  how  to  read.  These  skills  are 
developed  through  a  Basal  Reading  Program  and  through  other 
various  techniques  and  materials.  Many  classes  have  three  or 
more  small  groups  which  allows  a  child  to  receive  individual  help. 
Through  constant  evaluation  a  child's  reading  ability  is  checked 
which  will  permit  him  to  progress  at  his  own  rate  from  one  level 
of  reading  to  the  next. 

3.  Remedial  Reading  is  given  to  individuals  or  small  groups  of 
children  who  have  specific  reading  difficulties.  Special  techniques 
and  a  variety  of  materials  are  utilized.    This  program  is  offered  to 
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children  by  a  full-time  remedial  reading  teacher  in  Grades  1 
through  6.  She  also  provides  assistance  in  the  selection  of  new 
materials,  and  acts  as  a  consultant  in  further  planning  of  read- 
ing experiences  for  groups  or  individuals. 

As  the  school  year  progressed  a  goal  of  our  Reading  Program 
was  to  initiate  individualized  reading.  From  a  collection  of  books, 
covering  a  wide  range  of  interest,  each  child  will  select  a  book  that 
appeals  to  him.  After  he  has  read  the  book,  his  teacher  will  check 
him  to  determine  how  much  he  has  gained  from  reading  the  book. 
Checking  usually  takes  the  form  of  a  discussion  concerning  the 
child's  reaction  to  the  book,  its  content  and  vocabulary.  Through 
this  program  children  will  read  more  books  with  understanding 
and  enjoymet  and  will  also  provide  an  effective  practice  of  develop- 
ing reading  skills. 

The  Palo  Alto  Reading  Program  was  initiated  in  a  first  and 
second  grade.  This  is  a  new  phase  of  reading  for  children  who  ex- 
perience difficulty  in  other  programs.  Mastery  of  sequential  steps 
through  an  integrated  structure  provided  maximum  opportunity 
for  an  individual  child  to  meet  his  own  needs.  A  child  will  proceed 
in  a  step  by-step  progression  to  the  point  where  he  can  become  an 
independent  reader. 

MATHEMATICS — The  basic  objectives  of  our  mathematic  program 
are  to  help  each  child  develop  in  logical  reasoning  and  computa- 
tion and  to  develop  an  understanding  of  the  place  of  mathematics 
in  our  society.  The  children  are  grouped  in  mathematics  accord- 
ing to  the  rate  in  which  they  learn.  An  introduction  of  ability 
grouping  in  mathematics  was  also  devised  in  Grades  2  and  3. 
Through  performance,  observation,  diagnostic  tests  and  teachers1 
recommendations,  children  move  from  one  group  to  another. 
Through  constant  evaluation  changes  are  made  to  the  advantage  of 
the  child  and  to  insure  the  best  possible  instruction  in  mathematics. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES—GEOGRAPHY  AND  HISTORY  have  been 
treated  as  separate  subjects.  Plans  have  been  formulated  to  in- 
clude social  sciences,  physical  sciences  and  humanities  so  that  the 
child  develops  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  needed  for  effective 
social  living. 

ENGLISH —  is  composed  of  grammar,  spelling  and  oral  and  writL 
ten  expression.    Creativity  is  emphasized  in  the  program. 

SCIENCE —  With  the  tremendous  change  in  this  field,  children  are 
taught  to  understand  scientific  concepts  which  will  develop  through 
investigation  and  experimentation. 

ART — The  Art    Program    enriches    a    child's    visual    experience. 
Many  graphic  illustrations   such  as  murals,   posters,  designs,   and 
paper  mache  have  been  displayed  in  corridor  and  classroom   bulle- 
tin boards  reflecting  the  wide  interest  and  abilities  of  our  pupils. 
MUSIC — The  Music  P'rogram  consists  of  two  major  parts: 
1.    Classroom  or  vocal 
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2.     Instrumental 

Children  have  an  opportunity  in  the  upper  grades  to  partici- 
pate in  band  and  chorus  during  after-school  hours. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION— Calisthentics  not  only  is  taken  into 
consideration  but  also  the  enjoyment  of  playing  games.  Basic 
skills  such  as  running,  jumping,  hopping,  activity  involving  balan- 
cing and  coordination  are  instrumental  in  developing  more  ad- 
vanced skills.  An  intramural  program  was  established  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  physical  education  areas. 

SPEECH  THERAPY— Under  the  direction  of  a  speech  therapist, 
pupils  are  given  training  which  will  aid  them  in  speaking  and 
hearing  as  effectively  as  possible.  Therapy  is  given  to  certain 
children  of  grades  1  through  6. 

HANDWRITING — The  Rinehart  Writing  System  continues  to  be 
the  penmanship  program  for  grades  1  through  6.  A  new  instruc- 
tional method  has  been  investigated  and  will  be  piloted  in  Grade  1 
in  September. 

LIBRARY — A  full  library  program  will  not  be  scheduled  for  pupils 
until  late  spring.  However,  audio-visual  equipment  and  books  have 
been  accessible  to  the  teachers.  Such  aids  as  tape  recorders,  re- 
cord players,  overhead  film  and  slide  projectors,  etc.,  which  were 
purchased  through  the  Building  Fund  has  helped  teachers  to  rein- 
force the  learning  situation  at  a  more  rapid  rate  and  contributed 
to  more  effective  teaching.  A  reference  collection  for  special 
projects  was  provided  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Librarian. 
As  the  weeks  progressed  more  books  and  instructional  material 
were  made  available.  The  school  library  with  its  excellent  facili- 
ties will  become  the  central  focus  for  instruction,  student  research 
and  recreational  reading  activities. 

TEAM  TEACHING— is  another  organizational  pattern  within 
which  our  school  has  greatly  improved  the  quality  of  its  instruc- 
tional programs.  Periodically  during  the  year  two  or  more  teach- 
ers have  share  responsibility  for  the  planning,  presentation  and 
evaluation  of  lessons  prepared  for  two  or  more  classes  of  students. 
This  plan  has  made  it  possible  for:  1.  Better  utilization  of  the 
teaching  staff  in  specialty  areas.  2.  More  flexibility  in  grouping 
and  scheduling.  3.  Privisions  for  large  group,  small  group  and  in- 
dividual instruction.  4.     Increase  use  of  audio-visual  aids. 

Periodically  during  the  year  a  newsletter  was  sent  home  with 
the  children  informing  parents  of  special  notices  and  school  activiL 
ties.  Articles  of  an  educational  nature  were  included.  The  news- 
letter goal  was  to  provide  answers  to  many  school  questions  and  to 
achieve  harmonious  relations  with  the  home.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

.  I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1969. 

Beginning  in  September,  1969,  and  continuing  for  a  period  of 
two  academic  years,  Grades  7,  8,  and  9  are  included  in  the  junior 
high  school.    Enrollment  in  these  grades  presently  numbers  640. 

Items  of  interest  in  the  subject  areas  for  1969  are  as  follows : 

English :  A  new  literature  program,  referred  to  as  the  Oregon  Cur- 
riculum, was  introduced  into  some  seventh  and  eighth  grade  class- 
es on  an  experimental  basis  in  September.  It  is  a  sequential  pro- 
gram including  the  various  forms  of  literature  such  as  folklore, 
myths  and  ballads.  This  approaoh  to  the  study  of  literature  ap- 
pears very  logical  and  staff  members  are  pleased  with  its  results. 
Continued  stress  is  being  placed  on  correct  and  effective  written 
and  oral  expression.  In  the  study  of  both  literature  and  grammar 
teachers  are  making  use  of  transparencies  and  the  overhead  pro- 
jector. This  instructional  tool  is  most  helpful  in  initiating  writing 
assignments  which  are  creative  in  nature. 

Reading:  Developmental  reading  instruction  in  junior  high  is  de- 
signed to  make  critical  and  intensive  reading  more  meaningful. 
This  skill  is  most  important  both  to  academic  and  social  success. 
Many  of  our  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  are  programmed 
into  the  developmental  reading  course,  while  ninth  graders  have 
the  freedom  of  choosing  the  subject.  Individual  attention  is  con- 
stantly available  to  pupils  who  are  in  need  of  this  help. 

Mathematics:  In  order  to  provide  a  five-year  sequence  of  high 
school  advanced  mathematics,  accelerated  programs  are  offered  to 
seventh  and  eighth  graders.  Algebra  I  is  given  to  some  pupils  at 
eighth  grade  level,  followed  by  Geometry  in  grade  nine.  The  de- 
partment relates  the  new  interpretations  of  mathematics  to  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  subject  matter.  A  remedial  program 
has  been  in  effect  e'nabling  students  to  have  individual  help  after 
school.  In  departmental  meetings,  staff  members  are  continuing 
their  study  and  revision  of  the  curriculum. 
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Science:  With  the  advent  of  the  ninth  grade  to  the  junior  high 
school,  B.S.C.S.  Biology  is  offered  to  one  class  at  this  grade  level. 
The  Earth  Science  program  has  been  extended  to  meet  the  Science 
needs  of  all  other  grade  nine  pupils.  All  six  Science  laboratories 
are  now  being  used  and  major  stresses  of  the  instructional  program 
involve  laboratory  techniques,  scientific  inquiry  and  problem  solL 
ving. 

Social  Studies:  A  new  inquiry  approach  is  being  taught  on  an  ex- 
perimental basis  to  some  grade  seven  students  in  United  States 
History.  The  plan  is  to  use  original  sources  and  case  studies  in  or- 
der to  help  the  student  better  analyze  and  appreciate  the  history 
of  our  country. 

The  area  studies  approach  in  World  Geography  is  being  ex- 
tended to  all  Grade  eight  classes.  Four  major  regions  have  been 
selected  for  in-depth  study. 

The  Grade  nine  curriculum  will  be  evaluated  this  year.  Se- 
lected paperbacks  are  being  used  in  the  Ancient  History  and  Gov- 
ernment classes. 

Last  spring  our  students  took  part  in  a  successful  program  en- 
titled "Drug  Use  and  Abuse".  Students  watched  several  television 
programs  and  reacted  to  these  programs  during  class  discussion 
that  followed. 


Foreign  Language:  Foreign  language  offerings  at  ninth  grade  level 
include  both  French  I  and  French  EC  as  well  as  first  year  Spanish. 
Beginning  French  is  offered  to  students  both  in  seventh  and  eighth 
grades.  Presently  the  French  Club  activities  include  foreign  lan- 
guage games  and  songs  as  well  as  the  study  of  French  customs. 
The  language  laboratory  services  thirty  students  at  one  time  and 
continues  to  be  a  focal  part  of  the  language  program.  Stress  is 
placed  on  the  audio-lingual  approach  to  the  study  of  both  French 
and  Spanish  and  efforts  are  made  toward  the  mastering  of  the  four 
basic  language  skills :  listening,  speaking,  reading,  and  writing. 

Music:  Last  spring,  the  music  department,  with  the  aid  of  the 
drama  club,  presented  Gilbert  and  Sullivan's  Operetta  "The  Mika- 
do".   It  was  well  received  by  students  and  parents  alike. 

The  junior   high  band   is   becoming   a  well-knit,   experienced 
group.    Rehearsals  are  now  held  three  times  per  week. 

Industrial  Art  and  Homemaking:  September  saw  the  opening  of  the 
second  Wood  Shop  for  boys  and  the  addition  of  a  teacher  to  the 
Home  Economics  Department.  A  most  successful  fashion  show 
climaxed  the  1968  €9  school  year,  and  the  Industrial  Arts  project 
displays  in  June  evidenced  work  of  a  superior  nature  in  this  depart- 
ment. 
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Speech:  Twenty- two  of  our  students  are  enrolled  in  the  Speech 
Therapy  Program  at  present.  The  major  portion  of  the  program  is 
devoted  to  the  correction  of  articulation  errors,  non-fluency  and  the 
voice  disorders  of  poor  speech  quality,  inadequate  pitch,  lack  of  in- 
tensity and  poor  rate  of  speaking.  Speech  problems  due  to  organic 
causes  such  as  cleft-palate,  cerebral  palsy,  and  mental  retardation 
are  also  included.  Students  become  aware  of  the  importance  of 
good  speech  in  their  classroom  performance  as  well  as  in  their  fu- 
ture vocations.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  learning  to  listen  discrimi- 
nately  to  sounds  as  well  as  voice  patterns  of  good  speakers.  Ex- 
tensive use  is  made  of  audio-visual  equipment  incorporating  choral 
reading,  poetry,  and  excerpts  from  literature. 

Physical  Education:  Both  boys  and  girls  classes  have  participated 
in  the  American  Association  of  Health,  Physical  Education,  and  Re- 
creation fitness  test  programs.  Speedball,  football,  volleyball  and 
basketball  are  included  as  regular  units  in  the  boys'  program.  A 
new  unit  on  cross  country  was  initiated  earlier  this  year.  Girls 
have  concentrated  on  soccer,  field  hockey,  volleyball,  and  tumbling, 
and  a  new  unit  on  rhythmics  has  recently  been  introduced. 

The  junior  high  intramural  program  is  very  active.  The  sev- 
enth, eighth  and  ninth  grade  boys  participate  in  flag  football  in 
the  fall,  and  in  basketball  during  the  winter  months.  The  girls 
have  worked  most  profitably  on  the  seasonal  games  related  to 
daily  class  activities. 

Library:      Room  116  has  now  been  opened  as  a  library  reference 
room.    Here  are  located  all  of  our  encyclopedias   and  related  ref- 
erence materials.    This  has  made   possible  the  development  of  a 
new  listening  and  viewing  station  in  the  main  reading  room  of  the 
library.    The  book  collection  now  numbers  4,751. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Superintend- 
ent, the  Assistant  Superintendent,  the  members  of  the  Faculty  and 
the  School  Committee  for  their  help  and  cooperation  throughout 
the  course  of  the  year.

AMOS  CLARK  KINGSBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

As  Principal  of  the  Amos  Clark  Kingsbury  High  School,  I  here- 
by submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1969. 

In  March  of  1969,  the  faculty  completed  the  self -evaluation 
program  in  preparation  for  the  evaluation  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  Inc.  The  Associa- 
tion accredits  colleges  and  secondary  schools  in  the  six  state    area. 

The  Visiting  Committee  consisting  of  22  educators,  evaluated 
the  school  on  April  28,  29  and  30.  Based  on  their  findings,  it  was 
recommended  that  the  high  school  be  voted  a  full  ten  years  mem- 
bership in  the  Association.    It  was  so  voted. 

In  September,  due  to  lack  of  space,  grade  nine  remained  in  the 
Junior  High  School.  Grades  10,  11  and  12  are  presently  housed  in 
the  high  school  as  plans  for  an  addition  are  being  considered. 

At  graduation  exercises  on  June  8,  1969,  diplomas  were  award- 
ed to  117  members  of  the  graduating  class.

Prize  Book,  Virgil  Stites;  Faculty  Award  of  Merit,  David  Sexton;

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ANNUAL  GUIDANCE  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

As  Guidance  Director  of  the  Medfield  Public  Schools,  I  am 
pleased  to  submit  my  sixth  Annual  Report.  This  encompasses  the 
period  from  January  1,  1969  to  December  31,  1969. 

It  is  said  the  primary  purpose  of  a  guidance  program  is  to  fa- 
cilitate the  maximum  development  of  each  individual  through  edu- 
cation. This  implies  that  a  guidance  or  personnel  program  is  es- 
sential to  appraise  adequately  individual  needs  and  potentialities 
and  to  assist  pupils  in  self -understanding  and  self  direction.  We  em* 
phasize  the  application  of  guidance  activities  for  all  pupils  and 
again  express  the  need  for  the  extension  of  counselors  to  the  ele- 
mentary level.  Pupil  personnel  activities  and  programs  are  not 
separate  from,  but  an  integral  part  of  any  school  program  which 
is  focused  on  effective  learning  and  teaching.  To  this  end  the 
guidance  staff  in  the  High  School,  the  Junior  High  and  the  con- 
sulting psychologist  are  utilizing  specific  tools  for  the  study  of  the 
individual  and  groups  of  pupils. 

We  have  found  in  recent  years  that  a  fair  proportion  of  our 
students  are  from  other  sections  of  the  country  and  this  population 
has  become  fairly  transient  due  to  the  highly  professional  nature  of 
the  community.  This  leads  to  a  much  greater  variety  among  stu- 
dents in  their  backgrounds,  capabilities,  interests  and  goals.  It  al- 
so suggests  the  need  for  the  counselors  at  all  levels  to  become  more 
aware  of  the  diversification  of  educational  and  vocational  place- 
ments both  in  school  and  out  that  must  be  made  and  the  techni- 
ques necessary  to  keep  abreast  of  such  changes.  Meetings  in  the 
evenings  have  been  held  either  individually  or  in  groups  with 
parents  and  pupils  discussing  such  diverse  areas  as  course  selec- 
tions, post  secondary  applications,  analysis  of  interest  inventories, 
employment  and  occupational  trends  and  the  college  boards.  The 
High  School  counselors,  as  guests  of  the  sponsoring  institutions, 
visited  colleges  in  Pennsylvania  and  the  Middle  West  and  we  earn- 
estly suggest  this  continue  as  being  a  valuable  resource  in  des- 
cribing more  realistically  the  educational  oportunities  outside  New 
England.  Walpole  was  the  host  town  in  the  spring  with  the  ro- 
tating system  of  college  nights  and  a  large  segment  of  our  upper- 
classmen  attended.  We  are  encouraging  admission  officers  from 
other  sections  of  the  country  to  visit  Medfield  to  talk  with  interest- 
ed students  and  over  twenty-five  were  welcomed  in  1969. 

The  percentages  of  students  going  on  to  post  secondary  educa- 
tion (63  percent)  and  those  entering  the  work  force  (20  percent) 
has  remained  fairly  constant.  However,  the  changing  complexity 
of  occupations  and  the  needs  of  the  labor  market  has  necessitated 
upgrading  and  diversification  of  entry  skills,  a  continued  expan- 
sion of  the  work-study  program  and  the  administration  of  more 
sophisticated  interest  inventories  at  both  the  Junior  High  and  High 
School.    Our  graduate  intern  from  Northeastern  University  has  fo- 
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cused  on  the  in-depth  interpretation  of  these  devices  to  students  in 
both  the  9th  and  11th  grades.  To  supplement  this  orientation,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  will  be  conducting  a  multi- 
occupational  experience  directed  towards  the  girls  in  grade  9.  This 
will  provide  simulated  job  tasks  representative  of  employment  op- 
portunities in  the  greater  community.  Data  gathered  from  our  pro- 
cedures and  theirs  will  generate  profiles  that  can  show  the  need  to 
provide  prevocational  intervention  and  expanded  vocational  offer- 
ings in  our  schools. 

During  the  spring  we  called  on  members  of  the  community 
who  had  preschoolers  to  assist  us  in  the  screening  of  their  young- 
sters to  indicate  readiness  for  entrance  into  Grade  1.  The  response 
was  extremely  gratifying  and  over  190  youngsters  were  done.  A 
group  of  volunteer  mothers  were  trained  and  assisted  with  some 
other  selective  aspects  of  the  testing.  Although  questions  of  con- 
stitutional and  developmental  lag  are  not  clearly  defined  at  this  age 
level  the  screening  was  very  helpful  in  defining  those  youngsters 
who  might  not  be  ready  for  school  or  those  who  would  profit  from 
supportive  school  services. 

With  a  view  to  the  future  as  guidance  services  are  extended  to 
all  levels  we  will  be  able  to  reorient  priorities  in  pupil  services 
from  a  crisis  orientated  to  a  prevention  oriented  approach.  For  ex- 
ample certain  major  social  issues  have  implications  for  children. 
The  draft,  drug  use  and  abuse,  student  protests,  racial  tensions, 
human  relations  and  morality  and  the  like  confront  young  people 
with  the  necessity  for  major  personal  decisions.  Pupil  services 
should  vigorously  confront  these  issues  and  press  for  organization- 
al and  curricular  modification  where  and  when  it  is  needed.  To  do 
this,  closer  contact  with  parents,  students  and  teachers  will  enable 
guidance  to  be  the  catalyst  to  convert  groundswells  of  thought  into 
influencing  school  policies,  objectives  and  procedures. 

Our  earnest  thanks  to  all  who  have  contributed  in  so  many 
supportive  ways  to  the  functioning  of  pupil  services  in  the  Medfield 
Schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
the  Director  of  Athletics  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1969. 

At  the  High  School  teams  participated  in  football,  cross  coun- 
try, field  hockey,  boys  and  girls  basketball,  baseball,  golf,  soft- 
ball,  tennis,  and  track. 
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The  football  team  led  by  Captains  Gerry  Finn  and  Gary  Vol- 
lmuth  won  their  fourth  straight  Tri-Valley  League  championship. 
The  team  compiled  a  record  of  seven  wins  and  two  ties. 

The  Junior  Varsity,  coached  by  Mr.  Peter  Larson,  had  a  very 
successful  seven  wins  and  one  loss  season. 

Our  Cross  Country  Team,  coached  by  Mr.  Robert  Belmont 
were  victorious  in  seven  out  of  ten  meets.  Led  by  Ray  Oglesby 
they  finished  fourth  in  the  league  and  fourth  in  the  conference 
championship. 

The  Basketball  Team,  coached  by  Mr.  George  Ruggiero  and  led 
by  high  scorer  Jeffrey  Coon,  finished  with  a  record  of  nine  wins 
and  eleven  losses.  This  year  they  are  playing  a  twenty  game 
schedule  and  are  undefeated  through  their  first  three  games.

The  Girls  Softball  Team,  coached  by  Mrs.  Mary  Jane  Keyes, 
enjoyed  a  very  successful  season.. 

Mr.  Gordon  Hodne  coached  the  baseball  team  to  a  record  of 
six  wins  and  ten  losses.  Kevin  Minnaert  was  voted  the  most  valu- 
able player  by  his  team  mates. 

Golf  was  conducted  on  an  informal  basis  against  league  op- 
ponents. This  team  was  coached  by  Mr.  Edward  Keyes  and  enjoy- 
ed a  successful  season. 

The  Track  Team,  coached  by  Mr.  Peter  Mulcahy,  with  a  five 
win,  three  loss  record  finished  third  in  the  league  and  third  in  the 
conference  meet.  Their  season  was  highlighted  by  a  record  break- 
ing relay  team  composed  of  Richard  Lovelace,  Jeffrey  Lee,  Gary 
Vollmuth,  and  Charles  Sullivan.

Over  300  people  attended  the  Annual  All  Sports  Banquet  in 
the  High  School  cafeteria.    Certificates  were  awarded  to  young  men

earn  a  varsity  letter.  Many  varsity  sweaters  and  letters  were 
awarded  to  those  who  qualified.  Richard  Lovelace  and  Jay  Aron- 
son  received  the  Scholar  Athlete  Awards. 

The  Athletic  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  Medfield 
Booster  Club  for  the  support  they  have  given  to  our  athletic  teams 
this  past  year.  Miss  Jay  Aronson  was  presented  the  Booster  Club 
Award  for  use  in  furthering  her  education. 

Athletics  will  continue  to  expand  in  Medfield  and  help  the  boys 
and  girls  learn  fundamentally  important  principles  such  as:  win- 
ning ,  losing,  discipline,  and  self-sacrifice.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  director  of 
the  Medfield  School  Lunch  Program  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1969. 

The  year  of  1969  has  proven  to  be  another  successful  year  for 
the  Medfield  School  Lunch  Program. 

The  ever  increasing  enrollment  in  all  schools  has  been  one  of 
the  factors  in  the  increase  of  participation  in  the  lunch  program. 
The  sale  of  milk  has  increased  also. 

Food  and  labor  costs  have  continued  to  rise  during  this  year 
but  our  program  has  managed  to  remain  solvent.  Many  programs 
in  the  State  are  in  the  red  and  have  been  obliged  to  seek  appropri- 
ations to  meet  their  expenses.  I  hope  we  will  not  be  obliged  to  do 
this.  We  have  taken  good  advantage  of  the  U.S.D.A.  commodities 
received  which  have  helped  tremendously  in  the  success  of  our  pro- 
gram. By  doing  as  much  of  our  own  baking  as  possible  we  not 
only  save  money  but  the  children  receive  home  made  rolls  and  des- 
serts. 

With  the  increased  participation  in  the  program  the  prepara^ 
tion  of  more  food  is  required  to  meet  the  demand.  This  means 
more  labor  is  necessary.  There  are  now  twenty-four  people  on  the 
cafeteria  staff.  We  have  been  training  five  new  people  this  fall  in 
the  various  schools,  some  of  whom  will  transfer  to  the  new  school 
on  Elm  Street  when  that  cafeteria  opens. 

Several  of  the  staff  have  been  taking  advantage  of  the  work- 
shops offered  to  members  of  the  School  Lunch  Programs  all  over 
the  State  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

These  workshops  are  geared  to  help  both  managers  and  work- 
ers in  their  programs.    A  three  day  workshop  is  conducted  annual- 
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ly  in  Boston  during  the  April  vacation.  Several  members  of  our 
staff  attended  this  year  and  came  back  with  much  valuable  infor- 
mation. They  also  attended  the  County  meeting  held  at  the  Millis 
High  School  on  the  day  of  the  Norfolk  County  Teacher's  Conven- 
tion in  October. 

I  hope  all  of  the  managers  will  be  able  to  attend  the  confer- 
ence at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  June,  or  the  one  in 
August  at  Stonehill  College  in  North  Easton. 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  given  to  me  by  the  secre- 
tarial staff,  the  custodial  staff,  and  other  members  of  the  school 
system  during  the  year. 

I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  cafeteria  staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  loyalty  to  the  School  Lunch  Program. 
Without  their  efforts,  this  program  could  not  be  successful.

ADULT  EDUCATION  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

January  7,  1969,  was  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of 
the  1968-1969  Adult  Education  Program.  A  total  of  eighteen  class- 
es, in  fifteen  different  courses,  was  continued.  State  Aided  cours- 
es offered  were  in  Rug  Braiding,  Knitting,  Flower  Arrangement, 
Sewing  I,  Sewing  II,  Sewing  III,  Pottery,  and  Crewel  Embroidery. 
The  Tuition  courses  continued  were  Typing,  Art,  Modern  Square 
Dancing,  Woodworking,  Gym  (women),  Contract  Bridge  and  Dri- 
vers Education.  Courses  not  continued  the  second  semester  were 
Gym  (men),  Crafts,  Securities  and  Investments. 

The  courses  were  scheduled  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thurs- 
day evenings  between  7:00  and  10:00  p.m.  for  ten  additional  weeks. 

The  1969-1970  Adult  Education  Program  offered  twenty  dif^ 
ferent  courses.  Sixteen  of  these  classes  were  established.  The 
successful  new  courses  offered  and  established  were  Conversation- 
al Spanish,  Shorthand  and  Psychology  for  the  Layman. 

A  total  of  353  people  registered  for  the  1969-1970  Adult  Edu- 
cation Program,  making  this  year's  program  the  most  successful 
of  any  previous  year. 

This  year  we  once  again  requested  both  Federal  and  State 
Funds  to  support  the  Adult  Education  Program.  The  funds  will 
pay  for  some  of  the  expenses  of  the  Sewing  Classes  as  well  as  Rug 
Braiding,  Flower  Arrangement  and  Crewel  Embroidery  classes. 

The  Achievement  Night  for  the  1969-1970  Adult  Education 
Program  will  be  held  on  Thursday,  April  2,  1970.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I.  Health  Appraisal  Services: 

A.  Health  examinations  are  conducted  by  a  school  physician 
in  the  presence  of  the  school  nurse,  who  enters  the  doctor's  ob- 
servations on  the  school  health  records. 

B.  All  pupils  in  the  first,  fourth,  seventh  and  tenth  grades 
are  examined. 

C.  Pre  school  children  are  to  be  examined  by  their  own  phy- 
sicians prior  to  entering  first  grade  in  September. 

D.  All  pupils  participating  in  competitive  sports  are  examined 
before  the  start  of  practice. 

II.  Dental  Survey: 

At  the  beginning  of  school  all  elementary  pupils  are  examined 
by  the  school  dentist.  If  one  area  of  dental  caries  is  found,  a  no- 
tice to  parents  is  sent  to  signify  dental  care  is  necessary.  After  all 
elementary  pupils  have  been  screened  by  Dr.  Kirschbaum,  we  pro- 
ceed with  the  operating  clinic.  Parental  consent  slips  are  sent 
home  by  the  nurse,  and  no  child  may  be  treated  unless  we  have  a 
signed  request  from  a  parent, 
in.     Vision  Test: 

All  pupils  in  grades  one  through  twelve  are  vision  tested  an- 
nually. The  Titmus  Vision  Tester  is  used.  All  failures  are  retest- 
ed  and  all  defects  are  reported  to  parents.  Referral  and  follow-ups 
are  conducted  by  the  school  nurse. 

IV.  Hearing  Tests: 

All  pupils  in  grades  one  through  twelve  are  individually  tested 
annually  by  means  of  the  Pure  Tone  Audiometer.  All  defects  are 
individually  charted  on  an  audiogram  by  the  nurse  and  notices  are 
sent  to  the  parents.  Follow-ups  are  then  conducted  by  the  nurse. 

V.  Chest  X-Ray  and  Tuberculosis  Screening: 

All  school  personnel  are  required  by  law  to  be  X-rayed  every 
three  years.  This  program  is  carried  on  by  Norfolk  County  Tuber- 
culosis Association.  All  the  records  are  kept  by  the  School  Nurse. 
This  fall  Tine  Testing  for  T.  B.  was  offered  to  all  children  in  the 
first  and  ninth  grades  as  well  as  the  twelvth  grades  whose  parents 
requested  it  be  done.  The  School  Nurse  is  responsible  for  record- 
ing these  results. 

VI.  First  Aid: 

First  aid  is  administered  by  the  nurse  to  all  pupils  and  the 
staff  for  accidental  injuries,  sudden  illnesses  and  other  emergen- 
cies.

Each 
such  fence,  wall,  or  barrier  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  have  openings, 
holes,  or  gaps  larger  than  four  inches  in  any  dimension  except  for  doors  and 
gates  and  except  for  picket  fences  in  which  case,  however,  the  gaps  between 
the  pickets  shall  not  exceed  four  inches.  All  fences  shall  be  constructed  of 
wood,  chain  link,  or  other  material  which  meets  the  intent  of  this  article. 
Every  fence  shall  be  substantially  anchored  to  posts  set  in  the  ground.  All 
gates  or  doors  opening  through  such  enclosures  shall  be  of  not  less  than 
the  same  height  as  the  feno^  wall,  or  barrier  and  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
self  latching  device  locateu         *  ss  than  four  feet  above  ground.

Section  1.  License  fees;  exemption  for  seeing-eye  dogs;  refund  of  fees. 

The  annual  fee  for  every  dog  license,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  shall  be  three  dollars  for  a  male  dog,  and  six  dollars  for  a  female  dog 
unless  a  certificate  of  a  registered  veterinarian  who  performed  the  opera- 
tion that  such  female  dog  has  been  spayed  and  has  thereby  been  deprived 
of  the  power  of  propagation  has  been  shown  to  the  Town  Clerk,  in  which 
case  the  fee  shall  be  three  dollars.  A  certified  copy  of  such  certificate  on 
file  in  the  office  of  any  city  or  town  clerk  within  the  Commonwealth  may 
be  accepted  as  evidence  that  such  operation  has  been  performed.  If  the 
Town  Clerk  is  satisfied  that  ,the  certificate  of  the  veterinarian  who  spayed 
the  dog  cannot  be  obtained,  he  may  accept  in  lieu  thereof  a  statement 
signed  under  the  penalties  of  perjury  by  a  veterinarian  registered  and 
practicing  in  the  Commonwealth  describing  the  dog  and  stating  that  he 
has  examined  such  dog  and  that  it  appears  to  have  been,  and  in  his  opinion 
has  been  spayed  and  thereby  deprived  of  the  power  of  propagation.  No 
fee  shall  be  charged  for  a  license  for  a  dog  specially  trained  to  lead  or  serve 
a  blind  person;  provided,  that  the  division  of  the  blind  certifies  that  such 
dog  is  so  trained  and  actually  in  the  services  of  a  blind  person.  No  license 
foe  or  part  thereof  shall  be  refunded  because  of  the  subsequent  death,  loss, 
spaying  or  removal  from  the  Commonwealth  or  other  disposal  of  the  dog, 
nor  shall  any  license  fee  or  part  thereof  paid  by  mistake  be  paid  or  recov- 
ered back  after  it  has  been  paid  over  to  the  county  under  Chapter  140, 
Section  147  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  Disturbing  the  peace. 

No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  Town  any  dog  which  by  biting, 
excessive  barking,  howling  or  in  any  other  manner  disturb  the  quiet  of  the 
public. 
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Section  3.  Complaint  of  nuisance 

If  any  person  shall  make  a  complaint  in  writing  to  the  Dog  Officer 
that  any  dog  owned  or  harbored  within  his  jurisdiction  is  a  nuisance  by 
reason  of  vicious  disposition  or  excessive  barking  or  other  disturbance,  the 
Dog  Officer  shall  investigate  such  complaint,  which  may  include  an 
examination  under  oath  of  the  complainant,  and  submit  a  written  report  to 
the  Selectmen  of  his  findings  and  recommendations,  together  with  the 
written  complaint.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  and  examination  of  the 
complainant  under  oath,  the  Selectmen  may  make  such  order  concerning 
the  restraint,  muzzling  or  disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 
Within  ten  days  after  such  order  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  may 
bring  a  petition  in  the  district  court  within  the  judicial  district  of  which 
the  dog  is  owned  or  kept,  addressed  to  the  justice  of  the  court,  praying 
that  the  order  may  be  reviewed  by  the  court,  and  after  such  notice  to  the 
officer  or  officers  involved  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary  it  shall  review 
such  action,  hear  the  witnesses  and  affirm  such  order  unless  it  shall  appear 
that  it  was  made  without  proper  cause  or  in  bad  faith,  in  which  case  such 
order  shall  be  reversed.  The  decision  of  the  court  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  the  parties.  The  dog  officer,  after  investigation,  may  issue  an 
interim  order  that  such  dog  be  restrained  or  muzzled  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  fourteen  days  to  enable  the  Selectmen  to  issue  their  order  following 
receipt  of  the  report  of  the  Dog  Officer.  If  the  Selectmen  fail  to  act  during 
the  period  of  the  interim  order,  upon  expiration  of  the  period  the  interim 
order  automatically  is  vacated. 

Section  4.  The  Dog  Officer  may  restrain  or  muzzle,  or  issue  an 
interim  order  to  restrain  or  muzzle,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  fourteen 
days,  any  dog  for  any  of  the  following  reasons: 

a.  For  having  bitten  any  person. 

b.  If  found  at  large  or  unmuzzled,  as  the  case  may  be,  while  an  order 
for  the  restraint  of  such  dog  is  in  effect. 

c.  If  found  in  a  school,  schoolyard  or  public  recreational  area. 

d.  For    having  killed   or  maimed   or   otherwise   damaged   any   other 
domesticated  animal. 

e.  For  chasing  any  vehicle  upon  any  public  way  or  way  open  to  public 
travel  in  the  Town. 

f.  For  any  violation  of  Section  2. 

Upon  restraining  or  muzzling,  or  issuing  an  interim  order  to  restrain  or 
muzzle,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen  a  report 
of  his  action  and  the  reasons  therefor.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  the 
Selectmen  may  make  such  order  concerning  the  restraint,  muzzling  or 
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disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Within  ten  days  after 
such  order  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  may  bring  a  petition  in  the 
district  court  within  the  judicial  district  of  which  the  dog  is  owned  or 
kept,  addressed  to  the  justice  of  the  court,  praying  that  the  order  may  be 
reviewed  by  the  court,  and  after  such  notice  to  the  officer  or  officers  in- 
volved as  the  court  may  deem  necessary  it  shall  review  such  action,  hear 
the  witnesses  and  affirm  such  order  unless  it  shall  appear  that  it  was  made 
without  proper  cause  or  in  bad  faith,  in  which  case  such  order  shall  be 
reversed.

The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  that  has  been  ordered  to  be  re- 
strained or  muzzled  or  has  been  restrained  under  this  article,  may  file  a 
request  in  writing  with  the  Dog  Officer  that  the  restraining  order  be  vaca- 
ted, or  that  the  dog  be  released,  and  after  investigation  by  the  Dog  Officer 
such  Officer  may  vacate  such  order  or  release  such  dog,  if  the  order  or 
restraint  was  imposed  by  him.  If  the  order  was  imposed  by  the  Selectmen, 
the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  a  written  report  of  his  investigation,  with  his 
recommendations,  to  the  Selectmen,  who  may  vacate  such  order. 

Section  6. 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any 
order  of  the  Dog  Officer  or  Selectmen  issued  pursuant  to  this  article  shall 
be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars.

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00  for  the  construction  of  sidewalks  for  approximately  500 
feet  on  the  northerly  side  of  Dale  Street  from  Adams  Street  to  North 
Street,  approximately  700  feet  on  the  westerly  side  of  North  Street 
from  Dale  Street  to  Pine  Street  and  approximately  1700  feet  on  the 
easterly  side  of  North  Street  from  Pine  Street  to  Winter  Street. 

ARTICLE  26.  Voted  unanimously  to  accept  as  public  ways 
the  following  named  streets  or  parts  thereof: 

Blacksmith  Drive  from  Station  6  +  25.78  to  Station  11  +  74.92 
Stagecoach  Road  from  Station  14  +  75.00  to  Station  22  +  13.29 

as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  plans  referred 
to  in  the  Orders  of  Layout  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk's  Office,  and 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  eminent  domain  or 
otherwise,  such  rights,  titles  and  easements,  including  drainage  ease- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  such  purpose. 

ARTICLE  27.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,000.00  for  the  expenses  of  a  committee  of  ten  (10)  citizens  of 
the  Town  which  the  Selectmen  are  authorized  to  appoint  for  the  pur- 
pose of  completely  reviewing  and  studying  all  facets  of  the  Town's 
government  and  to  report  no  later  than  December  1,  1969  to  the 
Selectmen  its  findings  and  recommendations. 

ARTICLE  28.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$439.83  for  the  purpose  of  paying  land  damages  arising  from  the 
relocation  of  Philip  Street. 
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ARTICLE  29.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,680.00  for  the  purpose  of  providing  recreation  for  the  physically 
and  mentally  handicapped  children  of  Medfield. 

ARTICLE  30.  Voted  to  amend  Section  21  of  the  By-laws  of 
the  Town  of  Medfield  by  deleting  $500.  and  substituting  $2,000.  in 
place  of  it  in  the  first  sentence  and  the  last  sentence.  The  first  sen- 
tence would  then  read  as  follows: 

When  the  estimated  amount  of  a  proposed  contract  exceeds  two 
thousand  dollars  ($2,000.),  proposals  shall  be  called  for  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  section. 
The  last  sentence  would  then  read  as  follows: 

As  far  as  practicable,  contracts  for  less  than  two  thousand  dol- 
lars ($2,000.)  shall  be  awarded  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure 
reasonable  competition. 

ARTICLE  31.  Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Coimmittee, 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  149,  Section  1781  of  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws  as  amended  by  Chapter  633  of  the  Acts  of  1967 
to  designate  an  attorney  to  represent  it  in  collective  bargaining,  if 
necessary,  whether  for  compensation  or  not  and  whether  the  attorney 
is  compensated  by  the  community  or  not. 

ARTICLE  32.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  the  sum 
of  $10,000.00  was  proposed  to  operate  a  Summer  School  Program 
in  remedial  reading  and  mathematics  for  intermediate  grades. 

ARTICLE  33.  Voted  to  receive  any  reports  of  committees 
appointed  at  previous  Town  Meetings  or  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
or  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  34.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,200.00  for 
the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  chassis  with  a  utility  body  to  be  mounted 
on  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  Water  Department.  To  meet  this  ap- 
propriation the  sum  of  $3,800.00  is  to  be  raised  and  appropriated 
and  the  sum  of  $400.00  is  to  be  transferred  from  the  Distribution 
Operations  Expenses  account  in  the  Water  Department  Budget. 

ARTICLE  35.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,000.00  for  preliminary  engineering  studies,  surveys,  borings,  etc. 
in  connection  with  determining  a  suitable  site  for  a  sewage  treatment 
plant. 

ARTICLE  36.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a 
sum  of  money  was  sought  for  a  preliminary  engineering  study  for  a 
Sewerage  System  in  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

ARTICLE  37.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$370.00  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  Town  Clerk's  Official  Birth, 
Marriage  and  Death  Certificates  permanently  bound,  in  compliance 
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with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  66,  Section  9  of  the  Mass.  General 
Laws. 

(A  quorum  count  at  this  time  showed  292  voters  present) 

ARTICLE  38.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  Bakers  Pond  area. 

ARTICLE  39.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  for  the  purpose  of  installing  two  basketball  backboards. 

ARTICLE  40.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$700.00  for  the  purpose  of  draining  and  re-shaping  the  swimming 
pond. 

ARTICLE  41.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a 
sum  of  money  was  considered  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to 
the  bath  house  at  the  swim  pond. 

ARTICLE  42.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a 
sum  of  money  was  sought  for  the  purchase  of  turn-boards  for  the 
swim  pond  docks. 

ARTICLE  43.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  repointing  the  masonry  on  the  Recrea- 
tional Building  on  Dale  Street. 

ARTICLE  44.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  to  resurface  the  tennis  court  on  Dale  Street. 

ARTICLE  45.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  additional 
street  Christmas  lights  to  supplement  the  ones  purchased  and  installed 
in  the  square  this  last  Christmas. 

ARTICLE  46.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a  garage-office  building 
within  the  Cemetery  grounds. 

ARTICLE  47.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  for  the  purchase  of  two  manual  mowers  for  the  Cemetery 
Department. 

ARTICLE  48.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  Executive  Secretary  was  petitioned. 

ARTICLE  49.  Voted  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  petition  the 
Boston  Edison  Company  to  install  street  lights  on  the  following 
named  street: 

Curve  Street  —  poles  28/2  and  28/4. 

The  installation  cost  has  been  included  in  the  Street  Lighting 

budget  voted  under  Article  3. 

ARTICLE  50.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  to  correct  drainage  problems  in  the  vicinity  of 
Lowell  Mason  Road,  Meade  Avenue  and  Green  Street. 
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ARTICLE  51.  Voted  to  designate  that  area  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  intersection  of  Main  Street  and  South  Street  as  "John  P.  Ross,  Jr. 
Square"  in  memory  of  the  late  John  P.  Ross,  Jr.  who  gave  his  life 
June  4,  1945  while  serving  his  country  during  World  War  II  in  the 
Pacific  and  to  authorize  appropriate  dedicatory  services. 

ARTICLE  52.  Voted  to  amend  the  Building  Code  adopted  at 
the  adjourned  Special  Town  Meeting  of  November  23,  1965  by  add- 
ing a  section  concerning  swimming  pool  enclosures  as  follows: 

All  outdoor  residential,  existing  or  contemplated  swimming  pools, 
capable  of  containing  a  depth  of  water  exceeding  twenty-four  inches 
at  one  point,  shall  be  completely  surrounded  by  a  fence,  wall,  or  bar- 
rier not  less  than  four  feet  in  height.  The  fence,  wall,  or  barrier  shall 
be  so  located  as  to  surround  the  entire  pool,  contiguous  walks,  and 
any  diving  structure,  or  platform.  A  building  may  be  used  as  part  of 
such  enclosure.  A  fence  surrounding  the  entire  property  shall  meet 
the  intent  of  this  article.  Each  such  fence,  wall,  or  barrier  shall  be  so 
constructed  as  not  to  have  openings,  holes,  or  gaps  larger  than  four 
inches  in  any  dimension  except  for  doors  and  gates  and  except  for 
picket  fences  in  which  case,  however,  the  gaps  between  the  pickets 
shall  not  exceed  four  inches.  All  fences  shall  be  constructed  of  wood, 
chain  link,  or  other  material  which  meets  the  intent  of  this  article. 
Every  fence  shall  be  substantially  anchored  to  posts  set  in  the  ground. 
All  gates  or  doors  opening  through  such  enclosures  shall  be  of  not  less 
than  the  same  height  as  the  fence,  wall,  or  barrier  and  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  self  latching  device  located  not  less  than  four  feet 
above  ground. 

119  voted  in  favor  of  passage  —  107  voted  against  passage. 

Note:  Although  the  number  voting  on  this  article  did  not  meet  the 
quorum  figure  of  250,  a  quorum  count  prior  to  voting  on  Arti- 
cle 54  showed  that  there  were  256  voters  present. 

ARTICLE  53.    Voted  unanimously  to  authorize  the  release  to 
Ronald  J.  Curry  and  Margaret  B.  Curry  of  the  easements  set  forth 
in  a  grant  made  by  Annie  E.  Phillips  et  al  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Medfield,  dated  October  22,   1928  and  duly  recorded  in 
Book  1832,  Page  505,  insofar  as  the  same  relate  to  the  premises 
described  in  a  certain  Owners  Duplicate  Certificate  of  Title  No.  82225 
and  being  premises  of  said  Ronald  J.  Curry  and  Margaret  B.  Curry. 
Prior  to  acting  on  Article  54,  an  official  quorum  count  showed 
that  256  voters  were  present,  thus  meeting  the  By-law  require- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  54.  Voted  to  add  the  following  new  article  to  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Medfield: 

ARTICLE  VII 
SECTION  1.     License  fees;  exemption  for  seeing-eye  dogs;  re- 
fund of  fees. 

The  annual  fee  for  every  dog  license,  except  as  otherwise  provid- 
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ed  by  law,  shall  be  three  dollars  for  a  male  dog,  and  six  dollars  for  a 
female  dog  unless  a  certificate  of  a  registered  veterinarian  who  per- 
formed the  operation  that  such  female  dog  has  been  spayed  and  has 
thereby  been  deprived  of  the  power  of  propagation  has  been  shown 
to  the  Town  Clerk,  in  which  case  the  fee  shall  be  three  dollars.  A  cer- 
tified copy  of  such  certificate  on  file  in  the  office  of  any  city  or  town 
clerk  within  the  Commonwealth  may  be  accepted  as  evidence  that 
such  operation  has  been  performed.  If  the  Town  Clerk  is  satisfied 
that  the  certificate  of  the  veterinarian  who  spayed  the  dog  cannot  be 
obtained,  he  may  accept  in  lieu  thereof  a  statement  signed  under  the 
penalties  of  perjury  by  a  veterinarian  registered  and  practicing  in  the 
Commonwealth  describing  the  dog  and  stating  that  he  has  examined 
such  dog  and  that  it  appears  to  have  been,  and  in  his  opinion  has  been 
spayed  and  thereby  deprived  of  the  power  of  propagation.  No  fee 
shall  be  charged  for  a  license  for  a  dog  specially  trained  to  lead  or 
serve  a  blind  person;  provided,  that  the  division  of  the  blind  certifies 
that  such  dog  is  so  trained  and  actually  in  the  services  of  a  blind  per- 
son. No  license  fee  or  part  thereof  shall  be  refunded  because  of  the 
subsequent  death,  loss,  spaying  or  removal  from  the  Commonwealth 
or  other  disposal  of  the  dog,  nor  shall  any  license  fee  or  part  thereof 
paid  by  mistake  be  paid  or  recovered  back  after  it  has  been  paid  over 
to  the  county  under  Chapter  140,  Section  147  of  the  General  Laws. 

SECTION  2.    Disturbing  the  peace. 

No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  Town  any  dog  which  by 
biting,  excessive  barking,  howling  or  in  any  other  manner  disturb  the 
quiet  of  the  public. 

SECTION  3.    Complaint  of  nuisance. 

If  any  person  shall  make  a  complaint  in  writing  to  the  Dog  Officer 
that  any  dog  owned  or  harbored  within  his  jurisdiction  is  a  nuisance 
by  reason  of  vicious  disposition  or  excessive  barking  or  other  disturb- 
ance, the  Dog  Officer  shall  investigate  such  complaint,  which  may 
include  an  examination  under  oath  of  the  complaint,  and  submit  a 
written  report  to  the  Selectmen  of  his  findings  and  recommendations, 
together  with  the  written  complaint.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  and 
examination  of  the  complaint  under  oath,  the  Selectmen  may  make 
such  order  concerning  the  restraint,  muzzling  or  disposal  of  such  dog 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Within  ten  days  after  such  order  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  may  bring  a  petition  in  the  district  court 
within  the  judicial  district  of  which  the  dog  is  owned  or  kept,  ad- 
dressed to  the  justice  of  the  court,  praying  that  the  order  may  be  re- 
viewed by  the  court,  and  after  such  notice  to  the  officer  or  officers 
involved  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary  it  shall  review  such  action, 
hear  the  witnesses  and  affirm  such  order  unless  it  shall  appear  that  it 
was  made  without  proper  cause  or  in  bad  faith,  in  which  case  such 
order  shall  be  reversed.  The  decision  of  the  court  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  upon  the  parties.  The  dog  officer,  after  investigation,  may 
issue  an  interim  order  that  such  dog  be  restrained  or  muzzled  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  fourteen  days  to  enable  the  Selectmen  to  issue 
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their  order  following  receipt  of  the  report  of  the  Dog  Officer.  If  the 
Selectmen  fail  to  act  during  the  period  of  the  interim  order,  upon  ex- 
piration of  the  period  the  interim  order  automatically  is  vacated. 

SECTION  4.  The  Dog  Officer  may  restrain  or  muzzle,  or  issue 
an  interim  order  to  restrain  or  muzzle,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
fourteen  days,  any  dog  for  any  of  the  following  reasons : 

a.  For  having  bitten  any  person. 

b.  If  found  at  large  or  unmuzzled,  as  the  case  may  be,  while  an  order 
for  the  restraint  of  such  dog  is  in  effect. 

c.  If  found  in  a  school,  schoolyard  or  public  recreational  area. 

d.  For  having  killed  or  maimed  or  otherwise  damaged  any  other 
domesticated  animal. 

e.  For  chasing  any  vehicle  upon  any  public  way  or  way  open  to 
public  travel  in  the  Town. 

f.  For  any  violation  of  Section  2. 

Upon  restraining  or  muzzling,  or  issuing  an  interim  order  to  restrain 
or  muzzle,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen  a 
report  of  his  action  and  the  reasons  therefor.  Upon  receipt  of  such 
report  the  Selectmen  may  make  such  order  concerning  the  restraint, 
muzzling  or  disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be  necessary.  Within  ten 
days  after  such  order  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  may  bring  a 
petition  in  the  district  court  within  the  judicial  district  of  which  the 
dog  is  owned  or  kept,  addressed  to  the  justice  of  the  court,  praying 
that  the  order  may  be  reviewed  by  the  court,  and  after  such  notice  to 
the  officer  or  officers  involved  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary  it  shall 
review  such  action,  hear  the  witnesses  and  affirm  such  order  unless  it 
shall  appear  that  it  was  made  without  proper  cause  or  in  bad  faith,  in 
which  case  such  order  shall  be  reversed.  The  decision  of  the  court 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  parties  If  the  Selectmen  fail  to 
act  upon  the  report  during  the  period  the  dog  is  restrained  or  muz- 
zled, upon  expiration  of  the  period,  the  interim  order  automatically  is 
vacated. 

SECTION  5.     Appeal  of  restraint  or  muzzling. 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  that  has  been  ordered  to  be  re- 
strained or  muzzled  or  has  been  restrained  under  this  article,  may  file 
a  request  in  writing  with  the  Dog  Officer  that  the  restraining  order  be 
vacated,  or  that  the  dog  be  released,  and  after  investigation  by  the 
Dog  Officer  such  Officer  may  vacate  such  order  or  release  such  dog, 
if  the  order  or  restraint  was  imposed  by  him.  If  the  order  was  imposed 
by  the  Selectmen,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  a  written  report  of  his 
investigation,  with  his  recommendations,  to  the  Selectmen,  who  may 
vacate  such  order. 

SECTION  6. 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any 
order  of  the  Dog  Officer  or  Selectmen  issued  pursuant  to  this  article 
shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars. 
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ARTICLE  55.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  from  Free  Cash  in  the  Treasury  was  sought  for  the  reduction 
of  the  1969  Tax  Rate. 

ARTICLE  56.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  ( 5 )  members  and  authorize  it  to  make  arrangements 
and  to  spend  money  appropriated  under  Article  3  for  the  observance 
of  Memorial  Day. 

ARTICLE  57.  Voted  to  accept  the  following  named  sums  as 
Perpetual  Trust  Funds  for  the  care  of  lots  in  the  Vine  Lake  Cemetery, 
the  interest  thereof  or  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  used  for  said  care, 
viz:

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a  sum  of 
money  from  the  Water  Department  New  Services  account  to  the 
Water  Department  Operating  Expenses  account,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.  (Water  and  Sewerage  Board) 
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ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  be  transferred  from  available  funds  and/or  borrowed  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  the  chlorinating  facilities  at  the  existing 
sewage  treatment  plant,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

(Water  and  Sewerage  Board) 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  be  transferred  from  available  funds  and /or  borrowed 
for  the  purpose  of  having  an  engineering  study  made  to  determine 
courses  of  action  relative  to  the  present  and  future  sewage  treatment 
facility  needs  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  or  do  or  act  anything  in  rela- 
tion thereto.  (Water  and  Sewerage  Board) 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  be  transferred  from  available  funds  and/or  borrowed  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  preliminary  plans  for  an  addition  to  the 
Amos  Clark  Kingsbury  High  School,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.  (School  Planning  and  Building  Committee) 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-law  by  adding  "Section  XI.  FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT"  and  to 
amend  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  ac- 
cordingly as  follows: 

SECTION  XI.        FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT 
1 .    Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  promote: 

(a)  The  health  and  safety  of  the  occupants  of  lands  subject  to 
seasonal  or  periodic  flooding  in  the  Charles  and  Stop  Rivers 
Flood  Plain  District. 

(b)  The  preservation  of  the  natural  flood  control  characteristics 
and  the  water  storage  capacity  of  the  Flood  Plain  District. 

(c)  The  safety  and  purity  of  water;  control  and  containment  of 
sewage;  safety  of  gas,  electric,  fuel  and  other  utilities  from 
breaking,  leaking,  shortcircuiting,  grounding,  igniting,  elec- 
trocuting or  any  other  dangers  due  to  flooding. 

7      Definition 

(a)  The  Flood  Plain  District  is  superimposed  over  any  other  dis- 
trict established  by  this  by-law.  The  Flood  Plain  District 
is  defined  as  all  lands  along  or  sloping  to  the  Stop  River  and 
Charles  River  whose  elevation  is  below  125  feet  Mean  Sea 
Level  based  on  the  Massachusetts  Geodetic  Datum  of  1929 
and  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

3.     Use 

(a)  Land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  may  be  used  for  any  purpose 
otherwise  permitted  in  the  underlying  district  except  that: 

( 1 )  No  building,  wall,  dam  or  other  structure  shall  be  erect- 
ed, constructed,  altered,  enlarged  or  otherwise  created 
or  moved  for  any  purpose  unless  a  Special  Permit  from 
the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

(2)  Dumping,  filling,  excavating  or  transferring  of  any  earth 
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material  within  the  District  is  prohibited  unless  a  Special 
Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 
(3)  No  ponds  or  pools  shall  be  created  or  other  changes  in 
water  courses,  for  swimming,  fishing  or  other  recreation- 
al uses,  agricultural  .uses,  scenic  features  or  drainage 
improvements  or  any  other  uses  unless  a  Special  Permit 
from  the  Board  of  Appeal  is  issued. 

(b)  Proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  dams  and  other  water 
control  devices  are  permitted  uses  under  this  section.  This 
includes  the  temporary  alteration  of  the  water  level  for  emer- 
gency or  maintenance  purposes  and  the  removal  of  any  and 
all  flashboards  of  a  privately-owned  dam  in  order  to  lower 
the  water  level. 

(c)  Municipal  use,  such  as  waterworks,  pumping  stations  and 
parks,  is  permitted  under  this  section. 

4.  Application  for  Special  Permit 

(a)  Any  person  desiring  a  special  permit  for  any  use  set  out  in 
Section  3  (a)  above  within  the  Flood  Plain  District  shall 
submit  an  application  to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  as  amended,  and  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Build- 
ing Inspector.  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  plans 
of  any  construction  and  of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  to  be 
situated.  All  plans  shall  show  existing  and  proposed  finished 
ground  contours  at  two-foot  intervals.  Contours  shall  be  de- 
lineated within  200  feet  of  the  proposed  construction. 

(b)  Copies  of  the  application  for  special  permit  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals  with  accompanying  plans  shall  also  be  sent  to  the 
Building  Inspector,  Board  of  Health  and  Planning  Board  for 
their  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  as  to  their 
approval,  disapproval  or  appropriate  recommendations. 

(c)  All  such  plans  shall  be  certified  by  a  Registered  Land  Sur- 
veyor or  a  Registered  Professional  Civil  Engineer. 

5.  Issuance  of  Special  Permits 

(a)  The  Board  of  Appeals,  after  holding  a  public  hearing,  shall 
issue  a  permit  under  this  section  if  it  finds  that  the  use  of  the 
premises  will  not  endanger  the  health  or  safety  of  the  occu- 
pants thereof  or  of  other  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District.  In 
deciding  applications  for  a  special  permit  under  this  section, 
but  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  Board 
of  Appeals  shall  assure: 

( 1 )  That  the  basement  floor  elevation  for  any  structure  hav- 
ing sustained  living  occupancy  shall  be  at  least  125  feet 
above  Mean  Sea  Level,  and  the  top  of  the  foundation 
wall  shall  be  at  least  132  feet  above  Mean  Sea  Level. 

(2)  That  structures  be  so  designed  and  secured  that  during 
flooding: 

(i)  The  foundation  would  not  be  undermined. 

(ii)  The  structure  will  not  be  floated  off,  battered  off  or 
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swept  away. 

(3)  That  safe  vehicular  and  pedestrian  movement  to,  over 
and  from  the  premises  is  provided  on  ways  having  a 
profile  no  less  than  125  feet  above  Mean  Sea  Level. 

(4)  That  because  of  the  location  or  elevation  of  the  building, 
filling  of  the  area,  or  for  other  reasons,  there  will  be  no 
danger  of  pollution  to  public  or  onsite  water  facilities. 

(5)  That  the  containment  of  sewage;  safety  of  gas,  electric, 
fuel  and  other  utilities  from  breaking,  leaking,  short- 
circuiting,  grounding,  igniting,  electrocuting  or  any  other 
dangers  due  to  flooding  will  be  adequately  protected. 

(6)  That  the  methods  of  drainage  are  adequate. 

(7)  That  other  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  is  protected 
against  detrimental  or  offensive  uses  of  the  premises. 

(b)  If  any  land  included  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  is  found  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals  not  in  fact  to  be  subject  to  seasonal  or 
periodic  flooding,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  Special 
Permit  for  the  use  of  such  land  for  any  purpose  permitted  in 
the  underlying  district. 

(c)  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of  Health 
has  issued  a  permit  under  this  section  approving  the  pro- 
posed sanitary  and  storm  drainage  system  or  has  allowed 
forty-five  (45)  days  to  elapse  after  receipt  of  the  application. 

(d)  No  occupancy  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals, the  Building  Inspector,  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Planning  Board  have  received  a  certified  plan  showing  the 
foundation  and  floor  elevations,  grading  of  the  premises,  ele- 
vations of  the  completed  construction  and  all  elevations  of  the 
various  elements  that  make  up  the  sewage  disposal  system, 
and  that  all  requirements  of  all  permits  are  satisfied. 

(e)  In  consideration  of  any  of  the  items  under  "Section  5 — Issu- 
ance of  Special  Permits,"  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Board 
of  Appeals  shall  consider  the  minimum  ground  water  level  in 
the  Flood  Plain  District  to  be  123  feet  above  Mean  Sea 
Level,  unless  data  indicates  a  higher  ground  water  level. 

6.     Limits  of  Authority 

(a)  Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  XI  shall  limit  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Health  with  respect  to  premises  in  the  Flood 
Plain  District  or  limit  the  applicability  of  the  Medfield  Build- 
ing Code  to  any  structure  in  the  Flood  Plain  District. 

or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  ii  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-law  by  adding  "Section  XII.  WATERSHED  PROTECTION  DIS- 
TRICT" and  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield, 
Massachusetts,  accordingly  as  follows: 

SECTION  XII.        WATERSHED  PROTECTION  DISTRICT 

1 .     Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is: 
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(a)  To  preserve  and  protect  the  streams  and  other  water  courses 
in  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  their  adjoining  lands. 

(b)  To  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  and  property 
against  the  hazards  of  flooding  and  contamination. 

(c)  To  preserve  and  maintain  the  ground  water  table  for  water 
supply  purposes. 

(d)  To  protect  the  community  against  the  detrimental  use  and 
development  of  lands  adjoining  such  water  courses. 

(e)  To  conserve  the  watershed  areas  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  for 
the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  public. 

Definition 

(a)  The  Watershed  Protection  District  is  superimposed  over  any 
other  district  established  by  this  by-law.  The  Watershed  Pro- 
tection District  is  defined  as  all  land  area  along  the  streams 
and  brooks  for  a  horizontal  distance  of  at  least  25  feet  on 
each  side  of  the  centerline  thereof  and  adjacent  low,  marshy 
areas,  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 
The  names  of  the  brooks  included  within  the  District  are  as 
follows:  Great  Pond  Brook,  Horse  Brook,  Mill  Brook,  Mine 
Brook,  North  Brook,  Saw  Mill  Brook,  Sewall  Brook,  £outh 
Plain  Brook,  Tubwreck  Brook,  Turtle  Brook,  Vine  Brook, 
Winter  Brook  and  Brooks  "A"  through  "J"  inclusive,  as 
shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

(b)  The  Watershed  Protection  District  shall  include  all  land  that 
lies  within  a  horizontal  distance  of  25  feet  from  the  normal 
high  water  line  of  the  following  major  water  bodies :  Baker's 
Pond,  Cemetery  Pond,  Chickering  Lake,  Danielson  Pond, 
Echo  Lake,  Flynn's  Pond,  Holt's  Pond,  Jewell's  Pond,  June 
Pond,  Kingsbury's  Pond,  Little  Chickering  Lake,  Notch  Pond, 
Parker's  Pond  and  all  other  ponds  that  are  shown  on  the 
Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

Use 

(a)  Land  in  the  Watershed  Protection  District  may  be  used  for 
any  purpose  otherwise  permitted  in  the  underlying  district 
except  that: 

( 1 )  No  building,  wall,  dam  or  other  structure  shall  be  erect- 
ed, constructed,  altered,  enlarged  or  otherwise  created  or 
moved  for  any  purpose  unless  a  Special  Permit  from  the 
Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

(2)  Dumping,  filling,  excavating  or  transferring  of  any  earth 
material  within  the  District  is  prohibited  unless  a  Special 
Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

(3)  No  ponds  or  pools  shall  be  created  or  other  changes  in 
water  courses,  for  swimming,  fishing  or  other  recreation- 
al uses,  agricultural  uses,  scenic  features  or  drainage 
improvements  or  any  other  uses  unless  a  Special  Permit 
from  the  Board  of  Appeal  is  issued. 

(b)  Proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  dams  and  other  water 
control  devices  are  permitted  uses  under  this  section.  This

( 1 )  That  the  basement  floor  elevation  for  any  structure  hav- 
ing sustained  living  occupancy  shall  be  at  least  two  feet 
above  the  elevation  of  the  adjacent  Watershed  Protection 
District  and  that  the  top  of  the  foundation  wall  shall  be 
at  least  nine  feet  above  the  elevation  of  the  adjacent 
District. 

(2)  That  structures  be  so  designed  and  secured  that  during 
flooding: 

(i)  The  foundation  would  not  be  undermined, 
(ii)  The  structure  will  not  be  floated  off,  battered  off 
or  swept  away. 

(3)  That  safe  vehicular  and  pedestrian  movement  to,  over 
and  from  the  premises  is  provided  on  ways  having  a 
profile  no  less  than  two  feet  above  the  elevation  of  the 
adjacent  District. 

(4)  That  because  of  the  location  or  elevation  of  the  building 
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flooding,  filling  of  the  area,  or  for  other  reasons,  there 
will  be  no  danger  of  pollution  to  public  or  onsite  water 
facilities. 

(5)  That  the  containment  of  sewage;  safety  of  gas,  electric, 
fuel  and  other  utilities  from  breaking,  leaking,  short-cir- 
cuting,  grounding,  igniting,  electrocuting  or  any  other 
dangers  due  to  flooding  will  be  adequately  protected. 

(6)  That  the  methods  of  drainage  are  adequate. 

(7)  That  other  land  in  the  Watershed  Protection  District  is 
protected  against  detrimental  or  offensive  uses  of  the 
premises. 

(b)  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of  Health 
has  issued  a  permit  under  this  section  approving  the 
proposed  sanitary  and  storm  drainage  system  or  has  allowed 
forty-five  (45)  day  to  elapse  after  receipt  of  the  application. 

(c)  No  occupancy  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals, the  Building  inspector,  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Planning  Board  have  received  a  certified  plan  showing  the 
foundation  and  floor  elevations,  grading  of  the  premises,  ele- 
vations of  the  completed  construction  and  all  elevations  of 
the  various  elements  that  make  up  the  sewage  disposal  sys- 
tem, and  that  all  requirements  of  all  permits  are  satisfied.

(a)  The  portion  of  any  lot  in  a  Watershed  Protection  District 
may  be  used  to  meet  the  area  and  yard  regulations  for  the 
District  in  which  the  remainder  of  the  lot  is  situated  provided 
that  not  more  than  75%  of  the  lot  area  is  within  the  Water- 
shed Protection  District. 

7.  Water  Bodies 

(a)  All  water  bodies  encircled  by  the  Watershed  Protection  Dis- 
trict are  hereby  included  within  said  District. 

8.  Limits  of  Authority 

(a)  Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  XII  shall  limit  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Health  with  respect  to  premises  in  the  Water- 
shed Protection  District  or  limit  the  applicability  of  the  Med- 
field  Building  Code  to  any  structure  in  the  Watershed  Pro- 
tection District, 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  20.        To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  be  transferred  from  available  funds  and /or  borrowed 
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for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  Radar  and  two-way  mobile  unit,  or 
take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

(Police  Department) 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  installation  of 
street  lights  on  Ledgetree  Road,  the  cost  to  be  paid  from  the  street 
lighting  account,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(Board  of  Selectmen  and  Petitioners) 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate,  borrow,  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for 
the  purchase  and  installation  of  water  pipes  in  Grove  Street  for  ap- 
proximately 630  feet  in  a  northwesterly  direction  from  the  end  of 
the  present  existing  water  line  at  the  dump,  toegther  with  the  neces- 
sary fittings  and  appurtenances  thereto,  and  all  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Water  Betterment  Act,  so-called,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
October  27,  1969 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant,  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  tne  Moderator  at  7:30  P.  M.  in  the  Daie  Street  Scnool 
auditorium  and  after  reading  the  warrant  notice,  Selectmen  and 
Constables  returns,   action  was  taken  on  the  articles  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1.  (note:  a  quorum  was  ascertained  prior  to  vot- 
ing.) Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  from  tne  Park  and 
Recreation  Commission  Payroll  Account  for  the  purpose  of  drain- 
ing and  re-shaping  the  Town  Swimming  Pond. 

ARTICLE  2.  Voted  that  the  Town  transfer  to  the  Mem- 
orial Public  Library  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Five  Hundred  and 
Five  donars  and  twenty  five  cents  ($1,505.25)  received  from  the 
CommonweaitU  of  Massachusetts  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
760,  Acts  of  1960,  as  amended,  an  act  providing  State  Aid  to 
cities  and  towns  for. free  public  libraries. 

ARTICLE  3.  Voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  sum  of  Five 
Hundred  and  Fifty-Four  Dollars  ($554.00)  contributed  as  a  me- 
morial to  the  late  Robert  E.  Peters  by  his  family  and  friends;  that

A  pre-employment  phy- 
sical examination  will  be  required  of  all  full  time  and  regular 
part-time  new  personnel  by  a  qualified  physician  of  the  em- 
ployee's choice,  report  to  be  made  on  a  form  to  be  provided 
by  the  Town  of  Medfield,  examination  to  be  at  the  expense 
of  the  Town." 

ARTICLE  7.  Voted  to  amend  the  Town  By-Laws  adopted

SECTION  XL     FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT 

1 .  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  promote: 

(a)  The  health  and  safety  of  the  occupants  of  lands  and  sub- 
ject to  seasonal  or  periodic  Hooding  in  the  Charles  and 
Stop  Rivers  Flood  Plain  District. 

(b)  The  preservation  of  tne  natural  flood  control  characteris- 
tics and  the  water  storage  capacity  of  the  Hood  Piain  Dis- 
trict. 

(c)  The  safety  and  purity  of  water;  control  and  containment  of 
sewage;  safety  of  gas,  electric,  fuel  and  other  utilities  from 
breaking,  ieaking,  short-circuiting,  grounding,  igniting,  elec- 
trocuting or  any  other  dangers  due  to  flooding. 

2.  Definition 

(a)  The  Flood  Plain  District  is  superimposed  over  any  other 
district  established  by  this  by-law.  The  Flood  Plain  Dis- 
trict is  defined  as  an  lands  aiung  or  sioping  to  Stop  River 
and  Charles  River  whose  elevation  is  below  125  feet  Mean 
Sea  Level  based  on  the  Massachusetts  Geodetic  Datum  of 
1929  and  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of 
Medfieid. 

3.  Use 

(a)  Land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  may  be  used  for  any  pur- 
pose otherwise  permitted  in  the  underlying  district  except 

.  that: 

(1)  No  buliding,  wall,  dam  or  other  structure  shall  be 
erected,  constructed,  altered,  enlarged  or  otherwise 
created  or  moved  for  any  purpose  unless  a  Special 
Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

(2)  Dumping,  filling,  excavating  or  transferring  of  any 
earth  material  within  the  District  is  prohibited  unless 
a  Special  Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

(3)  No  ponds  or  pools  shall  be  created  or  other  changes 
in  water  courses,  for  swimming,  fishing  or  other  rec- 
reational uses,  agricultural  uses,  scenic  features  or 
drainage  improvements  or  any  other  uses  unless  a  Spe- 
cial Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

(b)  Proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  dams  and  other  wa- 
ter control  devices  are  permitted  uses  under  this  section. 
This  includes  the  temporary  alteration  of  the  water  level 
for  emergency  or  maintenance  purposes  and  the  removal 
of  any  and  all  flashboards  of  a  privately-owned  dam  in  or- 
der to  lower  the  water  level. 
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(c)  Municipal  use,  such  as  waterworks,  pumping  stations  and 
parks,  is  permitted  under  this  section. 

4.  Application  for  Special  Permit 

(a)  Any  person  desiring  a  special  permit  for  any  use  set  out 
in  Section  3  (a)  above  within  the  Flood  Plain  District  shall 
submit  an  application  to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40 A  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws  as  amended,  and  a  copy  thereof  to 
the  Building  Inspector.  The  application  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  plans  of  any  construction  and  of  the  premises  on 
which  it  is  to  be  situated.  All  plans  shall  show  existing  and 
proposed  finished  ground  contours  at  two-foot  intervals. 
Contours  shall  be  delineated  within  200  feet  of  the  pro- 
posed construction. 

(b)  Copies  of  the  application  for  special  permit  to  the  Board 
of  Appeals  with  accompanying  plans  shall  also  be  sent  to 
the  Building  Inspector,  Board  of  Health  and  Planning 
Board  for  their  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
as  to  their  approval,  disapproval  or  appropriate  recommen- 
dations. 

(c)  All  such  plans  shall  be  certified  by  a  Rgistered  Land  Sur- 
veyor or  a  Registered  Professional  Civil  Engineer. 

5.  Issuance  of  Special  Permits 

(a)  The  Board  of  Appeals,  after  holding  a  public  hearing  shall 
issue  a  permit  under  this  section  if  it  finds  that  the  use  of 
the  premises  will  not  endanger  the  health  or  safety  of  the 
occupants  thereof  or  of  other  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  Dis- 
trict. In  deciding  applications  for  a  special  permit  under 
this  section,  but  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore- 
going, the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  assure: 

(1)  That  the  basement  floor  elevation  for  any  structure 
having  sustained  living  occupancy  shall  be  at  least  125 
feet  above  Mean  Sea  Level,  and  the  top  of  the  foun- 
dation wall  shall  be  at  least  132  feet  above  Mean  Sea 
Level. 

(2)  That  structures  be  so  designed  and  secured  that  dur- 
ing flooding: 

(i)  The  foundation  would  not  be  undermined, 
(ii)  The  structure  will  not  be  floated  off,  battered  off 
or  swept  away. 

(3)  That  safe  vehicular  and  pedestrian  movement  to,  over 
and  from  the  premises  is  provided  on  ways  having  a 
profile  no  less  than  125  feet  above  Mean  Sea  Level. 

(4)  That  because  of  the  location  or  elevation  of  the  build- 
ing, filling  of  the  area,  or  for  other  reasons,  there  will 
be  no  danger  of  pollution  to  public  or  on-site  water 
facilities. 

(5)  Tnat  the  containment  of  sewage;  safety  of  gas,  electric, 
fuel  and  other  utilities  from   breaking,   leaking,   short- 
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circuiting,  grounding,  igniting,  electrocuting  or  any 
other  dangers  due  to  flooding  will  be  adequately  pro- 
tected. 

(6)  That  the  methods  of  drainage  are  adequate. 

(7)  That  other  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  is  protected 
against  detrimental  or  offensive  uses  of  the  premises. 

(b)  If  any  land  included  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  is  found 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals  not  in  fact  to  be  subject  to  seas- 
onal or  periodic  flooding,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant 
a  Special  Permit  for  the  use  of  such  land  for  any  purpose 
permitted  in  the  underlying  district. 

(c)  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of 
Health  has  issued  a  permit  under  this  section  approving 
the  proposed  sanitary  and  storm  drainage  system  or  has 
allowed  forty-five  (45)  days  to  elapse  after  receipt  of  the 
application. 

(d)  No  occupancy  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of 
Appeals,  the  Building  Inspector,  the  Board  of  Health  and 
the  Planning  Board  have  received  a  certified  plan  showing 
the  foundation  and  floor  elevations,  grading  of  the  prem- 
ises, elevations  of  the  completed  construction  and  all  ele- 
vations of  the  various  elements  that  make  up  the  sewage 
disposal  system,  and  that  all  requirements  of  all  permits 
are  satisfied. 

(e)  In  consideration  of  any  of  the  items  under  "Section  5  — 
Issuance  of  Special  Permits,"  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  consider  the  minimum  ground  wa- 
ter level  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  to  be  123  feet  above 
Mean  Sea  Level,  unless  date  indicates  a  higher  ground  water 
level. 

6.     Limits  of  Authority 

(a)  Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  XI  shall  limit  the  author- 
ity of  the  Board  of  Health  with  respect  to  premises  in  the 
Flood  Plain  District  or  limit  the  applicability  of  the  Med- 
field  Building  Code  to  any  structure  in  the  Rood  Plain 
District. 

ARTICLE  19.  Voted  unanifously  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
law by  adding  "Section  XII.  WATERSHED  PROTECTION  DIS- 
TRICT" and  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield, 
Massachusetts,  accordingly  as  follows: 

SECTION  XII.  WATERSHED  PROTECTION  DISTRICT 
1.     Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is: 

(a)  To  preserve  and  protect  the  streams  and  other  water 
courses  in  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  their  adjoining  lands. 

(b)  To  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  and  property 
against  the  hazards  of  flooding  and  contamination. 
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feet  on  each  side  of  the  centerline  thereof  and  adjacent  low, 
marsny  areas,  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town 
of  Medfield. 

The  names  of  the  brooks  included  within  the  District  are 
as  follows:  Great  Pond  Brook,  Horse  Brook,  Mill  Brook, 
Mine  Brook,  North  Brook,  Saw  Mill  Brook,  Sewell  Brook, 
South  Plain  Brook,  Tubwreck  Brook,  Turtle  Brook,  Vine 
Brook,  Winter  Brook  and  Brooks  "A"  through  "J"  inclu- 
sive, as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Med- 
field. 
(b)  The  Watershed  Protection  District  shall  include  all  land 
that  lies  within  a  horizontal  distance  of  25  feet  from  the 
normal  high  water  line  of  the  followinq  major  water  bodies: 
Baker's  Pond,  Cemetery  Pond,  Chickering  Lake,  Daniel- 
son  Pond,  Echo  Lake,  Flynn's  Pond,  Holt's  Pond,  Jewell's 
Pond,  June  Pond,  Kingsbury's  Pond,  Little  cmckenng 
Lake,  Notch  Pond,  Parker's  Pond  and  all  other  ponds  that 
are  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 
3.     Use 

(a)  Land  in  the  Watershed  Protection  District  may  be  used 
for  any  purpose  otherwise  permitted  in  the  underlying  dis- 
trict except  that: 

(1)  No  building  ,wall,  dam  or  other  structure  shall  be 
erected,  constructed,  altered,  enlarged  or  otherwise 
created  or  moved  for  any  purpose  unless  a  Special 
Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

(2)  Dumping,  filling,  excavating  or  tran^lemng  of  any 
earth  material  within  the  District  is  prohibited  unless 
a  Special  Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

(3)  No  ponds  or  pools  shall  be  created  or  other  changes  in 
water  courses,  for  swimming,  fishing  or  other  recrea- 
tional uses,  agricultural  uses,  scenic  features  or  drain- 
age improvements  or  any  other  uses  unless  a  Special 
Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

(b)  Proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  dams  and  other  wa- 
ter control  devices  are  permitted  uses  under  this  section. 
This  includes  the  temporary  alteration  of  the  water  level 

(c)  To  preserve  and  maintain  the  ground  water  table  for  water 
supply  purposes. 

(d)  To  protect  the  community  against  the  detrimental  use  and 
development  of  lands  adjoing  such  water  courses. 

(e)  To  conserve  the  watershed  areas  of  the  Town  of  Medfield 
for  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  public. 

2.     Definition 

(a)  The  Watershed  Protection  District  is  superimposed  over 
any  other  district  established  by  this  By-law.  The  Water- 
shed Protection  District  is  defined  as  all  land  area  along  the 
streams  and  brooks  for  a  horizontal  distance  of  at  least  25 
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for  emergency  or  maintenance  purposes  and  the  removal 
of  any  and  all  flashboards  of  a  privately-owned  dam  in  or- 
der to  lower  the  water  level. 

(c)  Municipal  use,  such  as  waterworks,  pumping  stations  and 
parks,  is  permitted  under  this  section. 

Application  for  Special  Permit 

(a)  Any  person  desiring  a  special  permit  for  any  use  set  out 
in  Section  3  (a)  above  within  the  Watershed  Protection  Dis- 
trict shall  submit  an  application  to  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40A  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  as  amended,  and  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  Building  Inspector.  The  application  shall  be 
accompanied  by  plans  of  any  construction  and  of  the  prem- 
ises on  which  it  is  to  be  situated.  All  plans  shall  show  exist- 
ing and  proposed  finished  ground  contours  at  two-floor  in- 
tervals. Contours  shall  be  delineated  within  200  feet  of  the 
proposed  construction. 

(b)  Copies  of  the  application  for  special  permit  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals  with  the  accompanying  plans  shall  also  be  sent  to 
the  Building  Inspector,  Board  of  Health  and  Planning 
Board  for  their  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
as  to  their  approval,  disapproval  or  appropriate  recommen- 
dations. 

(c)  All  such  plans  shall  be  certified  by  a  Registered  Land  Sur- 
veyor or  a  Registered  Professional  Civil  Engineer. 

Issuance  of  Special  Permits 

(a)  The  Board  of  Appeals,  after  holding  a  public  hearing 
shall  issue  a  special  permit  under  this  section  if  it  finds  that 
the  use  of  tne  premises  will  not  endanger  tne  heaitn  or 
safety  of  tne  occupants  tnereof  or  of  otner  land  in  the 
Watershed  Protection  District.  In  deciding  applications  for 
a  special  permit  under  tins  section,  but  wiUiout  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  Board  of  Appeals  snail 
assure: 

(1)  That  the  basement  floor  elevation  for  any  structure 
having  sustained  living  occupancy  shall  be  at  least  two 
feet  above  the  elevation  of  the  adjacent  Watershed 
Protection  District  and  that  the  top  of  the  foundation 
wall  shall  be  at  least  nine  feet  above  the  elevation  of 
the  adjacent  District. 

(2)  That  structures  be  so  designed  and  secured  that  dur- 
ing flooding: 

(i)  The  foundation  would  not  be  undermined, 
(ii)  The  structure  will  not  be  floated  off,  battered  off 
or  swept  away. 

(3)  That  safe  vehicular  and  pedestrian  movement  to,  over 
and  from  the  premises  is  provided  on  ways  having  a 
profile  no  less  than  two  feet  above  the  elevation  of  the 
adjacent  District. 
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(4)  That  because  of  the  location  or  elevation  of  the  build- 
ing, flooding,  filling  of  the  area,  or  for  other  reasons, 
there  will  be  no  danger  of  pollution  to  public  or  on- 
site  water  facilities. 

(5)  That  the  containment  of  sewage,  safety  of  gas,  electric, 
fuel  and  other  utilities  from  breaking,  leaKing,  snort- 
circuiting,  grounding,  igniting,  electrocuting  or  any 
other  dangers  due  to  flooding  will  be  adequately  pro- 
tected. 

(6)  That  the  methods  of  drainage  are  adequate. 

(7)  That  other  land  in  th  Watershed  Protection  District  is 
protected  against  detrimental  or  offensive  uses  of  the 
premises. 

(b)  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of 
Health  has  issued  a  permit  under  this  section  approving  the 
proposed  sanitary  and  storm  drainage  system  or  has  al- 
lowed forty-five  (45)  days  to  elapse  after  receipt  of  the 
application. 

(c)  No  occupancy  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of

Public  Swimming  Pool  —  Any  swimming  pool,  other  than  a 
residential  pool  intended  to  be  used  collectively  by  numbers  of 
persons  for  swimming  or  bathing  and  operated  by  any  person 
as  defined  herein,  whether  he  be  owner,  lessee,  operator,  licen- 
see, or  concessionaire,  regardless  of  whether  a  fee  is  charged 
for  such  use.  (The  design,  construction,  and  operation  of  such 
pools  are  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-law.) 
Person  —  Any  person,  firm,  partnership,  association,  corpora- 
tion, company,  governmental  agency,  club  or  organization  of 
any  kind. 

107 A. 2  Submission  of  Plans  and  Specifications  —  No 
person  shall  begin  construction  of  a  private  residential  swim- 
ming pool  or  shall  substantially  alter  or  reconstruct  any  such 
pool  without  first  having  submitted  plans  and  specifications  to 
the  Building  Inspector  for  review  and  approval,  and  without 
having  received  a  permit  from  the  Building  Inspector  for  con- 
struction. The  plans  shall  be  prepared  by  a  registered  architect 
or  professional  engineer.  All  plans  and  specifications  shall  be 
submitted  in  duplicate  (or  additional  copies  as  specified)  and

2.  A  piping  diagram  showing  all  appurtenances  in  suf- 
ficient detail  as  well  as  pertinent  elevation  data  to  per- 
mit an  hydraulic  analysis  of  the  system. 

3.  The  specifications  shall  contain  details  and  catalog 
identification  on  all  treatment  equipment  used. 

4.  Where  the  permit  sought  is  for  the  construction,  erec- 
tion, or  assembly  of  a  swimming  pool  in  the  form  of  a 
complete  kit  or  package  sold  as  a  unit,  whether  above, 
on,  or  below  ground,  the  above  set  forth  requirements 
as  to  the  submission  of  plans  and  specifications  shall 
be  waived  if  there  is  on  file  with  the  Building  Inspector 
the  plans,  specifications,  adequate  supporting  data  and 
the  like  as  may  be  supplied  by  the  manufacturer  or 
vendor  of  the  kit  or  package. 

107A.7  Revocation  of  Permits  —  The  Building  Inspector 
may  revoke  any  permit  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  duly 
promulgated  regulations  referred  to  in  this  by-law  or  in  case 
where  the  permit  has  been  obtained  through  non  disclosure, 
misrepresentation  or  misstatement  of  material  facts.  The  per- 
mit shall  be  reissued  upon  proper  application  and  upon  pres- 
entation of  evidence  that  the  deficiencies  causing  revocation 
have  been  corrected. 

107 A. 8  Fences,  Enclosures  and  Safety  Equipment  —  Out- 
door swimming  pools  shall  be  protected  by  a  fence,  wall,  build- 
ing, enclosure  or  solid  wall  of  durable  material  of  which  the 
pool  itself  may  be  constructed  or  any  combination  thereof.  Ar- 
tificial barriers  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  afford  no  external 
handholds  or  footholds,  four  (4)  feet  in  height  and  equipped 
with  a  self-closing  and  positive  self-latching  closure  mechanism 
at  a  height  of  four  (4)  feet  and  provided  with  hardware  for 
permanent  locking.  When  the  swimming  pool  is  not  open  for 
use,  access  to  the  pool  shall  be  prevented. 
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107A.9  Electrical  Requirements  —  All  electrical  wiring  shall 
conform  with  Article  No.  680  of  the  National  Electrical  Code 
of  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association,  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Electrical  Code. 

107 A.  10  Set-backs  —  Every  outdoor  residential  swimming 
pool  hereafter  constructed  shall  be  set  back  not  less  than  ten 
(10)  feet  from  any  side  lot  or  rear  lot  line  of  the  premises  on 
which  it  is  constructed,  and  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet  from 
any  front  lot  line  (s).  The  setback  distance  shall  be  measured 
to  the  nearest  point  of  the  pool  including  overflow  gutters  but 
exclusive  of  walk- ways  or  other  poolside  areas.  No  pool  can  be 
ired  until  an  Occupancy  and  Use  Certificate  is  issued  by  the 
Building  Inspector.  No  existing  residential  swimming  pool  shall 
be  enlarged  so  as  to  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  set-back  re- 
quirements. 

107 A.  11     Repeal  and  Date  of  Effect  —  All  by-laws,  or  parts 
of  by-laws,  in  conflict  with  this  by-law  are  hereby  repealed  and 
this  by-law  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon 
its  adoption  and  publication  as  provided  by  law, 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.

Residential  Swimming  Pool  —  Any  constructed  pool,  permanent  or 
portable,  which  is  intended  for  non-commercial  use  as  a  swimming 
pool  by  the  owner  family(ies)  and  its  (their)  guests,  and  which  is  over 
twenty-four  (24)  inches  in  depth  and  (a)  has  a  surface  area  exceeding 
250  square  feet,  or  (b)  a  volume  over  3,250  gallons. 

Public  Swimming  Pool  —  Any  swimming  pool,  other  than  a  residential 
pool  intended  to  be  used  collectively  by  numbers  of  persons  for  swim- 
ming or  bathing  and  operated  by  any  person  as  defined  herein, 
whether  he  be  owner,  lessee,  operator,  licensee,  or  concessionaire, 
regardless  of  whether  a  fee  is  charged  for  such  use.  (The  design, 
construction,  and  operation  of  such  pools  are  not  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  By-law.) 

Person  —  Any  person,  firm,  partnership,  association,  corporation, 
company,  governmental  agency,  club  or  organization  of  any  kind. 

107A.2  Submission  of  Plans  and  Specifications  —  No  person  shall 
begin  construction  of  a  private  residential  swimming  pool  or  shall 
substantially  alter  or  reconstruct  any  such  pool  without  first  having 
submitted  plans  and  specifications  to  the  Building  Inspector  for  re- 
view and  approval,  and  without  having  received  a  permit  from  the 
Building  Inspector  for  construction.  The  plans  shall  be  prepared  by  a 
registered  architect  or  professional  engineer.  All  plans  and  specifica- 
tions shall  be  submitted  in  duplicate  (or  additional  copies  as  specified) 
and  the  Building  Inspector  shall  arrange  for  review  and  approval  of 
the  plans  and  specifications  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  other  appro- 
priate departments  concerned  with  such  matters  as  zoning,  electrical 
and  structural  requirements  as  he  shall  determine.  A  permit  to  con- 
struct, alter,  or  renovate  shall  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector 
following  approval  of  the  plans  including  such  approvals  as  may  be 
required  by  other  departments.  Plans  and  specifications  may  be 
waived  at  the  discretion  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

107A.3  The  application  for  permit  to  construct  or  remodel  a  residen- 
tial swimming  pool  shall  be  on  such  forms  as  may  be  prescribed,  to- 
gether with  any  supporting  data  as  may  be  required  for  the  proper 
review  of  the  plans. 

107A.4  The  swimming  pool  and  facilities  shall  be  built  in  accordance 
with  plans  as  approved  unless  approval  of  changes  has  been  given  in 
writing  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

107A.5  The  owner  or  his  agent  shall  notify  the  Building  Inspector  at 
specific  predetermined  states  of  construction  and  at  the  time  of  com- 
pletion of  the  swimming  pool  to  permit  adequate  inspection  of  the 
swimming  pool  and  related  equipment  during  and  after  construction. 
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Such  inspection  shall  be  performed  promptly  on  notification  and  at 
reasonable  hours.  The  swimming  pool  shall  not  be  placed  in  operation 
until  such  inspections  show  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
By-law. 

107A.6  The  plans  shall  be  drawn  to  scale  and  accompanied  by  pro- 
per specifications  so  as  to  permit  a  comprehensive  engineering  review 
of  the  plans  including  the  piping  and  hydraulic  details  and  shall  in- 
clude: 

1.  Plan  and  sectional  view  with  all  necessary  dimensions  of  the 
swimming  pool. 

2.  A  piping  diagram  showing  all  appurtenances  in  sufficient  detail 
as  well  as  pertinent  elevation  data  to  permit  an  hydraulic 
analysis  of  the  system. 

3.  The  specifications  shall  contain  details  and  catalog  identifica- 
tion on  all  treatment  equipment  used. 

4.  Where  the  permit  sought  is  for  the  construction,  erection,  or 
assembly  of  a  swimming  pool  in  the  form  of  a  complete  kit  or 
package  sold  as  a  unit,  whether  above,  on,  or  below  ground, 
the  above  set  forth  requirements  as  to  the  submission  of  plans 
and  specifications  shall  be  waived  if  there  is  on  file  with  the 
Building  Inspector  the  plans,  specifications,  adequate  sup- 
porting data  and  the  like  as  may  be  supplied  by  the  manu- 
facturer or  vendor  of  the  kit  or  package. 

107A.7  Revocation  of  Permits  —  The  Building  Inspector  may  revoke 
any  permit  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  duly  promulgated  regula- 
tions referred  to  in  this  by-law  or  in  case  where  the  permit  has  been 
obtained  through  non-disclosure,  misrepresentation  or  misstatement 
of  material  facts.  The  permit  shall  be  reissued  upon  proper  applica- 
tion and  upon  presentation  of  evidence  that  the  deficiencies  causing 
revocation  have  been  corrected. 

107A.8  Fences,  Enclosures  and  Safety  Equipment  —  Outdoor  swim- 
ming pools  shall  be  protected  by  a  fence,  wall,  building,  enclosure  or 
solid  wall  of  durable  material  of  which  the  pool  itself  may  be  con- 
structed or  any  combination  thereof.  Artificial  barriers  shall  be  con- 
structed so  as  to  afford  no  external  handholds  or  footholds,  four  (4) 
feet  in  height  and  equipped  with  a  self-closing  and  positive  self-latch- 
ing closure  mechanism  at  a  height  of  four  (4)  feet  and  provided  with 
hardware  for  permanent  locking.  When  the  swimming  pool  is  not  open 
for  use,  access  to  the  pool  shall  be  prevented. 

107A.9  Electrical  Requirements  —  All  electrical  wiring  shall  conform 
with  Article  No.  680  of  the  National  Electrical  Code  of  the  National 
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Fire  Protection  Association,  and  the  Massachusetts  State  Electrical 
Code. 

107A.10  Set-backs  —  Every  outdoor  residential  swimming  pool  here- 
after constructed  shall  be  set  back  not  less  than  ten  (10)  feet  from 
any  side  lot  or  rear  lot  line  of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  constructed, 
and  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet  from  any  front  lot  line  (s).  The  set- 
back distance  shall  be  measured  to  the  nearest  point  of  the  pool 
including  overflow  gutters  but  exclusive  of  walk-ways  or  other  pool- 
side  areas.  No  pool  can  be  used  until  an  Occupancy  and  Use  Certificate 
is  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector.  No  existing  residential  swimming 
pool  shall  be  enlarged  so  as  to  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  set-back 
requirements. 

107A.11  Repeal  and  Date  of  Effect  —  All  by-laws,  or  parts  of  by-laws, 
in  conflict  with  this  by-law  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  by-law  shall 
be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption  and  publica- 
tion as  provided  by  law, 

or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.

SECTION  107A.O  SWIMMING  POOLS 

107A.1  DEFINITIONS 

RESIDENTIAL  SWIMMING  POOL  —  Any  constructed  pool,  per- 
manent or  portable,  which  is  intended  for  non-commercial  use  as  a 
swimming  pool  by  the  owner  family  (ies)  and  its  (their)  guests,  and 
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which  is  over  twenty-four  (24)  inches  in  depth  and  (a)  has  a  surface 
area  exceeding  250  square  feet,  or  (b)  a  volume  over  3,250  gallons 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  POOL— Any  swimming  pool,  other  than  a  resi- 
dential pool  intended  to  be  used  collectively  by  numbers  of  persons 
for  swimming  or  bathing  and  operated  by  any  person  as  defined 
herein,  whether  he  be  owner,  lessee,  operator,  licensee,  or  conces- 
sionaire, regardless  of  whether  a  fee  is  charged  for  such  use.  (The 
design,  construction,  and  operation  of  such  pools  are  not  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  By-law.) 

PERSON— Any  person,  firm,  partnership,  association,  corporation, 
company,  governmental  agency,  club  or  organization  of  any  kind. 

107A.2  SUBMISSION  OF  PLANS  AND  SPECIFICATIONS— No  person 
shall  begin  construction  of  a  private  residential  swimming  pool  or 
shall  substantially  alter  or  reconstruct  any  such  pool  without  first 
having  submitted  plans  and  specifications  to  the  Building  Inspector 
for  review  and  approval,  and  without  having  received  a  permit  from 
the  Building  Inspector  for  construction.  The  plans  shall  be  prepared 
by  a  registered  architect  or  professional  engineer.  All  plans  and 
specifications  shall  be  submitted  in  duplicate  (or  additional  copies  as 
specified)  and  the  Building  Inspector  shall  arrange  for  review  and 
approval  of  the  plans  and  specifications  by  the  Board  of  Health  and 
other  appropriate  departments  concerned  with  such  matters  as  zon- 
ing, electrical  and  structural  requirements  as  he  shall  determine.  A 
permit  to  construct,  alter,  or  renovate  shall  be  issued  by  the  Building 
Inspector  following  approval  of  the  Plans  including  such  approvals 
as  may  be  required  by  other  departments.  Plans  and  specifications 

may  be  waived  at  the  discretion  of  the  Building  Inspector. 
107A.3  The  application  for  permit  to  construct  or  remodel  a  residental 
swimming  pool  shall  be  on  such  forms  as  may  be  prescribed,  to- 
gether with  any  supporting  data  as  may  be  required  for  the  proper 
review  of  the  plans. 

107A.4  The  swimming  pool  and  facilities  shall  be  built  in  accordance 
with  plans  as  approved  unless  approval  of  changes  has  been  given  in 
writing  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

107A.5  The  owner  or  his  agent  shall  notify  the  Building  Inspector  at 
specific  predetermined  states  of  construction  and  at  the  time  of  com- 
pletion of  the  swimming  pool  to  permit  adequate  inspection  of  the 
swimming  pool  and  related  equipment  during  and  after  construction. 
Such  inspection  shall  be  performed  promptly  on  notification  and  at 
reasonable  hours.  The  swimming  pool  shall  not  be  placed  in  opera- 
tion until  such  inspections  show  compliance  with  the  requirements  oi 
this  By-law. 
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107A.6  The  plans  shall  be  drawn  to  scale  and  accompanied  by  proper 
specifications  so  as  to  permit  a  comprehensive  engineering  review  of 
the  plans  including  the  piping  and  hydraulic  details  and  shall  include: 

1.  Plan  and  sectional  view  with  all  necessary  dimensions  of  the 
swimming  pool. 

2.  A  piping  diagram  showing  all  appurtenances  in  sufficient  detail 
as  well  as  pertinent  elevation  data  to  permit  an  hydraulic  analy- 
sis of  the  system. 

3.  The  specifications  shall  contain  details  and  catalog  identification 
on  all  treatment  equipment  used. 

4.  Where  the  permit  sought  is  for  the  construction,  erection,  or 
assembly  of  a  swimming  pool  in  the  form  of  a  complete  kit  or 
package  sold  as  a  unit,  whether  above,  on,  or  below  ground,  the 
above  set  forth  requirements  as  to  the  submission  of  plans  and 
specifications  shall  be  waived  if  there  is  on  file  with  the  Building 
Inspector  the  plans,  specifications,  adequate  supporting  data  and 
the  like  as  may  be  supplied  by  the  manufacturer  or  vendor  of 
the  kit  or  package. 

107A.7  REVOCATION  OF  PERMITS— The  Building  Inspector  may 
revoke  any  permit  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  duly  promulgated 
regulations  referred  to  in  this  by-law  or  in  the  case  where  the  permit 
has  been  obtained  through  non  disclosure,  misrepresentation  or  mis- 
statement of  material  facts.  The  permit  shall  be  reissued  upon  proper 
application  and  upon  presentation  of  evidence  that  the  deficiencies 
causing  revocation  have  been  corrected. 

107A.8  FENCES,  ENCLOSURES  AND  SAFETY  EQUIPMENT— Out- 
door swimming  pools  shall  be  protected  by  a  fence,  wall,  building, 
enclosure  or  solid  wall  of  durable  material.  Artificial  barriers  shall 
be  constructed  so  as  to  afford  no  external  handholds,  or  footholds, 
four  (4)  feet  in  height  and  equipped  with  a  self-closing  and  positive 
self-latching  closure  mechanism  at  a  height  of  four  (4)  feet  and 
provided  with  hardware  for  permanent  locking.  When  the  swimming 
pool  is  not  open  for  use,  access  to  the  pool  shall  be  prevented. 

107A.9  ELECTRICAL  REQUIREMENTS— All  electrical  wiring  shall 
conform  with  Article  No.  680  of  the  National  Electrical  Code  of  the 
National  Fire  Protection  Association,  and  the  Massachusetts  State 
Electrical  Code. 

107A.10  SET-BACKS— Every  outdoor  residential  swimming  pool  here- 
after constructed  shall  be  set  back  not  less  than  ten  (10)  feet  from 
any  side  lot  or  rear  lot  line  of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  constructed, 
and  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet  from  any  front  lot  line(s).  The 
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setback  distance  shall  be  measured  to  the  nearest  point  of  the  pool 
including  overflow  gutters  but  exclusive  of  walk-ways  or  other 
poolside  areas.  No  pool  can  be  used  until  an  Occupancy  and  Use 
Certificate  is  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector.  No  existing  residential 
swimming  pool  shall  be  enlarged  so  as  to  violate  any  of  the  foregoing 
set-back  requirements. 

107A.11  REPEAL  AND  DATE  OF  EFFECT— All  by-laws,  or  parts 
of  by-laws,  in  conflict  with  this  by-law  are  hereby  repealed  and  this 
by-law  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption 
and  publication  as  provided  by  law. 

Note:  Note  deletion  of  the  words  in  107A.8  —  of  which  the  pool  itself  may 
be  constructed  or  any  combination  thereof  which  were  in  the  original 
Article. 

ARTICLE  69.  Voted  to  designate  that  area  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commission,  which  consists  of  land,  swimming 
pond  and  skating  area,  in  the  vicinity  of  Green  Street,  Corporal  Steven 
Hinkley  Park. 

ARTICLE  70.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  Article  which  sought  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-laws  by  striking  out  Section  VI,  paragraph  5,  Waste  and 
Water  Disposal  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

5.  Waste  and  Water  Disposal 

All  waste  water  shall  be  disposed  of  by  means  of  adequate  connection 
to  the  sewerage  system  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  wherever  town  sewer 
mains  abut  on  the  premises.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  authorizes  the  Legisla- 
ture to  classify  real  property  according  to  uses,  and  authorizes  the  as- 
sessment, rating  and  taxation  of  real  property  at  different  rates  in  the 
different  classes  so  established,  but  proportionately  in  the  same  class. 
The  amendment  further  authorizes  the  granting  of  reasonable  exemp- 
tions and  abatements.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  amends  the  existing 
constitutional  provisions  which  direct  the  division  of  the  Commonwealth 
into  240  representative  districts  and  40  senatorial  districts.  It  provides 
for  a  census  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  in  the  Common- 
wealth in  the  year  1971  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter.  The  census 
in  1971  is  to  be  the  basis  for  determining  the  representative  and  senator 
ial  districts  for  the  ten-year  period  beginning  January  1,  1975.  Each 
subsequent  census  shall  be  the  basis  for  determining  the  districts  for  each 
ten-year  period  beginning  the  fourth  January  following  each  census,  so 
that  the  census  in  1981  will  determine  the  districts  as  of  January,  1985,  etc. 

The  amendment  provides  that  the  house  of  representatives  shall  con- 
sist of  two  hundred  and  forty  members  and  the  senate  of  forty  members. 
In  its  first  regular  session  following  each  census,  the  Legislature  shall 
divide  the  Commonwealth  into  two  hundred  and  forty  representative 
districts  of  contiguous  territory  and  forty  senatorial  districts  also  of 
contiguous  territory.  Each  representative  district  shall  contain,  as  near- 
ly as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants  according  to  the  census. 
Each  senatorial  district  shall  also  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  an  equal 
number  of  inhabitants  according  to  the  census.  A  representative  dis- 
trict shall  not  unite  two  or  more  counties,  towns,  or  cities,  or  parts  thereof, 
or  a  city  and  a  town,  or  parts  thereof,  in  one  district  unless  the  same  is 
unavoidable.  Further,  no  town  of  less  than  six  thousand  inhabitants 
shall  be  divided  in  forming  representative  districts.  It  is  also  provided 
that  Dukes  County  and  Nantucket  County  shall  each  be  a  representative 
district,  notwithstanding  the  foregoing.  The  senatorial  districts,  each  of 
which  shall  elect  one  Senator,  shall  be  formed  without  uniting  two  coun- 
ties or  parts  of  two  or  more  counties,  unless  the  same  is  unavoidable. 

Each  representative  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which 
he  is  chosen  at  least  one  year  immediately  preceding  his  election,  and 
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each  senator  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen 
at  the  time  of  his  election  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  Com- 
monwealth for  at  least  five  years  immediately  preceding  his  election. 
Any  representative  or  senator  who  ceases  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  Com- 
monwealth shall  cease  to  represent  his  district. 

The  amendment  also  provides  that  the  Legislature  (1)  may  by  lav/ 
limit  the  time  within  which  judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted  calling 
in  question  any  such  division  and  (2)  shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner 
of  calling  and  conducting  elections  for  the  choice  of  representatives  and 
of  ascertaining  their  election. 

Finally,  the  amendment  annuls  the  existing  constitutional  provisions 
with  respect  to  apportionment  of  representative  and  senatorial  districts, 
although  those  provisions  will  remain  in  effect  until  January  1,  1975.

The  Council  on  Aging  at  its  first  annual  meeting  and 
thereafter,  annually  in  April  of  each  year,  shall  elect  from  its  membership 
a  President,  1st  Vice  President,  2nd  Vice  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  Each  officer  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  election.  In 
the  event  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  offices  above,  the  Council  shall 
hold  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  electing  one  of  its  members  to 
fill  such  vacancy.

ARTICLE  VIII  —  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Council  on  Aging  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8B  of  the  General 
Laws  for  the  purpose  of  co-ordinating  or  carrying  out  programs  de- 
signed to  meet  the  problems  of  the  aging  in  cooperation  with  programs 
of  the  Commission  on  Aging  established  under  Chapter  6,  Section  73 
of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  the  Council  on  Aging 
consisting  of  nine  (9)  members.  Upon  acceptance  of  this  by-law,  the 
Board  shall  appoint  three  (3)  members  for  three  (3)  years,  three  (3) 
members  for  two  (2)  years  and  three  (3)  members  for  one  (1)  year 
terms.  Members  can  be  re-appointed  for  concurrent  terms.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  shall  serve  without  pay. 
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Section  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  membership  of  the 
Council,  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  inability  to  act  or  for  any  other 
reason,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Selectmen  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Section  4.  The  Council  on  Aging  at  its  first  annual  meeting  and  there- 
after, annually  in  April  of  each  year,  shall  elect  from  its  membership  a 
President,  1st  Vice  President,  2nd  Vice  President,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. Each  officer  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  election.  In 
the  event  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  offices  above,  the  Council  shall 
hold  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  electing  one  of  its  members  to 
fill  such  vacancy. 

Section  5.  The  Council  shall  prepare  and  submit  an  annual  report  of  its 
activities  to  the  Town  and  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Commission 
on  Aging. 

ARTICLE  6.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars 
($250.)  from  Free  Cash  in  the  Treasury  to  Library  Other  Expenses.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TOWN   GOVERNMENT   STUDY   COMMITTEE 

MEDFIELD,  MASSACHUSETTS 
October  6,  1970 

As  requested  at  the  time  of  its  reappointment  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Town  Government  Study  Committee  has  continued  its 
study  of  various  aspects  of  town  government.  The  report  submitted  by 
the  Town  Government  Study  Committee  on  December  1,  1969,  pointed 
out  basic  weaknesses  in  Medfield's  governmental  and  administrative 
structure  —  weaknesses  centering  around  the  fact  that  the  responsibility 
and  authority  for  managing  town  affairs  and  providing  essential  services 
are  currently  fragmented  among  several  boards,  all  of  which  are  legally 
independent  of  one  another. 

These  weaknesses  are  not  immediately  apparent  to  the  casual 
observer,  because  the  high  degree  of  cooperation  between  town  depart- 
ments and  individual  employees  and  officials  has,  up  to  now,  kept  things 
running  smoothly.  Nevertheless,  as  our  society  and  its  needs  and  prob- 
lems become  more  complex,  the  structure  of  our  town  government  needs 
to  be  strengthened  in  ways  that  will  enable  it  to  respond  positively  and 
quickly  when  the  need  for  action  arises.  Cooperation  is,  of  course,  essen- 
tial in  any  human  enterprise,  but  it  should  be  supported  by  responsibility 
and  authority  for  gettings  things  done. 

What  a  town  can  do  to  up-date  its  governmental  and  administrative 
structure,  and  who  can  do  it,  are  determined  by  the  town's  charter. 
Whether  its  citizens  realize  it  or  not,  every  town  has  a  charter.  In  a  few 
towns  which  have  taken  advantage  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment,  which 
was  enacted  into  law  in  1966,  the  charter  is  a  simple,  comparatively  clear 
document  comparable  to  the  State  or  Federal  Constitution.  In  those  towns 
the  voters  have  the  right  to  bring  about  needed  changes  by  the  simple 
process  of  enacting  local  by-laws  that  conform  to  the  provisions  of  their 
own  Home  Rule  Charter. 

Most  towns,  including  Medfield,  do  not  have  a  Home  Rule  Charter, 
and  therefore  do  not  have  such  a  simple  way  of  making  changes  when 
changes  are  needed.  Instead,  their  charter  consists  of  an  accumulation 
of  many  general  laws  and  special  acts  of  the  State  Legislature  pertaining 
to  town  government,  plus  an  accumulation  of  by-laws  and  regulations 
that  have  been  adopted  by  the  voters  of  the  town  as  permitted  by  the 
general  and  special  laws.  Medfield' s  by-laws  have  been  accumulated 
over  a  period  of  more  than  300  years;  they  fill  a  large  volume,  compiled 
laboriously  by  our  present  and  prior  Town  Counsel.  In  short,  Medfield 
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has  a  very  cumbersome  town  charter,  which  would  have  to  be  published 
by  1976  if  a  Home  Rule  Charter  has  not  been  adopted. 

During  (and,  indeed,  even  before)  our  1970  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
we  learned  how  difficult  it  is  to  amend  our  present  town  charter.  Many 
parts  can  be  amended  only  if  the  State  Legislature  is  willing  to  enact 
a  special  law  for  the  purpose.  Experience  has  shown  this  is  a  clumsy, 
slow,  and  uncertain  means  of  making  changes  when  they  are  needed. 
A  Home  Rule  Charter  provides  a  better  means.  It  brings  government  of 
the  town  back  home;  it  places  the  town,  rather  than  the  Legislature,  in 
the  driver's  seat  as  far  as  its  local  problems  are  concerned. 

A  Home  Rule  Charter  represents  the  basic  first  step  to  improve 
town  government.  It  does  not  necessarily  deal  in  detail  with  administra- 
tive matters;  it  does  not  necessarily  cover  specific  situations  of  the  type 
referred  to  in  our  original  report.  What  it  does  is  simply  to  provide  a 
framework  for  self-government  —  one  which  must,  of  course,  conform 
to  our  State  Constitution  —  and  a  means  of  making  changes  locally  that 
will  keep  the  administration  of  the  town  responsive  to  the  needs  and 
desires  of  its  residents. 

The  approval  of  a  Home  Rule  Charter  by  the  Attorney  General, 
and  its  subsequent  adoption  by  the  voters  of  the  town,  has  the  same  effect 
as  a  special  law  passed  by  the  Legislature.  The  town  then  ceases  to  be 
subject  to  many  general  and  special  laws  previously  enacted  by  the 
Legislature  dealing  with  town  government.  From  that  point  on,  the 
town  becomes  largely  self-governing  under  its  own  Home  Rule  Charter. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  in  1986  a 
municipality  could  do  only  those  things  specifically  permitted  by  the 
State  Constitution  and  Legislature.  With  the  passage  of  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment,  the  towns  and  cities  may  do  anything  which  has  not  been 
specifically  forbidden  to  them,  provided  that  they  adopt  a  Home  Rule 
Charter. 

From  its  inception  the  Town  Government  Study  Committee  has 
recognized  the  merits  of  a  Home  Rule  Charter  and  felt  that  this  would 
be  the  ultimate  solution  to  solving  our  administrative  problems.  Since 
events  before  and  during  our  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  have  demon- 
strated that  a  piecemeal  approach  to  solving  problems  cannot  produce 
the  results  we  had  hoped  for,  it  is  obvious  to  us  now  that  the  town  should 
progress  as  quickly  as  possible  in  the  direction  of  a  Home  Rule  Charter. 

It  is  our  unanimous  recommendation,  therefore,  that  all  the  neces- 
sary steps  be  taken  promptly  so  that  a  Home  Rule  Charter  Commission 
can  be  elected  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Election,  as  the  first  step  toward 
creating  a  new  charter  for  the  Town  of  Medfield.  We  as  a  group,  are 
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preparing  to  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  this 
endeavor,  a  timetable  for  which  is  attached. 

At  the  time  of  its  reappointment  the  Town  Government  Study 
Committee  was  also  requested  to  look  into  the  relative  merits  of  Open 
Town  Meeting  vs.  Representative  Town  Meeting.  We  have  done  so  with 
inconclusive  results. 

It  is  clear  to  us  that  Representative  Town  Meetings  solve  a  space 
problem  when  a  town  ceases  to  be  able  to  accommodate,  under  one 
roof,all  the  citizens  desirous  of  attending  a  town  meeting.  Beyond  this 
—  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  is  not  difficult  to  find  ardent  proponents 
of  both  types  of  meetings  —  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  pretty  much  cancel  each  other  out.  For  example,  inability 
to  make  a  quorum  is  often  cited  as  an  argument  against  open  town 
meetings;  yet,  in  many  towns  which  have  representative  town  meetings, 
getting  a  quorum  seems  to  be  a  major  problem. 

There  is  some  indication  from  a  recent  survey  conducted  by  the 
Jaycees,  that  open  town  meetings  are  favored  over  representative  town 
meetings  by  Medfield  voters  (54%  -  31%,  with  15%  undecided).  Whether 
this  will  be  borne  out  by  the  more  extensive  survey  that— hopefully— will 
be  made  by  a  Home  Rule  Charter  Commission,  remains  to  be  seen.  Until 
the  superiority  of  one  type  of  meeting  over  the  other  can  be  established, 
it  would  seem  that  the  preference  of  the  voters  should  be  the  determining 
factor  as  to  the  makeup  of  Medfield's  legislative  body.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

Due  to  higher  costs  of  materials  and  labor,  completion  of  our  pro- 
gram of  development  has  been  curtailed  and  limited  progress  has  been 
made.  The  need  to  complete  this  program  is  becoming  acute  and  must 
continue  in  spite  of  the  ever  increasing  costs  of  General  Maintenance. 

In  1967,  $500.00  was  appropriated  for  a  preliminary  plan  of  existing 
land  available.  This  plan  has  been  extremely  beneficial  in  laying  out  a  part 
of  Section  G. 

A  special  article  in  the  annual  meeting  of  1971  will  request  a  sum 
for  the  purpose  of  finalizing  these  plans  on  a  permanent  basis.  This 
would  be  necessary  in  laying  out  roads,  paths  and  lot  lines  for  orderly 
development. 

We  do  wish  to  point  out  that  this  is  not  mandatory  for  our  operations 
in  1971,  but  rejection  of  this  article  would  only  prolong  a  necessary  tool 
needed  in  conducting  the  orderly  development  of  the  cemetery. 

Under  a  request  inthe  General  Budget,  we  have  included  2  (two) 
new  small  power  mowers  of  the  LawnBoy  type.  Our  other  equipment 
should  last  to  the  end  of  1971,  at  which  time  we  will  probably  need  to 
replace  the  Rider-Tractor  purchased  three  years  ago. 

Again  the  commissioners  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  as- 
sistance we  have  received  from  other  Town  Departments,  especially 
to  the  Highway  Dept.  for  the  use  of  their  equipment  and  under  certain 
conditions,  their  men  to  operate  them.

The  following  is  my  report  as  Animal  Inspector  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1970. 

Fifty  three  (53)  dogs  alleged  to  have  bitten  or  scratched  people  were 
quarantined  for  a  period  of  ten  days.  When  these  animals  were  checked 
at  the  end  of  the  quarantine  period,  none  of  them  showed  any  evidence 
of  rabies. 

Two  (2)  squirrels,  and  one  raccoon  were  sent  to  the  Wasserman 
laboratory  to  be  checked  for  rabies.  These  animals  checked  out  negative. 

Thirty-three  stables  used  as  shelters  for  horses,  sheep,  goats,  beef 
cattle,  or  swine  were  examined  for  general  cleanliness,  water  supply  and 
sufficient  light.  The  premises  were  also  checked  for  approved  animal 
husbandry  practices. 

For  the  annual  inspection,  a  total  of  70  horses,  20  ponies,  5  beef  cattle, 
37  sheep,  7  goats,  3  swine  and  1  donkey  were  inspected  for  and  appeared 
to  be  free  of  any  communicable  diseases.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  pages  following,  report  the  progress  and  accomplishments  of  your 
school  system  in  the  past  year.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years  there  has 
been  some  slowing  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students.  This  is  due 
to  the  decreased  building  as  a  result  of  the  current  national  economic 
picture.  As  noted  elsewhere,  however,  the  increase  in  the  population  of 
our  town  has  been  about  50%  in  the  last  ten  years  and  there  has  been  an 
even  greater  increase  in  the  number  of  students  attending  our  public 
schools. 

This  year  we  have  appointed  the  last  of  the  coordinators  and  the 
school  administration  is  undertaking  a  thorough  study  of  our  present 
curriculum  and  philosophy  of  education  to  keep  up  to  date  the  numerous 
course  offerings.  The  School  Committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  give  public  recognition  to  the  enthusiasm  and  long  hours  of  preparation 
that  the  various  coordinators  have  put  into  their  planning.  The  music 
program  in  the  elementary  grades  is  a  notable  example. 

We  have  long  been  concerned  with  students  who  complete  their  formal 
education  on  graduation  from  high  school,  and  some  positive  steps  are 
being  taken  to  improve  their  lot.  A  recent  governmental  grant  has  allowed 
us  to  set  up  an  expanded  business  department  and  a  more  varied  course 
offering  will  be  available  to  students  with  little  expense  to  the  town.  At 
the  special  town  meeting  in  the  fall,  the  town  voted  to  form  a  committee 
to  work  with  surrounding  communities  and  the  planning  of  a  regional 
vocational  school.  These  meetings  are  now  being  held  and  a  final  report 
and  recommendations  will  be  forthcoming. 

We  are  again  faced  with  a  building  program,  this  time  at  the  high 
school.  The  School  Commitee  has  been  working  diligently  with  the  School 
Planning  and  Building  Committee  to  give  Medfield  the  best  facilities  that 
it  can  reasonably  afford,  and  one  that  will  meet  our  needs  not  only  for  the 
present,  but  for  the  foreseeable  future.  Along  with  the  building  program, 
we  are  engaged  in  a  maintenance  program  with  our  present  structures, 
which  we  feel  will  give  us  many  years  of  additional  use  of  these  buildings. 

Costs  are  escalating,  and  every  year,  as  with  most  items,  the  school 
budget  rises.  The  greatest  proportion  of  school  costs,  as  in  previous  years, 
is  in  the  salaries.  Currently,  we  are  required  to  negotiate  with  four 
separate  organizations  on  salaries  and  that  is  proving  to  be  very  burden- 
some. We  have  been  able  to  maintain  the  town  in  a  favorable  financial 
situation  while  attracting  superior  teachers  to  the  system. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  members  of  the  school 
system  at  every  level  for  their  dedication  and  cooperation  during  the  past 
year.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  newly  formed  AVIS  volunteers  for 
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their  countless  hours  of  work  and  also  the  public  spirited  citizens  who 
have  given  unstintingly  of  their  time  assisting  us  with  the  school  construc- 
tion problems.

ENROLLMENT  EFFECTS 

As  of  October  1,  1970,  a  gain  of  51  students  was  noted  over  the  enroll- 
ment figure  of  October  1,  1969.  This  is  the  first  year  since  1959  that  the 
net  increase  has  been  less  than  100  students. 

It  is  evident  that  the  economical  situation  affected  the  number  of  new 
home  constructions  and,  in  turn,  our  enrollment  did  not  meet  the  projec- 
tion for  the  year. 

There  is  still  concern  about  space  at  the  High  School.  Positive  action 
must  be  taken  by  the  Town  in  1971  in  order  to  assure  adequate  facilities 
for  the  High  School  students  in  1972.  The  projected  enrollment  in  Grades 
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10,  11,  12  for  that  year  is  666  which  is  100  more  than  the  rated  capacity  of 
the  school  program. 

In  1972  the  projected  enrollment  in  Grades  7,  8,  9  at  the  Junior  High 
is  810  which  is  90  more  than  the  rated  capacity  of  the  school  program. 

It  is  imperative  that  construction  be  determined  very  soon  in  order 
that  we  may  continue  even  our  existing  programs  of  study  at  the  sec- 
ondary level.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  sixteenth  and  final  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
the  Memorial  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

In  this  past  year  the  coordinators  have  worked  closely  with  the  teach- 
ers and  have  made  numerous  resources  available  to  them. 

Our  reading  program  is  centered  on  a  basal  reading  plan  that  has 
been  carefully  selected.  In  addition,  much  attention  is  given  to  develop- 
ment in  the  content  field  of  literature.  The  objective  of  our  primary  read- 
ing program  is  to  provide  for  basic  skill  instruction  through  the  practice 
of  grouping  within  the  self-contained  classroom. 

The  language  lessons  are  really  a  supplement  to  the  vital  reading 
program.  Audio-visual  materials,  puppets,  games,  creative  writing  work- 
books —  all  designed  to  stress  the  communicative  skills  of  the  pupil  —  are 
in  use.  The  children  have  received  instruction  in  creative  writing  from 
their  teachers,  with  excellent  results. 

Penmanship  is  given  much  emphasis  at  the  primary  level  with  a 
carry-over  into  other  written  lessons. 

Although  we  have  not  adequate  space  for  a  full-fledged  library,  we 
do  have  individual  classroom  libraries.  This  year  we  have  been  provided 
with  library  experiences  in  audio-visual  and  print  materials  by  the  libra- 
rian on  a  biweekly  basis  in  the  classrooms.  With  sufficient  budgeting  this 
year,  we  have  laid  the  groundwork  to  supply  an  Instructional  Media  Cen- 
ter beginning  in  September  of  1971;  it  is  hoped  that  full-time  personnel 
will  be  forthcoming  to  staff  it. 

We  have  adopted  a  new  mathematics  series  that  includes  a  complete 
diagnostic  testing  program  and  workbook  in  addition  to  the  text  itself. 
The  use  of  rods  in  grade  one  contributes  to  setting  forth  the  related 
mathematical  facts  and  patterns.  Grades  two  and  three  are  grouped  in 
order  that  mathematics  may  be  taught  at  various  rates  of  speed. 

Two  major  programs  are  being  piloted  in  social  studies  in  the  first 
three  grades.  They  emphasize  a  variety  of  concepts  that  will  aid  the  child 
in  gaining  a  complete  picture  of  our  society. 

The  science  program  continues  with  stress  on  the  teaching  of  the 
natural  sciences.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Science  Curriculum  Improvement 
Study  will  commence  in  September,  1971.  This  takes  advantage  of  the 
natural  curiosity  of  children.  Its  explorations  enable  them  to  accumulate 
experiences  and  ideas  that  move  their  processes  of  thought  from  the  CO" 
crete  to  the  abstract. 
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This  year  we  have  been  most  fortunate  to  have  full-time  teachers  in 
the  fields  of  music,  art,  and  physical  education.  This  has  already  resulted 
in  marked  progress. 

Particular  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  observance  of  special 
occasions  during  the  course  of  the  year.  They  furnish  a  happy  combina- 
tion of  instruction  and  enjoyment. 

I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  gratitude  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Assistant  Superintendent,  School  Committee,  school  personnel, 
homeroom  mothers,  and  parents  for  their  support  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  my 
eighth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

SCHOOL  POPULATION 

For  the  first  time  the  student  population  of  the  school  decreased  by 
nine  pupils  from  December  to  June,  and  increased  by  only  fifteen  from 
June  to  December.  The  addition  of  two  classroom  teachers  enable  us 
to  maintain  a  pupil-teacher  ratio  of  1  to  24. 

PROGRAM 

The  following  changes  and  additions  have  been  made  in  the  instruc- 
tional program: 

1.  Revision  of  report  card. 

2.  Utilizing  multiple  copy  report  card  for  periodic  reports  of  pupil 
progress. 
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3.  Expansion  of  the  multimedia  approach  to  learning  with  records, 
cassette  recordings,  overhead  transparencies,  film  strips,  and 
motion  pictures  in  all  subject  areas. 

4.  New  text  materials  in  Social  Studies,  Mathematics,  Reading,  and 
English. 

5.  Introduction  of  new  course  offerings  in  English,  Reading,  Science, 
Social  Studies,  and  Physical  Education. 

All  students  had  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  following 
cocurricular  activities: 

1.  Band  and  instrumental  and  vocal  music  program. 

2.  Class  assembly  programs. 

3.  Intramural  basketball  for  boys  and  girls. 

4.  Intramural  touch  football  for  boys. 

5.  Square  dancing.  , 

6.  Intramural  soccer  for  girls. 

LIBRARY 

Audio-visual  material  use  by  the  students  has  been  introduced.  All 
classes  are  scheduled  into  the  Library  for  one  period  each  week  in 
addition  to  free  use  before  and  after  school.  The  use  of  volunteers  spon- 
sored by  AVIS  has  allowed  us  to  improve  the  Library  services.  Their 
cooperation  and  helpfulness  is  appreciated.  a

Committee,  School  Faculty,  and  the  citizens  of  Medfield  for  their  co- 
operation and  assistance  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  RALPH  WHEELOCK  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Ralph  Wheelock  School,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  submit 
my  second  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

On  January  4,  1971,  the  total  enrollment  was  537.  The  average  class 
size  is  23  with  4  sections  in  each  grade  and  1  trainable  special  class. 
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Two  Open  Houses  were  held  early  in  the  school  year  to  meet  the 
teachers  and  to  familiarize  parents  with  our  programs,  policies  and 
procedures. 

Formal  parent-teacher  conferences  were  held  on  the  nights  of 
November  18th  and  24th  for  grades  1  —  3.  Report  cards  were  distributed 
and  the  specific  details  of  the  student's  progress  were  described  and 
discussed  in  a  ten-minute  scheduled  appointment  for  each  parent.  This 
method  of  reporting  was  a  tremendous  success. 

The  school  library  is  the  heart  of  our  instructional  program.  It 
serves  as  an  agency  to  supplement  and  enrich  the  curriculum  and  to 
provide  a  material  center  of  learning  for  every  child  and  faculty  member 
in  the  school.  Services  have  been  increased  to  all  grades,  each  class 
being  scheduled  once  every  two  weeks.  Extra  time  is  also  allowed  for 
independent  research  and  free  use  for  children  in  grades  4  —  6  from  both 
study  halls  and  class.  ,t, 

A  great  and  extremely  worthwhile  addition  to  library  services  has 
been  the  volunteer  program  sponsored  by  AVIS.  Their  devotion  and  co- 
operation has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

The  reading  program  is  designed  to  provide  for  individual  dif- 
ferences of  all  students.  A  formal  structured  readiness  program  was 
introduced  in  grade  1.  After  diagnosis,  observation  and  evaluation,  child- 
ren were  grouped  according  to  their  reading  needs.  The  individualized 
reading  program  has  become  an  integral  part  of  the  curriculm.  Through 
a  wide  selection  of  classroom  library  books,  a  child's  desire  to  read  has 
been  created. 

A  new  mathematics  series  has  been  adopted  for  grades  1  &  2. 
A  complete  diagnostic  testing  program  and  workbook  have  been  included. 
Mathematics  laboratories,  a  new  text  for  slower  moving  students  and  a 
cuisenaire  rod  program  have  provided  for  the  varying  rates  within  the 
grades  and  have  greatly  improved  the  quality  of  instruction. 

In  English  and  Social  Studies  current  pilot  programs  are  being 
evaluated  to  determine  future  adoption. 

At  this  writing  a  standarized  Science  Kit  program  has  been  proposed 
for  grades  1  —  3.  Teachers  and  students  have  been  involved  for  the  future 
utilization  of  the  outdoor  classroom  in  the  wooded  area  next  to  the 
school  grounds. 

At  the  primary  level,  team  teaching  has  been  incorporated  on  a 
regularly  scheduled  basis. 
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Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent, School  Committee,  Coordinators,  and  all  school  personnel  for  their 
assistance  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a  pleaseure  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1970. 

Our  junior  high  school  continues  to  increase  in  size,  numbering  a 
total  of  691  students  in  Grades  7,  8,  and  9  as  of  December  18th.  To 
meet  the  needs  of  this  growing  population,  the  program  of  studies  is 
under  continuous  study,  and  changes  and  improvements  are  being  made 
with  the  aid  and  assistance  of  the  subject  coordinators. 

A  new  science  course  entitled  "Ecology"  was  added  to  ninth  grade 
offerings  in  September.  This  class,  requested  by  interested  students  last 
spring  gives  attention  to  some  of  the  problems  facing  todays's  society: 
air  and  water  pollution,  depletion  of  natural  resources,  radio  activity 
contamination,  and  increased  urbanization. 

As  part  of  eighth  grade  science  courses,  we  are  introducing  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  drug  use  and  abuse.  Both  the  physiological  and 
psychological  effects  are  to  be  studied. 

In  September,  Spanish  I  was  offered  for  the  first  time  to  some  Grade  7 
students. 

Presently  there  are  two  classes  of  seventh  grade  Spanish  and  French, 
respectively.  The  introduction  of  the  languages  at  this  level  strengthens 
the  program  and  provides  for  a  longer  sequence  in  the  study  of  foreign 
language. 

In  September,  1971,  a  multimedia  French  program,  "La  France  En 
Direct"  will  be  introduced.  It  provides  a  series  of  audio-visual  encounters 
with   France,   its   people,   and  its   culture.   The   student  learns   French 
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through  sight,  sound,  imitation,  and  has  increased  confidence  in  his  own 
ability.  This  innovative  approach  is  the  product  of  ten  years  of  intensive 
research  and  experimentation  in  the  United  States  and  Europe. 

In  October  of  this  year,  a  new  program  of  business  education  was 
instituted  at  ninth  grade  level.  First  year  typing  and  Introduction  to 
Business  classes  are  offered  to  pupils  who  made  application  for  this 
training.  Two  classes  of  personal  typing  have  also  been  added  for  students 
who  are  not  in  the  vocational  education  program. 

A  second  art  classroom  was  opened  in  September  making  possible 
an  increase  in  our  time  offerings  in  this  field.  Students  have  completed 
excellent  projects  in  lettering,  water  color,  montages  and  ceramics. 
Last  spring  several  of  the  projects  were  entered  in  the  Greater  Boston 
Art  Exhibition  sponsored  by  the  Boston  Globe. 

Boys  and  girls  in  Physical  Education  classes  have  again  earned  a 
substantial  number  of  badges  as  part  of  the  physical  fitness  program 
sponsored  by  the  American  Association  of  Health,  Physical  Education, 
and  Recreation.  Interscholastic  competition  in  football  and  basketball  as 
well  as  an  active  intramural  program  have  been  most  beneficial. 

In  September  a  second  guidance  counselor  was  added  to  service  in 
our  growing  school  population.  Speech  education  is  offered  to  students 
who  are  in  need  of  this  help. 

The  concept  of  the  library  as  an  instructional  materials  center  was 
enhanced  this  fall  by  the  transformation  of  Room  116  to  an  audio-visual 
center.  Students  use  of  materials  such  as  film  strips,  cassettes,  and  the 
tape  recorder  has  been  greatly  increased.  This  area  is  supervised  by  a 
specialist  added  to  the  staff  on  a  part-time  basis:  Library  volunteers, 
sponsored  by  A.V.I.S.,  have  served  our  library  tremendously  in  filing, 
typing,  sending  for  free  reference  materials.  Our  library  is  open  from 
7:30  to  3:30  p.m.  daily  and  our  full-time  librarian  is  now  free  to  work 
with  students  and  teachers  alike. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  expressed  to  the  Superintendent,  the  Assistant 
Superintendent,  the  School  Committee,  and  the  Faculty  for  their  help 
and  cooperation  throughout  the  course  of  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMOS  CLARK  KINGSBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  1969  —  1970  the  enrollment  of  the  High  School  was  491  students. 
Official  enrollment  for  1970  —  1971  is  535.  For  the  coming  year,  it  is 
expected  that  the  High  School  will  have  an  enrollment  around  600.  As 
enrollment  increases  so  does  the  staff.  There  are  47  professionals  serving 
our  High  School  youth  this  school  year,  including  the  media  specialist 
and  speech  therapist,  the  latter  working  with  approximately  35  students. 

As  students  and  staff  increase,  curriculum  is  expanding.  Particular 
emphasis  is  being  given  to  provide  a  broader  base  of  educational  offerings 
through  a  federally,  state  and  locally  supported  program  of  occupational 
education,  which  will  be  initiated  during  the  second  semester. 

In  our  second  year  of  English  electives  at  the  junior  and  senior  level, 
nearly  twenty  percent  of  these  students  are  electing  more  than  one  pair 
of  English  electives.  Further  offerings  are  being  planned. 

French  I  is  integrating  the  use  of  audio-visual  materials  to  reinforce 
a  comprehensive  approach  to  current  language  learning  theories.  One 
student  is  now  studying  French  V,  "Culture  and  Civilization  of  France", 
through  independent  study.  This  course  will  be  offered  for  the  first  time 
next  year  and  will  be  an  honors  course. 

Shop  mathematics  now  being  taught  was  incorporated  to  give  prac- 
tical application  for  students  in  related  industrial  arts  courses.  For  stu- 
dents who  require  an  extended  approach  to  college  preparatory  mathe- 
matics, a  sequence  started  in  grade  nine  now  exists  in  high  school 
whereby  a  student  may  complete  three  years  of  this  program  during  his 
four  high  school  years.  Mathematical  Analysis,  the  standard  senior 
course,  has  been  updated  to  provide  better  unity  and  coherence  of  topics 
prior  to  taking  Calculus. 

The  Social  Studies  this  year  is  offering  an  advanced  course.  American 
Studies  to  juniors,  providing  an  in-depth  study  of  certain  aspects  of  the 
American  experience.  Social  and  Behavioral  Sciences  is  offered  to  seniors 
on  current  topics  and  is  being  evaluated  with  the  possibility  of  making  it 
a  two-year  sequence.  Social  Problems  offered  to  sophomores  is  currently 
being  studied  as  a  series  of  mini-units,  topics  being  selected  by  students 
and  instructor.  Also  at  the  sophomore  level  is  the  new  course  "The  Shap- 
ing of  Western  Society." 

A  revision  of  the  Advanced  Biology  course  this  year  into  an  "Anatomy 
and  Physiology"  structure  provides  the  student  with  greater  time  for 
individual  laboratory  work  and  research.  Further  efforts  by  the  staff 
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are  being  given  to  provide  the  general  chemistry  students  with  a 
practical  approach  to  chemistry.  Plans  for  a  twelfth  grade  course  in 
science  next  year  offered  to  vocationally  oriented  students  are  being 
formulated. 

A  new  course  in  basic  electronics  is  being  given  this  year  to  acquaint 
students  with  the  fundamentals  of  radio  and  television  circuitry.  New 
courses  and  revisions  in  business  education  and  home  economics  are 
being  planned.  Work-Study  as  a  supplemental  but  related  experience  to 
the  academic  program  is  undergoing  research  to  make  it  more  meaning- 
ful to  school-related  work  and  future  vocational  plans. 

A  full-time  reading  teacher  works  with  remedial  and  developmental 
students  to  improve  reading  skills  at  all  levels.  We  presently  offer  reading 
an  an  elective  basis,  but  future  developments  may  mandate  the  need  for 
making  reading  a  required  course  for  students  who  would  not  elect  the 
course,  but  who  are  identified  as  needing  additional  reading  instruction. 

Many  more  opportunities  for  students  both  of  an  academic  and  non- 
academic  nature  are  being  considered  by  our  staff  as  we  grow  and  face 
almost  daily  changing  needs.

REPORT  OF  GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Guidance  Director  of  the  Medfield  Public  Schools,  I  am  pleased 
to  submit  my  seventh  Annual  Report.  This  encompasses  the  period  from 
January  1,  1970  to  December  31,  1970. 

As  intimated  in  last  year's  report  the  changing  complexion  of  the 
community  necessitated  the  need  of  an  expansion  of  the  work  experience 
program  and  allied  curriculum  changes.  Through  the  medium  of  a  Federal 
Grant  this  process  is  being  initiated.  Programs  to  be  conducted  at  our 
High  School  will  be  designed  to  provide  new  courses  in  business  and  con- 
sumer education  and  upgrading  the  industrial  arts,  art,  and  home  econo- 
mics facilities.  A  service  center  and  model  office  is  envisioned  to  supple- 
ment the  business  curriculum.  The  Medfield  State  Hospital  as  a 
cooperative  agent  in  the  Grant  will  provide  a  number  of  training  facilities 
and  employment  for  our  speciality  oriented  students.  The  school  in  turn 
will  provide  the  aforementioned  model  office  and  other  business  facilities 
to  be  used  for  the  training  of  certain  designated  patients.  This  recipro- 
city of  facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  hospitalized  patients,  as  well  as 
the  students  of  Medfield  who  are  desirous  of  knowing  more  about  educa- 
tion as  a  system  of  vocational  development,  meet  the  tenets  of  Federal 
thrusts  in  vocational  education. 

As  noted,  diversification  among  the  students  in  their  backgrounds, 
capabilities,  interests  and  goals  has  expanded  the  assignments  of  the 
counselors  at  the  secondary  levels.  Meetings  are  held  either  individually 
or  in  groups  to  discuss  course  selections,  analysis  of  interests,  employ- 
ment and  college  boards.  During  the  year,  visitations  were  held  with 
some  32  such  admission  officers  and  55  were  in  attendance  during  our 
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annual  school  night.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  increasing  evidence  of  the 
solicitation  by  the  health  specialities  in  offering  training  and/or  im- 
mediate employment.  An  increasing  number  of  graduates  and  veterans 
seek  additional  counseling. 

Interest  and  Aptitude  tests  are  conducted  at  crucial  points  from 
Grade  8-12.  Interest  inventories  reflect  the  direction  of  motivation  and 
are  related  to  occupational  stability  and  satisfaction.  The  results  of  the 
aptitude  tests  are  correlated  with  persons  employed  in  a  variety  of  voca- 
tional settings,  indicating  occupational  areas  in  which  aptitudes  may  be 
developed  through  training  and  use. 

More  than  70%  of  the  class  of  1970  is  engaged  in  some  aspect  of  post- 
secondary  education  with  approximately  25%  going  on  directly  to  the 
field  of  work  or  the  service. 

Realistically,  these  figures  shift  from  year  to  year  depending  on  the 
complexion  of  a  particular  class.  The  real  measure  is  the  hope  that  each 
student  by  the  time  he  is  a  senior  knows  more  about  himself  as  a  person 
being  capable  of  a  choice  that  is  meaningful  for  him. 

The  screening  of  the  pre-schoolers  was  held  again  in  the  spring  of 
1970  wherein  some  225  youngsters  were  surveyed.  Certain  specialists  in 
early  childhood  development  within  the  community  were  of  great  assis- 
tance in  formulating  testing  procedures  and  assessing  the  value  of  the 
1969  screening  as  a  prognostic  tool.  The  evaluation  substantiated  in  many 
ways  its  usefulness  and  led  to  recommendations  of  feasible  ways  to 
accommodate  youngsters  who  might  experience  difficulty  or  profit  by 
some  sort  of  special  educational  experience. 

The  screening  and  referrals  received  from  the  Elementary  princi- 
pals and  teachers  for  assistance  substantiate  the  need  of  extending  pupil 
personnel  services  and  counselors  to  that  level.  If  we  can  be  adequate  and 
effective  in  our  early  and  continuing  developmental  practices  in  guidance 
we  should  preclude  the  necessity  of  spending  so  much  time  later  in  being 
adjustive  with  a  comparative  few. 

The  Guidance  staff  extends  its  warm  thanks  for  the  many  considera- 
tions and  support  given  to  them  by  the  community  at  large.

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REPORT  ON  OCCUPATIONAL  EDUCATION 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  first  annual  report  on  Occupational 
Education. 

Federal  grants  totaling  $62,533  were  received  by  the  Medfield  Public 
Schools  for  the  1970-1971  school  year  to  assist  the  Community  in  its  efforts 
to  upgrade  existing  curricula  as  well  as  to  promote  innovative  programs 
in  Occupational  Education.  Occupational  Education  presently  includes 
Business  Education,  Home  Economics,  and  Industrial  Arts. 

In  November,  1969,  a  proposal  was  submitted  to  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  which  recommended  improvements  in  program  and  facili- 
ties for  occupational  training.  Also,  a  cooperative  program  was  suggested 
whereby  the  Medfield  State  Hospital  would  make  available  their  facilities 
for  on-the-job  training  of  High  School  students,  and  in  return  would  place 
certain  selected  patients  in  occupational  training  areas  in  the  school 
program. 

Interested  ninth  grade  students  were  interviewed  by  the  Occupational 
Counselor,  and  twenty-seven  students  were  placed  in  the  Business  Edu- 
cation program.  Students  concentrated  on  development  of  typewriting 
skills,  as  well  as  investigation  of  the  business  community  and  examina- 
tion of  the  various  employment  opportunities  open  to  them  upon  gradua- 
ation  to  better  assist  them  in  determining  their  future  course  selections. 
An  additional  thirty  students  elected  to  learn  typewriting  for  their  presonal 
use. 

Plans  for  the  development  of  an  office  simulated  classroom  have  been 
formulated,  and  implementation  has  begun.  These  facilities  will  be  used 
by  those  high  school  students  currently  enrolled  in  the  business  course; 
a  special  program  will  also  be  set  up  for  the  selected  patients  at  the 
Medfield  State  Hospital. 

Additional  proposals  inthe  areas  of  Home  Economics  and  Industrial 
Arts  are  being  developed  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  State  Department 
of  Education  for  evaluation  and  funding  in  future  years. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent,  School 
Committee,  and  all  school  personnel  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation 
in  this  initial  year  of  operation.

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REPORT  OF  ADULT  EDUCATION 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

January  5,  1970  was  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the 
1969-70  Adult  Education  Program.  A  total  of  eighteen  classes  in  sixteen 
different  courses  were  continued  by  the  Director.  The  courses  continued 
were  Rug  Braiding,  Flower  Arrangement,  Dressmaking  I  and  II,  Tailoring 
Crewel  Embroidery,  Typing,  Art,  Woodworking,  Gym  for  Women,  Gym 
for  Men,  Conversational  Spanish,  Psychology,  Bridge,  Shorthand  and 
Drivers  Education.  These  courses  were  offered  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  evenings  between  7:00  and  10:00  p.m.  for  the  second 
semester. 

The  1970  Adult  Education  program  had  an  initial  offering  of  twenty- 
four  courses,  seventeen  of  these  classes  were  established.  Some  of  the 
new  courses  offered  were:  Advanced  Flower  Arrangements,  Slip  Covers, 
Theatre  of  the  Absurd,  Calculus,  Yoga  and  Drugs. 

330  people  registered  for  the  above  courses  in  September  of  1970.  74 
additional  students  were  also  enrolled  in  the  Drivers  Education  program 
in  January  of  1970. 

The  Stated  Aided  Courses  still  proved  to  be  more  popular  than  the 
tuition  course.  Yoga,  Sewing,  Drivers  Education,  Gym  and  Flower  Ar- 
rangements were  the  most  popular  of  all  the  courses  maintaining  full 
enrollment. 

This  year  we  requested  and  received  State  Funds  to  support  the  Adult 
Education  Program. 

Achievement  Night  for  the  1970  —  1971  Adult  Education  Program  will 
be  held  on  Wednesday,  March  31,  1971.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual  report  of  the  School 
Lunch  Program  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

A  part  of  this  year,  the  Medfield  School  Lunch  Program  was  under 
the  direction  of  Irene  F.  Todd  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  her  faithful 
service.  Mrs.  Todd  retired  from  her  post  last  June. 

December  of  1969  we  were  pleased  to  open  the  cafeteria  in  the  Ralph 
Wheelock  School  serving  hot  lunches  from  an  attractive  kitchen  with  all 
the  latest  equipment.  I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  during  the  past  two 
months  hot  rolls  and  french  bread  have  been  made  and  served  from  this 
kitchen. 

We  hope  the  Memorial  School  will  be  able  to  continue  the  baking 
program  that  they  now  have  but  new  stoves  are  much  needed  and  are 
included  in  the  1971  School  Budget. 

During  the  past  year  U.S.D.A.  commodities  of  meat,  cheese,  and 
juice  decreased,  and  with  the  increase  of  labor  and  food  prices  the  lunch 
funds  declined.  The  School  Lunch  Program  was  also  hit  by  several  bomb 
threats  which  came  after  lunch  preparation  or  during  lunch  servings. 
This  totaled  a  substantial  loss  of  food  and  income.  I  was  very  grateful 
to  have  the  Medfield  State  Hospital  accept  food  already  prepared  which 
could  not  be  refrozen  or  held  because  of  length  of  time  lapsed  before 
another  lunch  would  be  served. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  "State"  assisting  us  in  serving  more 
free  hot  lunches  to  needy  children.  We  trust  that  the  new  year  will  have 
many  parents  giving  their  children  thirty  cents  daily  so  "Johnny"  or 
"Mary"  can  enjoy  a  hot  meal  in  the  school  cafeteria  —  our  lunches 
contain  the  daily  food  requirements  that  every  child  should  have. 

I  was  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  attend  the  conference  this  summer 
for  School  Lunch  Program  personnel  held  at  Stonehill  College  in  North 
Easton,  given  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  I  hope  to  attend  more 
of  the  conferences  and  trust  some  of  the  staff  will  also  attend.  I  was  glad 
to  have  some  of  the  lunch  managers  and  workers  attend  the  "County" 
meeting  held  at  the  Sharon  Junior  High  School  on  the  day  of  the 
Teacher's  Convention.  The  program  that  day  was  of  much  value  to  our 
bakers. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School  Committee, 
Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  giving  me 
the  privilege  to  serve  as  School  Lunch  Director  and  to  thank  all  of  the 
school  personnel  and  last  but  not  least  each  and  every  one  of  the  cafeteria 
staff  for  their  cooperation  and  support  since  I  have  taken  over  as 
Director  .

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MASTER  PLAN  IMPLEMENTATION  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

At  the  March  town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  reorganize  the  Master  Plan 
Implementation  Committee  under  the  auspices  of  the  Planning  Board. 
Previously  the  MPIC  had  been  an  autonomous  unit  whose  members  were 
appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

At  the  Planning  Board  request,  during  1970  the  MPIC  worked  to  try 
to  promote  various  aspects  of  the  original  Master  Plan  and  to  ascertain 
whether  parts  or  all  of  the  original  plan  need  updating.  It  was  decided 
that  an  updating  at  this  time  would  help  to  establish  guidelines  for  the 
future  capital  expenditures  of  the  community.  Consequently,  a  request  for 
an  updating  will  be  presented  at  the  1971  annual  town  meeting. 

The  following  recommendations  were  acted  upon  by  the  town  during 
1970. 

1.  Additional  land  adjacent  to  the  present  dump  was  purchased  by 
the  town  for  dump  purposes. 

2.  The  town  converted  to  a  sanitary  land  fill  dump  operation. 

3.  The  town  voted  to  acquire  12  acres  of  land  along  the  river  and 
construction  of  a  sewage  treatment  plant  was  approved. 

4.  The  town  voted  to  purchase  over  70  acres  of  land  for  conservation 
purposes  along  the  Charles  River. 

5.  Work  authorized  in  1969  for  the  reconstruction  of  Green  Street  was 
not  completed.  The  town  voted  to  dismiss  a  further  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  and  requested  that  that  portion  authorized  in  1969 
be  constructed. 

6.  An  article  recommending  further  reconstruction  of  Granite  Street 
was  dismissed. 

7.  The  town  dismissed  an  article  requesting  additional  funds  for  the 
sidewalk  construction  program  (Winter  Street).

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES   OF  THE   MEMORIAL 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  — January   1971 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

1970  has  been  the  first  complete  year  of  utilization  of  the  expanded 
library  facilities  voted  by  the  Town  in  1968.  A  record  increase  of  4048 
or  16%  in  adult  circulation  seems  evidence  of  the  public's  appreciation, 
not  only  of  the  library's  offerings,  but  also  of  the  improvements  made 
possible  by  the  remodeling.  New  racks  for  magazines,  with  both  current 
and  back  numbers  readily  available,  plus  record  racks,  leave  the  tables 
in  the  main  reading  room  clear  for  comfortable  use  by  students  and 
other  patrons.  Non-fiction  is  now  arranged  in  proper  numerical  order; 
and  a  new,  much  larger  card  catalogue  has  been  installed,  replacing  the 
original  one  purchased  in  1918.  This  latter  acquisition  permits  more 
cross-referencing  of  book  titles;  i.e.,  listing  by  subject  matter  headings 
as  well  as  by  author  and  title,  thus  increasing  the  usefulness  of  the  col- 
lection to  persons  seeking  material  on  a  given  subject. 

In  completing  the  changes  made  possible  by  the  remodeling,  the  new 
head  librarian,  Mrs.  Jane  Archer,  has  most  satisfactorily  furthered  the 
plans  originated  by  her  predecessor,  Miss  Ethel  Hersey.  Admirable  in- 
novations introduced  by  Mrs.  Archer  are  described  in  her  report. 

Basic  repairs  to  the  library  building  have  been  necessary  in  1970.  In 
April  leaks  through  the  bricks  required  immediate  attention  to  the  east, 
south,  and  west  walls,  where  the  weak  joints  were  cut  out  and  repointed, 
with  subsequent  silicone  waterproofing  of  the  entire  three  surfaces.  This 
work  carries  a  three  year  guarantee  against  water  penetration. 

To  pay  for  the  above  masonry  repairs  and  for  some  chimney  work 
which  they  uncovered,  it  was  necessary  for  the  Trustees  to  use  the  $1950 
allocated  in  the  1970  budget  for  work  on  the  north  wall,  previously  con- 
sidered the  most  vulnerable,  and  to  ask  the  Finance  committee  for  $830 
additional  from  the  Reserve  Fund.  In  1971  all  the  joints  in  the  north  wall 
will  be  cleaned  out  and  repointed,  and  the  entire  surface  covered  with 
silicone  waterproofing.  This  work  will  be  guaranteed  for  five  years. 

It  should  be  noted  that  until  1969  virtually  no  repointing  of  the  library 
building  had  been  done  since  its  construction  in  1918.  Experts  believe 
that  a  brick  structure  should  be  completely  repointed  every  twenty  years 
to  maintain  it  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Another  maintenance  problem  occurred  in  August,  when  water  on 
the  floor  of  the  Children's  Room  necessitated  digging  out  to  a  depth  of 
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almost  five  feet  the  window  well  on  the  side  of  the  front  wall  toward  St. 
Edward's  rectory.  The  soil-clogged  gravel  was  then  replaced  with  crushed 
stone,  and  a  "berm"  (curb)  installed  to  prevent  surface  water  and  over- 
flow roof  water  from  seeping  into  the  Children's  Room.  This  treatment, 
which  involves  a  good  deal  of  hand  labor,  may  have  to  be  extended  in 
the  near  future,  to  other  window  wells. 

The  Trustees  hope  that  the  next  few  years  may  be  less  demanding 
than  the  recent  past  in  regard  to  repairs  on  library  property.  However,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  the  total  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  maintaining 
the  library  is  less  than  one  percent  of  the  total  Town  budget;  that  in- 
creased capacity  and  increased  circulation  require  more  hours  of  em- 
ployee service;  that  Medfield's  salary  scale  is  not  high  for  any  type  of 
library  work;  and  that  we  are  paying  our  head  librarian  an  amount  well 
below  the  current  rate  for  a  person  with  professional  qualifications.

Discarded  Books  691 
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Many  of  the  discarded  books  were  stored  down  stairs,  and  were  not 
in  active  circulation.  While  they  were  no  longer  useful  in  our  library,  the 
American  Merchant  Marine  Library  was  happy  to  receive  them. 

During  the  year,  a  program  of  continuous  review  of  the  library's 
collection  was  implemented,  and  the  current  year's  acquisitions  were 
tailored  to  balance  and  upgrade  areas  of  weakness.  Every  effort  was 
made  to  obtain  books  through  Inter-library  Loan  for  requests  of  titles 
not  in  our  collection. 

For  those  with  visual  handicaps  in  the  community,  an  initial  collec- 
tion of  large  print  books  was  begun.  This  collection  has  been  supplemented 
with  large  print  books  obtained  through  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Regional  Bookmobile,  and  patients  at  the  Medvale  Nursing  Home  are 
now  receiving  these  books  on  a  monthly  basis. 

The  library's  collection  was  further  expanded  with  the  initiation  of  a 
paperback  section  in  which  current  hard  cover  best  sellers  and  other 
popular  titles  are  duplicated. 

Close  cooperation  with  the  schools  was  maintained,  and  a  number  of 
subject  bibiographies  were  prepared  for  teachers  as  well  as  other  resi- 
dents of  the  town. 

A  revolving  exhibit  program  was  instituted  to  give  the  community  an 
opportunity  to  see  the  reservoir  of  talent  that  exists  in  the  town.  Among 
the  exhibits  was  an  attractive  display  of  paintings  and  sculpture  from 
The  Center  for  Creative  Arts  and  a  photography  exhibition. 

The  concept  of  regional  library  service  was  given  support  by  the 
library  Board  of  Trustees  when  they  voted  to  grant  free  borrowing 
privileges  to  members  of  other  libraries  in  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
sub-reqion.  A  number  of  other  libraries  have  reciprocated,  so  that  at  the 
present  time  Medfield  residents  may  borrow  materials  free  from  the 
Norwood,  Westwood,  Wellesley,  Dedham,  and  Natick  Public  Libraries. 

The  closing  hour  of  the  library  was  extended  from  8:30  p.m.  to  9:00 
p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday,  with  hopes  of  accomodating  more  com- 
muters and  students. 

For  the  children,  the  Wednesday  afternoon  story  hour  for  four  and 
five  year  olds  continued  to  be  popular  with  the  year  Culminating  in  a 
special  Christmas  party  attended  by  40  excited  youngsters.

Library  Administrator's  meetings,  and  found  the  crossfertilization  of 
ideas  invigorating.

COMMITMENTS  TO  STATE  HOSPITAL  7 
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The  present  organizational  table  for  the  Medfield  Police  Department 
is  a  Chief,  two  sergeants  and  ten  patrolmen.  Officer  Nicholas  Gugliotta 
retired  on  August  29,  1970  after  some  25  years  on  the  department.  Patrick 
W.  Clancy,  72  South  Street,  Medfield  was  appointed  a  regular  full-time 
patrolman  on  October  15,  1970  and  was  inducted  into  the  Army  on  October 
22,  1970.  We  now  have  five  full-time  permanent  patrolmen  working  follow- 
ing the  loss  of  Officers  Gugliotta  and  Clancy. 

To  fill  the  vacancies,  five  provisionals  have  been  working  full  time. 
They  are  Michael  J.  Donahue,  Ralph  G.  Knowles,  Anthony  Bertone,  and 
David  Sloan,  all  of  Medfield,  and  Robert  E.  Naughton  of  Norwood. 

During  the  year,  several  schools  were  attended  by  officers.  Twelve 
persons  attended  a  one-day  course  on  the  operation  of  the  teleprocessing 
machine  in  Hyde  Park  conducted  by  the  New  England  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  the  Massachusetts  State  Police.  Officer  Harry  Tominey  attended 
the  Quincy  Police  Academy  for  eight  weeks  police  training.  Officer  Tomin- 
ey also  attended  an  eight-day  course  on  Drug  Identification  conducted  by 
the  Attorney  General's  office.  Sgt.  E.  Nina  Iafolla,  Officers  Robert  W. 
Brady,  John  T.  Garvey  and  Robert  E.  Naughton  attended  a  five-day  course 
on  Drug  Identification  and  Investigation  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police.  Sgt.  Iafolla  and  Officer  Brady  are  presently  enrolled  in  Dean 
Police  Science  Institute  and  are  taking  courses  on  Court  Prosecution  and 
Evidence.  Chief  Mann  attended  a  three-week  course  at  Babson  College  on 
Police  Management  conducted  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Chiefs 
of  Police.  Several  seminars  were  also  attended  by  various  officers 
throughout  the  year. 

TRAINING: 

Since  there  were  so  many  vacancies  this  year,  personnel  shortage 
prevented  a  good  in-service  training  program  being  conducted.  The  State 
law  calls  for  in-service  for  all  personnel.  As  a  start  in  this  program,  edu- 
cational literature  called  the  "training  keys"  is  being  sent  to  the  Police 
department  during  1971  paid  for  by  the  Governor's  Committee  on  Law  En- 
forcement and  Administration,  with  the  following  year  to  be  paid  for  by 
the  Town  of  Medfield.  This  publication  is  published  by  the  International 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  and  covers  many  subjects  pertinent  to 
police  work.  I  have  also  subscribed  to  the  publication  by  the  same  organ- 
ization called  Legal  Points  which  keeps  the  department  abreast  of  new 
court  rulings. 

EQUIPMENT: 

Much  valuable  new  equipment  was  received  this  year.  A  Vehicle 
Speed  Indicator  called  "Vascar"  was  installed  in  one  cruiser  which  enables 
the  officer  to  clock  vehicles  several  different  ways  without  setting  up  any 
special  equipment. 
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Two  portable  radios  were  purchased  this  year.  We  now  have  three 
such  portables  which  have  proved  invaluable  at  accidents,  investigations, 
foot  patrols  and  checking  inside  buildings.  The  Radios  and  Vascar  were 
paid  by  town  appropriation  and  were  100%  reimbursed  by  the  Federal 
Government  under  the  Federal  Highway  Safety  Program. 

Bids  were  awarded  to  the  General  Electric  Corporation  for  new  radios 
for  the  police  station  and  one  cruiser.  These  radios  will  be  delivered 
shortly  and  will  greatly  increase  the  communications  of  the  department, 
both  within  the  town  and  with  neighboring  communities.  Fifty  percent  of 
the  funds  expended  will  be  reimbursed  to  the  Town  by  the  Federal  High- 
way Safety  Program. 

A  new  1970  Cadillac  Ambulance  was  received  on  December  24,  1970, 
also  fifty  percent  reimbursible  from  the  Highway  Safety  Program.  I 
would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Austin  C.  Buchanan,  Civil  Defense 
Director  who  spent  many  hours  preparing  the  application  and  specifica- 
tions to  submit  for  Federal  funds. 

In  May,  1970,  we  were  connected  by  the  installation  of  new  equipment 
to  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  teleprocessing  network  called  ''Leaps", 
which  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  area  departments  in  crime 
detection.  We  now  have  a  direct  connection  to  the  National  Crime  Informa- 
tion Center  in  Washington,  D.C.,  as  well  as  to  the  State  Police  computer. 
Approximately  sixty  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  monthly  rental  of  the 
teleprocessing  machine  is  being  reimbursed  to  the  Town  by  the  Governor's 
Committee  on  Law  Enforcement  and  Administration. 

With  the  additional  telephones  installed  in  the  Police  Station  in  Jan- 
uary, 1970,  residents  now  enjoy  a  more  prompt  response  to  their  calls.  A 
busy  signal  is  now  a  rarity.  I  again  recommend  that  the  Fire  Alarm 
Transmitter  be  transferred  to  the  Police  Station  from  the  State  Hospital 
where  it  has  been  for  several  years. 

During  the  year,  police  functioning  on  a  regional  basis  became  a 
reality  when  the  Central  Norfolk  Tactical  Unit  was  formed  by  twenty 
surrounding  towns.  Officers  Harry  Tominey,  Ralph  Knowles,  and  Michael 
Donahue  received  training  with  the  unit,  which  may  be  used  by  any  of  the 
participating  towns  in  time  of  civil  disorder. 

GENERAL: 

In  1970,  our  two  cruisers  travelled  a  combined  total  of  124,748  miles. 
In  the  year  1969,  the  total  was  93,445.  Most  of  the  increased  mileage  is 
because  of  increased  general  patrolling  of  the  town.  As  a  result  of  addi- 
tional patrolling,  the  number  of  Breaking  and  Entering  cases  decreased 
from  fifty  in  1969  to  thirty-one  in  1970.  We  also  used  the  Radar  with  more 
regularity  than  ever  before.   The  number  of   traffic   citations   almost 
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doubled  that  of  1969,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  did  not  have  any 
fatal  accidents  this  past  year. 

I  am  again  in  1971  recommending  that  cruisers  be  replaced  yearly  as 
each  vehicle  is  now  travelling  more  than  60,000  miles  per  year.  I  also  am 
requesting  a  third  cruiser  for  use  on  investigations,  court  trips,  and  to  be 
used  as  a  back-up  car.  Investigations  of  crimes  being  committed  are 
associated  with  crimes  in  communities  far  away  from  Medfield.  A  cruiser 
cannot  always  be  spared  for  out-of-town  travel,  nor  is  a  private  vehicle 
available. 

I  am  requesting  a  part-time  secretary  to  free  the  officers  and  myself 
from  typing  reports,  filing  and  general  office  work  so  they  may  concen- 
trate more  on  general  police  functions.  Better  records  should  be  kept  and 
experienced  office  help  is  required  to  keep  them.  Last  year  I  requested 
four  new  patrolmen  and  the  town  voted  to  add  two  only.  This  year  I  will 
request  one  additional  man.  I  am  also  requesting  the  adoption  of  Chapter 
41,  Section  97-A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  which  places  the  Chief 
of  Police  in  charge  of  policy-making  in  the  Department. 

Throughout  the  year,  I  have  received  a  great  deal  of  assistance  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  from  the  Highway  Superintendent  to  help 
make  our  streets  safer,  and  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  since  it 
makes  the  Police  Department's  job  easier.  I  also  wish  to  thank  members 
of  the  Fire,  Water,  Tree,  Park  and  School  Departments  for  all  their  co- 
operation during  the  year.  I  wish  to  thank  all  town  officials,  and  especially 
the  Town  Hall  secretaries  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  1970.

ANNUAL   REPORT  OF  THE   HOUSING   AUTHORITY 

The  Medfield  Housing  Authority,  at  their  Annual  Meeting  on  the  sec- 
ond Tuesday  of  April,  1970,  elected  for  its  slate  of  officers:

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Mr.  Sloan  was  elected  to  the  Housing  Authority  for  a  five-year  term  at 
the  Town  elections  in  March.  One  of  the  five  positions  is  open  for  election 
each  year  for  a  five-year  term. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month  during  the  entire  year  at  the  Town  Hall  at  7:30  P.M. 

The  site  on  Pound  Street,  selected  by  the  Housing  Authority  for  the 
construction  of  forty  units  of  housing  for  the  elderly,  was  tentatively  ap- 
proved by  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth. 
The  Department  of  Community  Affairs  informed  the  Authority  that  $680,- 
000  would  be  set  aside  for  their  use  in  the  construction  when  certain 
conditions  are  met.  Several  interviews  were  held  with  the  property  owner, 
Mrs.  Blanche  Kingsbury,  who  expressed  her  willingness  to  sell  the  prop- 
erty for  this  purpose. 

The  architectural  firm  of  Robert  Charles  Associates  of  Boston, 
selected  by  the  Authority  to  design  the  housing  units,  conducted  a  soil 
stratification  survey  of  the  property  with  the  assistance  of  the  Medfield 
Highway  Department.  The  results  were  acceptable. 

Meetings  were  held  with  Algernon  Heine  of  Ashland,  the  attorney 
chosen  by  the  Authority,  to  discuss  a  number  of  legal  questions  pertaining 
to  the  work  of  the  Authority. 

Sewage  requirements  on  the  chosen  site  resulted  in  interviews  with 
the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Department  of  Water  Pollution  Control,  who 
establish  state-wide  conditions.  Meetings  were  held  with  various  town 
committees  relative  to  these  requirements.  At  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
in  November,  the  Town  voted  to  proceed  with  necessary  sewage  treatment 
facilities,  which  opens  the  door  to  final  preparations  for  the  construction 
of  the  housing  units.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 

To:     The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

Subject:    Annual  Departmental  Report  for  1970 

Without  a  declared  war  or  an  impending  disaster,  maintaining  interest 
in  a  Civil  Defense  Program  requires  either  a  great  deal  of  effort  or  a 
great  deal  of  interest.  The  Town  of  Medfield  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having 
a  nucleus  of  people  interested  in  preparing  and  planning  for  a  day  we  all 
hope  will  not  come. 

The  Emergency  Operating  Center,  located  in  the  basement  area  of 
the  Fire  Station  is  taking  shape  slowly  but  surely.  With  the  use  of  volunteer 
manpower  and  technical  skills,  an  area  capable  of  continuing  Town  Gov- 
ernment and  Emergency  Operations  is  being  assembled.  Radio  Officer, 
Thomas  DeWitt  is  developing  a  communications  facility  to  provide  both 
lccal  and  State  level  capability.  The  outline  and  design  for  this  center  is 
prescribed  by  Federal  Directives.  The  value  to  the  community  of  such  a 
facility  has  been  proven  in  several  incidents  where  normal  facilities  have 
been  disrupted. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  continue  to  maintain  an  active  program  under 
the  able  direction  of  John  E.  Varnum,  Jr.  Regular  monthly  meetings  and 
drills  keep  this  organization  alert  and  available  for  any  back-up  that  may 
be  required  for  the  regular  Police  Department. 

Equipment  has  been  added  to  the  Emergency  Truck  through  gifts,  and 
the  adaptation  of  materials  acquired  from  the  Surplus  Property  Program. 
This  vehicle  is  available  at  all  times  where  emergency  lighting  or  elec- 
trical power,  first  aid,  or  heavy  rescue  equipment  may  be  required.  It 
also  responds  to  all  night  fire  alarms  under  the  direction  of  the  Fire  Chief.

The  Surplus  Property  Program  continues  to  make  available  many 
thousands  of  dollars  of  equipment,  materials  and  supplies,  to  all  Town 
Departments,  at  a  fraction  of  their  worth.  Participation  in  this  program 
is  made  possible  by  maintaining  an  active  Civil  Defense  Organization. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  thank  the  many  individuals  who  have 
taken  the  time  to  get  involved  in  the  thankless  task  of  preparing  and  plan- 
ning for  a  time  we  all  hope  will  not  come.  To  the  many  Town  Family 
members,  my  personal  thanks  for  your  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

These  articles  amended  the  Building 
Code  by  adding  a  section  concerning  the  installation  of  siding  which  is  a 
conductor  of  electricity,  and  a  section  which  is  a  complete  clarification  of 
swimming  pool  regulations  which  define  the  residential  pools,  public  pools 
and  submission  of  plans  and  specifications,  revocation  of  permits,  fences, 
enclosures  and  safety  equipment,  electrical  requirements,  set-backs  and 
repeal  and  date  of  effect. 

House  numbers  are  assigned  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

The  duties  of  Enforcing  Officer  for  Zoning  now  include  the  respon- 
sibilities of  watershed  protections  districts  and  flood  plain  districts  en- 
forcement. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  town  officials,  the  other  department  inspectors,  the 
administrative  secretaries  in  the  Town  House,  Mrs.  Kathleen  C.  Conners 
and  Mrs.  Helen  Wills  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation  they  have  ren- 
dered me  during  the  past  year. 

The  local  and  out-of-town  builders  and  contractors  continue  to  be 
cooperative  and  more  than  willing  to  conform  to  the  Building  Code  and 
Zoning  regulations. 

The  members  of  the  Building  Code  Committee  of  the  Town  have  co- 
operated with  me  in  the  solution  of  the  many  problems  confronting  this 
department  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD   OF   HEALTH  —  1970 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  begin- 
ning January  1,  1970  through  December  31,  1970. 

The  Board  met  regularly  on  the  second  and  fourth  Thursday  of  each 
month.  Additional  meetings  were  held  with  the  planning  board,  water  and 
sewer  board,  and  pertinent  State  meetings  were  attended. 

The  garbage  contract  was  renewed  with  Francis  J.  Cassidy  of  Hollis- 
ton  Street  in  Medway  with  collections  scheduled  once  a  week  during  the 
winter  months  and  twice  weekly  during  the  summer.

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Various  church  and  civic  organizations  were  also  issued 
permits  for  food  sales. 

The  Board  enacted  several  new  regulations  during  the  year: 

1.  New  pool  by-laws  regarding  the  installation  and  operation  of  pools. 

2.  Regulations  were  adopted  regarding  on-site  sewage  systems,  in- 
cluding the  assessment  of  a  fee  for  a  third  inspection  of  a  system.: 

a.  All  percolation  tests  to  be  witnessed  by  an  Agent  of  the  Board. 

b.  AS  BUILT  plans  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Health  by 
all  builders. 

c.  Acceptance  of  use  of  aeration  chambers. 

d.  Percolation  tests  conducted  during  July  and  August  and  tests 
of  15  minutes  or  more  will  not  be  acceptable  to  this  Board. 

e.  A  seven  day  waiting  period  is  required  for  approval  of  all 
plot  plans  submitted. 

f.  Percolation  tests  and  plot  plans  may  not  be  required  on  re- 
pair work  on  older  homes  if  an  observation  pit  is  approved 
by  an  Agent  of  the  Board. 

3.  Article  VII  of  the  State  Rules  for  Swim  Ponds  was  accepted. 

4.  Dead  animals  must  have  a  sanitary  burial. 

Two  new  sub-division  definitive  plans  were  approved,  subject  to  the 
percolation  tests  on  individual  lots: 

1.  Carol  Ann  Drive  —  Stivaletta  — 

2.  Noon  Hill  Definitive  #2  by  Hoover  Realty  Trust,  final  action 
subject  to  the  Planning  Board. 

A  total  of  165  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  Board  of 
Health  Registered  Sanitarian,  Mr.  Ferial  Morrissette.  These  included 
forty-three  nuisance  complaints;  seventy-seven  restaurant,  market  and 
bakery  inspections;  twenty-six  inspections  relative  to  on-site  sewage  in- 
stallations and  complaints.  The  cafeteria  cleanliness  in  all  the  Medfield 
schools  was  checked  four  times  during  the  year,  as  well  as  the  health 
standards  of  the  beach  and  water  at  the  Hinkley  Swim  Pond  on  Green 
Street.  The  Board  also  used  Mr.  Morrissette  as  consultant  with  many 
other  Boards  on  various  problems. 

Herbert  B.  Burr,  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Board  reported  a  total  of 
196  sanitary  inspections  made  for  on-site  sewage  disposal  systems  in 
town.  These  inspections  included  checking  observation  holes  for  stratifica- 
tion of  soil;  witnessing  two  percolation  tests  on  each  building  lot,  which 
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were  performed  by  the  builders,  civil  and  registered  engineers;  the  septic 
installations  placed  on  each  lot,  besides  the  many  repairs  performed  on 
older  homes. 

Mr.  Burr  reports  that  all  builders  and  engineers  are  most  cooperative 
and  wishes  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Mr.  Morrissette 
and  Mrs.  Kathleen  Conners,  secretary,  for  their  cooperation  during  the 
year. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  made  a  total  of  745  visits  in  Medfield 
involving  a  total  of  104  cases.  Mrs.  Porter  Whitney  serves  as  a  Public 
Health  Nurse  for  the  Board  of  Health.  These  visits  include  bedside  care, 
therapeutic  nursing,  public  health  nursing  involving  TB  prevention  and 
follow-up,  communicable  diseases,  premature  infants,  new  born,  maternal 
health,  health  teaching  and  referrals. 

Six  immunization  Clinics  were  held  involving  1,387  patients,  which 
included  immunization  for  Rubella,  Mumps,  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping 
Cough,  Polio,  Measles  and  Smallpox.  Three  of  these  v/ere  town-wide 
clinics  and  three  were  in  cooperation  with  the  School  Health  Department 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Madeleine  Harding,  R.N.,  School  Nurse. 

During  the  year  two  cases  requiring  physical  therapy  involved  a  total 
of  39  visits.  The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  contracts  for  physical  therapy 
service  through  the  Norwood  Hospital. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  loans  sick  room 
equipment  such  as  hospital  beds,  wheel  chairs,  walkers,  crutches,  etc. 
Loans  are  free  of  charge  for  a  period  of  two  months,  after  which  time  a 
minimal  charge  is  made. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  thank  the  VNA  nurses  and  Mrs.  Whit- 
ney, Mrs.  Harding  and  Dr.  A.  Ritchie  Stagg  who  served  as  a  Consulting 
Physician  for  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Health  for  the  first  time  ran  a  Rabies  Clinic  in  conjunc- 
tion with  dog  licensing  which  was  most  successful.  The  Clinic  was  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Gordon  Goodband  of  Walpole,  and  a  total  of  344  dogs 
were  vaccinated  for  rabies  in  one  day.  Plans  for  a  1971  Clinic  are  being 
made  to  be  held  some  time  in  March. 

In  conjunction  v/ith  the  Board's  animal  control  law  a  total  of  twenty- 
four  persons  have  registered  their  horses,  cows,  goats,  sheep,  swine  and 
hens  during  the  year.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  registration  but  all  resi- 
dents who  contemplate  owning  such  animals  must  so  register  with  the 
Board  of  Health  before  securing  them.  These  animals  are  to  be  regis- 
tered every  calendar  year. 
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The  responsibility  of  operating  the  Town  Dump  was  restored  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  when  the  Sanitary  Landfill  Operation  went  into  effect 
and  the  Board  of  Health  is  responsible  only  for  the  health  standards  in 
the  area. 

Effective  in  1971,  the  Slaughtering  Inspections  will  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank 
Dr.  Francis  X.  Maguire  of  Walpole  for  his  many  years  of  service  to  the 
town  as  its  Slaughtering  Inspector. 

It  should  be  noted  that  there  is  a  Vaccine  Center  located  in  the  Town 
Hall  for  local  physicians  established  under  the  control  of  Mrs.  Whitney, 
Public  Health  Nurse,  who  stocks  and  inventories  same,  making  vaccines 
and  various  test  kits  readily  available. 

The  total  income  of  the  Board  in  1970  amounted  to  some  $1,650.00  from 
permits,  licenses,  and  fees. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Herbert 
B.  Burr,  its  very  competent  Sanitary  Inspector;  Mr.  Ferial  R.  Morrissette, 
its  Registered  Sanitarian  whose  many  years  of  experience  in  the  field  of 
public  health  has  proved  to  be  invaluable;  Mrs.  Whitney  for  assuming  the 
duties  of  Board  of  Health  nurse;  Richard  Ellsworth,  Animal  Inspector,  for 
the  many  inspections  made  on  complaints  and  permits;  Dr.  Goodband  and 
Dr.  Maguire  for  a  very  successful  Rabies  Clinic.

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1970  REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

TO  THE  HONORABLE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN: 

The  increased  awareness  of  the  need  for  Conservation  in  1970  found 
the  members  of  the  Commission  filling  requests  for  speakers  to  the 
Ralph  Wheelock  Elementary  School,  Medfield  High  School  (Earth  Day 
and  tenth  grade  class),  League  of  Women  Voters  Annual  Meeting,  Med- 
field Garden  Club,  and  a  meeting  with  the  Curriculum  Coordinators  of 
the  school. 

A  detailed  plan  for  the  "Outdoor  Classroom"  has  been  obtained  from 
the  U.  S.  Soil  Conservation  Division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
and  a  sub-committee  of  interested  citizens  established  to  implement  this 
project.  The  initial  efforts  to  clean  up  and  establish  trails  is  now  being 
made  by  the  Boy  Scouts. 

At  the  November  Special  Town  Meeting,  funds  were  allocated  to  pur- 
chase seventy-two  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  the  proposed  site  for  the 
Sewerage  Disposal  Plant  as  Conservation  Land.  The  bulk  of  this  land 
is  flood  plain  zoned  and  a  welcome  addition  for  flood  as  well  as  wild- 
life protection. 

Daniel  Hinkley,  Director  of  the  Charles  River  Valley  Watershed 
Association,  and  continuing  representative  of  the  town,  has  secured 
samples  of  water  from  the  Charles  River  during  the  bulk  of  the  year  for 
testing  and  rating  purposes. 

Lindsey  Ripley,  III,  attended  two  weeks  at  the  Junior  Conservation 
Camp  as  the  first  winner  of  the  annual  scholarship  offered  by  the  Com- 
mission. He  returned  with  the  first  place  trophy  for  "Fly  Tying  and 
Casting"  contest  and  placed  third  highest  in  the  state  on  his  written 
examinations.  David  Guenette,  alternate  winner,  and  Lindsey  Ripley 
have  shown  their  continued  interest  by  attending  the  meetings  of  the 
committee  establishing  the  "Outdoor  Classroom."  These  two  men  were 
chosen  from  seven  applicants.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  commission  members 
that  the  other  six  applicants  will  apply  again  this  year,  along  with  any 
other  interested  boy,  ages  fourteen  to  seventeen. 

The  Annual  Fader  Award  for  outstanding  contribution  or  service 
to  or  for  conservation  was  given  to  Charles  and  Ruth  Allen  for  the  year 
1969,  and  is  being  awarded  in  1970  to  Major  Edmund  and  Peter  Wheel- 
wright for  their  gift  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  the  "Outdoor  Classroom." 

After  the  first  hearing  in  June  on  the  relocation  of  Route  27,  the 
Commission  made  a  statement  in  support  of  the  proposed  location. 
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The  Conservation  Fund  has  been  aided  by  the  donations  of  $75.00 
from  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  and  $20.00  from  the  Hannah  Adams  Club. 
In  addition,  a  representative  from  both  these  women's  groups  is  donating 
time  and  advice  in  the  development  of  the  "Outdoor  Classroom." 

The  aim  for  1971  is  the  continued  conservation  of  land,  primarily 
along  Charles,  Stop  Rivers  and  Mill  Brook,  either  by  gift,  purchase  or 
conservation  easement.  Education  of  our  natural  heritage  will  be  pur- 
sued wherever  possible  and  for  all  persons  interested.  The  establishment 
of  Associate  Members  is  now  being  organized  and  all  persons  interested 
should  contact  the  Chairman. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  are  held  the  4th  Monday  of  the  month 
at  7:30  P.M.  in  the  Youth  Center  and  are  open  to  the  public.  Members 
of  the  Millis  Conservation  Commission;  Mr.  Robert  Hilton;  Medfield 
citizen;  High  School  students;  Women's  Club  members,  and  the  Cit- 
izens for  Participation  Politics,  have  attended  Commission  meetings  this 
year,  exchanging  many  excellent  points  of  mutual  interest.

ANNAUL  REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  1970 

TO  THE  HONOARBLE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Fire  Chief  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1970. 

The  department  consists  of  a  full  time  Chief  and  twenty-five  call 
firefighters.  Patrolling  and  inspecting  schools,  nursing  homes  and  busi- 
ness and  industrial  areas  is  being  done  daily.  Fire  prevention  programs 
were  held  in  the  elementary  school  and  the  fire  station  during  Fire 
Prevention  Week. 

Training  with  audio  film  is  being  conducted  monthly.  Three  fire- 
fighters attended  a  two-day  Seminar  held  in  Walpole  in  September. 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  was  expanded  by  the  installation  of  four 
street  boxes,  bringing  the  total  in  operation  to  twenty-seven. 

The  Department  equipment  is  satisfactory,  but  replacement  of  older 
apparatus  should  start  in  1972.  It  should  be  noted  that  from  the  time  a 
piece  of  apparatus  is  ordered  and  delivered,  a  span  of  eighteen  months 
or  more  is  needed  before  it  can  be  put  into  service. 

I  feel  a  Chief's  vehicle  should  be  purchased  and  fully  equipped  this 
year.

Our  reports  to  you  for  the  years  1968  and  1969  have  informed  you  of 
our  appointing  a  part-time  recreation  co-ordinator  and  instituting  some 
activities  for  the  youth  of  the  Town  throughout  the  year.  During  1970 
we  have  instituted  the  following  programs: 

MONDAY  —  Dance-twirl  lessons  open  to  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  girls,  held  at  our  Recreation  Building. 

TUESDAY  —  Photography  Club  open  to  Junior  and  Senior  High  stu- 
dents, held  at  our  Recreation  Building. 

Co-ed  Volley  Ball  open  to  all  High  School  students,  held  at  the 

Town's  Junior  High  School. 

Basketball  for  High  School  boys  held  at  the  Town's  Junior  High 

School. 

WEDNESDAY  —  Basketball  open  to  High  School  boys  at  the  Dale 
Street  School. 

FRIDAY  —  Basketball  open  to  Junior  High  School  boys  at  the  Junior 
High. 

SATURDAY  —  Soccer  open  to  Junior  High  boys.  This  year  we  played 
3  competitive  games  with  other  surrounding  towns. 

A  dance,  pool,  ping-pong  and  gathering  spot  held  every  Saturday 
evening  at  the  Recreation  Building. 

Softball  —  coed  and  for  students  of  High  School  age. 
Boys  Basketball  —  grades  4,  5  and  6.   Instructions  and  light  com- 
petition.  Hours  are  9  A.M.  to  12  Noon. 

The  above  listed  programs  are  held  usually  between  7  P.M.  and  9  P.M. 

This  past  summer  our  playground  tripled  in  attendance  over  last 
year.  The  program  was  most  successful  and  the  addition  of  two  coun- 
selors made  it  possible  to  increase  our  crafts  and  game  times. 

The  swimming  program  continued  with  increased  demand  for  swim- 
ming lessons  and  water  safety  programs.  The  swim  team  had  a  favor- 
able record  in  competitive  swim  meets  with  many  surrounding  towns. 
To  continue  to  pass  the  State's  density  test,  it  will  be  necessary  to  re- 
place all  sand  in  and  about  the  pond  before  our  1971  season.

The  School  Department  for  the  use  of  the  schools 
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Our  Recreation  Building  is  used  every  day  and  demands  for  the  use 
of  it  cannot  be  completely  complied  with  due  to  lack  of  space  or  time. 
The  Medfield  Youth  Center  continues  interest  in  the  building  by  continually 
improving,  cleaning  and  repairing.  The  Youth  Center  presented  two  $100 
scholarships  at  the  High  School  graduation  exercises,  held  drug  pro- 
grams and  assisted  us  in  all  our  programs.  Our  thanks  go  to  the  Adult 
Sub-committee  of  18  couples  who  oversee  and  chaperone  the  Youth  Cen- 
ter activities. 

The  addition  to  our  bathhouse  enabled  us  for  the  first  time  to  have 
an  area  to  store  our  snow  removal  equipment,  provided  a  dressing  area 
for  employees  and  a  first  aid  station.  During  the  winter  months  the  ad- 
dition will  serve  as  a  warming  hut  and  storage  of  swim  pond  equipment, 
including  all  docks. 

The  ramp  added  to  the  Recreation  Building  new  gives  access  to  the 
basement  area  and  additional  storage  space  is  now  provided  for  our 
playground  supplies  and  equipment.  There  is  still  considerable  repair 
and  cleaning  out  to  be  done,  but  progress  is  being  made  by  the  youths. 

We  feel  somehow  our  increased  year  round  recreational  programs 
for  the  youth  of  all  ages  within  the  town  has  reduced  the  many  so-called 
problems  of  waste  and  destruction.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we 
can  report  we  have  had  but  a  minimum  of  vandalism  to  our  various 
properties  throughout  the  Town,  which  in  many  instances  remain  un- 
used for  many  months  during  the  year. 

We  continue  the  care  and  upkeep  of  Medfield's  park  and  other  prop- 
erties under  our  jurisdiction  as  follows:

The  Building  Code  Committee  held  regular  meetings  each  month  in 
the  Town  House.  At  the  January  meeting  Forest  T.  Wills  was  nominated 
and  elected  Chairman,  Mr.  Nicholas  Laverghetta,  Vice-Chairman,  and 
Herbert  B.  Burr,  Clerk.  During  the  May  meeting,  due  to  the  untimely 
death  of  our  chairman,  Mr.  Wills,  on  February  15th,  the  Committee  re- 
organized with  the  advancement  of  Mr.  Laverghetta  to  the  chair;  Mr. 
Joseph  T.  Cunning,  our  new  member,  to  Vice-Chairman,  with  the  Clerk 
remaining  the  same.  Mr.  Francis  J.  Mastropieri  was  appointed  as  a  new 
associate  member.  The  Committee  is  very  fortunate  that  the  Selectmen 
appointed  Mr.  Cunning  and  Mr.  Mastropieri  as  they  are  both  well  qualified 
in  the  field  of  construction.

TO  THE  HONORABLE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN: 

The  Medfield  Planning  Board  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

MEETINGS 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  weekly  meetings  at  the  Town  Hall. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  meetings,  the  Board  members  held  sessions 
to  work  on  revising  the  Zoning  Bylaws.  Also  during  the  year  there  were 
meeting  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health,  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board,  the  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  and  other 
Medfield  boards  and  committees. 

Saturday,  Sunday  and  evening  inspections  were  made  by  the  Board 
members,  occasionally  with  Superintendent  of  Streets,  William  E. 
McCarthy  present,  to  inspect  areas  proposed  for  new  subdivisions  under 
development. 

SUBDIVISIONS 

Two  new  subdivisions  were  approved  by  the  Board  after  following  the 
legal  procelure  required  for  such  approval;  namely  Camelot  Lane,  a 
six-lot  subdivision  off  Granite  Street,  and  Carol  Ann  Drive,  an  eight-lot 
subdivision  off  Flint  Locke  Lane. 

A  proposed  subdivision  entitled  "Noon  Hill  Estates  —  Section  II"  was 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Board.  To  date  a  decision  on  the  acceptance 
of  the  104-lot  subdivision  has  not  been  made. 

A  table  is  included  showing  subdivision  lots  approved  for  building, 
number  of  lots  released  during  the  year  for  building  and  the  number  of 
lots  remaining  in  each  subdivision  to  be  built.

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OTHER  MATTERS 

The  Soil  Survey,  authorized  by  the  Town  of  Medfield  in  1969,  was 
received  from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  This  report  is  an  extremely  useful  tool  for  the 
Town  and  will  help  insure  Medfield's  growth  in  areas  most  suitable  for 
building. 

The  Planning  Board  has  worked  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
State  and  County  officials  on  the  relocation  of  Route  27  and  North  Street. 

The  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  was  put  under  the 
direction  of  the  Planning  Beard  by  Town  Meeting  vote.  The  MPIC  and 
the  Planning  Board  have  been  working  together  on  articles  for  the  Town 
Warrant  concerning  the  updating  of  the  Master  Plan,  with  emphasis  on 
a  Capital  Outlay  Program  for  the  Town. 

A  program  for  the  lowering  of  the  v/ater  table  in  the  Harding  Estates 
and  Kaymark  Drive  areas  was  embarked  upon  with  the  Norfolk  Con- 
servation District.  The  work  which  has  been  completed  to  date  has 
resulted  in  a  remarked  improvement  in  the  ground  water  level. 

GENERAL

during  the  year  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

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ANNUAL   REPORT   OF   THE    BOARD    OF    SELECTMEN  —  1970 

On  February  24,  1970,  the  Board  paid  tribute  to  retiring  member, 
Walter  M.  Frank,  who  had  tirelessly  given  his  energies,  time  and  talents 
to  the  service  of  the  Town,  not  only  as  Selectman,  but  also  as  a  member 
of  the  School  Committee  and  Park  and  Recreation  Commission.  It  was 
their  privilege  to  honor  him  with  a  plaque. 

On  March  3,  1970,  the  Board  reorganized  as  follows:  Harry  A.  Kel- 
leher,  Chairman;  Lawrence  E.  Abar,  Clerk;  and  Weston  G.  Kolsti,  third 
member. 

In  1970,  the  Town  continued  to  respond  to  the  growth  that  it  has  been 
experiencing  in  recent  years.  The  preliminary  figures  from  the  1970 
decennial  census  indicates  that  the  present  population  of  the  Town  of 
Medfield  is  9,634.  This  is  a  60%  increase  over  the  1960  figure  of  6.021.  Be- 
tween 1950  and  1960,  the  town's  population  grew  from  4,549  to  6,021,  an 
increase  of  32.4%  while  over  the  previous  twenty  years  (1930-1950),  the 
town's  growth  was  from  4,086  to  4,549,  an  increase  of  only  11%. 

The  census  figures  further  show  that  the  Town  of  Medfield  is  located 
in  one  of  the  most  rapidly  growing  regions  of  the  Metropolitan  Boston 
Area.  Our  southwest  region  accounts  for  17.5%  of  the  total  growth  in 
the  metropolitan  area. 

In  spite  of  this  rapid  growth,  Medfield  has  been  fortunate  that  early 
in  its  growth,  it  established  excellent  zoning  by-laws  which  resulted  in 
well-planned  development  and  a  sufficient  control  on  growth  to  enable 
the  Town  to  keep  pace  with  the  increased  need  of  municipal  facilities 
and  services. 

This  past  year,  we  have  seen  a  number  of  developments  geared  to 
enabling  the  Town  to  continue  to  keep  pace  with  its  growth.  These 
changes  have  occurred  in  government  structure,  physical  facilities  and 
regional  arrangements. 

Two  serious  environmental  problems  were  attacked  in  1970:  the  con- 
version of  the  town  dump  to  a  sanitary  landfill  project  and  the  initial 
step  towards  a  new  sewer  facility. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1970  appropriated  funds  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  an  additional  twenty-six  acres  of  land  to  supplement  the  previous 
dump  land  as  a  sanitary  landfill  project,  and  in  an  other  article,  funds 
were  provided  for  the  necessary  equipment  and  facility  for  this  project. 
The  garage  for  the  sanitary  landfill  equipment  has  been  completed  and 
is  now  in  use.

The  fact  that  these  steps  were  taken  by  the  Town  made  it  possible  for 
Medfield  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  for  the  Control  of  Air  Pollution 
in  the  Metropolitan  Boston  Air  Pollution  Control  District  which  went  into 
effect  on  July  1,  1970.  The  sanitary  landfill  project  of  the  Town  was  in 
operation  before  that  date. 

In  early  November,  another  feature  was  added  to  the  sanitary  land- 
fill project  when  a  facility  was  placed  at  the  site  for  collection  of  papers. 
These  papers  are  purchased  by  a  paper  company  which  recycles  them. 
This  process  helps  protect  our  natural  resources  in  that  the  recycling  of 
paper  saves  trees  at  a  rate  of  17  trees  per  ton  of  paper.  In  two  months 
of  operation  in  the  Town  of  Medfield,  this  project  has  saved  approximately 
204  trees. 

The  October  1969  Special  Town  Meeting  approved  an  article  for  an 
engineering  study  of  the  Town's  sewerage  needs  and  recommendations 
for  meeting  these  needs.  Based  on  the  findings  of  this  study,  the  Water 
&  Sewerage  Board  recommended  that  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
November  16,  1970  appropriate  funds  for  a  new  sewer  treatment  plant, 
upgrading  of  the  present  sewer  system,  and  adding  an  additional  18,400 
feet  of  street  sewers.  The  Special  Town  Meeting  approved  this  article 
for  the  new  sewer  system.  The  total  cost  of  this  system  will  be  $4,900,000. 
The  anticipated  Federal  and  State  aid  will  cover  $3,003,000.  of  this  cost, 
leaving  the  net  cost  to  the  Town  of  $1,897,000. 

The  November  Special  Town  Meeting  also  approved  an  article  pro- 
viding for  purchase  of  72  acres  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed 
sewer  site  for  conservation  purposes.  The  anticipated  State  and  Federal 
funds  will  provide  the  Town  with  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
acquiring  this  land. 

The  renovation  of  the  second  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  was  completed 
and  opened  for  use.  The  space  presently  provides  office  facilities  for 
the  Board  of  Assessors,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Building  Inspector,  the 
Water  &  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Planning  Board.  It  is  also  used  for 
the  meetings  of  numerous  Town  boards  and  committee. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  continued  its  policy  of  participating  in  various 
state  and  regional  endeavors  in  behalf  of  the  interests  of  the  Town  and 
its  surrounding  area. 

The  Board  assisted  in  the  development  of  the  Southwest  Area  Select- 
men's Coordinating  Committee  which  we  hope  will  foster  better  com- 
munication en  problems  which  are  common  to  all  or  some  of  the  towns 
involved.  This  increased  communication  is  essential  since  problems  no 
longer  are  confined  to  municipal  boundaries.  The  Coordinating  Committee 
includes  the  Selectmen  from  eleven  towns  in  the  area  bounded  by  Routes 
1-95,  182,  109  and  1-495. 
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The  increased  population  mentioned  above  in  the  area  southwesterly 
of  Boston  is  indicative  of  the  present  and  future  transportation  difficul- 
tions  for  the  area.  Population  and  its  trend  upward  in  this  area  reflects 
the  need  for  better  transportation  for  the  inhabitants  which  can  be  satis- 
fied only  by  the  construction  of  a  new  Route  109. 

Progress  was  made,  however,  on  Route  27  which  is  also  vital  to  both 
the  present  and  future  traffic  needs  of  the  area.  In  April  of  1970  a  hear- 
ing was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  for  public  officials  to  view  the  plans  pre- 
sented by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  and  to  re- 
ceive any  comment  or  suggestion  for  change.  On  June  18,  1970  the  first 
public  hearing  was  held  in  the  Dale  Street  School  Auditorium,  at  which 
time  and  place  opportunity  was  afforded  for  interested  parties  to  view 
the  plans  and  discuss  the  effect  on  adjacent  property.  A  second  public 
hearing  v/as  held  in  the  Town  Hall  October  28,  1970.  At  that  time,  As- 
sociate Commissioner  Robert  S.  Foster  of  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Works  informed  the  meeting  that  the  project  would  be  adver- 
tised in  1971  and  construction  started  late  in  the  year.

Significant  progress  was  made  in  improving  the  highways  of  the 
Town  on  a  number  of  other  fronts  during  the  year. 
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A  new,  modern  bridge  at  a  new  location  was  constructed  over  the 
Charles  River  at  Dover  Road,  Millis  and  Bridge  Street,  Medfield  to  re- 
place the  old  bridge  which  had  been  condemned. 

The  two  towns,  who  worked  together  over  a  period  of  years,  con- 
sider themselves  fortunate  in  that  State  funds  are  very  limited  for  this 
program,  which  is  to  replace  substandard  bridges  that  are  not  on  route 
roads.  Although  the  low  bid  for  the  project  was  $377,479.45,  Medfield's 
tax  rate  was  influenced  only  to  the  extent  of  a  $6,000.  appropriation.  Traf- 
fic that  has  been  using  various  other  means  to  travel  through  Medfield 
are  returning  to  the  old  pattern  of  using  West  Street  because  the  bridge 
is  now  open. 

Chapter  90  funds  and  the  Town's  share  of  a  1965  bond  issue  ac- 
cumulated for  several  years  now  total  $72,254.  for  Hospital  Road  recon- 
struction. The  total  funds  that  will  be  made  available  for  1971  will  be 
$22,400.,  which  will  make  the  total  available  for  construction  $94,654. 

Chapter  90  construction  projects  are  based  upon  the  State  contribut- 
ing 50%  of  the  funds,  the  County  25%  and  the  Town  25%. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  has  informed  the 
Selectmen  that  this  project  will  be  worked  up  and  advertised  in  1971. 

In  1968  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Select- 
men recognizing  the  high  water  table  in  the  northerly  part  of  town  and 
its  effect  on  new  homes,  consulted  with  the  Norfolk  County  Soil  Conserva- 
tion District  for  a  solution. 

During  1969  the  area  was  studied  and  recommendations  made  to  the 
Town.  The  major  recommendation  was  regrading  to  a  lower  elevation 
Hospital  Brook  which  drained  the  area  so  that  the  water  table  would  be 
dropped.  A  sixty  inch  cement  pipe  was  installed  under  Hospital  Road 
with  Chapter  90  State  Aid  funds  to  accomodate  the  increased  flow  of 
storm  water.  Most  of  the  work  recommended  in  the  study  was  com- 
pleted in  1970.   In  1971,  the  remaining  items  will  be  completed. 

The  construction  of  Elm  Street  from  South  Street  to  the  Ralph 
Wheelock  School  was  completed.  Sidewalks  were  installed,  berms  and 
granite  curbing  laid  and  the  finished  surface  applied.  The  Selectmen, 
in  accordance  with  an  overall  street  lighting  plan  for  the  Town,  improved 
the  street  lighting  on  this  street. 

In  1962  the  Town  instructed  the  Selectmen  to  petition  the  County 
to  relocate  North  Street  between  School  Street  and  the  Dover  town  line. 
A  second  hearing  was  held  June  30,  1970  and  the  return  was  made  by 
the  Norfolk  County  Commissioners  November  17,  1970  and  recorded  in 
the  Registry  of  Deeds  on  December  2,  1970. 
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The  combined  vertical  and  horizontal  curves  on  Green  Street  near 
Summer  Street  were  improved  by  lowering  the  grade  of  the  street.  It  is 
proposed  in  1971  to  resurface  the  section  completed  to  date,  and  to  install 
a  sidewalk. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  requested  the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Con- 
trol District  to  review  the  brook  that  originates  off  Granite  Street  opposite 
Camelot  Lane  and  flows  northerly  into  Danielson's  Pond.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  District  has  reported  that 
improvement  of  the  flow  can  be  accomplished,  and  thereby  eliminate 
mosquito  breeding  area.  The  work  on  the  brook  will  be  completed  in  1971.

In  fulfillment  of  their  responsibilities  under  Section  2  of  Chapter  42 
of  the  General  Laws,  on  May  16,  1970  the  Selectmen  perambulated  the 
boundary  lines  of  the  Town  with  the  Selectmen  of  contiguous  communi- 
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ties.    Monuments  at  the  angle  points  and  road  stones  were  viewed  and 
marked  as  required. 

In  August  a  search  was  made  by  canoe  for  a  bound  along  the  Charles 
River  which  marked  the  boundary  between  Millis,  Norfolk  and  Medfield. 
A  new  bound  was  made  for  this  location  since  the  old  bound  which  had 
been  set  in  1903  has  apparently  washed  into  the  river.  The  new  bound 
has  been  transported  to  the  location  by  ski-mobile  and  will  be  set  by  the 
three  towns  when  the  weather  is  suitable. 

In  1970,  .68  mile  of  roadway  was  accepted  by  the  Town  making  a 
total  of  55.13  miles  in  Medfield. 

In  accordance  with  an  article  passed  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
in  November,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Medfield's  first  Council 
on  Aging,  following  a  study  group  which  established  the  need  for  such 
a  Council. 

On  June  30,  1970,  Walter  F.  Reynolds  retired  as  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  after  having  served  the  Town  since  1924  on  the  department. 
It  was  our  privilege  to  present  "Hindy"  with  a  plaque  noting  his  out- 
standing service  to  the  community  at  a  testimonial  given  in  his  honor  in 
October. 

The  Selectmen  voted  to  appoint  Joseph  E.  Ryan  as  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  effective  July  1,  1970.  Chief  Ryan  has  been  with  the  depart- 
ment since  1946  and  was  promoted  from  the  rank  of  Lieutenant. 

The  retirement  of  Nicholas  N.  Gugliotta  from  the  Police  Department 
was  effective  August  29,  1970.  "Nick's"  service  dated  back  some  25  years. 
"Nick"  was  also  honored  by  his  many  friends  and  co-workers  at  a  testi- 
monial in  December,  at  which  time  we  were  pleased  to  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  present  him  with  a  plaque  for  his  meritorious  service  to  the  Town. 

The  Selectmen  were  also  pleased  to  present  the  American  Field  Ser- 
vice Student,  Guilherme  Simos  de  Abreu  from  Brazil,  with  a  key  to  the 
Town  and  honorary  citizenship  at  the  High  School  graduation. 

The  retirement  of  Charles  Warren  Keirstead  from  the  office  of  Town 
Clerk  on  March  2,  1970,  meant  a  loss  to  the  Town  of  one  of  the  most 
dedicated  and  competent  public  officials  in  its  history.  For  thirty-three 
years,  Mr.  Keirstead  performed  his  duties  with  thoroughness  and  accu- 
racy, regardless  of  the  difficulty  of  the  task  or  the  hour  of  the  day. 

That  this  outstanding  performance  was  recognized  by  the  townspeople 
is  clear  from  the  fact  that  year  after  year,  Mr.  Keirstead  received  more 
votes  than  any  other  candidate  for  any  town  office. 
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A  testimonial  was  held  in  Mr.  Keirstead's  honor  at  which  he  was 
presented  with  a  plaque  which  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the  people  of 
Medfield. 

The  Town  Government  Study  Committee  completed  its  work,  and  with 
the  support  of  the  Selectmen,  sufficient  signatures  were  obtained  to  place 
the  Charter  Commission  on  the  1971  ballot.  If  the  Charter  Commission  is 
approved  by  the  voters,  the  nine  members  of  the  Commission  will  be 
recommending  a  Charter  for  the  Town  at  the  1972  election. 

The  Town's  first  Executive  Secretary,  Frederick  C.  Conley,  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Mr.  Conley  will  represent  the  Select- 
men in  providing  full-time  administration  of  town  affairs  and  long  range 
planning  for  town  services  and  facilities. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  deeply  appreciate  the  cooperation  which  they 
received  from  all  Town  boards  and  committees.  We  are  indeed  very 
fortunate  to  have  so  many  dedicated  people  who  work  tirelessly  in  our 
mutual  interest  for  the  betterment  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  its  in- 
habitants. The  various  civic  organizations  should  also  be  thanked  for  their 
generous  contribution  of  time  and  effort  in  their  participation  in  public 
affairs.

His  resignation 
was  noted  with  deep  regret  by  the  Board  who  commended  him  as  an 
outstanding  public  servant.

On  March  2,  1971,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  reorganized  with  Harry 
A.  Kelleher  as  Chairman,  Weston  G.  Kolsti  as  Clerk  and  Joseph  L. 
Alarcionette  as  third  member. 

On  May  25,  1971,  the  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
met  with  four  members  of  the  School  Committee  to  fill  the  vacancy  on 
the  School  Committee  which  was  created  by  the  resignation  of  Denis 
Robinson.  Arthur  L.  Lomker  was  unanimously  elected  to  fill  that  office. 

On  June  29,  1971,  the  three  members  of  the  Board  met  with  two 
members  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  to  fill  a  vacancy  on 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  due  to  the  resignation  of  Louis 
Lee  DeSorgher.  Warren  E.  Sheard  was  unanimously  elected  to  that 
office. 
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In  1971,  the  Board  appointed  four  new  members  of  the  Town's 
Police  Department.  Richard  D.  Bishop,  Raymond  J.  Wheeler  and 
Robert  D.  Roy  were  appointed  on  June  29,  1971  and  Ronald  E.  Kerr 
on  September  28,  1971. 

TRIBUTE  PAID 

The  Selectmen  proclaimed  April  30,  1971  Maude  S.  Washburn  Day 
to  pay  tribute  to  her  for  faithful  and  dedicated  service  as  an  educator 
and  administrator  in  the  Medfield  School  Department. 

On  May  4th  the  Selectmen  spoke  with  sadness  of  the  passing  of 
Marion  Henderson,  who  was  a  trusted  and  dedicated  citizen  of  the 
Town.  Mrs.  Henderson  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Home  Com- 
mittee, as  well  as  an  elected  official. 

At  their  meeting  on  June  1,  1971,  the  Selectmen  noted  with  sadness 
the  sudden  passing  of  former  Selectman  John  J.  O'Keefe  who  had  been 
a  dedicated  public  servant. 

At  their  meeting  on  October  12,  1971,  the  Selectmen  expressed 
sorrow  and  deep  regret  at  the  passing  of  Charles  C.  Cain.  Mr.  Cain 
made  outstanding  contributions  to  the  Town  in  many  capacities.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board  from  1951  until  1968  and  served 
the  Town  well  through  his  position  as  County  Engineer. 

EVENTS  OF  NOTE  IN  1971 

In  1971,  .42  miles  was  added  to  the  Town's  total  road  mileage, 
making  the  total  for  the  Town  55.55  miles  of  roadway  accepted  by  the 
Town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  completed  the  microfilming  of  the  Town 
Clerk's  records  which  was  approved  in  Article  32  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1971. 

On  May  18,  1971,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  signed  the  collective 
bargaining  contract  with  the  Medfield  Police  League,  covering  the  period 
July  1,  1971  until  June  30,  1973. 

At  a  hearing  conducted  by  the  Norfolk  County  Commissioners,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  were  recorded  in  favor  of  the  County  layout  of  that 
portion  of  North  Street  which  is  not  included  in  the  new  North  Street 
layout.  This  action  was  necessary  in  order  that  this  section  of  Town 
road  remain  a  public  way. 

At  their  meeting  on  August  28,  1971,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted 
to   approve  the  recommendation   of  the  Massachusetts   Department  of 
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Public  Works  that  South  Street  from  High  Streetto  Route  109  be  made 
eligible  for  funding  under  the  new  federal  Urban  Systems  Highway 
Program. 

On  September  18,  1971,  the  Selectmen  from  Medfield  and  Millis 
perambulated  a  new  witness  mark  which  was  set  by  the  Norfolk  County 
Commissioners'  Office.  This  witness  mark,  which  delineates  the  bound- 
aries between  the  Towns  of  Norfolk,  Medfield  and  Millis,  replaces  a 
previous  witness  mark  which  is  believed  to  have  washed  into  the  river 
during  flood  time.  The  absence  of  this  witness  mark  was  discovered 
during  the  1970  preambulation  of  the  Town  bounds  required  by  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

On  October  26,  1971,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  brought  to  com- 
pletion Medfield's  transition  from  an  open  dump  to  a  sanitary  landfill 
by  approving  with  the  Board  of  Health  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
operation  of  the  Town's  landfill. 

On  November  30,  1971,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  submitted  to  the 
Norfolk  County  Commissioners  a  petition  for  the  relocation  of  Dale 
Street  between  the  proposed  new  Route  27  and  North  Street.  The 
purpose  of  this  relocation  is  to  adjust  this  street  to  the  new  Route  27, 
to  be  constructed  under  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  received  from  the  Town  Garage  Committee 
a  report  stating  that  a  new  town  garage  is  necessary  at  this  time  for  the 
economical  and  efficient  function  of  the  highway  and  water  departments. 
It  is  also  estimated  that  this  facility  would  reduce  vehicle  maintenance 
costs  for  other  town  departments.  Significant  increases  in  the  area  avail- 
able for  parking  in  the  center  of  Town  will  be  created  by  the  moving 
of  Town  equipment  and  vehicles  to  a  new  garage. 

CRUCIAL  YEARS 

The  fact  that  the  Medfield  equalized  tax  rate  increased  from  $38.00 
in  1969  to  $41.90  in  1970,  an  increase  of  10%,  and  increased  to 
$50.60  in  1971,  an  increase  of  2  2%,  is  only  one  of  the  many  indications 
that  the  next  ten  to  twenty  years  may  be  the  most  crucial  years  in  the 
financial  history  of  Medfield. 

The  financial  crisis  in  which  the  Town  presently  finds  itself  is  caused 
by  some  factors  which  are  affecting  local  governments  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  and  even  throughout  the  nation,  and  by  some  facts 
which  are  unique  to  Medfield  and  towns  that  are  at  similar  stages  in 
their  growth. 

The  financial  crisis,  however,  is  not  unique  to  Medfield.  The  equal- 
ized tax  rate  for  the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole  in  1971  was  $59.70, 
which   was   S9.10   higher   than   the   Medfield  equalized  rate  of  $5  0.60. 
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The  factors  creating  this  crisis  are  many: 

1 .  Heavy  Reliance  on  Property  Tax 

2.  Inflation 

3.  Increased  Complexity 

4.  Ecological  Demands 

1 .  Heavy  Reliance  on  Property  Tax 

The  Master  Tax  Plan  Commission  reported  that  in  1968  property 
taxes  in  Massachusetts  amounted  to  5  3%  of  the  total  State  and  Local 
Tax  Levy,  while  the  average  for  all  other  States  was  40% . 

The  Legislature  in  Massachusetts  limits  local  taxation  to  the  property 
tax  and  the  motor  vehicle  excise  tax,  but  laws  continue  to  be  passed 
which  establishes  salaries  of  municipal  employees  and  otherwise  impose 
additional  expenditures  on  cities  and  towns.  Such  legislation  not  only 
creates  large  financial  impacts  on  municipal  budgets  but  also  leaves  local 
officials  and  voters  responsible  for  a  smaller  and  smaller  portion  of  the 
local  budget. 

At  the  same  time  that  such  legislation  is  being  passed,  less  revenue 
is  coming  to  municipalities  from  the  State.  On  the  1971  cherry  sheet, 
State  assessments  against  Medfield  rose  by  $30,000.  from  1970  while 
State  grants  decreased  by  $30,000.,  leaving  a  total  impact  of  $60,000. 
or  $1.00  on  the  tax  rate  in  1971. 

2.  Inflation 

The  inflationary  spiral  which  has  had  its  impact  on  all  sectors  of 
the  economy  has  contributed  to  increasing  tax  rates  as  well. 

3.  Increasing  Complexity  of  Society 

The  urbanization  of  society  has  meant  an  increased  complexity  in 
the  problems  which  must  be  dealt  with  by  municipal  government.  These 
problems  require  more  sophisticated  and  usually  more  expensive  solu- 
tions. 

4.  Ecological  Demands 

With  the  increased  awareness  of  the  impact  which  our  actions  have 
on  the  environment,  and  in  turn,  of  the  impact  which  the  environment 
has  on  human  life,  there  is  a  greater  necessity  of  considering  methods  of 
service  which  are  initially  more  costly,  but  in  the  long  run,  their  damage 
to  the  economy  is  less. 
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All  of  these  factors  have  had  an  impact  on  the  financial  problems 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield.  Their  impact  is  intensified  in  towns  such 
as  Medfield  in  that  the  rapid  growth  rate  in  the  Town  has  required  a 
response  to  a  number  of  these  problems  at  the  same  time.  As  a  Town 
grows  rapidly,  there  is  a  dramatic  change  not  only  in  the  quantity 
but  also  the  type  of  service  which  must  be  provided. 

When  the  population  of  the  Medfield  State  Hospital  is  excluded, 
the  population  of  the  Town  is  seen  to  be  even  more  dramatic  than 
official  census  figures  would  indicate.  This  growth  has  mainly  taken 
place  in  recent  years.

The  population  of  the  Boston  Metropolitan  area  increased  by  7.8% 
and  during  the  same  time  period,  the  population  increase  of  the  South- 
west region  of  the  Metroplitan  Area  was  32.6%  . 

Not  only  the  magnitude  of  a  municipal  budget  but  also  the  structure 
of  the  budget  changes  as  a  town  grows  as  shown  by  the  following 
graph. 
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The  solution  to  this  complicated  and  urgent  problem  must  have  many 
components.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  believes  that  the  following  are 
necessary  elements  in  any  sound  approach  to  the  financial  crisis  facing 
the  Town: 

1.  A  programmed  approach  to  all  expenditures 

2.  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 

3.  Municipal  Home  Rule 

4.  Regionalization 

5.  Expansion  of  the  local  property  tax. 

1.  Financial  Program 

One  of  the  first  responsibilities  of  Town  officials  and  citizens  is 
to  exercise  economy;  we  cannot  afford  the  mistake  of  failing  to  carry 
through  on  projects  which  are  necessary  and  whose  costs  will  greatiy 
escalate  with  delay. 

If  the  Town  is  to  continue  to  respond  to  the  increasing  service 
demands  while  exercising  restraint  on  expenditures,  an  analysis  of 
priorities  and  a  planned  program  are  necessary.  The  Selectmen,  there- 
fore, supported  the  updating  of  the  Town's  Financial  Impact  Study 
and  Capital  Improvements  Program  and  assigned  the  Executive  Secretary 
to  work  closely  with  the  consultant  in  its  preparation.  This  plan  will 
now  be  updated  by  the  Selectmen's  Office  on  an  annual  basis. 

2.  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 

If  the  ever  increasing  service  needs  of  local  communities  are 
to  be  met,  a  larger  share  of  the  national  tax  dollar  must  be  channeled 
in  these  areas.  It  will  not  be  sufficient,  however,  simply  to  increase  the 
amount  available  under  the  present  federal  programs.  Such  an  approach 
would  maintain  the  system  by  which  the  Federal  government  determines 
local  priorities  and  for  which  an  elaborate  and  expensive  beaurocracy  is 
required. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  joined  with  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's 
Association,  the  Massachusetts  League  of  Cities  and  Towns,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Mayors'  Association  in  supporting  Federal  Revenue  Shar- 
ing. The  Board  will  continue  to  place  before  the  congressional  leaders 
the  need  to  allocate  a  larger  share  ofthe  Federal  tax  dollar  to  the  service 
needs  of  local  government  in  some  form  of  general  revenue  sharing 
program. 
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Although  the  proper  method  of  channeling  funds  to  local  service 
needs  is  some  form  of  revenue  sharing  which  provides  local  communities 
with  the  necessary  power  of  setting  their  own  priorities,  the  Board 
has  made  every  effort  to  take  advantage  of  the  Federal  and  State  Programs 
which  are  available  to  provide  services  to  the  Town  with  Federal  and 
State  rather  than  local  funds. 

In  1971,  the  Town  received  $199,000.  from  the  Division  of  Water 
Pollution  Control  for  the  final  plans  for  the  sewer  project.  The  Town 
is  already  assured  of  most  of  the  other  Federal  and  State  funds  for 
this  project.

The  Town  has  recently  acquired  two  employees  under  the  Federal 
Emergency  Employment  Act  of  1971.  Mr.  Edward  P.  Gavin  of  Millis 
is  working  as  Civil  Engineer  and  aiding  the  Town  with  a  number  of 
surveying  and  engineering  projects.  Mrs.  Jean  Raffin  of  Medfield  is 
working  as  a  clerk  in  the  Police  Department.  The  salaries  of  these 
two  positions  total  $16,350.  and  are  entirely  paid  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. 

In  197  2,  Hospital  Road  will  be  reconstructed  under  Chapter  90 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  The  total  cost  of  this  project  is 
estimated  to  be  $106,569.,  of  which  the  Commonwealth  will  contribute 
$61,125.  and  Norfolk  County  will  contribute  $22,722. 

3.     Municipal  Home  Rule 

Throughout  1971,  the  Selectmen  were  in  constant  contact  with 
our  representatives  in  the  Legislature  and  with  the  Governor's  Office 
in  an  attempt  to  show  them  the  urgency  of  financial  crises  of  cities 
and  towns  and  urging  them  to  reject  any  legislation  which  imposed 
additional  costs  on  municipalities. 

The  1971  session  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  passed  one  bill 
which  aided  the  local  fiscal  situation.  Chapter  1010  of  the  Acts  of 
1971  increased  State  Aid  to  local  school  building  projects.  This  legis- 
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lation  was  first  proposed  to  the  General  Court  by  Walter  Frank  while 
he  was  a  member  of  the Medfi eld  Board  of  Selectmen.  But  Chapter  1082 
of  this  same  session  directed  municipalities  to  pay  all  Police  Chiefs' 
salaries  based  upon  specific  ratios  above  the  salary  of  the  highest  paid 
patrolmen.  This  act  has  a  dramatic  financial  impact  on  municipalities, 
violates  the  principles  of  the  state-mandated  collective  bargaining,  disrupts 
the  personnel  plan  of  the  towns,  and  further  reduces  fiscal  accountability 
of  local  officials. 

In  1971,  the  citizens  of  Medfield  voted  to  elect  nine  commissioners 
to  write  a  Home  Rule  Charter  for  Medfield.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
has  supported  this  effort  from  its  inception.  On  December  28,  1971, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  formally  received  the  final  draft  of  the  proposed 
new  Home  Rule  Charter  for  Medfield.  This  Charter  will  be  distributed 
to  all  residents  of  the  Town  and  shall  be  on  the  ballot  on  March  6, 
1972.  Although  principle  cities  and  towns  should  have  home  rule 
charters,  there  is  a  practical  urgency  in  towns  which  are  growing  as 
rapidly  as  Medfield.  This  rapid  growth  not  only  requires  an  examination 
of  the  structure  of  government  which  is  the  task  of  the  Charter  Commis- 
sion, but  the  existence  of  the  charter  gives  to  the  town  the  means  of 
changing  its  structure  from  time  to  time  as  change  in  service  needs 
dictate.  Without  a  home  rule  charter,  many  such  changes  would  require 
the  approval  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature.

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4.     Regionalization 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  engaged  in  regional  activities  which 
are  laying  the  foundation  for  future  regional  solutions  to  local  service 
problems.  We  have  been  active  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council 
and  in  the  study  the  Southwest  Area  Selectmen's  Coordinating  Com- 
mittee   of   the    possibility    of   a    regional   solid  waste  disposal  system. 

In  the  coming  year,  the  Board  will  make  efforts  to  take  advantage 
of  the  new  legislation  allowing  for  regional  purchasing  arrangements. 

In  spite  of  their  recognition  of  the  need  to  engage  in  regional  acti- 
vities, the  Board  has  joined  with  thirteen  cities  and  towns  in  filing 
legislation  to  remove  the  Town  from  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Trans- 
portation Authority.  This  system  has  failed  to  provide  specific  service 
for  Medfield  while  its  financial  burden  for  the  Town  has  become 
intolerable.

5.     Expansion  of  the  Tax  Base 

Almost  95  percent  of  the  present  real  estate  valuation  in  Medfield 
is  composed  of  residential  or  undeveloped  land.  Only  about  1  1/2 
percent  of  that  valuation  is  composed  of  industrial  development.  This 
situation  places  a  great  burden  on  the  owners  of  residential  property 
in  Town. 

The  Board  has  been  informed  that  new  Route  27  will  be  constructed 
in  197  2.  This  new  highway  will  provide  access  to  the  Town's  present 
industrial  area.  With  the  combination  of  this  new  highway  and  the  new 
sewer  lines  which  will  go  near  this  land,  there  is  reason  to  hope  that 
this  land  will  be  attractive  to  new  industry  and  thus  provide  a  broader 
distribution  of  the  tax  burden. 
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None  of  these  activities  of  the  past  year  provide  a  solution  to  the 
present  financial  crisis  facing  the  Town.  Each  of  them,  however,  repre- 
sents progress  in  those  areas  in  which  solutions  will  ultimately  be  found. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  strive  to  advance  the  Town  in  these 
directions.  These  efforts  must  always  attempt  to  strike  a  balance  between 
making  changes  to  meet  the  Town's  new  problems  and  preserving  the 
essential  character  and  tradition  of  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Fire  Chief  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1971. 

Patrolling  of  business  &  industrial  areas  is  being  done  daily,  which 
keeps  the  fire  hazards  down. 

Inspections  and  fire  drills  are  held  quarterly  in  all  schools,  the 
nursing  home  and  State  Hospital. 

Training  with  audio  film  during  winter  months  and  hose  layouts, 
ladder,  pumping  drills  during  summer  months  keeps  my  men  informed 
in  all  phases  of  firefighting. 

One  firefighter  attended  a  two-day  Seminar  at  Walpole  and  a  thirty- 
seven  hour  course  at  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Academy  in  Lakeville,  Mass. 

Two  new  street  boxes  and  the  nursing  home  have  been  added  to 
our  Fire  Alarm  System. 

Fire  prevention  programs  were  held  in  the  elementary  schools  and 
Fire  Station  during  Fire  Prevention  Week. 

The  department  equipment  is  satisfactory,  but  when  older  equipment 
breaks  down  parts  are  not  easily  found.  I  know  this  is  the  year  to  start 
replacing  apparatus  so  will  be  asking  for  money  to  purchase  a  new 
pumper  and  chassis  for  the  forest  truck.

During  1971,  four  persons  were  appointed  as  full-time  patrolmen 
to  the  department.  Richard  D.  Bishop  of  Norwood,  Robert  D.  Roy 
of  Sherborn,  Raymond  J.  Wheeler  of  Wrentham  and  Ronald  E.  Kerr 
of  Norfolk.  Harry  Tominey  resigned  on  June  18.  We  still  have  one 
vacancy  for  Patrick  Clancy  who  is  on  military  leave  to  the  US  Army, 
and  two  permanent  vacancies.  A  recent  court  ruling  prevents  hiring  any 
more    permanent    men    until    after    a  new   Civil   Service  exam  is  held. 

Mrs.  John  Raffin  of  Medfield  was  hired  as  Secretary  in  November 
under  a  federally- funded  program.  Many  hours  of  work  by  Officers 
and  the  Chief  have  been  saved  by  the  hiring  of  Mrs.  Raffin.  Files  are 
being  set  up  so  that  the  department  will  operate  in  a  more  efficient 
manner. 

We  now  have  a  Chief,  2  Sergeants,  11  Patrolmen  and  a  Secretary. 
There  are  9  School  Traffic  Supervisors.  During  the  year  Mrs.  Nyren 
and  Mrs.  Cruickshank  resigned,  and  Mrs.  John  Mahoney  and  Mrs. 
John  Johnson  were  appointed  to  replace  them. 

All  four  newly- appointed  men  are  attending  schools  on  their  own 
time.  Officers  Roy,  Wheeler  and  Kerr  enrolled  in  the  Police  Science 
Institute  at  Dean  Junior  College.  Officer  Bishop  is  attending  North- 
eastern University.  Sgt.  Iafolla  and  Officer  Brady  are  in  their  third  year 
at  Dean. 

Chief  Mann  attended  the  New  England  Police  Institute  at  Babson 
College  for  two  one-week  courses  on  Police  Budgets  and  Police  Com- 
munications. Officers  Brady  and  Garvey  attended  fingerprint  school, 
and  advanced  fingerprint  schools  conducted  by  the  FBI.  Officer  Garvey 
attended  Identification  School  conducted  by  the  Smith  &  Wesson  Co. 
The  Drug  Identification  School  conducted  by  the  Attorney  General 
and  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  was  attended  by  Officers  Ripley, 
Knowles,  Naughton,  Bishop,  and  Wheeler.  In-service  training  has 
been  conducted  for  2  hours  per  week  for  several  weeks,  covering  all 
phases  of  Police  work,  and  will  continue  in  1972. 
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During  the  year,  many  hours  were  spent  in  investigating  drug 
abuse,  and  in  attempting  to  prevent  drug  abuse  among  our  young 
people.  In  conjunction  with  this,  Chief  Mann  and  Narcotics  Officer 
Garvey  have  held  several  drug  discussions  with  various  groups  such  as 
Girl  Scouts,  Boy  Scouts,  4H,  CCD  Classes,  etc.  Films  have  been  shown 
at  the  High  School  for  those  students  wishing  to  see  them.  I  feel  we 
have  helped  to  keep  the  problem  down  somewhat.  This  is  not  to  say 
there  is  no  problem  in  Medfield,  but  the  best  way  to  minimize  it,  in 
my  opinion,  is  through  education  in  the  pre-teen  age  group,  and  the 
education  of  the  parents. 

Office  Brady,  as  Juvenile  Officer,  has  kept  in  close  contact  with 
the  school  officials,  and  has  aided  children  and  parents  through  some 
trying  times. 

Though  our  crime  incidence  in  a  lot  of  areas  did  not  increase 
sharply,  our  number  of  arrests  rose  from  43  in  1969  to  67  in  1970 
and  to  103  in  1971.  The  number  of  court  appearances  by  our  Officers 
rose  from  146  in  1969  to  277  in  1970  to  411  in  1971.  These  figures 
show  more  diligence  and  efficiency,  and  are  partly  the  reason  for  our 
town  not  showing  a  sharp  rise  in  the  rate  of  crime,  along  with  some 
other  communities  in  Massachusetts.  Many  hours  of  investigating  were 
required  in  solving  some  of  these  crimes  and  preparing  for  the  trials. 

By  sending  Officers  to  fingerprint  schools  conducted  by  the  FBI, 
we  are  able  to  do  our  own  investigations  from  the  beginning  by  search- 
ing crime  scenes  for  latent  fingerprints.  We  have  a  fingerprint  file 
started,  and  it  will  be  helpful  in  solving  future  crimes,  as  well  as  pos- 
sibly solving  cases  from  past  years.  We  no  longer  find  it  necessary  to 
call  outside  sources  to  lift  fingerprints,  as  we  have  had  to  do  in  the 
past. 

In  order  to  get  the  best  possible  evidence  in  this  regard,  I  am  re- 
questing a  fingerprint  kit  and  a  Speed  Graphic  Camera  in  1972. 

During  1971,  our  cruisers  were  driven  a  total  of  130,475  miles, 
and  our  maintenance  costs  soared.  We  must  purchase  two  new  cruisers 
yearly  to  keep  maintenance  costs  down.  I  still  recommend  the  purchase 
of  a  third  car.  Many  times  we  must  take  a  cruiser  to  court  or  else- 
where on  official  police  business,  leaving  only  one  cruiser  to  cover  the 
town.  Our  number  of  motor  vehicle  citations  increased  from  268  in 
1969  to  540  in  1970  to  73  3  in  1971.  This  is  mostly  from  constant 
use  of  the  radar  on  major  roads.  Nine  persons  were  arrested  for  oper- 
ating under  the  influence  of  alcoholic  beverages;  18  for  operating  neg- 
ligently; and  14  for  using  motor  vehicles  without  authority.  The  latter 
14  were  all  apprehended  by  Officer  Ralph  G.  Knowles. 

Our  radios  purchased  in  1970  and  delivered  in  1971  have  been  a 
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great  aid  to  our  routine  police  duties,  and  have  made  the  town  more 
secure  as  we  are  able  to  summon  many  towns  and  cities  in  the  event 
of  a  crisis,  and,  by  the  same  token,  are  kept  aware  of  serious  crimes 
committed  in  other  communities. 

During  the  late  part  of  1972  or  early  1973,  the  New  England 
Telephone  Company  plans  to  install  equipment  in  Medfield  to  allow 
the  Emergency  Telephone  Number  911  to  function  in  Medfield.  In 
conjunction  with  this,  I  recommend  that  the  Fire  Department  Alarm 
transmitter  be  moved  to  the  Police  Station.  When  put  into  service, 
the  people  of  Medfield  will  be  able  to  dial  911  for  any  type  of  emer- 
gency. 

We  must  think  of  a  new  Police  Station.  We  have  inadequate  space 
for  booking,  interrogating  and  normal  daily  routine  work.  Our  cells 
are  not  approved  for  juveniles  or  females,  and  are,  in  fact,  outdated 
for  safe  detainment  of  any  person.  Medfield  has  one  of  the  poorest 
Police  Stations  in  the  area. 

I  am  requesting  an  additional  man  to  be  appointed  to  the  Police 
force  this  year.  This  is  necessary  in  order  to  free  an  officer  for  full- 
time  investigation  work.  With  routine  duties  taking  most  of  the  officers' 
time,  many  investigations  are  conducted  by  officers  on  overtime,  as  it 
is  necessary  that  an  investigation  be  continued  without  interruption 
once  it  has  started. 

During  1972,  the  four  Officers  appointed  in  1971  must  attend 
Basic  Police  School  for  eight  weeks  each,  and  by  state  statute,  in-service 
training  will  be  conducted  on  a  regular  basis.  I  hope  to  be  able  to 
continue  sending  Officers  to  Drug  Investigation  schools,  also. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Lions  Club  who  furnished  us  with  two  Safety 
Films  through  their  Community  Service  Program. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  other  Town  Departments 
for  their  assistance,  and  especially  the  town  hall  secretaries  for  their 
help  in  1971.

REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Nineteen  Seventy-one  has  been  another  active  year  for  this  Depart- 
ment. While  international  tension  has  not  been  high,  the  need  for 
civil  preparedness  continues. 

The  possibility  of  a  natural  or  man  made  disaster,  or  a  nuclear 
accident  is  ever  present.  A  class  of  Radiological  Monitoring  was  held 
in  cooperation  with  the  Fire  Department  and  2  3  persons  were  certified 
by  the  State. 

First  Aid  classes  have  been  sponsored  for  Fire,  Police  and  lay 
groups  to  maintain  skills,  teach  new  techniques  and  train  others  to 
provide  emergency  assistance  for  themselves. 

Monthly  tests  are  conducted,  unannounced,  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  check  our  ability  to  receive  warnings  through  the  National 
Alert  Warning  System. 

Annual  Program  papers  and  semi-annual  progress  reports  are 
prepared  for  both  State  and  Federal  Civil  Defense  Agencies.  The  ap- 
proval  of  these  reports  allow  us  to  continue  participation  in  the  State 
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Surplus  Property  Program.  This  year  the  Town  has  received  approxi- 
mately S3 3, 000. 00  in  supplies  and  equipment  for  the  expenditure  of 
S 300.00.  These  supplies  and  equipment  are  distributed  to  the  Civil 
Defense  and  other  Town  Departments  for  their  use  while  upgrading 
our  survival  capability. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  many  volunteers  who  make  our  Department 
function,  and  without  whom,  it  would  not  exist.  My  thanks  also  to 
office  staff  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  Fire  and  Police  Chiefs  and  Department 
Heads  for  their  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  for  the  year  1971 
is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

For  the  past  fifteen  years,  the  Street  Department  has  operated  ac- 
cording to  a  fiscal  as  well  as  a  physical  plan  for  the  public  ways  of  the 
Town. 

The  extremely  rapid  growth  of  the  Town  during  this  time  period 
made  many  of  the  streets  inadequate  for  the  amount  of  traffic  which 
was  using  them.  When  this  kind  of  situation  occurs,  the  maintenance 
problem  increases  greatly. 

The  response  to  this  problem  in  Medfield  has  been  two-fold: 

( 1 )  Continued   attention   to  the  primary   responsibility   of  the 
Department,  maintaining  Town  streets. 

(2)  Constructing    more  permanent   surfaces   in   Town   streets 
which  require  little  or  no  maintenance. 

By  utilizing  available  man  hours  and  by  small  appropriations,  the 
Department  has  been  able  to  reduce  part  one  of  this  program.  If  the 
Department  had  not  carried  on  a  gradual  reconstruction  program,  the 
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cost  of  the  present  maintenance  problem  would  require  a  department 
much  larger  than  the  present  department  and  it  would  require  the  total 
attention  of  that  department. 

During  1971,  permanent  progress  was  made  by  permanent  sur- 
facing 2700  feet  of  Green  Street.  This  section,  which  was  in  part  a 
gravel  road  and  the  remainder  inadequately  constructed,  will  now  require 
a  minimum  amount  of  maintenance  for  many  years.  The  time  formerly 
spent  in  maintaining  only  the  status  quo  of  this  section  can  be  applied 
more  advantageously  to  improvements  on  other  streets. 

An  additional  section  of  Green  Street  is  in  the  process  of  being 
laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  but  funds  for  construction  will  not  be  re- 
quested until  the  sewerage  is  installed  in  1972  or  197  3. 

Route  27  southerly  which  involves  primarily  High  Street  was  re- 
constructed between  1955  and  1962  under  the  Chapter  90  program. 
This    8500'    section    of  route  road   now   requires   maintenance  work. 

Streets  originally  constructed  with  Chapter  90  funds  are  eligible  for 
Chapter  90  maintenance. 

In  1971,  the  Town  appropriation  of  $1500  was  matched  by  the 
same  amount  by  the  County  and  State,  making  a  total  of  $4500  available 
for  applying  one  inch  of  bituminous  mix. 

Twenty-five  hundred  feet  of  resurfacing  was  done  in  1971  and  the 
program  is  projected  for  three  more  years  until  it  is  completed;  this 
type  of  work  does  not  involve  many  man  hours  other  than  preparatory 
items  in  that  the  surface  is  applied  on  a  contract  basis. 

Chapter  81  is  another  State  Aid  Program  whereby  the  State  con- 
tributes $275  per  mile  and  the  Town  $150  per  mile.  The  primary 
use    of   this    mutual   program   is  preparing   and   sealing  older  streets. 

Streets  or  sections  of  streets  sealed  in  1971  were  South  Street, 
Granite  Street,  Noon  Hill  Street,  High  Street,  Cross  Street,  Pine  Street, 
Nebo  Street,  Causeway  Street,  North  Street,  Millbrook  Road,  Philip 
Street  and  Dale  Street. 

When  this  program  is  formulated  in  the  early  spring,  other  con- 
cerned departments  and  public  utilities  are  notified  so  that  work  can 
be  coordinated. 

During  1971,  the  Street  Department  as  other  departments  coop- 
erated  with  the   Master   Plan   Implementation  Committee  by  supplying 
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information    which    is   incorporated   in   the   Financial    Impact   Anaylsis 
and  Ten-year  Capital  Improvements  Program.

This  Commission  agrees  that  the  more  we  invest  in  the  "Perpetual 
Care  Fund",  the  quicker  this  department  will  be  self-supporting.  We 
have,  this  year,  been  funneling  all  monies  received  from  the  sale  of  lots 
in  this  section  into  this  fund. 
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Section  G,  when  sold  out  will  turn  into  the  "Perpetual  Care  Fund" 
an  estimated  $115,000.00.  The  present  fund  has  approximately 
$64,000.00  in  it  and  turned  into  our  department  approximately 
$3,700.00  toward  our  expenses. 

We  also  feel  that  the  interest  from  this  fund  be  accumulated  this 
year  and  a  "known"  amount  be  applied  to  the  requests  for  1973.  This 
will  eliminate  the  "guessing  game"  of  how  much  will  be  available  to 
us  each  year.  It  is  apparent  that  we  have  not  been  too  successful  of  late. 

We  are  also  asking,  in  a  special  article,  for  a  sum  of  money  for  a 
permanent  plan  of  Sections  G  -  H  -  I  and  J.  The  necessity  for  this 
became  apparent  in  the  "trial  and  error"  in  laying  out  boundries  in 
Section  G. 

This  Commission  can  only  repeat  our  expressed  appreciation  for 
the  assistance  we  have  received  from  the  Highway  Department  for  the 
use  of  their  equipment  and  men  to  operate  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANIMAL  INSPECTOR 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
Residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield: 

The  following  is  my  Report  as  Animal  Inspector  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1971. 

Fifty  four  (54)  dogs  alleged  to  have  bitten,  or  scratched  people 
were  quarantined  for  a  period  of  ten  days.  When  these  animals  were 
checked  at  the  end  of  the  quarantine  period,  none  of  them  showed 
any  evidence  of  rabies. 

One  opossum,  and  one  squirrel  were  sent  to  the  Wasserman  Lab- 
oratory for  rabies  checks  -  These  animals  checked  out  negative. 

Thirty-two  (32)  stables  used  as  shelters  for  horses,  sheep,  goats, 
beef  cattle,  or  swine  were  examined  for  general  cleanliness,  water  sup- 
ply, sufficient  light,  and  conformation  to  Board  of  Health  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

For  the  annual  Inspection  a  total  of  75  horses,  16  ponies,  9  beef 
catde,  42  sheep,  3  goats,  1  swine,  and  1  donkey  were  inspected  for 
and  appeared  to  be  free  of  any  communicable  diseases.

PARK  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts: 

Gentlemen: 

Last  year  we  reported  to  you  the  number  of  new  programs  and  ac- 
tivities planned  for  1971.  You  will  recall  three  years  ago  The  Park 
and  Recreation  Commission  had  very  few.  With  the  assistance  of  a 
part-time  Recreation  Co-ordinator,  I  am  pleased  to  report  attendance 
to  our  programs  have  been  greatiy  accepted.  There  were  registered  and 
in  attendance  2933  youngsters  and  oldsters. 

The  most  successful  new  program  was  our  soccer  program  for 
boys  between  the  ages  of  nine  to  fourteen.  However,  our  cheerleading 
program    for    girls,    at  the   same   age  level,   was  equally  as  successful. 
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For  the  first  time  our  programs  are  reaching  to  the  feminine  side, 
as  our  Dance- Twirl  program  now  has  45  young  ladies  participating 
weekly. 

The  swimming  lessons  during  our  10  week  program  broke  all 
records  this  year.  While  the  registration  of  residents  was  down  from 
last  year,  we  had  a  record  breaking  1006  young  people  register  and 
participate  in  swimming  lessons.  Hinkley  Pond  passed  all  Board  of 
Health  tests  including  the  Density  Test  required  by  the  State.  The 
Bacteria  Counts  were  always  lower  than  the  accepted  minimum  and  we 
are  pleased  to  report  very  few  chemicals  were  used,  thus  keeping  the 
waters  at  Hinkley  Pond  as  near  natural  as  possible. 

The  Medfield  Youth  Center,  now  in  its  tenth  consecutive  year,  held 
49  dances.  Membership  numbers  55  2  with  approximately  85  78  young 
people  in  attendance  throughout  the  year.  The  Youth  Center  spent 
approximately  $1600  this  year  on  the  Town's  Recreation  Building. 
The  main  hall  was  redecorated,  floors  refinished  along  with  many 
hidden  improvements.  The  Youth  Center  also  continues  to  present 
two  S100  scholarships  each  year  to  two  Medfield  High  School  Grad- 
uates. 

The  Recreation  Building  is  being  used  to  full  capacity  seven  days 
and  evenings  a  week.  Thanks  to  the  young  people  and  donations  by 
the  users  of  the  building,  upkeep  and  maintenance  continues  at  a  mini- 
mum cost  to  the  twon. 

One  of  the  Members  of  our  Commission,  Lee  DeSorgher,  resigned 
early  this  year.  Warren  Sheard  was  appointed  to  fill  Mr.  DeSorgher's 
term  until  the  next  annual  town  election.  Mr.  Sheard,  although  on  our 
commission  for  a  very  short  time,  has  been  a  great  help  to  us  and  in- 
stituted our  successful  soccer  program  this  year. 

Our  Commission  could  not  have  had  such  great  success  without 
the  assistance  of  many  interested  townspeople.  We  now  have  three 
subcommittees  assisting  us  in  transportation,  teaching,  judging,  and 
subsidising  in  part.  The  Committees  are: 

The  Medfield  Youth  Center  Advisory  Committee 
The  Friends  of  the  Hinkley  Swim  Pond 
The  Friends  of  the  Soccer  League 

The  list  of  volunteers  is  too  long  to  list  but  we  wish  to  thank 
everyone  who  has  helped  us  this  year,  in  particular  the  Medfield  Jaycee's 
whose  members  assist  our  weekly  basketball  programs  and  chauffered 
42  Senior  Citizens  to  our  first  summer  band  Concert.  Also,  we  express 
our  thanks  to  the  Medfield  Board  of  Health,  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
his  department,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Highways. 
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Mr.  Richard  Cantrell,  our  recreation  co-ordinator  during  the  next 
year,  will  with  our  assistance,  be  adding  at  least  one  program  a  month 
for  the  Senior  Citizens.  We  feel,  with  the  assistance  of  volunteers,  the 
young  people's  programs  are  well  established  and  we  will  be  able  to 
give  full  support  to  this  newly  formed  group. 

We  are  placing  long-range  plans  as  a  priority  for  our  fast-growing 
town.  Our  Board  has  met  with  County,  State,  and  Federal  Boards  for 
guidance  in  this  area.  We  hope  to  receive  funds  for  the  planning  and 
start  of  Metacomet  Park  as  a  central  recreation  area  for  all  age  groups.

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

Pursuant  to  the  recommendations  of  a  Study  Committee  on  Aging, 
the  voters  authorized  the  formation  of  a  Council  On  Aging  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting  held  in  November  of  1970.  The  Council  was  formed 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  who  appointed  nine 
residents  to  serve  on  same.  The  original  appointees  were:  Richard 
Knopf,  Madeleine  I.  Harding,  Virginia  Couper,  Ardus  Hjelmstead, 
Orrin  Wilkins,  William  Cleary,  Jeanne  Harding,  Charles  Bourke  and 
Ralph  Good. 

Following  some  preliminary  meetings  of  the  Council,  a  general 
organizational  meeting  for  Senior  Citizens  was  conducted  on  February 
26,  1971  at  the  High  School.  At  this  meeting  Senior  Citizens  were 
registered  and  issued  identification  cards.  By  reason  of  earlier  efforts 
of  the  Council  members,  a  discount  program,  underwritten  by  local 
merchants,  was  offered  to  Senior  Citizens  enabling  those  qualified  to 
obtain  discounts  on  purchases  at  local  stores  and  businesses  upon 
presentation  of  proper  identification  cards.  There  was  also  sponsored 
by  the  Council  a  hot  lunch  program,  co-ordinated  with  the  school 
lunch  program,  which  has  been  carried  on  through  the  present  time. 
This  program  allows  Senior  Citizens  to  purchase  a  hot  lunch  for 
S.50  and  any  cost  disparity  is  charged  back  to  the  State  Department 
of  Community  Affairs.  Subsequent  to  these  initial  undertakings,  the 
Council's  next  effort  was  to  sponsor  the  formation  of  a  Senior  Citizens 
Club.  At  the  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1971,  we  went  before  the 
voters  and  requested  an  appropriation  of  SI, 000. 00  which  was  to  be 
matched  on  a  one  time  only  basis  by  the  State  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs.  This  appropriation  request  was  unanimously  voted  by 
the  residents  of  the  Town  and  a  proposal  for  matching  funds  was  there- 
after submitted  to  the  State  and  was  acted  upon  favorably.  It  might  be 
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noted  that  the  matching  funds  as  of  this  date  have  not  yet  arrived,  but 
are  anticipated  soon.  With  the  benefit  of  this  initial  funding,  the  Council 
established  a  Senior  Citizens  Club.  Membership  in  the  same  now  com- 
prises some  400  senior  citizens  of  Medfield.  Working  with  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Commission,  a  schedule  for  Senior  Citizens  Club  use 
of  the  Community  Center  was  devised  and  the  Senior  Citizens  Club 
has  the  use  of  this  facility  daily  as  a  drop-in  center  and  on  Tuesday 
of  each  week  they  enjoy  this  facility  all  day  and  into  the  evening  hours. 
The  Council  has  used  its  initial  appropriation  to  defray  the  cost  of 
certain  capital  purchases,  including  folding  chairs,  card  tables,  a  public 
address  system  and  coffee  making  equipment.  The  Senior  Citizens  Club, 
of  course,  enjoys  autonomy  and  exists  independent  of  the  Council  On 
Aging  and  through  the  efforts  and  direction  of  its  officers  has  con- 
ducted many  fine  programs  for  its  members,  including  card  parties, 
a  speaker's  program  and  bus  trips  to  various  points  of  interest. 

In  September  of  1971,  Mr.  Charles  Doyle,  a  senior  citizen,  was 
designated  by  the  Selectmen  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Richard 
Knopf  who  had  moved  from  Medfield.  The  other  original  appointments 
to  the  Council  remain  as  they  were  at  its  inception  and  three  of  the 
members  have  been  reappointed  for  continuing  terms. 

While  we  are  yet  a  fledgling  body,  we  have  become  congnizant  of 
many  of  the  areas  of  common  concern  to  all  of  our  senior  citizens. 
We  hope  our  efforts  to  date  have  proven  of  some  benefit  to  our  senior 
brothers  and  sisters  and  anticipate  in  terms  of  future  goals  the  attempt 
to  secure  funding  either  federal  or  state,  for  purposes  of  establishing 
a  full  time  exclusive  senior  citizen  facility  in  the  Town  of  Medfield. 
It  is  proposed  in  the  near  future  to  alk  with  the  County  Co-ordinator 
of  Federal  Funding  Programs  to  secure  his  advice  and  direction  in 
pursuing  this  end.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  cooperapion  of  the 
senior  citizens  and  urge  them  to  continue  in  this  spirit  of  cooperation 
and    assistance,   which  has   made   our   effort  all  the  more  worthwhile.

As  requested  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  it  is  now  required  as  part 
of  the  issuance  of  a  Building  Permit  that  a  Certification  Plan  be  furnish- 
ed to  the  Town  showing  new  structures  after  completion,  but  prior  to 
occupany,  and  that  a  copy  be  made  available  to  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

Also,  on  request  of  the  Planning  Board,  retaining  walls  are  now 
inspected  by  the  Building  Inspector  under  the  BOCA  Basic  Building 
Code,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  as  the 
Board  of  Standards  Building  Code,  Form  STD-10.  The  section  which 
will  be  referred  to  is  871.0  -  Retaining  Wall. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  legislation  before  the  General  Court 
that  all  towns  and  cities  adopt  the  BOCA  Basic  Building  Code,  the 
Medfield  Building  Code  Committee  deems  it  advisable  not  to  work 
on  any  amendments  to  the  Medfield  Building  Code  until  this  legislation 
is  resolved.

MASTER  PLAN  IMPLEMENTATION  COMMITTEE 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  major  project  for  the  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee 
was  the  completion  of  a  Financial  Impact  Analysis  and  Ten  Year  Capital 
Improvements  Program,  voted  as  a  partial  updating  of  the  original 
Master  Plan,  at  the  March  1971  Annual  Town  Meeting.  MPIC  members 
headed  up  citizens'  groups  to  do  the  research  of  Town  Department 
capital  needs.  This  information  was  then  sifted  by  Mr.  James  Woglom 
of  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  who  compiled  the  finished  report. 

In  conjunction  with  the  above  a  Community  Attitude  Survey  was 
mailed  to  all  residents.  Tabulation  of  the  results  was  done  by  MPIC 
member  Mrs.  Richard  Schutte. 

Other  recommendations  in  the  Master  Plan  acted  upon  by  the  Town 
included: 
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1.  Continuance  of  a  Town  Garage  Study  Committee. 

2.  An   appropriation   for  final   plans  and  specifications  for  an  ad- 
dition to  the  Amos  Clark  Kingsbury  High  School. 

3.  The   Town  voted   money   for  continuance  of  reconstruction  of 
Green  Street. 

4.  The  Town  dismissed  and  article  recommending  further  recon- 
struction of  Granite  Street. 

5.  The    Town    dismissed    an    article   requesting   additional  funds 
for  the  Sidewalk  Construction  Program  (  Winter  Street). 

6.  The    Conservation    Commission   has   acquired   additional  land 
along  the  Charles  River  and  along  Noon  Hill  Street. 

The   Planning  Board  has  completed  a  Preliminary  Draft  for  a  new 
Zoning  By-Law.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Department  of  Water  Pollution  Control  gave 
the  Housing  Authority  approval  to  tie  into  the  Medfield  sewer  system 
at  the  proposed  project  site  on  Pound  Street.  This  approval  was  grant- 
ed after  the  Authority,  with  the  help  and  cooperation  of  the  Medfield 
Water  and  Sewer  Board,  proved  to  the  department's  satisfaction  that 
the  existing  line  was  not  surcharged. 

Following  the  town  elections  at  which  Richard  Palson  was  re- 
elected to  a  five  year  term,  the  Authority  reorganized  as  follows: 
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Herbert  B.  Burr,  Sr.  -  Chairman 
David  R.  Iverson  -  Vice  Chairman 
Charles  D.  Sloan  -  Treasurer 
Richard  C.  J.  Palson  -  Aisstant  Treasurer 
Hazel  R.  Frank  -  Secretary 

At  the  town  meeting  in  March,  the  town  voted  a  change  in  zonging 
from  A  Residence  to  B  Residence  for  three  lots  on  Pound  Street, 
previously  approved  by  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  an  excellent  site  for  the  40  unit  Housing  for  the 
Elderly  project. 

In  August  the  Commonwealth  arranged  for  the  public  sale  of 
State  guaranteed  bonds  through  competitive  bidding,  and  raised  the 
S690,001.00  needed  for  the  construction  of  Medfield's  project.  At 
the  year  end  such  funds  remained  under  the  control  of  the  Authority, 
invested  in  short  term  U.  S.  Treasury  obligations. 

The  Authority's  architects,  Robert  Charles  Associates,  were  re- 
quested to  present  preliminary  plans  for  the  construction  of  40  units 
on  the  Pound  Street  site.  Upon  completion,  these  plans  as  well  as  a 
parking  survey  compiled  by  Mr.  Sloan,  and  other  pertinent  information 
regarding  proposed  variances  were  brought  before  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals  at  a  hearing  on  October  21,  1971  of  which  all  abutters  and 
interested  parties  were  notified.  The  four  variances  requested  were 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  Commonwealth's  requirements  for  the 
building  of  the  project.  No  one  appearing  at  the  hearing  was  recorded 
as  being  in  opposition  to  the  granting  of  such  variances. 

On  December  16,  1971  the  Zoning  Board  notified  the  Authority 
that  the  variances  for  which  it  had  applied  had  been  denied.  According 
to  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs,  Medfield's  petition  was  the 
only  one  to  have  been  rejected  before  a  local  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 
in  the  entire  Commonwealth. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Authority  met  the  second  and  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.  M.  at  the  Town  House.  Various 
alternatives  and  additional  proposals  were  discussed  and  investigated 
by  the  Authority.  Alternate  sites  were  inspected  but  at  the  year's  end  no 
other  suitable  locations  were  under  active  consideration. 

The  Authority  met  with  HUD  officials  to  discuss  the  opportunities 
that  could  be  pursued  through  Federal  financing.  A  survey  will  be 
conducted  to  establish  whether  a  need  exists  for  low  income  housing 
in  Medfield. 

The  Authority  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mrs. 
William  Conners  for  secretarial  and  clerical  duties.  Her  services  have 
already  been  of  invaluable  assistance  to  the  Authority. 
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Attorney  Algernon  Heine  of  Ashland  will  continue  to  advise  the 
Authority  on  legal  matters. 

The  Housing  Authority  has  gone  through  an  extremely  frustrating 
year,  during  which  its  efforts  have  been  thwarted  at  every  turn.  The 
Authority  is  sympathetic  to  the  elderly  people  who  are  paying  pro- 
hibitively high  rents,  or  living  under  sub-standard  conditions  while 
waiting  for  their  project  to  be  completed.  At  the  year  end  69  applica- 
tions had  been  received  by  the  Authority,  representing  19  couples  and 
50  individuals,  totaling  88  persons.  Their  disappointment  is  fervently 
shared  by  the  Authority,  which  came  into  being,  it  believed,  in  good 
faith  with  the  townspeople,  to  build  Housing  for  the  Elderly.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Commission  recognized  the  death 
of  Daniel  C.  Hinkley.  Dan  had  been  a  member  of  the  Commission 
since  its  inception  in  1961.  He  will  be  most  remembered  for  his  very 
active  participation  in  the  activities  of  the  Charles  River  Valley  Water- 
shed Association. 

Several  parcels  of  land  have  been  acquired  in  accordance  with  the 
original  objectives  of  the  Commission  to  preserve  flood  plain  acres  and 
to  establish  a  town  forest.  Probably  the  most  notable  acquisition  is  that 
of  7  2  acres  along  the  Charles  River  adjoining  the  proposed  sewage 
disposal  plant.  Ten  acres  (10)  have  been  obtained  in  the  Noon  Hill 
area  and   bargaining   is   underway  for   additional  acreage   in  that  area. 

Besides  acquiring  land,  the  Commission  has  participated  in  a  variety 
of  activities.  This  year  Conrad  Franke  was  sponsored  for  two  weeks 
sojourn  at  the  Massachusetts  Junior  Conservation  Camp  in  Spencer. 
William  Mitchell  was  chosen  as  an  alternate.  Several  Commissioners 
attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Con- 
servation Commissions  in  Wrentham.  Topics  of  interest  included  flood 
plain  protection,  subdivision  control  as  a  conservation  tool,  and  the 
role  of  conservation  commissions  both  now  and  in  the  future. 

The  annual  Fader  Award  was  presented  to  Messrs.  Wheelwright 
for  their  gift  of  the  land  composing  the  "Outdoor  Classroom."  The 
Commission    gratefully  acknowledges   the  help   of  the  Boy   Scouts  in 
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a  clean-up  program  to  restore  the  land  and  make  it  more  easily  acces- 
sible. Their  efforts  have  provided  a  clearer  trail  and  stairway  for  safe 
access  to  this  area.  A  program  was  worked  out  with  Boston  State 
College  for  a  formal  course  to  provide  teachers  with  training  in  field 
biology  to  better  utilize  this  area  as  a  classroom.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
program  will  grow  and  come  to  reflect  the  aims  of  the  \Xheelw  rights 
and  Commissioners. 

The  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Planning  Board  met  together 
to  seek  ways  for  coordinating  their  activities.  It  is  felt  that  the  meeting 
proved  very  successful  and  resulted  in  land  to  be  a  gift  from  a  develop- 
er to  the  Town  for  Conservation  purposes. 

Suggestions  and  recommendations  were  sent  to  the  Charter  Com- 
mission, one  being  provisions  for  establishment  of  Associate  Member- 
ships in  the  Commission. 

Work  is  underway  to  provide  for  the  recycling  of  cans  and  bottles 
which  now  represent  a  considerable  waste  of  natural  resources,  while 
adding  unnecessary  bulk  to  the  town  disposal  area. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Kane,  the  Commission 
co-sponsored  a  program  entitled  "Respect  for  Life"  a  program  of  color 
photography  given  by  Mr.  Les  Campbell  at  the  Medfield  High  School. 
Approximately  25  0  pupils  and  15  0  adults  were  able  to  share  this 
dynamic  experience.  A  special  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  Mrs.  Kane  not 
only  for  this  but  for  th  past  eight  (8)  years  of  voluntary  secretarial 
services  she  has  donated  to  the  Commission.  Her  replacement  will  now 
cost  the  Town  money,  as  we  have  no  volunteer  to  date. 

Thanks  are  due  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  and  the  Sportmen's 
Club  for  their  donations  and  continued  support  of  the  Conservation 
Fund. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  all  interested  individuals  are  cordially  invited 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Commission  which  are  held  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.  M.  in  the  Town  Hall.

If  the  legislation  before  the  General  Court  is  approved,  all  Build- 
ing Inspectors  will  have  to  be  certified  by  the  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MEMORIAL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  continued  growth  in  the  use  of  the 
Town's  public  library  facilities.  Circulation  increased  from  5  2,567  in 
1970  to  58,675  in  1971.  New  volumes  were  added  to  bring  our  col- 
lection to  more  than  16,000.  The  library  provided  several  new  services 
in  1971,  including  large  print  books  for  residents  with  reading  prob- 
lems, creative  arts  for  children  in  the  reading  program,  and  a  library 
information  brochure  for  new  residents. 

While  the  trustees  were  pleased  with  the  progress  made,  it  must  be 
stated  that  by  every  objective  standard  the  Public  Library  does  not  pro- 
vide the  type  of  service  which  a  town  like  Medfield  deserves.  The  library 
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does  not  have  enough  volumes,  enough  reading  space,  or  a  large 
enough  staff  to  provide  the  per  capita  service  deemed  desirable  by  the 
American  Library  Association. 

To  meet  these  deficiencies,  the  library  budget  for  1972  will  call 
for  the  head  librarian's  position  to  be  increased  to  30  hours  per  week 
from  20  hours,  thus  bringing  the  position  up  to  the  level  of  surround- 
ing towns.  A  fourth  large  bookstack  will  be  requested  to  hold  new 
volumes.  While  these  measures  will  help,  it  becomes  increasingly  obvi- 
ous that  Medfield  will  need  expanded  library  facilities  in  the  mid- 19 70 's. 
There  simply  is  not  enough  space  in  the  Memorial  Library  to  provide 
the  service  which  Medfield  requires. 

The  Trustees  met  eleven  times  last  year,  once  in  conjunction  with 
the  School  Library  officials  to  determine  ways  in  which  we  can  co- 
operate for  more  effective  service  to  school  age  patrons. 

In  addition  to  providing  proper  library  service,  a  major  concern 
was  maintenance  of  the  Memorial  Public  Library  building.  The  north 
(front)  wall  was  thoroughly  repaired  in  the  spring;  i.e.  all  joints  were 
completely  cleaned  out  before  remortaring  and  waterproofing  with 
silicone.  This  work,  which  carries  a  five  year  guarantee  against  water 
penetration,  was  the  first  of  any  magnitude  done  on  the  north  wall 
since  Mr.  Dailey  donated  the  building  to  the  town  in  1918.  This  work 
completed  a  two  year  repointing  project.  As  a  result  of  this  work  there 
were  no   major  leaks  into  the  building  as  has  happened  in  past  years. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  fine  work  done 
by  our  Head  Librarian,  Assistant  and  Children's  Librarians,  Aides, 
and  Custodian  over  the  past  year.  We  also  wish  to  acknowledge  the 
cooperation  and  patience  of  our  patrons.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  use  of  the  library  increased  sub- 
tantially  in  1971  as  evidenced  by  a  growth  of  22  in  adult  circulation 
over  1970  figures.  This  greater  activity  extended  into  the  summer 
months  as  well.  Library  use  of  the  children's  collection  remained  ap- 
proximately the  same. 

In  order  to  meet  the  heavier  demands  made  on  the  library,  it  is 
desirable  that  the  number  of  books  purchased  each  year  be  increased 
over  the  present  level.  A  report  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Library  Exten- 
sion revealed  that  Medfield  ranks  low  in  number  of  volumes  owned 
per  capita  compared  with  libraries  of  similar  size  in  the  eastern  region 
of  the  state. 

Increased  use  of  the  library  by  businessmen  led  to  the  purchase  of 
"Thomas  Register  of  American  Manufacturers"  and  "The  Massachu- 
setts Industrial  Directory"  and  a  subscription  to  "The  Wall  Street 
Journal".  It  is  hoped  that  a  photo  copying  machine  can  be  added  to  the 
library  in  answer  to  the  many  requests  received. 

Services  provided  by  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  System  were 
frequently  used  in  1971,  with  requests  for  books  borrowed  through 
inter-library  loan  double  that  of  1970.  In  addition,  a  number  of  films 
were  also  borrowed  for  the  Medfield  schools  and  the  fire  department. 
A  16mm.  film  projector  is  now  available  for  loan  to  local  organizations 
free  of  charge  through  the  Eastern  Regional  System. 

During  the  year  the  library  was  pleased  to  sponsor  a  number  of  art 
exhibits,  among  which  was  the  work  of  well  known  local  artist,  Byron 
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Reed.  Art  work  from  various  Medfield  schools  was  also  displayed.  The 
library  would  welcome  more  exhibits  from  local  artists. 

In  an  effort  to  introduce  the  library  to  new  residents  in  town,  a 
brochure  delineating  the  materials  and  services  provided  was  printed 
and  is  being  distributed  by  the  Welcome  Wagon  representative. 

The  story  Hour  for  four  and  five  year  old  children  proved  so 
popular  this  year  that  it  was  necessary  to  hold  an  additional  afternoon 
session.  A  new  dimension  was  added  by  involving  the  children  in 
craft  projects  coordinated  with  the  stories  read.  Several  volunteers 
from  the  Future  Teachers  of  America  Club  at  the  Senior  High  School 
have  given  us  help  for  which  we  are  most  appreciative. 

During  the  summer,  112  enthusiastic  readers  participated  in  the 
reading   program   with   prizes   awared   to   two   children   in  each  grade. 

A  new  card  catalog  was  purchased  for  the  children's  room,  replac- 
ing the  one  that  had  been  well  used  for  50  years. 

During  the  year  the  library  was  the  recipient  of  a  number  of  do- 
nated books,  and  as  in  years  past,  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  has  kindly 
given  us  flowers  to  brighten  the  library.  For  all  these  evidences  of 
friendship  we  are  most  grateful. 

This  busy  year  could  not  have  been  so  successful  without  the  will- 
ing help  of  everyone  on  my  loyal  staff  and  the  support  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  to  them  all  go  my  most  sincere  thanks.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  year 
beginning  January  1,  1971  through  December  31,  1971: 

The  Board  met  regularly  on  the  second  and  fourth  Thursday  of 
each  month,  and  additional  meetings  were  held  with  various  town 
boards.   Pertinent   State  meetings   were  also  attended   by  all  members. 

PERMITS- The  following  permits  were  issued  during  the  year:

Various   church   and   civic   organizations  were  also  issued  permits 
for  food  sales  during  the  year. 

Total  income  from  these  permits  amounted  to  $1,598.00. 

GARBAGE-The  garbage  contract  was  renewed  with  Francis  J.  Cassidy 
of  Medway  with  collections  scheduled  once  a  week  during  the  winter 
months  and  twice  a  week  during  the  summer. 

REGULATIONS-The  Board  adopted  the  following  regulations  this  year: 

In  July  the  local  Board  adopted  officially  the  State  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations for  Day  Care  Services  for  Children,  as  adopted  by  the  Mass- 
achusetts Department  of  Public  Health  on  December  10,  1963,  and  in 
August  an  amendment  was  added  concerning  the  control  of  contagious 
diseases  and  maintenance  of  proper  health  certificates.  The  Board's 
agents  will  inspect  these  privately  run  schools  at  least  three  times  a 
year  in  conjunction  with  State  personnel. 

In  August,  after  a  year  of  extreme  complaints  regarding  the  keeping 
of  horses  and  livestock  in  various  residential  areas  of  the  town,  the 
Board  was  forced  to  enact  strict  rules  for  the  keeping  of  horses,  finding 
that  the  horses  in  a  development  (where  many  homes  are  close  together) 
constitute  a  nuisance  as  to  flies,  vermin,  odors,  and  noise.  All  permits 
for  horses  are  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  there  is 
now  a  fee  of  $7  per  horse  for  pivate  pets  and  $14  per  horse  for  a 
commercial  stable.  No  horse  may  be  kept  on  property  less  than  30,000 
square  feet. 

A  total  of  32  persons  have  registered  their  livestock  during  the  year. 
With  a  total  of  75  horses  in  town  inspected  by  the  Animal  Inspector 
all  have  been  registered  with  the  Board  with  the  exception  of  one 
commercial  stable  in  an  alleged  violation  of  zoning.  Mr.  Richard 
Ellsworth,  Animal  Inspector,  works  closely  with  the  Board  during  the 
year  and  his  report  may  be  found  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Ellsworth  reminds  residents  that  all  animal  bites,  or  scratches 
should  be  reported  immediately  to  the  Board  of  Health,  or  to  him  in 
order  that  he  may  quarantine  the  animal,  or  make  laboratory  examina- 
tions. 

SWIM  POND-On  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Green 
Street   Swim   Pond  made  extensive  changes  in  the  sand  base  and  algae 
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treatment.  The  resulting  pollution  tests  made  weekly  proved  to  be  more 
than  excellent,  as  compared  to  last  year's  testing,  with  the  average 
coliform  count  less  than  175  for  the  entire  season. 

RABIES  CLINIC-The  second  Rabies  Clinic  held  in  March,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  licensing  of  dogs  was  most  successful.  Under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Gordon  Goodband  of  Walpole,  a  total  of  315  dogs 
were  vaccinated.  Plans  for  a  1972  Clinic  are  being  made  to  be  held 
late  in  March.  According  to  State  law  all  dogs  must  be  vaccinated  for 
Rabies  every  18  months.  Dogs  vaccinated  in  1970  should  be  immu- 
nized again  in  197  2.  The  Clinic  is  self-supporting  with  an  approximate 
fee  of  $2.00  per  vaccination. 

Dog  licenses  may  be  secured  from  the  Town  Clerk,  Mrs.  Nancy 
Preston,  the  same  day  as  the  Rabies  Clinic. 

REGISTERED  SANITARIAN-Mr.  Ferial  R.  Morrissette,  the  registered 
sanitarian  for  the  town  made  a  total  of  239  inspections  during  the  year. 
These  included  general  nuisance  complaints,  restaurant,  market,  and 
bakery  inspections;  also,  swim  pond  testing  on  a  weekly  basis,  and 
dye  testing  in  sewage  systems. 

Canned  goods  prohibited  by  the  FDA  were  removed  from  markets, 
and  a  check  made  for  DDT  in  town  stores.  Observation  of  strat  pits 
and  percolation  tests  were  made  in  the  absence,  and  in  conjunction 
with,  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  accordance  with  the  Day  Care  Center  regulations,  offical  inspec- 
tions will  be  made  at  least  three  times  during  a  year. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR-Herbert  B.  Burr,  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
Board  reported  a  total  of  226  inspections  for  on-site  sewage.  These 
included  both  new  dwellings  and  repair  work.  New  dwellings  involved 
checking  observation  pits  for  stratification  of  soil,  witnessing  two  perc 
tests  on  each  building  lot,  as  well  as  the  actual  septic  installations 
placed  on  each  house  lot. 

In  accordance  with  the  new  Day  Care  Center  regulations,  these 
private  schools  will  be  inspected  at  least  three  times  a  year,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  State  personnel. 

Mr.  Burr  reports  all  builders  and  engineers  most  cooperative  and 
wishes  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Mr.  Morrissette 
and  the  secretary,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Conners  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  year. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING- The  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  under 
Mrs.  Porter  Whitney  who  serves  as  the  Public  Health  Nurse  in  Medfield 
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for  the  Board  of  Health,  reports  a  total  of  592  visits  in  Medfield, 
involving  a  total  of  104  cases.  These  visits  included  bedside  care,  thera- 
peutic nursing,  public  health  nursing  involving  TB  prevention  and 
follow  up,  communicable  diseases,  premature  infants,  new  born,  ma- 
ternal health,  health  teaching  and  referrals.  In  accordance  with  the  new 
regulations  for  Day  Care  Centers,  Mrs.  Whitney  will  inspect  these 
schools  at  least  three  times  during  the  year. 

Two  immunization  Clinics  were  held  immunizing  277  for  Rubella, 
Mumps,  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping  Cough,  Polio,  Measles  and 
Smallpox. 

Other  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse  involve  securing  people 
for  housekeepers,  sitters,  nurses,  etc.,  for  homes  with  illness,  telephone 
conferences  for  advice  and/or  referral  (of  which  67  calls  were  handled 
during  the  year).  Also,  assistance  at  the  pre-school  vision  screening 
program,  lending  of  sick  room  equipment  such  as  hospital  beds,  wheel 
chairs,  walkers,  crutches,  etc.  Loans  are  made  free  of  charge  for  a 
period    of   two    months,    after  which  time   there   is  a  minimal  charge. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  also  serves  on  the  Medfield  Home  Com- 
mittee, as  well  as  prepares  statistics  for  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  attends  its  meetings  and  seminars. 

Tine  Testing  for  TB,  is  handled  by  the  public  health  agent,  Mrs. 
Madeleine  Harding,  School  Nurse,  and  all  records  maintained  by  her. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  established  a  Vaccine  Center  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Whitney  who  stocks  and  inventories  it,  making  the 
vaccines  and  various  test  kits  available  to  local  physicians. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  advise  residents  who  expect  to 
travel  abroad  this  year  to  check  thoroughly  with  the  Immigration 
authorities  as  to  whether  small  pox  vaccinations  are  necessary  for  the 
various  countries  they  may  be  visiting.  Although  the  smallpox  vaccine 
is  not  required  in  many  countries,  there  are  still  some  requirements 
from  Asian  countries. 

SANITARY  LANDFILL-The  Board  voted  to  approve  the  Sanitary 
Landfill  Rules  and  Regulations  as  written  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
who  control  the  operation  of  the  area. 

The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
Mr.  Burr,  Mr.  Morrissette  and  Mrs.  Whitney  for  their  cooperation 
during  the  year.  Also,  Mr.  Richard  Ellsworth  for  his  service  during 
the  Rabies  Clinic.  The  Board  wishes  to  extend  a  special  thanks  to 
the  secretary,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Conners  for  her  untiring  effort  throughout 
the  year   and   for  the  many  long  hours  spent  helping  the  townspeople 
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with  their  problems.  Mrs.  Conners  is  an  invaluable  asset  to  the  function 
of  the  Board.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Medfield  Planning  Board  hereby  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1971. 

MEETINGS 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  weekly  meetings  at  the  Town 
Hall.  In  addition  to  these  meetings,  the  Board  members  met  frequentiy 
to  work  on  revising  the  Zoning  By-law  of  the  Town  of  Medfield.  A 
complete  revision  of  the  Zoning  By-law  has  been  made  by  the  Board 
and  will  be  presented  to  the  Town  for  its  consideration. 

Saturday,  Sunday  and  evening  inspections  were  made  by  Board 
members  to  inspect  areas  proposed  for  new  subdivisions  and  subdivi- 
sions already  under  construction. 

SUBDIVISIONS 

Plans  for  new  subdivisions  were  presented  to  the  Board  for  its 
action. 

A  table  is  included  showing  subdivision  lots  approved  for  building, 
number  of  lots  released  during  the  year  for  building,  and  the  number 
of  lots  remaining  in  each  subdivision  to  be  built.  The  table  runs  from 
1956  to  date.

OTHER  MATTERS 

The  Planning  Board  worked  with  the  Master  Plan  Implementation 
Committee  and  Mr.  Frederick  C.  Conley,  Executive  Secretary,  to  formu- 
late a  Capital  Improvements  Program.  This  program,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  James  Woglom  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  has  been  completed. 
This  was  the  first  step  in  updating  Medfield's  Master  Plan. 

An  Educational  Study  Committee  has  been  formed.  This  committee 
is  comprised  of  one  member  from  the  School  Committee,  one  member 
from  the  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee  and  one  member  of 
the  Planning  Board.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  is  to  screen  poten- 
tial consultants  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  an  indepth  study  of 
Medfield's  school  system,  consisting  not  only  of  the  school  curriculum 
but  also  the  management  and  the  physical  plant. 

The  Planning  Board  called  a  meeting  of  town  officials  and  citizens' 
groups  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  a  program  for  the  employment  of 
Medfield's  teenagers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  reports  following,  of  the  various  school  administrators,  detail 
the  progress  of  Medfield  Schools  in  the  past  year.  We  are  still  increas- 
ing our  enrollment  with  a  net  gain  of  94  students  over  the  last  aca- 
demic year.  There  has  been  a  noticeable  shift  in  the  age  of  students 
who  are  moving  into  the  town.  The  increase  is  greater  now  in  the 
upper  grades,  whereas,  the  reverse  was  true  a  few  years  ago. 

Financial  affairs  continue  again  this  year  to  be  a  primary  concern 
to  the  School  Committee.  We  are  faced  with  an  expanding  system  in 
an  economy  that  has  been  troublesome  for  the  past  few  years.  The 
state  and  federal  governments  appear  to  be  at  last  moving  in  a  direction 
that  will  afford  tax  relief  to  the  property  owner.  The  recent  legislation 
of  financial  assistance  for  school  buildings  is  <la  example  of  this  and 
a  distinct  advantage  to  Medfield. 

With  the  increasing  school  population  the  School  Committee  has 
been  investigating  alternative  methods  of  scheduling  to  determine  if 
a  different  system,  such  as  a  twelve  month  school  year,  open  campus, 
etc.,  would  be  more  economical  without  detracting  from  the  quality 
of  education. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  if  we  did  not  recognize  with 
appreciation  the  countiess  townspeople  who  have  helped  in  various 
ways  to  make  the  Medfield  School  System  as  good  as  it  is.  A  partial 
list  includes  the  A  V I S  volunteers  who  have  helped  directly  in  the 
schools;  the  COME  Committee  who  have  assisted  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  numerous  areas  such  as  student-teacher  relations,  school 
building,  etc.;  and  the  League  of  Women  Voters  who  have  spent  several 
years  working  with  us  in  the  School  System  as  their  major  study 
project.

ENROLLMENT  EFFECTS 

As  of  October  1,  1971,  a  gain  of  94  students  was  noted  over  the 
enrollment  figure  of  October  1,   1970--a  percentage  increase  of   46%. 

The  enrollment  projections  are  running  a  year  behind  but  this 
will  not  affect  new  construction  planning.  The  enrollment  by  grade 
still   indicates   the   necessity   of  additional   space   at  the  secondary  level. 
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Preliminary  plans  for  the  addition  and  alteration  to  the  high  school 
have  been  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Presently, 
the  architects  are  preparing  working  drawings  which  will  go  out  for 
bid  prior  to  a  special  town  meeting  in  the  spring. 

Town  meeting  approval  of  the  High  School  Project  is  most  necessary 
to  insure  the  continuance  of  an  educational  plan  which  affects  all  grades 
and   also   the  implementation   of  a  kindergarten  program  in  1973.

REGIONAL  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  PROJECT 

In  September  Medfield  joined  the  Tri-Valley  Regional  Special  Educa- 
tion Program.  Towns  involved  with  Medfield  are  Millis,  Medway,  Ash- 
land, Holliston  and  Hopkinton. 

Regionalization  has  broadened  the  scope  of  programs  in  that  classes 
are  offered  in  the  following  categories:  educational  mentally  retarded 
for  primary,  intermediate,  junior  high  school  and  high  school;  emo- 
tionally disturbed  for  primary  and  adolescent.  Personnel  involved  are: 
a  Director,  two  psychologists,  one  speech  therapist,  eleven  teachers 
and  two  teacher  aides. 

Expenditures   for   this   type  program  are  reimbursed  at  the  rate  of 

50%. 

FEDERAL  FUNDS 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  Public  Law 
89-10,  Tide  I  funded  $18,352  to  "Project  Succeed",  a  summer  school 
program  held  at  the  Junior  High  School  involving  children  in  grades 
1-8. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act,  Public  Law  85-864,  Title  III 
funded  science  in  the  amount  of  $3,229  and  reading  $1508. 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  Public  Law 
89-10,  Title  II  funded  $4149  for  library  materials. 

The  Vocational  Education  Amendments  of  1968,  Public  Law  90- 
5  76  funded  $8984  to  assist  in  the  continuance  of  the  Occupational 
Education  Program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It    is    a    pleasure    to    submit  my  first   Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1971. 


ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

Memorial  School  enrollment  has  decreased  appreciatively  from  a 
total  of  444  in  January  1971,  to  a  total  of  409  in  December  1971. 
Grade  three  has  shown  the  most  significant  decrease  from  155  students 
to  the  present  total  of  139.  Currently  the  teacher-pupil  ratio  is  a  very 
desirable  1  to  22.7  for  the  entire  school. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September  1971,  new  personnel  filled 
the  positions  of  Principal,  teacher  grade  3,  teacher  grade  1,  and  Art 
Specialist.  The  previously  full-time  Art  Specialist  now  has  shared  duties, 
teaching  seven  classes  per  week  at  Medfleld  High  School.  An  Elementary 
Guidance  Specialist  was  added  to  the  staff  on  a  shared  basis  with  the 
Dale  Street  School. 


PROGRAM 

The  most  notable  addition  to  the  Memorial  School  program  has 
been  the  opening  of  a  permanently  based  Instructional  Materials  Center. 
This  facility  is  staffed  entirely  through  the  efforts  of  volunteer  aides. 
Now  equipped  on  a  minimal  basis,  the  Center  provides  1184  books, 
425  pieces  of  Audio- Visual  material,  and  67  pieces  of  equipment  to 
give  strong  support  to  our  curriculum.  The  addition  of  a  permanent 
IMC  staff  member  will  greatly  increase  the  services  offered  by  the 
Center. 

Reading  360  was  introduced  in  all  grades  at  the  beginning  of  this 
school  year.  The  program  is  a  ten-level,  non-graded  series  with  major 
emphasis  developed  vertically  throughout.  Children  start  at  a  level  best 
suited  to  them  and  proceed  at  a  rate  determined  by  their  individual 
success.  Levels  1-10,  which  make  up  our  program,  were  prepared  as 
a  complete  set  of  skills  necessary  for  a  strong  reading  base.  They  are 
being  used  as  such. 

Science  Curriculum  Improvement  Study  was  also  initiated  in  all 
grades  this  school  year.  The  instructional  strategy  of  this  program  is 
to  provide  the  children  with  first-hand  experiences  in  a  laboratory 
setting.  The  children  explore  natural  phenomena  individually  or  in 
small  groups,  leading  to  conceptual  development. 
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COMMUNITY-  SCHOOL 

1.  A  well-attended  Open  House  was  held  on  October  27  to  outline 
the    school   program   and   meet  informally  with   parents   and  teachers. 

2.  Evening  Parent- Teacher  Conferences  were  held  on  November  17 
and  2  3.  During  these  evenings,  395  individual  conferences  were  con- 
ducted. 

3.  Parents  were  invited  to  visit  during  the  school  day  on  December  23. 

4.  A  Home  Bulletin  has  been  started  to  inform  parents  of  events  and 
developments  at  the  school. 

Since  the  opening  of  school,  we  have  attempted  to  constructively 
communicate  all  facets  of  the  school  program.  Through  this  report,  I 
would  like  to  reaffirm  our  intention  to  continue,  and  request  direct 
community  response  on  any  matters  concerning  your  school. 

My  sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Memorial  School  Staff, 
parents  and  volunteers,  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent,  and 
School  Committee  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School,  I  hereby  submit  my  ninth 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1971. 

SCHOOL  PUPULATION 

The  Dale  Street  student  population  has  been  in  a  state  of  numerical 
change  during  the  year.  In  June  there  were  446  students  in  grades  4, 
5,  and  6.  In  September  there  were  436,  and  as  of  this  writing,  there 
are  428  students. 
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PROGRAM 

The  following  changes  and  additions  have  been  made  in  the  in- 
structional program: 

1.  Guidance  -  The  addition  of  a  half-time  elementary  Guidance 
Counsellor. 

2.  Instructional  Media  Center  -  A  change  to  the  IMC  concept 
from  the  School  Library  approach.  Free  access  to  the  IMC 
materials  for  staff  and  students  instead  of  scheduled  classes 
at  specified  times. 

3.  Development  of  and  updating  of  Basic  Curriculum  guides  in 
all  areas  during  in-service  time. 

4.  Continuation  and  expansion  of  the  individualized  program  in 
Reading. 

5.  Introduction  of  new  materials  and/or  texts  in  English,  Social 
Studies,  Music,  Reading,  Science,  and  Mathematics. 

6.  Utilization  of  curriculum  oriented  Field  Trips. 

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 

Members  of  Avis  have  been  most  helpful  in  the  areas  of  special 
typing  projects,  IMC  aides,  and  Hostesses  for  the  National  Education 
Week  Open  House.  An  Administrative  Intern  program  has  been  in 
effect  since  September.  Mr.  James  Georgian,  Junior  High  Mathematics 
teacher,  has  been  working  part  of  each  day  at  the  Dale  Street  School 
on  all  phases  of  Elementary  Administration,  such  as  scheduling,  budget- 
ing, administrative  records,  and  assemblies. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent, 
School  Committee,  School  Faculty,  and  the  citizens  of  Medfield  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  RALPH  WHEELOCK  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As    Principal    of   the   Ralph   Wheelock   School,    it  is  a  pleasure  to 
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submit  my  third  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31, 
1971. 

On  January  3,  1971  the  total  enrollment  was  595  which  represents 
an  increase  of  approximately  50  students  over  last  year.  Average  class 
size  was  24  with  4  sections  in  each  grade  and  a  trainable  class  of 
6  students. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  two  open  houses  were  held 
to  familiarize  parents  with  school  programs,  to  have  an  opportunity 
to  tour  the  available  facilities,  and  to  meet  the  teachers.  On  November 
17th  and  23rd  conferences  were  conducted  for  parents  of  children 
in  grades  1-3.  This  method  of  reporting  resulted  in  98  percent  parti- 
cipation. 

The  adoption  and  implementation  of  the  new  nongraded  Ginn 
360  reading  series  in  grades  1  -  3  allowed  children  to  progress  at 
their  own  rate.  Through  careful  and  continuous  evaluation,  individual 
children  were  shifted  from  group  to  group  making  it  possible  for  each 
child  to  be  placed  at  a  level  where  he  could  develop  best.  The  program 
will  be  expanded  to  the  intermediate  level  next  year. 

The  Instructional  Materials  Center,  (library),  the  core  of  the  in- 
structional program,  is  available  to  all  students  in  grades  1  -  6  from 
8:00  A.  M.  to  3:00  P.  M.  This  open  concept  allowed  children  and 
teachers  the  opportunity  of  making  full  utilization  of  the  available  facili- 
ties. With  the  assistance  of  the  AVIS  volunteers  and  student  aides 
many  areas  of  IMC  work  was  accomplished. 

Team  Teaching  at  the  primary  level  has  been  implemented  in  the 
areas  of  science  and  social  studies.  This  organizational  pattern  for 
planning  allows  two  teachers  to  share  responsibilities  for  presenting 
and  evaluating  lessons  for  two  classes. 

SCIS  (Science  Curriculum  Improvement  Study),  a  standardized 
curriculum,  was  introduced  last  September.  Through  a  presentation 
of  major  science  concepts,  a  child  was  given  the  opportunity  to  dis- 
cover and  draw  conclusions  with  a  diversity  of  materials.  In  grades 
4  -  6  science  teachers  during  last  summer's  workshop  developed  a 
curriculum  guide  which  was  also  introduced  last  September. 

With  the  addition  of  a  full  time  counselor,  guidance  has  become 
an  integral  part  of  the  educative  process.  Individuals  and  group  seesions 
were  conducted  to  meet  the  educational,  social  and  emotional  needs 
of  certain  children. 

The  majority  of  the  students  in  grades  4,  5,  and  6  participated  in 
an   extra   curricula  activity   such  as  chorus,  intramurals,  and  the  band. 
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Study  period  is  a  time  when  children  can  complete  their  homework 
or  engage  in  an  activity  that  is  of  interest  to  them.  They  have  an  op- 
portunity also  to  visit  the  library,  to  assist  children  in  the  primary 
grades  and  to  have  instrumental  lessons. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Super- 
intendent, School  Committee,  Coordinators,  Avis  Volunteers,  Parents, 
and  all  school  personnel  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

With  pleasure  I  am  submitting  the  annual  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1971. 

As  of  this  writing,  the  student  census  is  729  distributed  over  three 
grades  as  follows;  243  at  Grade  7,  2  37  at  Grade  8,  2  38  at  Grade  9, 
and  eleven  Special  Education  students. 

A  change  in  the  grouping  process  was  introduced  this  September 
which  provided  for  a  semi-heterogenous  grouping  structure  of  students 
in  all  of  the  subject  areas.  This  enables  students  to  enjoy  a  wider  social 
and  more  flexible  academic  experience  than  was  possible  in  the  pre- 
vious homogenous  grouping  structure. 


In  the  area  of  foreign  languages,  the  French  program,  "La  France 
En  Direct"  was  introduced.  This  program  offers  the  students  a  wide 
and  varied  exposure  to  the  French  language  and  culture  through  a 
multi-sensory  media  approach. 

Practical  Science  at  the  9th  Grade  and  Intermediate  Science  Cur- 
riculum Study  at  the  8th  Grade  were  two  new  courses  introduced  to 
the  Science  curriculum  this  September. 

This  past  year  was  both  an  active  and  productive  year  for  the  Social 
Studies  department.  Materials  and  methods  have  been  developed  which 
make  possible  a  greater  amount  of  individualization  of  the  curriculum. 
Varied  activities  including  the  use  of  field  trips  have  been  introduced 
into  the  curriculum.  In  addition,  two  new  courses,  "Comparative  Eco- 
nomic and  Political  Systems"  and  "Early  Studies",  have  been  imple- 
mented at  Grade  9. 
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In  the  area  of  Math,  units  dealing  with  the  slide  rule  and  the  metric 
system  were  introduced  this  year.  In  addition,  an  Individualized  Mathe- 
matics program  has  been  implemented.  Presently  there  is  one  Individu- 
alized Mathematics  class  at  each  grade  level.  This  program  has  been 
designed  to  stimulate  interest  in  mathematics  through  units  dealing 
with  geometry,  probability,  the  slide  rule,  flow  charts,  and  basic  math- 
ematics fundamentals  arranged  so  that  the  student  can  move  at  his  own 
pace  and  learning  style. 

A  team  teaching  approach  has  been  adopted  at  the  7th  Grade  in 
the  area  of  Language  Arts  for  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  mate- 
rials and  instruction  to  help  further  individualize  the  curriculum.  Also, 
the  minimum  objectives  for  the  Language  Arts  7-9  were  completed, 
published,  and  distributed  to  the  teachers. 

The  total  school  program  has  benefited  again  this  year  through 
the  efforts  of  volunteers  including  members  of  AVIS  who  served  our 
needs  as  library  aides  and  field  trip  chaperones. 

I  thank  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent,  members 
of  the  School  Committee,  the  Faculty  and  School  personnel  for  their 
assistance  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
AMOS  CLARK  KINGSBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  high  school  opened  its  doors  in  September  with  a  student 
enrollment  of  5  5  0.  This  figure  respresents  about  fifty  fewer  students 
than  expected.  Probable  reasons  for  this  situation  were  partly  due  to 
a  slowdown  in  home  construction  and  a  reduction  of  immigration. 
The  staff  is  composed  of  44  full-time  professionals  and  12  part-time 
professionals,  most  of  whom  are  full-time  in  the  system,  but  are  part- 
time  at  the  high  school. 

A  variety  of  new  courses  was  offered  this  year.  An  elective  system 
of  semester  courses  was  introduced  in  home  economics,  such  as:  Interi- 
or Decorating,  Child  Care  and  Development,  and  Creative  Stitchery  as 
well  as  other  diverse  offerings.  Also,  two  sections  of  a  course  in 
Marriage  and  Family  Living  have  been  meeting,  this  course  being  a 
full-year  elective.  Enrollments  in  home  economics  courses  required  a 
second  teacher  for  the  department. 

By  offering  two  new  courses  in  art  -  Ceramics  and  Crafts  -  our 
enrollment  in  art  more  than  doubled  that  of  last  year.  Our  art  room 
receives  almost  optimum  use  as  a  result. 

In  business  education  a  two-year  sequence  in  Office  Practice  was 
introduced  for  juniors  and  seniors.  A  second  year  of  Stenography 
was  offered,  but  due  to  low  enrollment  the  class  did  not  meet. 

In  many  of  our  occupational  education  courses  students  have  the 
option  of  taking  these  subjects  either  as  majors  or  part-time  electives, 
thereby  giving  the  students  the  opportunity  to  concentrate  in  a  certain 
area  or  to  have  greater  flexibility  to  take  a  variety  of  offerings. 

Work-study  has  been  a  regular  part  of  the  school's  program  for 
a  number  of  years.  This  past  year  three  other  programs  were  intro- 
duced which  permit  a  student  to  leave  the  school  before  the  end  of  the 
day  and  to  pursue  an  activity  which  will  also  allow  him  to  receive 
credits  toward  graduation.  Work  Experience  is  a  cooperative  program 
where  the  work  done  outside  of  the  school  is  directly  related  to  the 
subjects  the  student  is  taking.  Our  Teacher  Aides  assist  teachers  in 
each  of  the  elementary  schools  and  the  junior  high  school.  Several 
students  in  the  Health  Aide  program  have  received  training  at  the 
Medfield  State  Hospital  and  work  with  patients  there  on  a  daily  basis. 
There  are  over  fifty  students  participating  in  all  of  these  special  pro- 
grams. As  the  need  emerges  we  hope  to  incorporate  other  special 
programs,  wherein  students  may  serve- their  community  and  receive 
graduation  credit. 
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All  students  now  have  the  opportunity  to  accelerate  their  high 
school  education  and  may  meet  diploma  requirements  in  three  or  three 
and  one-half  years  instead  of  the  usual  four  years,  depending  upon  their 
interests  and  abilities. 

Summer  tutoring  as  an  alternative  to  summer  school  now  enables 
students  to  make  up  failed  courses  or  to  earn  a  necessary  prerequisite 
grade  in  order  to  continue  in  a  sequential  subject,  such  as  in  the  areas 
of  mathematics  and  foreign  languages. 

The  Class  of  1971  had  172  graduates,  one  of  whom  distinguished 
herself  as  a  National  Merit  Scholarship  Finalist.  Approximately  seventy- 
five  percent  of  the  class  is  furthering  its  education,  forty-seven  percent 
at  four-year  schools. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Medfield  organizations  and  clubs  which 
provide  awards  and  scholarships  for  our  young  people  each  year. 
The  names  of  these  groups  are  shown  on  the  graduation  program 
which  follows  this  report.

GUIDANCE  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Guidance  Director  of  the  Medfield  Public  Schools,  I  am  pleased 
to  submit  my  eighth  Annual  Report.  This  encompasses  the  period  from 
January  1,  1971  to  December  31,  1971. 

This  past  year  we  approached  our  goal  of  establishing  a  coordi- 
nated system  of  guidance  services  throughout  the  entire  school  system. 
Guidance  counselors  have  now  been  assigned  to  the  Elementary  schools. 

One  of  the  areas  that  lay  people  question  is  the  role  of  the  coun- 
selor specialist.  Established  relationships,  whether  the  student  be  child 
or  adolescent  is  collaborative.  Both  counselor  and  student  view  pre- 
senting concerns,  clarify  feelings,  consider  alternatives,  develop  problem 
solving  techniques  and  arrive  at  decisions.  Because  of  the  changing 
decisions  necessary  for  the  child  at  significant  developmental  points, 
the  counselors  at  the  varying  levels  utilize  differing  tools  and  techniques. 
The  counseling  at  the  Elementary  is  more  developmental.  The  coun- 
selors there  are  resources  for  children  to  learn  about  self  and 
interpersonal  relationships  in  a  purposeful  way.  They  assist  in  crisis 
situations  but  are  careful  not  to  be  identified  by  staff  and  students 
as  crisis  or  maladjustment  centered.  In  Junior  High  School  the  coun- 
selor is  aware  of  increased  decision  making  relative  to  students 
embarking  on  their  high  school  program.  This  process  is  often  in  con- 
flict with  their  emerging  self  perception  and  changing  physical 
development  and  need  support  and  direction.  In  high  school,  values, 
aptitudes  and  interest  are  more  clearly  defined  and  modified  by  experi- 
ence and  school  achievement.  Focus  is  placed  upon  the  individual's 
concept  of  himself  in  relationship  to  his  current  or  eventual  educational/ 
vocational  pursuits  so  that  wise  choices  can  be  made. 
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Operationally,  this  process  is  fostered  by  the  utilization  of  group 
counseling,  classroom  observation,  role  playing  and  pre  vocational 
exploration  at  the  Elementary  level  in  constant  interaction  with  instruc- 
tional staff,  parents  and  curriculum  objectives.  At  the  secondary  level 
these  procedures  are  reinforced  by  actual  manipulation  of  curricula 
in  keeping  with  changes  of  school  admission  and  work  needs  of  in- 
dustry, individual  program  adjustments,  rap  sessions  and  work-study 
experiences  to  prepare  for  gainful  employment. 

Specifically,  Northeastern  University  is  again  offering  a  series  of 
occupational  conferences  to  implement  career  exploration.  We  have 
found  statistically  that  a  greater  proportion  of  last  year's  class  is  now 
entering  the  two-year  community  colleges  and  technical  institutions 
because  of  the  questioned  viability  of  a  four-year  college  experience 
and  its  allied  cost.  For  example,  a  survey  conducted  with  our  students 
in  guidance  in  grades  10  through  12  indicate  well  over  one-third 
might  be  interested  in  attending  a  vocational-technical  high  school 
should  it  be  made  available  to  them.  Medfield  students  are  pretty  well 
precluded  from  this  option  at  the  present  time. 

The  Medfield  State  Hospital,  under  our  Federal  Grant  criteria,  is 
continuing  and  expanding  its  relationship  with  our  work  experience 
and  handicapped  programs.  Supervisory  personnel  in  the  psychiatric 
and  nursing  services  as  well  as  social  service  and  occupational  therapy 
are  providing  on-the-job  training  for  certain  selected  Medfield  students. 
These  trainees  are  given  course  credit  and  will  be  considered  eligible 
for  eventual  employment  if  so  desired.  Moreover,  the  field  coordinator 
who  is  partially  assigned  to  instructing  the  adult  patients  in  our  office 
service  center  at  the  high  school  has  been  extremely  gratified  with  the 
progress  they  have  made  not  only  in  absorbing  office  skills,  but  notes 
their  greater  levels  of  aspiration  vocationally.  This  is  consistent  with 
their  new  perception  of  themselves  as  productive  and  capable  persons. 

This  report  has  touched  on  certain  aspects  of  the  roles  and  pur- 
poses served  by  the  various  specialists  in  guidance.  We  are  extremely 
grateful  for  the  interest  maintained  by  groups  in  the  community  such 
as  AVIS  and  COME  who  are  attempting  to  make  our  functions  better 
known  and  the  School  Committee  and  the  Administrative  officers  who 
implemented  the  expansion  of  guidance  services  to  the  Elementary 
levels.

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REPORT  ON  OCCUPATIONAL  EDUCATION 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  second  annual  report  on  Occupa- 
tional Education. 

Student  enrollments  in  Occupational  Education  classes  (Business 
Education,  Home  Economics,  and  Industrial  Education)  showed  an 
increase  of  17  per  cent  in  1971.  Participation  in  Art  Education  in- 
creased 1 2  per  cent.  These  increases  are  due  in  part  to  the  addition  of 
courses  in  the  programs,  and  also  to  the  efforts  of  the  Occupational 
Counselor,  Mr.  Robert  F.  Lynch,  and  faculty  members. 

A  job  placement  program  was  initiated  whereby  the  Counselor's 
office  seeks  employment  offers  from  the  business  and  residential  com- 
munity, and  advertises  these  openings  to  those  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  students  seeking  either  part-time  or  full-time  employment. 

The  Occupational  Counselor  has  served  as  coordinator  of  the  work 
experience  and  work-study  programs,  as  well  as  the  newly-instituted 
Teacher  Aide  and  Health  Aide  programs.  During  the  year  High  School 
students  with  an  interest  in  education  as  a  career  have  been  training  in 
the  Junior  High,  Memorial,  and  Wheelock  Schools.  High  School 
students  interested  in  Mental  Health  Careers  have  been  receiving  on-the- 
job  training  at  the  Medfield  State  Hospital.  Participation  in  the  work 
study  and  work  experience  programs  has  increased  significantly. 

As  part  of  a  reciprocal  agreement  with  Medfield  State  Hospital, 
and  under  Federal  funding,  adult  students  at  the  Hospital  are  being 
trained   in   office   skills   under   the  direction   of  Mr.  Daniel  R.  Feeney. 

As  a  result  of  the  In-Service  program  initiated  this  year,  the  cur- 
ricula of  the  Occupational  Education  and  Art  Education  programs  are 
being  evaluated  and  defined.  The  chairmen  of  these  committees  have 
been:  Mrs.  Claire  Reed,  Art  Education;  Mrs.  Jean  MacDonald  and  Mrs. 
Olive  Potter,  Business  Education;  Mrs.  Louise  Richardson,  Home  Eco- 
nomics; Mr.  James  E.  Morris,  Industrial  Education. 

A  Career  Education  Seminar  was  held  during  the  summer  months 
for  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  students  in  order  to  stimulate  self- 
examination  of  their  interests  and  abilities,  present  available  career 
opportunities  and  the  training  required,  provide  information  on  educa- 
tional planning  and  financial  assistance,  explain  procedures  in  applying 
for  employment,  and  explore  employer-employee  relations  with  em- 
phasis on  the  transition  from  school  to  the  job.  The  Seminar  was  well 
received  by  both  students  and  parents,  with  54  students  participating  in 
the  two-week  program. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent, 
School  Committee,  and  all  school  personnel  for  their  assistance  and 
cooperation  in  the  development  of  our  program.

REPORT  OF  ADULT  EDUCATION 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee  and 
Mr.  Thomas  Blake,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

January  5,  1971  was  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the 
1970-1971  Adult  Education  Program.  A  total  of  fifteen  courses  of  the 
original  twenty-four  offered  were  continued  by  the  director.  The  courres 
continued  by  the  director  were  Knitting,  Flower  Arrangement,  Clothing 
I  &  II,  Tailoring,  Typing,  Art,  Woodworking,  Gym  for  Men,  Gym 
for  Women,  Advanced  Flower  Arrangement,  Spanish,  Yoga,  Bridge 
and  Drivers  Education.  These  courses  were  held  at  the  high  school 
on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  or  Thursday  evenings  between  the  hours  of 
7:00  and  10:00  p.m. 

The  1971-1972  Adult  Education  program  had  an  original  offering 
of  twenty-four  different  courses,  of  these  courses  twenty-one  classes 
were  established.  Duplicate  courses  in  Woodworking,  and  Drivers 
Education  were  offered  on  different  evenings.  The  new  courses  offered 
were  Intermediate  Spanish,  Slipcovering,  Tennis,  Amateur  Photography, 
Securities  and  Investments,  Intermediate  Yoga  and  Great  Decisions  of 
1971. 

Registration  for  the  1971  Adult  Education  Program  was  the  largest 
ever,  381  people  were  registered  for  the  fall  courses  and  80  different 
students   enrolled  in  the  Drivers  Education  program  in  January  1971. 

The  State-Aided  courses  still  proved  to  be  the  more  popular  courses, 
Yoga  I,  Intermediate  Yoga,  Gym  for  Men,  Gym  for  Women,  Tennis, 
Drivers  Education  and  Typing  were  the  most  popular  of  the  tuition 
courses. 

This  year  we  requested  and  received  State  Funds  to  support  the 
Adult  Education  Program. 

Achievement  Night  for  the  1971-1972  Adult  Education  Program 
will  be  on  March  29,  1972,  from  7:00  to  9:00  p.m.  at  the  high  school.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  School  Lunch 
Program  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1971. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  cafeterias  served  an  average  of  1800 
meals  per  day,  although  In-Service  Days  and  Field  Trips  cut  into  our 
participation. 

We  try  to  have  menus  that  appeal  to  our  students  but  at  the  same 
time  State  requirements  and  price  of  food  do  not  allow  us  to  satisfy 
all  their  "wants".  Parents  have  been  surprised  to  know  the  Medfield 
School  Lunch  Program  is  self-supporting. 

The  Dale  Street  School  has  been  serving  lunches  to  our  Senior 
Citizens.  Chicken  and  turkey  seem  to  be  their  favorite  "drawing  cards". 

The  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  Cafeterias  are  pleased  to  have 
student  assistants  at  the  lunch  hour  rush.  Student  workers  are  paid 
a  small  hourly  wage  and  receive  a  free  lunch. 

In  January  197  2,  it  is  mandatory  that  all  school  children  be  able 
to  have  a  school  lunch  provided  for  them.  This  town  is  very  fortunate, 
each  school  has  a  kitchen  and  cafeteria  so  a  "carry-out  program"  is 
not  necessary. 

The  High  School  Student  Council  has  requested  a  snack  breakfast 
program  which  is  being  given  careful  consideration. 

In  the  Memorial  School,  with  the  expected  help  of  State  aid  for 
some  new  equipment,  we  look  forward  to  improved  cooking  and 
serving  facilities. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent, 
School  Committee,  Cafeteria  Personnel,  and  all  other  school  personnel 
for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  throughout  the  past  year.

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ASSESSORS'  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Med  field: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  is  not  a  policy  making  Board,  its  basic 
function  being  to  determine  how  much  money  must  be  raised  to  defray 
the  costs  of  the  "government"  of  Medfield  and  then  going  about  the 
business  of  levying  the  taxes  needed  to  meet  these  costs.  In  the  process 
of  doing  this  we  note  -  and  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  -  that  our 
tax  rate  has  increased  each  year  from  $37.00  in  1968  to  $5  2.25  in 
1971;  this  represents  a  41%  increase  in  just  four  years.  We  also  sug- 
gest to  you  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  reducing  expenditures  since 
municipal  services  now  being  provided  cost  more  each  year,  plus  the 
fact  that  new  and  additional  services  are  added  from  time  to  time  as 
the  public  requires.  Tax  relief,  a  much  bandied  slogan,  has  now  given 
way  to  tax  reform.  But  tax  reform  is  a  long  way  off.  What  then,  if 
anything,  can  the  citizens  of  Medfield  do  in  order  to  shift  some  of  the 
tax  burden  from  the  single  family  dwelling? 

Under  its  present  zoning  by-law  Medfield  is  essentially  dedicated 
to  single  family  dwellings.  It  is  true  that  on  paper  a  substantial  area 
of  land  near  the  Medfield  Junction  is  dedicated  exclusively  to  Industry 
and  nothing  else.  No  industry  has  come  to  this  area  during  the  last 
34  years  and  the  land  lies  fallow.  Another  substantial  portion  of  the 
town  is  dedicated  to  2  acre  zoning,  so-called,  for  single  family  dwell- 
ings. For  all  practical  purposes  this  area  remains  substantially  as  it 
was  at  the  time  this  zoning  passed.  It  is  possible  that  other  substantial 
areas  of  the  town  are  being  wasted,  tax-wise.  Our  present  by-law 
excludes  some  kinds  of  multi-unit  dwellings,  discourages  others,  and 
leaves  business  and  commerce  nowhere  to  go  but  into  the  already  over- 
crowded central  section  of  the  town. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  unless  some  sensible  modification 
of  our  zoning  by-law  is  made,  the  owner  of  the  single  family  dwell- 
ing will  have  no  high  tax  yield  property  to  help  him  carry  the  ever 
increasing  burden  he  faces.  It  is  not  necessary  to  destroy  the  essential 
character  of  the  town  or  its  amenities  in  order  to  produce  some  tax 
relief  but  it  will  take  some  serious  study  and  clear  thinking.  We  hope 
Medfield 's  citizens  will  be  equal  to  the  task.

ZONING  BYLAW 

for  the 

Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts 

SECTION     1 

SCOPE 

1.1  TITLE 

This  Bylaw  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  Zoning 
Bylaw  for  the  Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  which  herein 
is  called  "this  Bylaw." 

1.2  AUTHORITY 

This  Bylaw  is  adopted  by  virtue  of  and  pursuant  to  the  author- 
ity granted  to  the  Town  of  Medfield  by  Chapter  40A  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as  now 
existing  or  hereafter  amended  herein  called  the  Zoning  Ena- 
bling Act. 

1.3  PURPOSE 

To  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  welfare  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Medfield  by  lessening  congestion  in  the 
streets;    securing    safety    from  fires,   panic,   or   other  danger; 
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providing  adequate  light  and  air;  preventing  the  overcrowding 
of  land;  avoiding  undue  congestion  of  population;  facilitating 
the  adequate  provision  of  transportation,  water,  sewerage, 
schools,  parks,  and  other  public  requirements;  and  by  other 
means  in  accordance  with  a  comprehensive  Master  Plan  pre- 
pared during  the  years  1963  and  1964. 

SECTION     2 

DEFINITIONS 

2.1  For  the  purpose  of  this  Bylaw,  certain  terms  and  words  shall 

have  the  meaning  given  herein.  Words  used  in  the  present 
tense  include  the  future.  The  singular  number  includes  the 
plural,  and  the  plural  the  singular.  The  words  used  or  occu- 
pied include  the  words  designed,  arranged,  intended  or  offered 
to  be  used  or  occupied.  The  words  building,  structure,  lot, 
land  or  premises  shall  be  construed  as  though  followed  by 
the  words  "or  any  portion  thereof."  The  word  shall  is  always 
mandatory  and  not  merely  director}'. 

Terms  and  words  not  defined  herein  but  defined  in  the  Med- 
field  Building  Code  shall  have  the  meanings  given  therein 
unless  a  contrary  intention  clearly  appears.  Words  not  defined 
in  either  place  shall  have  the  meaning  given  in  Webster's 
Unabridged  Dictionary,  Third  Edition.  Uses  listed  in  the 
Table  of  Use  Regulations  under  the  classes  Retail  and  Service 
Trades  and  Wholesale  Trade  and  Manufacturing  shall  be  further 
defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  pub- 
lished by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

2.1.1  Abandonment-The  visable  or  otherwise  apparent 
intention  of  an  owner  to  discontinue  a  nonconform- 
ing use  of  a  building  or  premises,  or  the  removal 
of  the  characteristic  equipment  or  furnishing  used 
in  the  performance  of  the  nonconforming  use,  with- 
out its  replacement  by  similar  equipment  or  furnish- 
ings, or  the  replacement  of  the  nonconforming  use 
or  building  by  a  conforming  use  or  building. 

2.1.2  Alteration-Any  construction,  reconstruction  or 
other  action  resulting  in  a  change  in  the  structural 
parts  or  height,  number  of  stories,  size,  use  or 
location  of  a  building  or  other  structure. 

2.1.3  Board-The  Board  of  Appeals  of  the  Town  of  Med- 
field,  Massachusetts. 

2.1.4  •  Building-A  combination   of  any  materials,  whether 
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portable  or  fixed,  having  a  roof,  to  form  a  structure 
for  the  shelter  of  persons,  animals  or  property.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  definition  "roof"  shall  include 
an  awning  or  any  similar  covering,  whether  or  not 
permanent  in  nature. 

2.1.5  Building  Accessory-A  detached  subordinate  build- 
ing, the  use  of  which  is  customarily  incidental  and 
subordinate  to  that  of  the  principal  building,  and 
which  is  located  on  the  same  lot  as  that  occupied  by 
the  principal  building. 

2.1.6  Community  Facilities-Premises  owned  and  operated 
by  a  governmental  or  other  chartered  nonprofit 
organization  but  not  including  fraternal,  sports  or 
similar  membership  organizations. 

2.1.7  Driveway,  Legal  Service--An  open  space,  located  on 
a  private  lot,  which  is  not  more  than  24  feet  in 
width  built  for  access  to  a  private  garage  or  off-street 
parking  space. 

2.1.8  Drive-In  Establishment--A  premise  in  which  persons 
while  in  cars  are  served,  view,  purchase  and/or 
consume  as  appropriate;  food,  movies,  goods, 
materials  or  equipment. 

2.1.9  Dwelling,  Multi- Family- A  building  containing  three 
or  more  dwelling  units. 

2.1.10  Dwelling,  Row-A  dwelling  building  containing 
three  or  more  attached  one-family  dwelling  units 
each  with  its  own  exit. 

2.1.11  Dwelling  Unit-One  or  more  living  or  sleeping 
rooms  arranged  for  the  use  of  one  or  more  in- 
dividuals living  as  a  single  housekeeping  unit,  with 
cooking,  living,  sanitary  and  sleeping  facilities. 

2.1.12  Essential  Services-The  erection,  construction,  altera- 
tion, or  maintenance  by  public  utilities  or  govern- 
mental agencies  of  underground  or  overhead  gas, 
electrical,  steam,  or  water  transmission  or  distri- 
bution systems,  collection,  communication,  supply, 
or  disposal  system,  including  poles,  wires,  mains, 
drains,  sewers,  pipes,  conduits,  cables,  fire  alarm 
boxes,  police  call  boxes,  traffic  signals,  hydrants 
and  other  similar  equipment  and  accessories  in 
connection   therewith,   but  not  including  buildings 
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necessary  for  the  furnishing  of  adequate  service  by 
such  public  utilities  or  governmental  agencies  for 
the  public  health  or  safety  or  general  welfare. 

2.1.13  Family-One  or  more  persons,  including  domestic 
employees,  occupying  a  dwelling  unit  and  living  as 
a  single,  nonprofit  housekeeping  unit. 

2.1.14  Flood  Plain  District-The  Flood  Plain  District  is 
superimposed  over  any  other  district  established  by 
this  bylaw.  The  Flood  Plain  District  is  defined  as 
all  lands  along  or  sloping  to  the  Stop  River  and 
Charles  River  whose  elevation  is  below  125  feet 
Mean  Sea  Level  based  on  the  Massachusetts  Geodetic 
Datum  of  1929  and  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

2.1.15  Floor  Area,  Net-The  sum  of  the  areas  of  the  several 
floors  of  a  building,  measured  from  the  exterior 
faces  of  the  walls.  It  does  not  include  cellars,  un- 
enclosed porches,  or  attics  not  used  for  human 
occupancy  or  any  floor  space  in  accessory  buildings 
or  in  the  main  building  intended  and  designed  for 
the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  in  order  to  meet  the 
parking  requirements  of  this  Bylaw,  or  any  such 
floor  space  intended  and  designed  for  accessory 
heating  and  ventilating  equipment. 

2.1.16  Floor  Area  Ratio  ( F.A.R.  )~The  ratio  of  the  net  floor 
area   of  the  principal  building  to  the  total  lot  area. 

2.1.17  Height--The  vertical  distance  from  the  adjacent 
ground  to  the  top  of  the  structure  or  highest  roof 
beam  of  a  flat  roof,  the  mean  level  of  the  highest 
gable,  and  slope  of  a  hip  roof. 

2.1.18  Home  Occupation--An  accessor)'  use  which  by  cus- 
tom has  been  carried  on  entirely  within  and  only 
by  the  occupants  of  a  dwelling  unit,  which  use  is 
incidental  and  subordinate  to  the  dwelling  use,  and 
which  does  not  in  any  manner  change  the  residential 
character  of  the  building. 

2.1.19  Loading  Space--An  off-street  space  used  for  loading 
or  unloading  and  which  is  not  less  than  14  feet  in 
width,  45  feet  in  length  and  14  feet  in  height  and 
containing  not  less  than  1300  square  feet,  including 
both  access  and  maneuvering  area. 
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2.1.20  Lodging  Unit-One  or  more  rooms  contained  in  a 
lodging  house  for  the  use  of  one  or  more  individu- 
als not  living  as  a  single  housekeeping  unit  and  not 
having  cooking  facilities.  A  "Lodging  Unit"  shall 
include  a  boarding  unit,  tourist  house  unit,  or  a 
rooming  unit. 

2.1.21  Lot--An  area  or  parcel  of  land  in  the  same  ownership 
or  any  part  thereof  designated  by  its  owner  or 
owners  as  a  separate  lot.  For  purposes  of  this  Bylaw 
a  lot  may  or  may  not  have  boundaries  identical  with 
those  recorded  in  the  Norfolk  County  Court  House. 

2.1.22  Lot,  Corner-A  lot  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  and 
abutting  on  two  or  more  intersecting  streets,  the 
angle  of  intersection  of  the  street  lot  line,  or  in  case 
of  a  curved  street  extended  lot  lines,  being  not  more 
than  135  degrees. 

2.1.23  Lot  Depth-The  mean  horizontal  distance  between 
the  front  lot  line  and  the  rear  lot  line. 

2.1.24  Lot  Line,  Front--The  property  line  dividing  a  lot 
from  a  street.  On  a  corner  lot  only  one  street  line 
shall  be  considered  the  front  line,  except  in  those 
cases  where  the  latest  deed  restrictions  specify 
another   line    as  the  front  lot  line. 

2.1.25  Lot  Line,  Rear-The  lot  line  opposite  from  the  front 
lot  line,  except  in  the  case  of  corner  lot,  the  owner 
shall  have  the  option  of  choosing  which  of  the  two 
lot  lines  which  are  not  street  lines  is  to  be  consider- 
ed the  rear  lot  line. 

2.1.26  Lot  Line,  Side-Any  lot  line  not  a  front  or  rear  lot 
line. 

2.1.27  Lot,  Nonconforming- A  lot  lawfully  existing  at  the 
effective  date  of  this  Bylaw,  or  any  subsequent  amend- 
ment thereto,  which  is  not  in  conformity  with  all 
provisions  of  this  Bylaw. 

2.1.28  Lot,  Through~An  interior  lot,  the  front  and  rear 
lot  lines  of  which  abut  streets,  or  a  corner  lot  two 
opposite  lines  of  which  abut  streets. 

2.1.29  Lot  Width-The  horizontal  distance  between  the  side 
lot    lines    as    measured   at  the   required   front  yard 
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depth    which    may    or    may    not   coincide  with   the 
actual  front  setback  line. 

2.1.30  Membership  Club--A  building  used  to  house  a  non- 
profit social,  sports  or  fraternal  association  or 
organization  which  is  used  exclusively  by  members 
and  their  guests  and  which  may  or  may  not  contain 
bar  facilities. 

2.1.31  Open  Area  Residential  Development--A  residential 
development  of  a  tract  of  land  over  10  acres  subject 
to  area  regulations  less  than  the  minimum  required 
per  individual  lot  as  specified  in  table  of  area  regu- 
lations wherein  the  total  number  of  lots  does  not 
exceed  the  number  of  lots  which  can  be  developed 
under  Planned  Residential  Development. 

2.1.3  2  Owner- The  duly  authorized  agent,  attorney,  pur- 
chaser, devicee,  trustee  or  any  person  having  vested 
or  equitable  interest  in  the  use,  structure  or  lot  in 
question. 

2.1.33  Parking  Space- An  off-street  space  having  an  area  of 
not  less  than  200  square  feet,  plus  access  and  maneu- 
vering space,  whether  inside  or  outside  a  structure 
for  exclusive  use  as  a  parking  stall  for  one  motor 
vehicle. 

2.1.34  Person-The  word  "person"  shall  include  one  or 
more  individuals,  a  partnership,  an  association  and 
a  corporation. 

2.1.35  Planned  Development- x\ny  development  involving 
the  construction  of  two  or  more  principal  dwellings 
or    community    facility    buildings    on   a   single   lot. 

2.1.36  Recorded-Recorded  in  the  Norfolk  Registry  of 
Deeds  or  registered  in  the  Norfolk  Registry  District 
of  the  Land  Court. 

2.1.37  Residential  Area-A  residential  area  is  any  area  situ- 
ated within  a  district  zoned  primarily  for  residential 
purposes  under  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  It  includes  RE, 
RT,  RS  and  RU. 

2.1.38  Sign- The  word  "sign"  shall  include  any  letter,  word 
symbol,  drawing,  picture,  design,  device,  article, 
and  object  that  advertises,  calls  attention  to  or  indi- 
cates  any  premises,  person  or  activity,  whatever  the 
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nature  of  the  material  and  manner  of  composition  or 
construction. 

2.1.39  Sign,  Accessory--Any  billboard,  sign  or  other  ad- 
vertising device  that  advertises,  calls  attention  to,  or 
indicates  the  person  occupying  the  premises  on  which 
the  sign  is  erected  or  the  business  transacted  thereon, 
or  advertises  the  property  itself,  or  any  part  thereof 
as  for  sale  or  to  let,  and  which  contains  no  other 
advertising  matter. 

2.1.40  Sign,  Nonaccessory-Any  billboard,  sign  or  other 
advertising  device  that  does  not  come  within  the 
foregoing  definition  of  an  accessory  sign. 

2.1.41  Sign,  Advertising--A  sign  used  to  direct  attention  to 
a  service,  sale  or  other  activity  not  performed  on  the 
same    premises    upon    which    the    sign    is  located. 

2.1.42  Sign,  Business--A  sign  used  to  direct  attention  to  a 
service,  product  sold  or  other  activity  performed  on 
the  same  premises  upon  which  the  sign  is  located. 

2.1.43  Sign,  Identification-- A  sign  used  simply  to  identify 
the  name,  address  and  title  of  an  individual  family 
or  firm  occupying  the  premises  upon  which  the 
sign  is  located. 

2.1.44  Sign,  Size-In  applying  the  maximum  height  and 
width  limitations  prescribed  in  this  Bylaw  for  signs, 
any  intermediary  removable  surface  to  which  a  sign 
is  affixed  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  part  of  the  sign. 

2.1.45  Sign,  Standing«The  term  "standing  Sign"  shall  in- 
clude any  and  every  sign  erected  on  or  affixed  to  the 
land  and  any  and  every  exterior  sign  that  is  not 
attached  to  a  building. 

2.1.46  Sign,  Surface  Area  of 

2.1.46.1  For  a  sign,  either  free-standing,  or  at- 
tached, the  area  shall  be  considered  to 
include  all  lettering,  wording,  and  accom- 
panying designs  and  symbols,  together 
with  the  background,  whether  open  or 
enclosed,  on  which  they  are  displayed, 
but  not  including  any  supporting  frame- 
work and  bracing  which  are  incidental 
to  the  display  itself. 
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2.1.46.2  For  a  sign  painted  upon  or  applied  to  a 
building,  the  area  shall  be  considered  to 
include  all  lettering,  wording,  and  accom- 
panying designs  or  symbols  together  with 
any  backing  of  a  different  color  than  the 
finish  material  of  the  building  face. 

2.1.46.3  Where  the  sign  consists  of  individual 
letters  or  symbols  attached  to  or  painted 
on  a  surface,  building,  wall  or  window, 
the  area  shall  be  considered  to  be  that  of 
the  smallest  quadrangle  which  encompas- 
ses all  of  the  letters  and  symbols. 

2.1.47  Special  Permit--A  use  of  a  structure  or  lot  or  any 
action  upon  a  premises  which  may  be  permitted 
under  this  Bylaw  only  upon  application  to  and 
the  approval  of  the  Board  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  13. 

2.1.48  Store--A  "store"  shall  include  any  establishment, 
office  or  place  of  business. 

2.1.49  Story~A  "story"  is  defined  as  that  part  of  a  building 
between  any  floor  and  the  floor  or  roof  next  above. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  Zoning  Bylaw,  where  a 
building  is  not  divided  into  stories,  a  story  shall  be 
considered  fifteen  ( 15  )  feet  in  height. 

2.1.50  Street- A  way  which  is  dedicated  or  devoted  to  public 
use  by  legal  mapping  by  the  user,  or  by  any  other 
lawful  procedure,  and  includes  any  avenue,  boulevard, 
parkway,  road,  land,  public  square,  highway  and 
similar  public  ways  which  affords  the  prescribed 
means  of  principal  access  to  an  abutting  lot. 

2.1.51  Structure-A  combination  of  materials  assembled  at 
a  fixed  location  to  give  support  or  shelter,  such  as 
a  building,  bridge,  trestle,  tower,  framework,  retain- 
ing wall,  tank,  tunnel,  tent,  stadium,  reviewing  stand, 
platform,  bin,  fence,  sign,  flagpole,  swimming  pool 
or  the  like. 

2.1.5  2  Structure,  Xonconforming-A  structure  lawfully  ex- 
isting at  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw  or  any 
subsequent  amendment  thereto,  which  is  not  in 
conformity  with  all  provisions  of  this  Bylaw. 
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2.1.5  3  Substantially  Different  Use--Any  use  which  is  not 
permitted  either  by  right,  or  by  Special  Permit  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals  within  the  district  in  which 
the  lot  is  located. 

2.1.54  Substantially  Greater  Extent--An  accessory  use  which 
exceeds  40  percent  of  the  floor  area  of  the  existing 
structure  or  any  principal  use  which  encroaches  into 
any  yard  or  set  back  area. 

2.1.55  Usable  Open  Space-Space  in  a  yard  or  within  a  set 
back  area  on  a  lot  that  is  unoccupied  by  buildings, 
unobstructed  to  the  sky,  not  devoted  to  service 
driveways  or  off-street  loading  or  parking  spaces 
and  available  to  all  occupants  of  the  building  on  the 
lot  expressed   as   a  percentage  of  gross  floor  area. 

2.1.56  Use-- The  purpose  for  which  a  structure  or  lot  is 
arranged,  designed,  or  intended  to  be  used,  occupied 
or  maintained. 

2.1.5  7  Use,  Accessory-- A  use  cutomarily  incidental  and 
subordinate  to  the  principal  use  of  a  structure  or 
lot,  or  a  use  not  the  principal  use  which  is  located 
on  the  same  lot  as  the  principal  structure. 

2.1.58  Use,  Nonconforming-A  use  lawfully  existing  at  the 
effective  date  of  this  Bylaw  or  any  subsequent  amend- 
ment thereto  which  is  not  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Bylaw. 

2.1.59  Use,  Principal--The  main  or  primary  purpose  for 
which  a  structure  or  lot  is  designed,  arranged,  or 
intended,  or  for  which  they  may  be  used,  occupied 
or  maintained  under  this  Bylaw.  Any  other  use 
within  the  main  structure  or  the  use  of  any  other 
structure  or  land  on  the  same  lot  and  incidental  or 
supplementary  thereto  and  permitted  under  this  By- 
law shall  be  considered  an  accessory  use. 

2.1.60  Variance-- Such  departure  from  the  terms  of  this 
Bylaw  as  the  Board,  upon  appeal  in  specific  areas  is 
empowered  to  authorize  under  the  terms  of  Sec- 
tion 13. 

2.1.61  Watershed  Protection  District-- The  Watershed  Pro- 
tection District  is  superimposed  over  any  other  district 
established  by  this  Bylaw.  The  Watershed  Protection 
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District  is  defined  as  all  land  area  along  the  streams 
and  brooks  for  a  horizontal  distance  of  at  least 
25  feet  on  each  side  of  the  centerline  thereof  and 
adjacent  low,  marshy  areas,  as  shown  on  the  Zoning 
Map  of  the  Town  of  xMedfield.  The  Watershed 
Protection  District  shall  also  include  all  land  that  lies 
within  a  horizontal  distance  of  25  feet  from  the 
normal  high  water  line  of  major  water  bodies.  (See 
Section  11.2.1  and  11.2.2  .) 

2.1.62  Yard-A  portion  of  a  lot,  other  than  a  court  on  the 
same  lot  as  the  principal  building,  unobstructed 
artificially  from  the  ground  to  the  sky,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  herein. 

2.1.63  Yard,  Front-A  space  extending  for  the  full  width 
of  the  lot  between  the  front  line  of  the  nearest  build- 
ing wall  and  the  front  lot  line. 

2.1.64  Yard,  Rear-A  space,  unoccupied,  except  by  an  acces- 
sory structure  or  accessory  use  as  herein  permitted, 
extending  for  the  full  width  of  the  lot  between  the 
rear   line  of  the  building  wall  and  the  rear  lot  line. 

2.1.65  Yard,  Side--An  unoccupied  space  extending  for  the 
full  length  of  a  building  between  the  nearest  building 
wall  and  the  side  lot  line. 

2.1.66  Zoning  Bylaw-The  Zoning  Bylaw  of  the  Town  of 
Medfield   as  from   time  to  time  in  force  and  effect. 

2.1.67  Zoning  Enabling  Act-Chapter  40A  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
amendments  thereto. 

SECTION  3 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  ZONING  DISTRICTS 

3.1  DIVISION  INTO  DISTRICTS 

The   Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  is  hereby  divided  into 
seven  zoning  districts  to  be  designated  as  follows:

3.2  ZONING  MAP 

The  location  and  boundaries  of  the  Zoning  District  are  hereby 
established  as  shown  on  a  map  titled  "Zoning  Map,  Medfield, 
Massachusetts"  dated  January  11,  1972,  which  accompanies 
and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Bylaw.  The  authenti- 
city of  the  Zoning  Map  shall  be  identified  by  the  signature  of 
the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  imprinted  seal  of  the  Town  under 
the  words:  "This  is  to  certify  that  this  is  the  Zoning  Map  of 
the  Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  referred  to  in  the  Zoning 
Bylaw  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Town  Meeting  commencing  March  6,  1972." 
Any  subsequent  change  in  the  location  of  boundaries  of  a 
Zoning  District  hereafter  made  through  the  amendment  of  this 
Bylaw  shall  be  authenticated  in  the  same  manner. The  Zoning 
Map  shall  be  located  in  the  Office  of  the  Planning  Board. 
Photographic  reductions  of  this  large  scale  zoning  map  may 
serve  as  copies  of  the  zoning  map  in  any  subsequent  printing 
of  this  Bylaw. 

3.3  BOUNDARIES  OF  DISTRICTS 

Where  any  uncertainty  exists  with  respect  to  the  boundary  of 
any  district  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map,  the  following  rules 
apply: 

3.3.1  Where  a  boundary  is  indicated  as  a  street,  railroad, 
watercourse  or  other  body  of  water,  it  shall  be  con- 
strued to  be  the  centerline  or  middle  thereof,  or 
where  such  boundary  approximates  a  Town  boundary 
then  to  the  limits  of  the  Town  boundary. 

3.3.2  Where  a  boundary  is  indicated  as  following  approxi- 
mately or  parallel  to  a  street,  railroad,  watercourse,  or 
other  body  of  water,  it  shall  be  construed  to  be 
parallel  thereto  and  at  such  distance  therefrom  as 
shown  on  the  Zoning  Map. 

3.3.3  Where  a  boundary  is  indicated  as  a  definitive  eleva- 
tion, it  shall  be  construed  as  the  datum  mean  sea 
level  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey. 
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3.3.4  When    a   district  boundary  line  divides   any  lot  in 

one  ownership  of  record  at  the  time  such  line  is 
adopted,  a  use  that  is  permitted  on  one  portion 
of  the  lot  may  be  extended  30  feet  into  the  other 
portion  provided  the  first  portion  includes  the  re- 
quired frontage.  This  allowance  does  not  apply  to 
Flood  Plain  or  Watershed  Protection  Districts  de- 
scribed in  Sections  10  and  11. 

SECTION    4 
INTERPRETATION  AND  APPLICATIOxV 

4. 1  INTERPRETATION 

The  provisions  of  this  Bylaw  shall  be  interpreted  to  be  the 
mimimum  requirements  adopted  for  the  promotion  of  the 
health,  safety,  or  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Medfield, 
Massachusetts,  and  except  for  the  Zoning  Bylaw  adopted  by 
the  Town  Meeting  on  April  21,  1938,  and  all  subsequent 
amendments  thereto,  the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw  are  not 
intended  to  repeal,  amend,  abrogate,  annul  or  in  any  way 
impair  or  interfere  with  any  lawfully  adopted  law,  statute, 
ordinance,  bylaw,  covenants,  regulations  or  rules.  Whenever 
the  regulations  made  under  the  authority  hereof  differ  from 
those  prescribed  by  any  law,  statute,  ordinance,  bylaw  or  other 
regulations,  that  provision  which  imposes  the  greater  restriction 
or  the  higher  standard  shall  govern. 

4.2  APPLICATION 

Except  as  herein  provided,  or  as  specifically  exempted  by  a 
shall  clause  of  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act,  the  provisions  of 
this  Bylaw  shall  apply  to  the  following:  the  erection,  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  alteration,  or  use  of  buildings  and 
structures  or  use  of  land.  Any  existing  conforming  use, 
structure  or  lot  shall  not  by  any  action  become  nonconforming 
and  any  existing  nonconforming  use,  structure  or  lot  shall 
not  become  nonconforming  or  further  nonconforming  except 
as  provided  herein. 

SECTION     5 
USE  REGULATIONS 
5.1  APPLICABILITY  OF  USE  REGULATIONS 

Except  as  provided  by  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act  or  in  this 
Bylaw  in  each  district  no  building,  structure,  or  land  shall  be 
used   or   occupied   except  for   the   purposes   permitted   in  the 
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district  in  this  Section  applicable  thereto.  Any  use  not  listed 
shall  be  construed  to  be  prohibited. 

5.2  PERMITTED  USES 

In  the  following  Table  of  Use  Regulations,  the  uses  permitted 
by  right  in  the  district  shall  be  designated  by  the  word  "Yes." 
Those  uses  that  may  be  permitted  by  Special  Permit  in  the 
district,  in  accordance  with  Section  13,  shall  be  designated 
by  the  letters  "SP".  Uses  designated  by  the  word  "No"  shall 
not  be  permitted  in  the  district. 

5.3  USES  SUBJECT  TO  OTHER  REGULATIONS 

5.3.1  Uses  permitted  by  right  or  by  Special  Permit  shall 
be  subject,  in  addition  to  use  regulations,  to  such 
regulations  of  height,  area,  yard,  setback,  lot  size, 
lot  area,  lot  width,  floor  area  ratio,  usable  open 
space,  parking,  loading,  sign  and  all  other  provisions 
of  this  Bylaw. 

5.3.2  In  any  district  no  building  or  premises  shall  be 
erected,  altered  or  used  for  any  purpose  injurious, 
dangerous,  noxious,  or  offensive  to  the  community 
by  reason  of  the  emission  of  odor,  fumes,  dust, 
smoke,  vibration,  noise  or  other  cause. 

5.3.3  No  vehicular  access  to  an  Industrial  District  shall  be 
on  land  that  is  zoned  Residential.  Vehicular  access 
to  an  Industrial  District  shall  be  over  a  public  way. 

5.3.4  New  public  ways  and  ways  into  Industrial  Districts 
will  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  latest 
Land  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts. 

5.3.5  Existing  public  ways,  when  rebuilt,  will  be  constructed 
to  conform  reasonably  with  the  latest  Land  Subdivi- 
sion Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Town  of  Medfield, 
Massachusetts. 

5.3.6  For  multifamily  dwellings,  all  waste  water  shall  be 
disposed  of  by  means  of  adequate  connection  to  the 
sewage  system  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

5.4  TABLE  OF  USE  REGULATIONS 

The  Table  of  Use  Regulations  that  immediately  follows  is 
declared  to  be  part  of  this  Bylaw. 
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SECTION    6 
AREA,  HEIGHT  AND  BULK  REGULATIONS 

6.1  APPLICABILITY       OF     AREA,   HEIGHT     AND     BULK 

REGULATIONS 

The  regulations  for  each  district  pertaining  to  minimum  lot 
area,  minimum  lot  width,  minimum  lot  depth,  maximum 
height  of  buildings,  maximum  number  of  stories,  maximum 
floor  area  ratio,  minimum  usable  open  space,  minimum  front 
yard  depth,  minimum  side  yard  width,  minimum  rear  yard 
depth  and  minimum  residential  net  floor  area  shall  be  as 
specified  in  this  section  and  set  forth  in  the  Table  of  Area 
Regulations  and  Table  of  Height  and  Bulk  Regulations,  and 
subject  to  the  further  provisions  of  this  Section. 


See    Table    of  Area    Regulations,  plus  attached  notes  which 
are  declared  to  be  part  of  this  Bylaw. 
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6.2  Table  of  Area  Regulation  Notes 

6.2.1  Except  for  Planned  Developments,  Community  Facil- 
ities and  public  utilities  (See  Section  13.)  only  one 
principal   structure   shall  be  permitted   on   one  lot. 

6.2.2  A  corner  lot  shall  have  minimum  street  yards  with 
depths  which  shall  be  the  same  as  the  required  front 
yard  depths  for  the  adjoining  lots. 

6.2.3  A  side  yard  which  is  used  for  a  legal  service  driveway 
shall  have  a  minimum  width  of  1  2  feet. 

6.2.4  At  each  end  of  a  through  lot,  there  shall  be  a  set- 
back depth  required  which  is  equal  to  the  front  yard 
depth  required  for  the  district  in  which  each  street 
frontage  is  located. 

6.2.5  Building  within  the  Flood  Plain  District  or  Water- 
shed Protection  District  shall  be  subject  to  Sections 
10  and  11. 

6.2.6  Projections  into  required  yards,  or  other  required 
open  spaces  are  permitted  subject  to  the  following: 

a.  Balcony  or  bay  window  limited  in  total  length 
to  one  half  the  length  of  the  building,  not  more 
than  two  feet. 

b.  Open  terrace,  or  steps  or  stoop  under  4  feet  in 
height  up  to  one  half  the  required  yard  setback. 

c.  Steps  or  stoop  over  4  feet  in  height,  window  sill, 
belt  course,  chimney,  roof  eave,  fire  escape,  fire 
tower,  storm  enclosure  or  similar  architectural 
features,  not  more  than  2  feet. 

6.2.7  In  "B"  and  "B-I"  Districts  all  uses  shall  be  conducted 
within  a  completely  enclosed  building,  except:  diss- 
pensing  of  food,  beverages  or  goods  at  a  drive-in 
or  stand;  dispensing  of  gas,  water  or  lubricants  at 
a  garage  or  gasoline  service  station;  vegetation; 
permitted  parking  or  loading  area;  and  permitted 
exterior  signs. 

6.2.8  Screening  and  buffers  shall  be  required  in  the  In- 
dustrial-Extensive (I-E)  District.  There  shall  be  a 
landscaped  buffer  strip  along  each  boundary  which 
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adjoins  a  residential  district.  This  strip  shall  be  at 
least  150  feet  in  width  and  shall  be  portioned  as 
follows: 

a.  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  within  one 
hundred  feet  of  the  district  boundary  line  shall 
be  used  only  for,  and  maintained  as,  a  planting 
area  for  lawns,  trees,  shrubs,  or  other  land- 
scape materials  to  provide  a  parklike  area  of 
separation  between  districts. 

b.  The  remaining  fifty  (50)  feet  of  space  may  be 
used  for  off-street  parking  or  other  permitted 
open  uses,  but  shall  not  contain  any  permanent 
structure. 

6.2.9  In  a  Business  District  or  a  Business-Industrial 
District  or  a  lot  in  a  R-U  District  on  which  a  multi- 
family  dwelling  is  placed,  there  shall  be  a  landscaped 
buffer  strip  along  each  boundary  which  adjoins  a  resi- 
dential lot.  The  strip  shall  be  at  least  10  feet  in 
width  and  shall  contain  a  screen  of  plantings  in 
the  center  of  the  strip  not  less  than  five  feet  in 
width  and  six  feet  in  height  at  the  time  of  the  occu- 
pancy of  any  lot.  Individual  bushes  or  trees  shall  be 
planted  not  more  than  three  feet  on  centers,  and  shall 
thereafter  be  maintained  by  the  owner  or  occupants 
so  as  to  maintain  a  dense  screen  year  round.  One 
hundred  percent  of  the  plantings  shall  consist  of 
evergreens.  No  building  shall  be  placed  within  this 
buffer  strip. 

6.2.10  In  any  "R"  District  any  permitted  accessory  building 
shall  conform  to  the  following  provisions:  It  shall 
not  occupy  more  than  40  percent  of  the  required  rear 
yard;  it  shall  be  not  less  than  60  feet  from  any  street 
lot  line,  except  on  a  corner  lot  if  used  for  garage 
purposes,  then  the  same  distance  as  the  required 
depth  of  the  front  yard  for  the  adjacent  lots;  it  shall 
not  be  less  than  six  feet  from  any  lot  line. 

6.3  TABLE  OF  HEIGHT  AND  BULK  REGULATIONS 

See  Table  of  Height  and  Bulk  Regulations,  plus  notes  which 
are  declared  to  be  part  of  this  Bylaw. 
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6.3.1  Any  maximum  height  permitted  in  this  Bylaw  shall 

be  further  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  the  Medfield 
Building  Code  and  shall  not  apply  to: 

6.3.1  a.     Community  facility  and  public  utility  structures, 

provided  that  the  side  and  rear  yards  or  set- 
backs required  in  the  district  for  the  highest 
permitted  principal  structure  shall  be  increased 
2  feet  in  width  for  each  foot  by  which  the  height 
of  such  structure  exceeds  the  height  permitted  in 
the  district. 

6.3.1  b.     Necessary  appurtenant  structures  such  as  church 

spire,  belfrey,  cupola,  dome,  smokestack,  monu- 
ment, derrick,  conveyor,  flagpole,  radio  or  tele- 
vision tower,  mast,  antenna,  aerial,  airplane 
hangar,  roof  tank,  building  service  equipment, 
roof  structure  other  than  a  penthouse,  chimney  or 
parapet  wall,  or  any  similar  appurtenance  provided 
that  any  such  structure  shall  be  set  back  from  the 
vertical  plane  of  the  required  setback  building 
line  one  foot  horizontally  for  each  two  feet  that 
the  height  of  such  structure  exceeds  the  height 
permitted  in  the  district. 

6.3.1  c.     Special  industrial   structures;   such  as  a  cooling 

tower,  grain  elevator,  sugar  refinery,  gas  holder 
or  other  similar  structure  where  the  industrial 
process  requires  a  greater  height,  provided  that 
any  such  structure  shall  not  occupy  more  than 
15  percent  of  the  lot  area  and  shall  be  not  less 
than  50  feet  from  any  lot  line. 

6.3.2  A  fence,  hedge,  wall  or  other  enclosure  may  be 
maintained  on  a  corner  lot,  provided  that  it  shall 
not  obstruct  visual  clearance  at  intersecting  streets 
by  being  between  3-1/2  feet  and  10  feet  above  the 
grade  within  the  triangular  area  formed  by  the  inter- 
section of  the  curb  lines  and  a  straight  line  joining 
said  curb  lines  at  points  which  are  25  feet  measured 
from  the  intersection  of  the  curb  lines.  Where  curbs 
do  not  exist,  the  lines  shall  be  where  such  curb 
would  be  required  if  built. 

6.3.3  A  basement  or  cellar,  to  be  inhabited,  must  have  the 
ceiling  not  less  than  five  (5)  feet  above  the  average 
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elevation   of  the  land   immediately  surrounding  the 
building  foundation  wall. 

6.3.4  Where    four    (4)   stories   are  built,   only   three   (3) 

stories  may  be  inhabited. 


SECTION    8 
OFF-STREET  PARKING  AND  LOADING  REGULATIONS 

8.1  OFF-STREET  PARKING  AND/OR  LOADING  REQUIRE- 
MENTS 

In  any  district,  if  the  use  of  any  structure  constructed,  enlarged, 
or  extended  and  any  use  of  land  established,  or  any  existing  use 
is  changed,  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw,  parking  and 
loading  spaces  shall  be  provided  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing tables.  A  structure  enlarged  or  a  use  extended  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  Bylaw  shall  be  required  to  provide  loading 
spaces  in  accordance  with  the  following  Table  of  Off- Street 
Parking  Standards  (See  the  Table  of  Off- Street  Parking  Stand- 
ards which  is  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Bylaw)  for  the  entire 
structure  or  use  unless  the  increase  in  units  or  measurements 
amounts  to  less  than  15  percent  maximum  as  a  whole  whether 
such   increase  occurs   at  one  time  or  in  successive  stages. 

8.2  GENERAL  PARKING  AND  LOADING  REGULATIONS 

8.2.1  Accessory  parking  or  loading  spaces  being  main- 
tained in  any  district  in  connection  with  any  existing 
use  on  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw  shall  hereafter 
be  maintained  so  long  as  said  use  remains,  unless 
an  equivalent  number  of  parking  or  loading  spaces 
is  constructed  elsewhere  conforming  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  above  tables,  provided:  these  regulations 
shall  not  require  the  maintenance  of  more  parking 
or  loading  spaces  than  is  required  according  to  the 
tables. 

8.2.2  When  units  or  measurements  determining  number 
of  required  parking  or  loading  spaces  result  in  a 
requirement  of  a  fractional  space,  any  fraction  over 
one-half  shall  require  one  parking  or  loading  space. 
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8.2.3  Off-street  parking   spaces   required  hereunder  shall 

be  provided  either  on  the  same  premises  with  the 
parking  generator,  or  on  any  premises  associated 
therewith;  provided,  however,  that  the  walking 
distance  between  the  farthest  point  of  the  parking 
area  and  the  main  pedestrian  entrance  to  the  build- 
ing or  use  in  question  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred 
(500)  feet,  except  that  in  the  case  of  parking  space 
for  employees  only,  the  distance  may  be  increased 
to  eight  hundred  (800)  feet.

8.2  GENERAL  PARKING  AND  LOADING  REGULATIONS 

8.2.1  Accessory  parking  or  loading  spaces  being  main- 
tained in  any  district  in  connection  with  any  existing 
use  on  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw  shall  hereafter 
be  maintained  so  long  as  said  use  remains,  unless 
an  equivalent  number  of  parking  or  loading  spaces 
is  constructed  elsewhere  conforming  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  above  tables,  provided:  these  regulations 
shall  not  require  the  maintenance  of  more  parking 
or  loading  spaces  than  is  required  according  to  the 
tables. 

8.2.2  When  units  or  measurements  determining  number 
of  required  parking  or  loading  spaces  result  in  a  re- 
quirement of  a  fractional  space,  any  fraction  over 
one-half  shall  require  one  parking  or  loading  space. 

8.2.3  Off-street  parking  spaces  required  hereunder  shall 
be  provided  either  on  the  same  premises  with  the 
parking  generator,  or  on  any  premises  associated 
therewith;  provided,  however,  that  the  walking 
distance  between  the  farthest  point  of  the  parking 
area  and  the  main  pedestrian  entrance  to  the  build- 
ing or  use  in  question  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred 
(500)  feet,  except  that  in  the  case  of  parking  space 
for  employees  only,  the  distance  may  be  increased 
to  eight  hundred  (800)  feet.

8.2.4  Where  required  parking  spaces  are  provided  away 
from  the  lot  on  which  the  use,  other  structure,  or 
lot  they  are  intended  to  serve  is  located,  such  spaces 
shall  be  in  the  same  possession,  either  by  deed  or 
long-term  lease,  as  the  property  occupied  by  the 
use,  structure  or  lot  to  which  the  parking  spaces 
are  accessory. 

8.2.5  The  loading  spaces  required  for  the  uses  listed  in 
the  above  table  shall  in  all  cases  be  on  the  same  lot 
as  the  use  they  are  intended  to  serve.  In  no  case 
shall  the  required  loading  spaces  be  part  of  the 
area  used  to  satisfy  the  parking  requirements  of  this 
Bylaw. 

8.2.6  No  accessory  off-street  parking  shall  be  permitted 
within  the  required  front  yard  or  side  yard  in  any 
"R"    District,    except    in    a    legal    service  driveway. 

8.2.7  For  any  use  not  enumerated  in  this  section,  the  re- 
quired off-street  parking  facilities  shall  be  determined 
by  a  unit  of  floor  area  or  number  of  employees  or 
some  other  unit  measurement  as  specified  by  the 
Building  Inspector  with  the  advice  of  the  Planning 
Board,  which  shall  be  guided  in  its  determination 
by  the  requirements  of  this  section  applicable  to 
comparable  uses. 

8.2.8  Where  differing  uses  occur  on  a  single  parcel  of 
land,  the  off-street  parking  facilities  to  be  provided 
in  respect  of  such  parcel  shall  be  aggregate  of  the 
requirements   under  this  section  for  each  such  use. 


8.3  PARKING  AND  LOADING  SPACE  STANDARDS 

All  parking  or  loading  areas  containing  over  five  spaces,  in- 
cluding automobile  service  and  drive-in  establishments,  shall 
be  either  contained  within  structures,  or  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing: 

8.3.1  The  area   shall  be  effectively  screened  on  each  side 

which  adjoins  or  faces  the  side  or  rear  lot  line  of 
a  lot  situated  in  any  "R"  District.  The  screening 
shall  consist  of  that  required  for  buffers  as  specified 
in  Section  6,  paragraphs  6.2.8  and  6.2.9.  The  screen- 
ing required  by  the  subsection  shall  be  setback  from 
each  street  the  same  asifitwerea  main  building  wall. 
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8.3.2  The  area  and  access  driveways  thereto  shall  be  sur- 
faced with  a  durable  and  dustiess  material  and  shall 
be  graded  and  drained  so  as  to  dispose  of  all  surface 
water  accumulation. 

8.3.3  A  substantial  bumper  of  masonry,  steel,  heavy  timber 
or  concrete  curb  stop  shall  be  placed  at  the  edge  of 
surfaced  areas  except  driveways  in  order  to  protect 
abutting  structures,  properties  and  sidewalks. 

8.3.4  Any  fixture  used  to  illuminate  any  area  shall  be  so 
arranged  as  to  direct  the  light  away  from  the  street 
and  away  from  adjoining  premises  used  for  residen- 
tial purposes. 

8.3.5  Any  repair  or  service  facility  for  use  by  vehicles 
such  as  gas,  oil,  or  water  shall  not  be  less  than 
25  feet  from  any  lot  line. 

8.3.6  Any  parking  area  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing: 

8.3.6  a.     There    shall    not  be  any  motor  vehicle  parked 

within   5    feet  of  any  front  side  or  rear  lot  line. 

8.3.6  b.     There   shall   not  be  any  vehicle  repair  facilities 

or  any  repair  made  to  any  vehicles. 

8.3.6  c.     There  shall   not  be  any  storage  of  material,  or 

equipment. 

8.3.6  d.     Except  for  driveways,  parking  shall  not  be 

located  within  the  required  front  yard  area  in 
any  "R"  District. 

8.3.6  e.    Parking  and  loading  spaces  shall  be  so  arranged 

as  not  to  permit  backing  of  automobiles  onto 
any  street. 

8.3.6  f.     Any  portion  of  any  entrance  or  exit  driveway  to 

the  area  shall  not  be  closer  to  an  intersecting 
street  than  150  feet.  No  more  than  two  driveways 
shall  serve  any  one  area. 

8.3.6  g.     Any  two  driveways   leading  from   a  street  to  a 

single  area  shall  not  be  within  50  feet  of  each 
other  at  their  intersections  with  the  front  lot  line. 
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8.3.6  h.     Any  entrance   or  exit  driveway  shall  not  exceed 

20  feet  in  width,  except  for  a  suitable  radius  of 
curvature  at  the  entrance.  All  entrance  and  exit 
driveways  in  "B"  and  "I"  Districts  shall  be  one 
way. 


SECTION    9 

NONCONFORMING  USES,  STRUCTURES  AND  LOTS 

9.1  NONCONFORMITY       BY      INITIAL  ENACTMENT  OR 
AMENDMENT 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  affecting  nonconforming  uses, 
structures  and/or  lots  cited  herein  and  certain  related  non- 
conformities shall  apply  under  the  provisions  of  the  Bylaw 
and  established  districts  as  enacted  initially  or  as  subsequently 
amended. 

9.2  EXTENSION  AND  ALTERATION 

9.2.1  Any  nonconforming  use  except  primarily  for  agri- 
culture, horticulture  or  floriculture,  or  a  portion  of 
any  open  space  on  a  lot  outside  a  structure  shall 
not  be  extended. 

9.2.2  Any  nonconforming  use  except  primarily  for  agri- 
culture, horticulture,  or  floriculture,  or  a  lot  not 
occupied  by  a  structure  shall  not  be  extended. 

9.2.3  Any  nonconforming  principal  use  of  a  structure 
shall  not  be  extended. 

9.2.4  Any  conforming  principal  use  of  a  nonconforming 
structure  may  be  extended  throughout  the  existing 
structure. 

9.2.5  Any  nonconforming  accessory  use  of  a  portion  of 
a  structure  or  any  conforming  accessory  use  of  a 
portion  of  a  nonconforming  structure  may  be  ex- 
tended up  to  a  maximum  of  40  percent  of  the  floor 
area  of  the  existing  structure. 

9.2.6  Any  nonconforming  structure  located  in  any  "R" 
District,  may  be  altered  and  the  use,  if  conforming, 
may  be  extended  throughout  the  altered  portion 
provided:  any  conforming  use  shall  not  be  made 
nonconforming;    and   any   resultant  alteration   shall 
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not  cause  the  structure  to  violate  the  maximum 
floor  area  ratio  and  yard  regulations  of  the  District 
in  which  it  is  located. 

9.2.7  Any    nonconforming    structure   or   portion  thereof 

which  has  come  into  conformity  shall  not  again 
become  nonconforming. 


9.3  RESIDENTIAL  LOT  OF  RECORD 

Any  nonconforming  lot  lawfully  laid  out  by  plan  or  deed  duly 
recorded  or  any  nonconforming  lot  shown  on  a  plan  endorsed 
by  the  Planning  Board  with  the  words  "approval  under  the 
subdivision  control  law  not  required"  or  words  of  similar 
import  which  complies  at  the  time  of  recording  or  such  en- 
dorsement whichever  is  earlier  with  the  minimum  area,  frontage, 
width  and  depth  requirements,  of  any  ofthezoning  bylaws  then 
in  effect  may  be  built  upon  provided  it  is  in  accordance  with 
the  Zoning  Enabling  Act  and  all  other  requirments  of  this 
Bylaw. 

9.4  REDUCTION  OR  INCREASE 

9.4.1  Any  nonconforming  lot  or  open  space  on  the  lot 
(yards,  setbacks,  courts,  usable  open  space,  or  floor 
area  ratio)  if  already  smaller  or  greater,  as  the  case 
may  be  than  that  required  shall  not  be  further  re- 
duced or  increased  so  as  to  be  in  greater  non- 
conformity. 

9.4.2  Any  nonconforming  off-street  parking  or  loading 
spaces,  if  already  less  than  the  number  required  to 
serve  their  intended  use  shall  not  be  further  reduced 
in  number. 


9.5  CHANGE 

9.5.1  Any  nonconforming  use  of  a  structure  may  not  be 
changed  to  another  nonconforming  use. 

9.5.2  Any  nonconforming  usewhich  has  been  once  changed 
to  a  permitted  use  shall  not  again  be  changed  to 
another  nonconforming  use. 

9.5.3  Any  nonconforming  lot  which  has  come  into  con- 
formity shall  not  again  be  changed  to  a  nonconforming 
lot. 
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9.6  RESTORATION 

9.6.1  Any  nonconforming  structure  damaged  less  than 
50%  by  fire  or  other  cause  may  be  rebuilt  if  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Area  and  Yard  Regulations  of  this 
Bylaw.  Such  a  nonconforming  use  will  require  a 
new  variance. 

9.6.2  Any  conforming  structure  damaged  more  than  50% 
by  fire  or  other  cause  located  on  a  nonconforming 
lot  as  described  in  paragraph  9.3  of  this  Bylaw 
may  be  restored  or  rebuilt.  No  such  restoration  or 
rebuilding  shall  be  permitted  which  otherwise 
changes  the  use  or  structure  to  a  nonconforming  use. 

9.7  ABANDONMENT 

Any  nonconforming  use,  except  for  agriculture,  horticulture 
or  floriculture  use,  or  a  structure  and/or  lot  which  has  been 
abandoned  for  a  continuous  period  of  one  year  or  more  shall 
not  be  used  again  except  by  a  conforming  use. 

9.8  MOVING 

Any  nonconforming  structure  shall  not  be  moved  to  any  other 
location  on  the  lot  or  any  other  lot  unless  every  portion  of  such 
structure,    the  use  thereof  and   the  lot  shall  be  conforming. 

9.9  UNSAFE  STRUCTURE 

Any  structure  determined  by  the  Building  Inspector  to  be 
unsafe  may  be  restored  to  a  safe  condition,  provided  such 
work  on  any  nonconforming  structure  shall  not  place  it  in 
greater  nonconformity,  and  provided,  further  if  the  cost  to 
restore  any  structure  shall  exceed  50  percent  of  its  physical 
replacement  value,  it  shall  be  reconstructed  only  as  a  con- 
forming structure  and  used  only  for  a  conforming  use  unless 
a  new  variance  is  secured. 

SECTION     10 
FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT 
10.1         PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  promote: 

a.  The  health  and  safety  of  the  occupants  of  lands  subject 
to  seasonal  or  periodic  flooding  in  the  Charles  and  Stop 
Rivers  Flood  Plain  District. 
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b.  The  preservation  of  the  natural  flood  control  characteristics 
and  the  water  storage  capacity  of  the  Flood  Plain  District. 

c.  The  safety  and  purity  of  water;  control  and  containment  of 
sewage;  safety  of  gas,  electric,  fuel  and  other  utilities  from 
breaking,  leaking,  shortcircuiting,  grounding,  igniting, 
electrocuting  or  any  other  dangers  due  to  flooding. 


10.2         DEFINITION 


The  Flood  Plain  District  is  superimposed  over  any  other 
district  established  by  this  Bylaw.  The  Flood  Plain  District 
is  defined  as  all  lands  along  or  sloping  to  the  Stop  River 
and  Charles  River  whose  elevation  is  below  1 25  feet  Mean  Sea 
Level  based  on  the  Massachusetts  Geodetic  Datum  of  1929 
and   as   shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 


10.3         USE 


10.3.1  Land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  may  be  used  for 
any  purpose  otherwise  permitted  in  the  underlying 
district  except  that: 

10.3.1.1  No  building,  wall,  dam  or  other  structure 
shall  be  erected,  constructed,  altered,  en- 
larged or  otherwise  created  or  moved  for 
any  purpose  unless  a  Special  Permit  from 
the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

10.3.1.2  Dumping,  filling,  excavating  or  transfer- 
ring of  any  earth  material  within  the 
District  is  prohibited  unless  a  Special 
Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

10.3.1.3  No  ponds  or  pools  shall  be  created  or 
other  changes  in  water  courses,  for  swim- 
ming, fishing  or  other  recreational  uses, 
agricultural  uses,  scenic  features  or  drain- 
age improvements  or  any  other  uses  unless 
a  Special  Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals 
is  issued. 

10.3.2  Proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  dams  and  other 
water  control  devices  are  permitted  uses  under  this 
section.  This  includes  the  temporary  alteration  of  the 
water  level  for  emergency  or  maintenance  purposes 
and    the    removal    of  any   and   all  flashboards   of  a 

,     privately- owned    dam   in   order   to   lower  the  water 
level. 
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10.3.3  Municipal  use,  such  as  waterworks,  pumping  stations 
and  parks,  is  permitted  under  this  section. 

10.4  APPLICATION  FOR  SPECIAL  PERMIT 

10.4.1  Any  person  desiring  a  Special  Permit  for  any  use 
set  out  in  Section  10.3.1  above  within  the  Flood 
Plain  District  shall  submit  an  application  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  40A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
as  amended,  and  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Building 
Inspector.  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by 
plans  of  any  construction  and  of  the  premises  on 
which  it  is  to  be  situated.  All  plans  shall  show 
existing  and  proposed  finished  ground  contours 
at  two-foot  intervals.  Contours  shall  be  delineated 
within  200  feet  of  the  proposed  construction. 

10.4.2  Copies  of  the  application  for  Special  Permit  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals  with  accompanying  plans  shall 
also  be  sent  to  the  Building  Inspector,  Board  of 
Health  and  Planning  Board  for  their  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  as  to  their  approval, 
disapproval  or  appropriate  recommendations. 

10.4.3  All  such  plans  shall  be  certified  by  a  Registered 
Land  Surveyor  or  a  Registered  Professional  Civil 
Engineer. 

10.5  ISSUANCE  OF  SPECIAL  PERMITS 

10.5.1  The  Board  of  Appeals,  after  holding  a  public  hear- 
ing, shall  issue  a  permit  under  this  section  if  it 
finds  that  the  use  of  the  premises  will  not  endanger 
the  health  or  safety  of  the  occupants  thereof  or  of 
other  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District.  In  deciding 
applications  for  a  Special  Permit  under  this  section, 
but  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  assure: 

10.5.1.1  That  the  basement  floor  elevation  for  any 
structure  having  sustained  living  occupancy 
shall  be  at  least  125  feet  above  Mean  Sea 
Level,  and  the  top  of  the  foundation  wall 
shall  be  at  least  132  feet  above  Mean  Sea 
Level. 

10.5.1.2  That  structures  be  so  designed  and  secured 
that  during  flooding: 
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a.  The  foundation  would  not  be  under- 
mined. 

b.  The  structure  will  not  be  floated  off, 
battered  off  or  swept  away. 

10.5.1.3  That  safe  vehicular  and  pedestrian  move- 
ment to,  over  and  from  the  premises  is 
provided  on  ways  having  a  profile  no  less 
than  125  feet  above  Mean  Sea  Level. 

10.5.1.4  That  because  of  the  location  or  elevation  of 
the  building,  filling  of  the  area,  or  for  other 
reasons,  there  will  be  no  danger  of  pollu- 
tion to  public  or   onsite  water  facilities. 

10.5.1.5  That  the  containment  of  sewage;  safety  of 
gas,  electric,  fuel  and  other  utilities  from 
breaking,  leaking,  shortcircuiting, 
grounding,  igniting,  electrocuting  or  any 
other  dangers  due  to  flooding  will  be  ad- 
equately protected. 

10.5.1.6  That  the  methods  of  drainage  are  adequate. 

10.5.1.7  That  other  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District 
is  protected  against  detrimental  or  offensive 
uses  of  the  premises. 

10.5.2  If  any  land  included  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  is 
found  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  not  in  fact  to  be  sub- 
ject to  seasonal  or  periodic  flooding,  the  Board  of 
Appeals  may  grant  a  Special  Permit  for  the  use  of 
such  land  for  any  purpose  permitted  in  the  under- 
lying district. 

10.5.3  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board 
of  Health  has  issued  a  permit  under  this  section  ap- 
proving the  proposed  sanitary  and  storm  drainage 
system  or  has  allowed  forty-five  (45)  days  to  elapse 
after  the  receipt  of  the  application. 

10.5.4  No  occupancy  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board 
of  Appeals,  the  Building  Inspector,  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Planning  Board  have  received  a 
certified  plan  showing  the  foundation  and  floor 
elevations,  grading  of  the  premises,  elevations  of 
the  completed  construction  and  all  elevations  of  the

various  elements  that  make  up  the  sewage  disposal 
system,  and  that  all  requirements  of  all  permits  are 
satisfied. 

10.5.5  In  consideration  of  any  of  the  items  under  "Section 
10.5  -  Issuance  of  Special  Permits,"  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  consider 
the  minimum  ground  water  level  in  the  Flood  Plain 
District  to  be  123  feet  above  Mean  Sea  Level,  unless 
data  indicates  a  higher  ground  water  level. 

10.6         LIMITS  OF  AUTHORITY 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  10  shall  limit  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Health  with  respect  to  premises  in  the  Flood 
Plain  District  or  limit  the  applicability  of  the  Medfield  Building 
Code  to  any  structure  in  the  Flood  Plain  District. 


SECTION     11 
WATERSHED  PROTECTION  DISTRICT 

11.1  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is: 

a.  To  preserve  and  protect  the  streams  and  other  water  courses 
in  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  their  adjoining  lands. 

b.  To  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  persons  and  property 
against  the  hazards  of  flooding  and  contamination. 

c.  To  preserve  and  maintain  the  ground  water  table  for  water 
supply  purposes. 

d.  To  protect  the  community  against  the  detrimental  use  and 
development  of  lands  adjoining  such  water  courses. 

e.  To  conserve  the  watershed  areas  of  the  Town  of  Medfield 
for  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  public. 

11.2  DEFINITION 

11.2.1  The  Watershed  Protection  District  is  superimposed 
over  any  other  district  established  by  this  Bylaw. 
The  Watershed  Protection  District  is  defined  as  all 
land  area  along  the  streams  and  brooks  for  a  hori- 
zontal distance  of  at  least  25  feet  on  each  side  of  the 
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centerline  thereof  and  adjacent  low,  marshy  areas, 
as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Med- 
field.  The  names  of  the  brooks  included  within  the 
District  are  as  follows:  Great  Pond  Brook,  Horse 
Brook,  Mill  Brook,  Mine  Brook,  North  Brook, 
Saw  Mill  Brook,  Sewall  Brook,  South  Plain  Brook, 
Tubwreck  Brook,  Turtle  Brook,  Vine  Brook,  Win- 
ter Brook  and  Brooks  "A"  through  "J"  inclusive, 
as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Med- 
field. 

11.2.2  The  Watershed  Protection  District  shall  include  all 
land  that  lies  within  a  horizontal  distance  of  25  feet 
from  the  normal  high  water  line  of  the  following 
major  water  bodies:  Baker's  Pond,  Cemetery  Pond, 
Chickering  Lake,  Danielson  Pond,  Echo  Lake,  Flynn's 
Pond,  Holt's  Pond,  Jewell's  Pond,  June  Pond,  Kings- 
bury's Pond,  Little  Chickering  Lake,  Notch  Pond, 
Parker's  Pond  and  all  other  ponds  that  are  shown 
on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfleld. 


11.3         USE 


11.3.1  Land  in  the  Watershed  Protection  District  may  be 
used  for  any  purpose  otherwise  permitted  in  the 
underlying  district  except  that: 

11.3.1.1  No  building,  wall,  dam  or  other  structure 
shall  be  erected,  constructed,  altered,  en- 
larged or  otherwise  created  or  moved 
for  any  purpose  unless  a  Special  Permit 
from    the    Board    of   Appeals    is   issued. 

11.3.1.2  Dumping,  filling,  excavating  or  transfer- 
ring of  any  earth  material  within  the  District 
is  prohibited  unless  a  Special  Permit  from 
the  Board  of  Appeals  is  issued. 

11.3.1.3  No  ponds  or  pools  shall  be  created  or 
other  changes  in  water  courses,  for  swim- 
ming, fishing  or  other  recreational  uses, 
agricultural  uses,  scenic  features  or  drain- 
age improvements  or  any  other  uses  unless 
a  Special  Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals 
is  issued. 

11.3.2  Proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  dams  and  other 
water  control  devices  are  permitted  uses  under  this 
section.  This  includes  the  temporary  alteration  of  the 
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water  level  for  emergency  or  maintenance  purposes 
and  the  removal  of  any  and  all  flashboards  of  a  pri- 
vately-owned dam  in  order  to  lower  the  water  level. 

11.3.3  Municipal  use,  such  as  waterworks,  pumping  stations 
and  parks,  is  permitted  under  this  section. 

1 1 .4  APPLICATION  FOR  SPECIAL  PERMIT 

1 1.4.1  Any  person  desiring  a  Special  Permit  for  any  use  set 
out  in  Section  11.3.1  above  within  the  Watershed 
Protection  District  shall  submit  an  application  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  40A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
as  amended,  and  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Building 
Inspector.  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by 
plans  of  any  construction  and  of  the  premises  on 
which  it  is  to  be  situated.  All  plans  shall  show  ex- 
isting and  proposed  finished  ground  contours  at 
two-foot  intervals.  Contours  shall  be  delineated  with- 
in 200  feet  of  the  proposed  construction. 

11.4.2  Copies  of  the  application  for  Special  Permit  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals  with  accompanying  plans  shall 
also  be  sent  to  the  Building  Inspector,  Board  of 
Health  and  Planning  Board  for  their  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  as  to  their  approval, 
disapproval  or  appropriate  recommendations. 

1 1.4.3  All  such  plans  shall  be  certified  by  a  Registered  Land 
Surveyor  or  a  Registered  Professional  Civil  Engineer. 

11.5  ISSUANCE  OF  SPECIAL  PERMITS 

11.5.1  The  Board  of  Appeals,  after  holding  a  public  hear- 
ing, shall  issue  a  Special  Permit  under  this  section 
if  it  finds  that  the  use  of  the  premises  will  not 
endanger  the  health  or  safety  of  the  occupants  there- 
of or  of  other  land  in  the  Watershed  Protection 
District.  In  deciding  applications  for  a  Special  Permit 
under  this  section,  but  without  limiting  the  general- 
ity of  the  foregoing,  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall 
assure: 

11.5.1.1  That  the  basement  floor  elevation  for  any 
structure  having  sustained  living  occupancy 
shall  be  at  least  two  feet  above  the  elevation 
of  the  adjacent  Watershed  Protection 
District  and  that  the  top  of  the  foundation

wall   shall   be  at  least  nine  feet  above  the 
elevation  of  the  adjacent  District. 

11.5.1.2  That  structures  be  so  designed  and  secured 
that  during  flooding: 

a.  The  foundation  would  not  be  under- 
mined. 

b.  The  structure  will  not  be  floated  off, 
battered  off  or  swept  away. 

11.5.1.3  That  safe  vehicular  and  pedestrian  move- 
ment to,  over  and  from  the  premises  is 
provided  on  ways  having  a  profile  no 
less  than  two  feet  above  the  elevation  of 
the  adjacent  District. 

11.5.1.4  That  because  of  the  location  or  elevation 
of  the  building  flooding,  filling  of  the  area, 
or  for  other  reasons,  there  will  be  no 
danger  of  pollution  to  public  or  onsite 
water  facilities. 

11.5.1.5  That  the  containment  of  sewage;  safety  of 
gas,  electric,  fuel  and  other  utilities  from 
breaking,  leaking,  shortcircuiting, 
grounding,  igniting,  electrocuting  or  any 
other  dangers  due  to  flooding  will  be 
adequately  protected. 

11.5.1.6  That  the  methods  of  drainage  are  adequate. 

11.5.1.7  That  other  land  in  the  Watershed  Protection 
District  is  protected  against  detrimental  or 
offensive  uses  of  the  premises. 

11.5.2  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  of 
Health  has  issued  a  permit  under  this  section  approv- 
ing the  proposed  sanitary  and  storm  drainage  system 
or  has  allowed  forty-five  (45 )  days  to  elapse  after 
receipt  of  the  application. 

11.5.3  No  occupancy  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board 
of  Appeals,  the  Building  Inspector,  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Planning  Board  have  received  a 
certified  plan  showing  the  foundation  and  floor 
elevations,  grading  of  the  premises,  elevations  of  the 
completed  construction  and  all  elevations  of  the  vari- 
ous   elements    that    make    up    the   sewage  disposal 
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system,  and  that  all  requirements  of  all  permits  are 
satisfied. 

11.5.4  In  consideration  of  any  of  the  items  under  "Section 
11.5  -  Issuance  of  Special  Permits,"  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  consider 
the  minimum  ground  water  level  in  the  Watershed 
Protection  District  to  be  two  feet  less  than  the  ele- 
vation above  Mean  Sea  Level  of  the  adjacent  District, 
unless   data  indicates   a  higher  ground  water  level. 

1 1 .6  AREAS  AND  YARD  REGULATIONS 

The  portion  of  any  lot  in  a  Watershed  Protection  District 
may  be  used  to  meet  the  area  and  yard  regulations  for  the 
District  in  which  the  remainder  of  the  lot  is  situated  provided 
that  not  more  than  75%  of  the  lot  area  is  within  the  Water- 
shed Protection  District. 

11.7  WATER  BODIES 

All  water  bodies  encircled  by  the  Watershed  Protection  District 
are  hereby  included  within  said  District. 

1 1.8  LIMITS  OF  AUTHORITY 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  1 1  shall  limit  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Health  with  respect  to  premises  in  the  Water- 
shed Protection  District  or  limit  the  applicability  of  the  Medfield 
Building  Code  to  any  structure  in  the  Watershed  Protection 
District. 

SECTION     12 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING  EARTH  REMOVAL  USES 

1  2. 1         REMOVAL 

12.1.1  The  removal  of  earth  from  all  zoning  districts  of  the 
Town  of  Medfield  shall  be  permitted  only  after 
special  permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
under  these  rules  and  regulations.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  grant  no  such  permit  as  would  in 
their  opinion  adversely  affect  the  scheme  of  growth 
laid  down  in  the  Zoning  Bylaw  or  elsewhere,  or 
the  economic  status  of  the  town,  or  tend  to  impair 
the  beauty  of  the  town,  or  of  the  district  most  im- 
mediately affected,  or  develop  health  or  other  hazards. 
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12.2  APPLICATION 

12.2.1  All  applications  for  approval  or  endorsement  for  the 
removal  of  earth  in  the  Town  of  Medfield  shall  be 
made  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

12.2.2  Before  an  applicant  can  obtain  a  permit  for  the  pur- 
pose of  removing  earth  in  the  Town  of  Medfield,  he 
shall  present  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  an  original 
and  five  copies  of  a  plan  made  by  a  Registered 
Engineer  or  Registered  Land  Surveyor,  which  shall 
show  in  detail  the  following  information: 

12.2.2  a.  All  the  property  where  earth  is  to  be  removed 
with  all  boundaries  shown  in  detail. 

12.2.2  b.  All  buildings  on  said  property  and  buildings 
within   one  hundred  feet  of  said  property  lines. 

12.2.2  c.  All  adjacent  roads,  their  elevations,  and  estab- 
lished grades. 

12.2.2  d.  All  adjacent  waterways,  brooks,  swamps  and  their 
elevations. 

12.2.2  e.  Contour  lines  for  the  entire  property  at  two-foot 
intervals  showing  existing  and  proposed  ele- 
vations. 

12.2.2  f.  Any  and  all  easements  existing  and  proposed, 
public  or  private. 

12.2.2        g.     Any  and  all  benchmarks. 

12.2.2        h.    All    land   shall  be  divided   into  five-acre  grids. 

12.3  SITEPLAX 

The  plan  shall  be  drawn  to  a  scale  of  1"  equals  40'.  All  profiles 
shall  be  drawn  to  a  scale  of  1"  equals  8'. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  after  study  may  make  such  corrections 
and    revisions    as    it    deems    advisable   in   the  public  interest. 

12.4  GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS 

In  approving   the  plan,   the   Board   of  Selectmen  will  require 
that  the  land  shall  be  suitable  for  the  removal  of  earth  without

danger  to  health  and  life  and  that  proper  steps  are  taken  so  as 
not  to  hinder  or  endanger  traffic  on  public  ways.  The  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  require,  at  its  discretion,  that  police  control 
of  the  traffic  be  provided  by  the  applicant  at  his  expense.  Only 
under  special  circumstances  will  the  Board  of  Selectmen  approve 
a  plan  for  the  removal  of  earth  where  intentions  are  shown  for 
excavation  below  an  already  existing  public  way. 

12.5  PROCEDURE 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  will  act  upon  application  for  approval 
of  earth  removal  only  when  proper  plans  have  been  submitted 
with  all  information  that  is  required  clearly  shown. 

Before  approval  is  granted,  a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  notices  of  which  shall  be  sent  by 
certified  or  registered  mail  with  return  receipt  to  mortgagees, 
if  any,  of  the  applicant's  property  and  to  all  owners  of  property 
as  appearing  on  the  most  recent  tax  list,  any  part  of  which  lies 
within    one    hundred    feet    of   the    property   of  the  applicant. 

12.6  PUBLICATION  AND  NOTICES 

12.6.1  The  applicant  shall  arrange  and  pay  for  such  publi- 
cations and  notices  and  shall  deliver  a  list  of  said 
mortgagees,  property  owners,  return  receipts,  and 
a  copy  of  the  paper  containing  the  notice  of  the 
hearing  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at 
least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  hearing. 

12.6.2  The  notice  shall  appear  in  a  paper  of  general  circula- 
tion within  the  Town,  once  in  each  of  two  successive 
weeks,  the  first  publication  at  least  fourteen  (14) 
days  before  the  day  of  the  hearing. 

12.6.3  The  word  "applicant"  as  used  in  these  rules  and  regu- 
lations shall  mean  the  owner  of  the  property  or  his 
legal  representative  or  persons  authorized  by  owner. 

12.6.4  Corporations  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
a  list  of  their  officers  and  designate  their  authority 
to  sign  legal  documents. 

12.7  BOND 

12.7.1  Before  approval  of  any  plan,  and  in  order  to  insure 
the  fulfillment  of  the  following  requirements,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  will  require  a  proper  bond,  de- 
posits of  money,  or  negotiable  securities  on  a  scale 
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of  not   less   than  five  hundred  dollars  per  acre,  the 
exact  amount  to  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

12.7.2  Said  bond  or  security  to  be  held  by  the  Town  of 
Medfield  until  all  requirements  of  the  Specifications 
have  been  complied  with.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  be  the  agent  to  enforce  compliance  with  these 
rules  and  regulations,  and  upon  satisfactory  comple- 
tion will  release  the  security. 

12.7.3  Only  under  exceptional  circumstances  will  any  appli- 
cant be  allowed  to  work  more  than  one  five-acre  grid 
at  any  one  time. 

12.8         SPECIFICATIONS 

12.8.1  All  work  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the 
following  specifications: 

12.8.1        a.     Trees  are  to  be  cut  (not  bulldozed). 

12.8.1  b.  All  trees,  brush  and  stumps  are  to  be  chipped 
on  the  site,  unless  removed  for  commercial 
purposes.  DISPOSAL  BY  BURNING  IS  NOT 
PERMITTED. 

12.8.1  c.  All  loam  and  subsoil  must  be  bulldozed  into 
piles  for  future  respreading.  No  loam  or  sub- 
soil may  be  removed  from  the  property. 

12.8.1  d.  Earth  may  be  removed  only  to  contours  as  speci- 
fied by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  earth  removal 
areas,  ledge  shall  not  be  left  exposed  above  the 
approved  grade  and  boulders,  when  encountered, 
shall  be  buried  at  least  such  that  their  tops  are 
six  feet  below  the  approved  grade  and  in  the 
event  that  ledge  is  encountered  prior  to  reaching 
the  approved  grade,  a  revision  of  the  approved 
grade  plan  must  be  immediately  obtained. 

12.8.1  e.  After  the  earth  has  been  removed  from  the  first 
five-acre  grid,  and  before  proceeding  to  the  next 
five- acre  grid,  excavation  shall  be  graded  to  the 
approved  grade  and  all  loam  and  subsoil  shall 
then  be  respread  over  the  excavation,  except 
in  such  areas  as  are  required  in  subsequent 
operations. 

12.8.1  f.  Rye  grass  shall  be  seeded  on  this  reloamed  area 
at    the    rate    of   two-hundred    pounds   per   acre.

12.8.1  g.  Fingerling  fir  or  other  approved  trees  shall  be 
planted  over  the  entire  area,  five  to  six  feet  on 
centers. 

12.8.1  h.  Upon  completion  and  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  a  five-acre  grid,  the  security  may  be  re- 
leased in  part  or  in  whole  or  it  may  be  advanced 
to  the  next  grid. 

12.9         REMOVAL  OF  EARTH  NOT  INTENDED  FOR  BUSINESS 

12.9.1  Removal  of  earth  which  is  not  intended  as  a  busi- 
ness but  for  the  improvement  of  a  person's  property 
and  does  not  include  large  acreage,  will  be  allowed 
on  a  weekly  permit  upon  such  conditions  and  terms 
as  specified  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  type 
of  permit  must  be  renewed  every  seven  days  at  a  time 
and  place  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

12.9.2  In  every  case,  whether  it  be  a  large  or  small  earth 
removal  operation  if  any  violation  occurs,  the  permit 
shall  be  revoked  forthwith  and  will  not  be  renewed 
until  the  violation  has  been  corrected  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

12.9.3  These  rules  and  regulations  governing  earth  removal 
uses  in  the  Town  of  Medfield  shall  not  apply  to 
operations  that  were  in  progress  and  operated  on 
land  owned  by  the  applicant  prior  to  April  9,  1938, 
except  that  the  final  grade  of  the  land  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  immediately 
upon  the  approval  of  this  Bylaw. 

12.9.4  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  designate  authority  to 
inspect  the  earth  removal  operations  under  these 
rules  and  regulations. 

12.9.5  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  reserve  the  right  to 
limit  the  days  and  hours  of  operation  and  may  re- 
quire antidust  treatment  in  those  areas  that  in  the 
Board  of  Selectmen's  opinion  require  such  treatment. 

12.9.6  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  also  require  additional 
surety  to  cover  the  cost  of  drainage  to  existing  town 
roadways  or  clean-up  requirements  caused  by  the 
earth  removal  operation. 
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SECTION     13 
ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT 

13.1  BUILDING   INSPECTOR  AND/OR  ZONING   ENFORC- 
ING OFFICER 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  may 
appoint  an  agent,  the  Building  Inspector  and/ or  Zoning  En- 
forcing Officer,  to  administer  and  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  Bylaw. 

13.2  PERMIT  REQUIRED 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  person  to  erect,  con- 
struct, reconstruct,  or  alter  a  structure  or  change  the  use, 
increase  the  intensity  of  use,  or  extend  or  displace  the  use 
of  any  building,  other  structure  or  lot  without  applying  for 
and  receiving  from  the  Building  Inspector  and/or  Zoning 
Enforcing  Officer  the  required  permit  therefor.  For  purposes 
of  administration  such  permit  and  application  procedure  in- 
volving a  structure  may  be  made  at  the  same  time  and  com- 
bined with  the  permit  required  under  the  Building  Code. 
Where  the  application  does  not  involve  a  structure,  but  only 
a  lot,  a  permit  shall  be  applied  for  and  may  be  issued.  In 
addition  to  complete  plot  plans  and  drawings  required  for 
submission  by  the  Medfield  Building  Code  (prepared  and 
certified  to  be  a  professional  engineer  and/or  land  surveyor), 
plans  and  information  for  signs  and  off-street  parking  and 
loading  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  Building  Inspector.  An 
application  for  a  permit  in  the  Flood  Plain  or  Watershed 
Protection  Districts  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  shall  meet 
all  requirements  of  Sections  10  and  11. 

13.3  PREVIOUSLY  APPROVED  PERMITS 

The  status  of  previously  approved  permits  shall  be  as  determin- 
ed by  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act. 

13.4  CERTIFICATE  OF   USE  AND  OCCUPANCY  REQUIRED 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  or  occupy  any  structure  or  lot  for 
which  a  permit  is  required  herein  without  the  owner  applying 
for  and  receiving  from  the  Building  Inspector  a  certificate  of 
use  and  occupancy. 

13.5  PERMIT  AND  CERTIFICATE  FEES 

Fees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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13.6  SPECIAL  PERMIT  TIME  LIMITS 

A  building  permit  shall  be  applied  for  to  the  Building  Inspector 
by  the  applicant  for  a  special  permit  within  180  days  of  the  date 
of  authorization  by  the  Board  or  the  special  permit  will  be- 
come null  and  void.  Any  work  for  which  any  permit  has  been 
issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  shall  be  actively  prosecuted 
within  90  days  and  completed  within  one  year  of  the  date  of 
the  issuance  of  the  special  permit.  Any  special  permit  issued 
for  a  project  which  is  actively  prosecuted  for  one  year  may  be 
extended  for  up  to  an  additional  year  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

13.7  VIOLATIONS 

The  Building  Inspector  and/or  Zoning  Enforcing  Officer 
shall  serve  a  notice  of  "VIOLATION  and  ORDER"  to  any 
owner  or  person  responsible  for  the  erection,  construction, 
reconstruction,  conversion,  alteration  of  a  structure  or  change 
in  use,  increase  in  intensity  of  use  or  extension  or  displacement 
of  use  of  any  structure  or  lot  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Bylaw  or  in  violation  of  any  approved  plan,  information 
certificate  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw,  and  such 
order  shall  direct  the  discontinuance  of  the  unlawful  action, 
use  or  condition  and  the  abatement  of  violation  within  a  time 
to  be  specified  by  the  Building  Inspector  and/or  Zoning 
Enforcing  Officer.  Any  owner  who  having  been  served  with  a 
notice  and  who  ceases  any  work  or  other  activity,  shall  not 
leave  any  structure  or  lot  in  such  condition  as  to  be  a  hazard 
or  menace  to  the  public  safety,  health  or  general  welfare.  The 
Building  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  to  require  that  such 
premises  be  put  in  such  condition  as  he  directs. 

13.8  PROSECUTION  OF  VIOLATION 

If  the  notice  of  "VIOLATION  and  ORDER"  is  not  complied 
with  promptly,  the  Building  Inspector  and/ or  Zoning  En- 
forcing Officer,  shall  request  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  institute 
the  appropriate  action  or  proceeding  at  law  or  in  equity  to  pre- 
vent any  unlawful  action,  use  or  condition  to  restrain,  correct 
or  abate  such  violation. 

13.9  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Appeals  of  three  members  and  one 
associate  member  appointed  as  provided  in  Section  30  of 
Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  shall 
act  on  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction  under  this  Bylaw  in 
the  manner  prescribed   in  said  section,  and  subject  always  to 
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the  rule  that  it  shall  give  due  consideration  to  promoting  the 
public  health,  safety,  convenience,  and  welfare,  and  conserving 
property  values,  that  it  shall  permit  no  building  or  use  in- 
jurious, noxious,  offensive  or  detrimental  to  a  neighborhood, 
and  that  it  shall  prescribe  appropriate  conditions  and  safe- 
guards in  each  case. 

13.10       SPECIAL  PERMITS 

Certain  uses,  structures  or  conditions  are  designated  as  SP 
in  Section  5,  Paragraph  5.4  Table  of  Use  Regulations,  and 
elsewhere  in  this  Bylaw.  Upon  application  duly  made  to  the 
Board,  the  Board  may,  in  appropriate  cases  and  subject  to 
appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards,  grant  a  special  permit 
for  such  exceptions  and  no  others. 

13.10.1  In  action  upon  an  application  for  a  special  permit 
the  Board  shall  take  into  consideration  whether: 
the  specific  site  is  an  appropriate  location  for  the 
use  or  structure;  the  adequacy  of  public  sewerage 
and  water  facilities,  or  the  suitability  of  soils  for 
on-lot  sewerage  and  water  systems;  the  use  developed 
will  adversely  affect  the  neighborhood;  there  will  be 
undue  nuisance  or  serious  hazard  to  vehicles  or 
pedestrians;  and  adequate  and  appropriate  facilities 
will  be  provided  to  ensure  the  proper  operation  of 
the  proposed  use,  structure,  or  condition.  The  Board 
shall  authorize  such  special  permit  only  when  it  finds 
that,  in  view  of  these  considerations,  such  special 
permit  is  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  this  Bylaw 
and  generally  in  conformity  with  the  Master  Plan 
for  the  Town. 

13.10.2  The  Board  shall  also  impose  the  conditions  specified 
below  for  the  following  uses: 

13.10.2  a.  For  the  Planned  Residential  Development  of  land 
for  any  permitted  use  in  any  Residential  District, 
provided  the  minimum  distance  between  principal 
buildings  shall  be  twice  the  minimum  required 
side  yard;  and  the  minimum  lot  area  required 
per  dwelling  unit  or  other  permitted  unit  shall 
be  multiplied  by  the  number  of  units  to  obtain 
the  minimum  lot  area  required  for  the  total  tract 
of  the  land. 

13.10.2  b.  For  the  Open  Area  Residential  Development  of 
land  for  one-family  residential  purposes  in  any 
"R-T"  and  "R-E"  District  subject  to  area  regula- 
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tions  less  than  the  minimum  required  in  the 
Table  of  Area  Regulations  provided:  the  tract 
in  single  or  consolidated  ownership  at  the  time 
of  application  shall  be  at  least  10  acres  in  size 
and  subject  to  approval  by  the  Planning  Board 
under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law;  a  develop- 
ment plan  shall  be  presented  for  the  entire  tract; 
each  individual  lot  shall  be  subject  to  all  lot 
requirements  for  a  one-family  dwelling  in  an 
"R-S"  District;  the  total  number  of  proposed 
lots  in  the  development  shall  not  exceed  the 
number  of  lots  which  could  be  developed  under 
normal  application  requirements  of  the  "R-T" 
or  "R-E"  District;  the  development  shall  be  served 
by  both  public  water  and  sewerage  systems;  at 
least  10  percent  of  the  total  tract  area  of  which 
at  least  50  percent  shall  not  be  wetlands  or  over 
5  percent  slope  land  shall  be  set  aside  as  com- 
monland  and  may  be  either  deeded  to  the  town 
or  covenanted  to  be  maintained  as  permanent 
"open  space"  in  private  or  cooperative  nonprofit 
ownership;  such  common  land  shall  be  deeded 
to  the  town  or  permanently  covenanted  simulta- 
neously with  the  Planning  Board's  approval  of 
the  Definitive  Subdivision  Plan;  such  common 
land  shall  be  restricted  to  open  space  uses  such 
as  tot  lot,  park,  playground,  playfield  or  con- 
servation area;  and  such  common  land  shall  have 
access  to  a  street. 

13.10.2  c.  For  the  use  of  a  trailer  located  in  any  District 
provided;  any  trailer  shall  not  be  used  for  more 
than  six  months;  no  wheels,  tires  or  other  means 
of  keeping  the  trailer  mobile  shall  be  removed; 
any  trailer  shall  have  a  current  state  motor  vehicle 
license;  and  no  skirts,  porches,  fences  or  similar 
materials  or  equipment  shall  be  added  to  any 
trailer  which  would  detract  from  its  mobility. 
Each  trailer  and  its  lot  shall  be  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  the  District. 

13.10.2  d.  For  the  conversion  or  location  of  a  lodging  house 
in  any  "R-U"  District,  provided:  it  shall  be  limited 
to  not  more  than  five  persons;  it  shall  be  located 
in  the  principal  building;  official  residence  shall 
be  maintained  therein  by  the  owner  of  the  prem- 
ises; and  it  shall  be  used  for  non-transients  only. 

13.10.2  e.  For  the  use  of  a  one-family  dwelling  in  any  "R" 
District  for  a  home  occupation,   provided:  not

more  than  one  nonresident  shall  be  employed 
therein;  not  more  than  500  square  feet  of  floor 
area  is  devoted  to  such  use;  the  use  is  carried 
on  strictly  within  the  principal  building;  not 
more  than  40  percent  of  the  existing  floor  area 
not  to  exceed  500  square  feet  is  devoted  to  such 
use;  that  there  shall  be  no  display  of  goods  or 
wares  visible  from  the  street;  no  advertising  on 
the  premises  other  than  a  small  nonelectrical  sign 
not  to  exceed  1.5  square  feet  in  area  and  carrying 
only  the  name  and  occupation  of  any  occupant  of 
the  premises  such  as  physician,  artisan,  teacher, 
(day-nurses),  lawyer,  architect,  engineer,  clergy- 
man, accountant,  osteopath,  dentist,  and  similar 
occupations  or  professions;  and  provided  further 
that  the  buildings  or  premises  occupied  shall  not 
be  rendered  objectionable  or  detrimental  to  the 
residential  character  of  the  neighborhood  due  to 
the  exterior  appearance,  emission  of  odor,  gas, 
smoke,  dust,  noise,  electrical  disturbance  or  in 
any  other  way;  and  that  such  building  shall  include 
no  feature  of  design  not  customary  in  buildings 
for  residential  use.  Such  uses  as  clinics,  barber 
shops,  beauty  parlors,  tea  rooms,  real  estate 
offices,  tourist  homes,  animal  hospitals,  kennels, 
and  others  of  a  similar  nature  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered as  home  occupations. 

13.10.2  f.  For  the  planned  business  or  industrial  develop- 
ment of  land  for  any  permitted  use  in  "B"  or 
"B-I"  District  subject  to  a  floor  area  ratio  more 
than  the  maximum  permitted  in  the  Table  of  Area 
Regulations  and  less  than  the  parking  require- 
ments contained  in  Section  8,  provided;  the  tract 
in  single  or  consolidated  ownership  at  the  time  of 
application  shall  be  at  least  three  acres  in  size;  a 
development  plan  shall  be  presented  for  the  entire 
tract;  the  development  shall  be  served  by  one  com- 
mon parking  area,  exit  and  entrance;  the  maximum 
floor  area  ratio  shall  not  exceed  0.50;  and  the  re- 
duction in  parking  space  requirements  shall  not 
exceed  more  than  10  percent  those  required  under 
normal  application  requirements  of  the  "B"  or 
"B-I"  District. 

13.10.2  g.  For  the  manufacturing  or  other  industrial  use 
of  any  lot  in  any  "I"  District  listed  as  an  exception 
provided:  the  proposed  use  shall  not  emit  any 
smoke    of  a   shade  darker   than   No.   2   on  the 
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Ringelmann  Smoke  Chart  as  published  by  the  U. 
S.  Bureau  of  Mines;  no  air  pollution  particle 
concentrations  shall  exceed  0.3  grains  per  cubic 
foot;  all  inflammable  or  radioactive  liquids  shall 
be  stored  underground;  the  discharge  of  wastes 
shall  be  into  a  public  sewer  or  the  system  subject 
to  written  approval  of  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health;  vibration  shall  not  exceed 
the  safe  range  of  Table  7,  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines, 
Bulletin  No.  442;  there  shall  be  no  unusual  or 
objectionable  odor;  and  no  direct  or  sky  re- 
flected glare  shall  be  permitted;  and  further 
provided  all  materials  shall  be  stored  within  a 
completely  enclosed  building. 

13.10.2  h.  Use  of  land  for,  and/or  the  erection  and  use  of 
any  building  and/or  other  structure  in  any  Dis- 
trict for  a  principal  and/or  accessory  use  where 
the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw  cannot  reasonably 
be  interpreted  to  provide  anywhere  in  this  Bylaw 
for  such  use,  provided:  the  Board  determines  in 
each  instance  such  use  shall  be  essential  to  the 
general  welfare  of  the  Town,  they  shall  be  per- 
mitted only  in  a  district  where  uses  similar  to 
the  use  shall  be  permitted;  and  the  use  shall  be 
subject  to  all  provisions  prescribed  in  this  Bylaw 
for  the  District  in  which  the  similar  use  is  pro- 
vided for  as  a  permitted  use. 

13.10.2  i.  For  the  enlargement  of  any  nonconforming  struc- 
ture (not  including  a  sign)  beyond  the  maximum 
floor  area  ratio  and  yard  regulations  in  any  Dis- 
trict, and  the  extension  of  the  use  thereof  refer  to 
Section  9. 

13.10.2  j.  Alteration  to  single  or  multi-family  residences  so 
as  to  adapt  them  to  additional  limited  multiple 
family  use  upon  the  following  conditions: 

13.10.2  j.  1.  That  there  will  be  no  change  in  the  existing 
district  use  and  the  approval  shall  automatical- 
ly cease  when  the  structure  is  removed. 

13.10.2  j.  2.  That  a  minimum  floor  space  of  five  hundred 
(500)  square  feet  per  family  unit  be  provided. 

13.10.2  j.  3.  That  satisfactory  off-street  parking  must  be 
provided. 
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13.10.2  j.  4.  That  each  family  unit  must  be  a  complete 
housekeeping  unit. 

13.10.2  j.  5.  That  additions  or  appurtenances  may  not  be 
added  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals,  except  for  openings  for  ingress 
and  egress,  for  necessary  stairs  and  steps 
including  shelters  therefor,  and  for  the  pro- 
visions of  the  housing  of  one  motor  vehicle 
per  family  unit. 

13.10.2  j.  6.  And  upon  other  conditions  as  may  lawfully 
be  required  by  the  Board  of  Health,  the 
Building,  Plumbing  and  Wiring  Inspectors, 
and  the  Board  of  Appeals,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  foregoing. 

13.11  VARIANCE 

The  Board  may  authorize  a  variance  for  a  particular  use  or 
parcel  of  land  or  to  an  existing  building  thereon  from  the 
terms  of  this  Bylaw  where,  owing  to  conditions  especially 
affecting  such  a  building  but  not  affecting  generally  the  Zoning 
District  in  which  it  is  located,  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Bylaw  would  involve  substantial  hardship,  finan- 
cial or  otherwise,  to  the  appellant,  and  where  desirable  relief 
may  be  granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  public 
good  and  without  nullifying  or  substantially  derogating  from 
the  intent  or  purpose  of  this  Bylaw.  In  authorizing  such  vari- 
ance the  Board  may  impose  limitations  both  of  time  and  use, 
such  as,  but  not  limited  to  those  specified  in  Subsections 
13.10.1  and  13.10.2  (a)  to  (j)  inclusive,  and  a  continuation 
of  the  use  permitted  may  be  conditioned  upon  compliance  with 
regulations  to  be  made  and  amended  from  time  to  time  here- 
after. 

13.12  SITE  PLAN  APPROVAL 

13.12.1  No  single-family,  multi-family,  business  or  industrial 
building  shall  hereafter  be  erected  or  externally 
enlarged,  and  no  business  or  industrial  use  shall 
hereafter  be  established  or  expanded  in  ground 
area  except  in  conformity  with  a  site  plan  bearing 
an  endorsement  of  approval  by  the  Building  Inspector 
or  the  Building  Inspector  and  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

13.12.2  Said  site  plan  shall  show  the  following: 
13.12.2      a.     Dimensions  of  the  lot. 
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13.12.2      b.     All  existing  and  proposed  buildings  and  struc- 
tures. 

13.12.2      c.     Parking    spaces,    driveway    opening,    driveways, 
service  areas,  and  other  open  road. 

13.12.2      d.     Front,  side  and  rear  yard  areas. 

13.12.2      e.     All  facilities  for  sewerage,  refuse,  and  other  waste 
disposal,  and  for  surface  water  drainage. 

1 3. 1 2.2      f.     All  landscape  features,  such  as  fences,  walls,  plant- 
ing areas  and  walks. 

13.12.2      g.     Zoning  district  or  boundary  of  zoning  districts 
if  lot  extends  into  two  or  more  districts. 

13.13  APPROVAL  OF  SITE  PLAN 

Upon  approval  of  the  site  plan,  the  builder  may  apply  for  a 
Building  Permit  under  the  appropriate  section  of  the  Building 
Code,  Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts. 

13.14  APPEAL  PERIODS 

13.14  a.  Any  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  any  order  or  de- 
cision relative  to  this  Bylaw  shall  be  made  within  thirty 
(30)  days  of  the  date  of  the  order  or  decision  which  is 
being  appealed.  All  such  appeals  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act. 

13.14  b.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 
may  petition  the  courts  within  twenty-one  (21)  days  and  to 
higher  courts  in  accordance  with  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act. 


SECTION     14 

AMENDMENT,    VALIDITY,    REPEALER  AND   EFFECTIVE  DATE 

14.1         AMENDMENT 

This  Bylaw  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  in  accordance 
with  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act. 

During  the  amendment  procedure  subdivision  plans  in  process 
of  review  by  the  Planning  Board  under  the  Subdivision  Control 
Law  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Zoning  Enabling 
Act. 
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14.2         VALIDITY 


The  invalidity,  unconstitutionality  or  illegality  of  any  provision 
of  this  Bylaw  or  boundary  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  shall 
not  have  any  effect  upon  the  validity,  constitutionality  or  legality 
of  any  other  provisions  or  boundary. 

14.3  REPEALER 

The  Zoning  Bylaw  for  the  Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts, 
adopted  on  April  21,  1938,  and  all  subsequent  amendments 
thereto  are  repealed  in  whole. 

14.4  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

This  Bylaw  shall  take  effect  upon  the  date  resulting  from  the 
procedure  provided  for  in  Section  32  of  Chapter  40  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

7.1  PURPOSE 


SIGNS 


This  section  is  adopted  for  the  regulation  and  restriction 
within  the  various  zoning  districts  of  the  Town  of  Medfield 
of  billboards,  signs  and  other  advertising  devices  on  public 
ways  or  on  private  property  within  public  view  of  a  public 
way,  public  park  or  reservation.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  signs  exempted  by  Section  3  2  of  Chapter  93  of  the  General 
Laws. 

7.2  REGULATIONS  AND  RESTRICTIONS 

7.2.1  "R"  Districts 

.  7.2.1.1       Accessor}'  Signs-No  accessory  sign  shall 
be  erected  or  maintained  on  any  premises 
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in  connection  with  a  use  permitted  in  a 
residential  area  by  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  except 
as  follows: 

7.2.1.1  a.  One  sign  for  each  dwelling  unit,  pro- 
vided: such  sign  shall  not  exceed  1.5 
square  feet  in  surface  area;  if  lighted, 
it  shall  be  illuminated  with  white  light 
by  indirect  method  only,  and  it  shall 
not  be  used  other  than  for  identifying 
the  occupancy.  It  shall  set  back  at  least 
one  half  of  the  required  depth  of  the 
front  yard. 

7.2.1.1  b.  One  sign  for  each  community  facility 
or  public  utility  use:  provided  the 
sign  shall  not  exceed  12  square  feet 
in  surface  area;  if  lighted,  it  shall  be 
illuminated  with  white  light  by  indirect 
method  only;  and  it  shall  set  back  at 
least  one  half  of  the  required  depth  of 
the  front  yard. 

7.2.1.1  c.  One  unlighted  sign  offering  premises 
for  sale  or  lease  for  each  parcel  in  one 
ownership,  provided:  it  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 4  square  feet  in  surface  area;  and 
it  shall  be  set  back  at  least  one  half  of 
the   required   depth  of  the  front  yard. 

7.2.1.1  d.  One  unlighted  temporary  sign  of  a 
painter  or  other  artisan  erected  during 
the  period  such  person  is  performing 
work  on  such  premises  on  which  such 
sign  is  erected,  provided:  it  shall  not 
exceed  4  square  feet  in  surface  area;  and 
it  shall  be  set  back  at  least  one  half  of 
the   required  depth  of  the  front  yard. 

7.2.1.1  e.  Accessory  signs  on  premises  lawfully 
being  used  for  business  or  commercial 
purposes  under  a  valid  nonconforming 
use  or  variance  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Appeals  must  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  as  to  ac- 
cessory signs  in  "B"  districts  and  such 
special  conditions  as  the  Board  may 
require  under  Section  13. 
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7.2.1.1  f.  One  sign  for  each  hotel  or  multi-family 
use  in  a  "R-U"  district:  provided  the 
sign  shall  not  exceed  12  square  feet  in 
surface  area;  if  lighted,  it  shall  be  il- 
luminated with  white  light  by  indirect 
method  only,  and  it  shall  set  back  at 
least  one  half  of  the  required  depth  of 
the  front  yard. 

7.2.1.2  Nonaccessory  Signs 

No  nonaccessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or 
maintained  in  an  "R"  district. 

7.2.1.3  Special  Signs 

Signs  advertising  subdivisions  shall  be 
limited  to  one  ( 1 )  sign  per  subdivision. 
Such  a  sign  need  not  be  on  the  property 
of  the  developer.  The  sign  shall  not  exceed 
twelve  (12)  square  feet  in  area  and  shall 
not  be  illuminated.  A  yearly  permit  for 
erection  of  the  sign  is  required  and  may 
be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at 
their  discretion.  The  Board  may  for  any 
reason  rescind  the  permit. 

7.2.2  "B"  District  or  "B-I"  District 

7.2.2.1       Accessory  Signs 

Any  sign  shall  be  permitted  that  is  per- 
mitted in  the  "R"  district  subject  to  the 
same  provisions  of  use.  Additionally,  ac- 
cessory signs  that  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions hereinafter  set  forth  are  permitted. 
All  other  accessory  signs  are  expressly 
prohibited. 

7.2.2.1  a.  Location.  The  sign  shall  be  affixed  to 
a  building  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. A  sign  attached  to  a  building 
shall  be  securely  affixed  to  one  of  the 
walls  or  a  roof  of  the  building.  If 
affixed  to  a  wall,  it  shall  be  parallel 
with  and  not  project  more  than  twelve 
(12)  inches  from  the  face  of  such  wall 
and  shall  not  project  beyond  the  face  of 
any  other  wall  of  the  building.  If  affixed 
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to  the  roof,  it  shall  be  parallel  with  the 
front  wall  of  the  store  and  shall  not 
project  beyond  the  face  of  any  wall 
of  the  building.  No  sign,  whether 
affixed  to  a  wall  or  roof  of  a  building, 
shall  project  above  the  highest  line  of 
the  main  roof  of  the  building,  provided 
however,  that  if  the  sign  is  attached  to 
a  wall  having  a  parapet  extending  above 
the  highest  line  of  such  roof,  then  the 
sign  may  reach  but  may  not  project 
above    the    top    of   the    parapet    wall. 

7.2.2.1  b.  Size.  A  sign  shall  not  be  more  than 
three  (  3 )  feet  overall  in  height.  A  sign 
on  the  exterior  wall  of  the  first  floor 
of  a  building  may  extend  across  the 
full  width  of  the  store  wall,  unless  the 
store  occupies  the  entire  first  floor  of 
a  de' ached  building,  in  which  event 
the  sign  may  extend  across  not  more 
than  three  fourths  ( 3/4 )  of  the  width 
of  the  wall.  The  height  of  signs  of 
stores  occupying  other  than  the  first 
floor  of  a  building  shall  not  exceed 
three  ( 3 )  feet. 

7.2.2.1  c.  Number.  There  shall  not  be  more 
than  one  exterior  sign  for  each  store 
except  that  if  the  store  has  a  direct 
entrance  into  the  store  in  a  wall  other 
than  the  store  front,  there  may  be  a 
secondary  sign  affixed  to  such  wall 
and,  if  the  store  has  a  wall  other  than 
the  store  front  that  faces  upon  a  street 
or  parking  area,  there  may  be  a  second- 
ary sign  affixed  to  such  wall  whether  or 
not  such  wall  contains  an  entrance  to 
the  store;  provided,  however,  that  no 
store  shall  have  more  than  two  second- 
ary signs  in  any  event.  The  width  of  the 
secondary  sign  or  signs  shall  not  ex- 
ceed fifty  percent  (50%  )  of  the  maxi- 
mum permissible  width  of  the  sign  on 
the  store  front.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing  sign  or  signs,  there  may  be 
one  directory  of  the  occupants  or 
tenants  of  the  building  affixed  to  the 
exterior  wall   of  the  building  at  each 
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entrance  to  thebuilding.  Such  directory 
shall  not  exceed  an  area  determined  on 
the  basis  of  one  ( 1 )  square  foot  for 
each  occupant  or  tenant  of  the  build- 
ing. 

7.2.2.1  d.  Construction.  No  sign  shall  be  paint- 
ed on  or  posted  directly  on  the  exterior 
surface  of  any  wall,  including  windows 
and  doors.  All  signs  must  be  painted, 
posted  or  otherwise  securely  affixed  to 
a  substantial  intermediary  removable 
surface  and  such  surface  shall  be  se- 
curely affixed  to  the  wall  of  the 
building.  The  foregoing,  however, 
shall  not  prevent  installation  of  a  sign 
by  individual  letters  or  devices  cut  into 
or  securely  affixed  to  the  exterior  wall 
of  a  building,  provided  that  such  letters 
or  devices  have  a  minimum  depth  or 
projection  of  one  fourth  (1/4)  of  an 
inch.  The  material  of  the  sign  and 
intermediary  surface  and  the  manner 
of  affixation  of  the  sign  to  the  inter- 
mediary surface  and  of  the  intermediary 
surface  to  the  wall  of  the  building  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting    the    safety    of   the  public. 

7.2.2.1  e.  Illumination.  Moving  and  flashing 
signs  are  prohibited.  No  red  or  green 
lights  shall  be  used  on  any  sign.  No 
sign  may  be  illuminated  between  12:00 
p.m.  and  6:00  a.m.,  except  signs  identi- 
fying police  or  fire  stations  and  such 
other  signs  as  the  Board  of  Appeals 
may  specifically  authorize  to  be  illumi- 
nated at  other  hours,  if  the  Board  finds 
that  the  nature  of  the  use  of  the  premises 
is  such  that  such  illumination  should 
be    permitted    in    the  public  interest. 

The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall 
apply  not  only  to  exterior  signs  but 
also  to  interior  signs  that  are  designed 
or  placed  so  as  to  shine  through 
windows    or    doors   of  the  building. 
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7.2.2.1  f.      Maintenance.   All  signs  whether  erected 

before  or  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
Bylaw  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe 
condition  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Building  Inspector,  and,  if  not,  shall 
be  removed. 

7.2.2.1  g.  Gasoline  Filling  Stations  and  Garages. 
Gasoline  filling  stations  and  garages 
may,  if  they  elect  to  do  so,  divide  the 
one  exterior  sign  affixed  to  the  front 
wall  of  the  building,  to  which  they 
are  entitled  as  hereinabove  provided, 
into  separate  signs  affixed  to  and  paral- 
lel to  such  wall  and  indicating  the 
separate  operations  or  departments  of 
the  business,  provided,  however,  that 
the  total  of  the  widths  of  the  separate 
signs  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum 
width  permitted  under  this  Bylaw  for 
a  single  exterior  sign  on  such  wall. 
The  standard  type  of  gasoline  pump 
bearing  thereon  in  usual  size  and  form, 
the  name  or  type  of  gasoline  and  the 
price  thereof  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
be  in  violation  of  this  Bylaw.  Tempo- 
rary or  movable  signs  of  any  and  every 
type  are  specifically  prohibited. 

7.2.2.2  Nonaccessory  Signs 

No  nonaccessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or 
maintained  in  any  "B"  District  or  "B-I" 
District  unless  otherwise  permitted  in  this 
section  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 

7.2.2.3  Special  Signs 

A  directory-type  sign  listing  the  occupants 
in  an  industrial  complex  may  be  permitted 
subject  to  permission  being  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals.  Such  a  sign  shall 
not  exceed  20  square  feet  for  use  as  a 
heading  and  no  more  than  3  square  feet 
per  occupant.  In  no  case  shall  any  such 
sign  exceed  80  square  feet  in  area  or  8  feet 
in  width. 
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7.2.2.4       Other 

No  accessory,  nonaccessory  or  special 
signs  (other  than  a  directory)  shall  be  of 
the  standing  type.  Standing  signs  are  pro- 
hibited. 

7.2.3  "I"  District 

7.2.3.1  Accessory  Signs 

7.2.3.1  a.  Any  sign  shall  be  permitted  that  is  per- 
mitted in  the  "B"  District  and  in  a  "B-I" 
District  subject  to  the  same  provisions 
of  use. 

7.2.3.1  b.  One  wall  sign  shall  be  permitted  for 
each  building  unit,  provided:  it  shall 
be  attached  to  the  main  wall  of  a  build- 
ing; it  shall  not  project  horizontally 
more  than  12  inches  therefrom;  it 
shall  be  erected  at  a  height  not  less 
than  10  feet,  nor  more  than  30  feet 
above  the  ground  or  sidewalk;  it  shall 
not  exceed  1 00  square  feet  in  surface 
area;  and  if  lighted,  it  shall  be  il- 
luminated by  reflector  method  with 
white  light  only. 

7.2.3.1     c.     Projecting  signs  are  prohibited. 

7.2.3.1  d.  One  ground  sign  for  each  building 
unit,  provided:  it  shall  not  exceed  50 
square  feet  in  surface  area;  it  shall 
set  back  at  least  one  half  the  depth  of 
the  required  front  yard;  and,  if  lighted, 
it  shall  be  illuminated  by  indirect 
method  with  white  lights  only. 

7.2.3.2  Nonaccessory  Signs 

No  nonaccessory  sign  shall  be  erected 
or  maintained  in  any  "I"  District  unless 
otherwise  permitted  in  this  section  of  the 
Zoning  Bylaw. 

7.2.3.3  Special  Signs 

A  directory-type  sign  listing  the  occupants 
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in  an  industrial  complex  may  be  permitted 
subject  to  permission  being  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals.  Such  a  sign  shall 
not  exceed  20  square  feet  for  use  as  a 
heading  and  no  more  than  3  square  feet 
per  occupant.  In  no  case  shall  any  such 
sign  exceed  80  square  feet  in  area  or  8  feet 
in  width. 

7.3  MISCELLANEOUS 

7.3.1  Nonconforming  Signs 

Signs  legally  erected  before  the  adoption  of  this 
Bylaw  that  do  not  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Bylaw  must  be  made  to  so  comply  within  five  (5) 
years  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw,  except 
that  standing  signs  must  be  made  to  comply  within 
three  ( 3 )  years  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw 
and  except  that  all  signs  must  be  made  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  Paragraphs  7.2.1,  7.2.2  and 
7.2.3  relative  to  illumination  within  one  (1)  year 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw. 

or   take  any   other  action  relative  thereto.  (Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  57.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  to  the  Zoning 
Bylaw  Section  7,  Regulations  and  Restrictions  for  Signs ,  or  adopt  as 
Article  VIII  of  the  general  Bylaws  the  following: 


REGULATIONS  AND  RESTRICTIONS  FOR  SIGNS 

7.1  PURPOSE 

This  section  is  adopted  for  the  regulation  and  restriction  within 
the  various  zoning  districts  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  of  bill- 
boards, signs  and  other  advertising  devices  on  public  ways 
or  on  private  property  within  public  view  of  a  public  way, 
public  park  or  reservation.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to 
signs  exempted  by  Section  32  to  Chapter  93  of  the  General 
Laws. 

7.2  "R"  DISTRICTS 

7.2.1  Accessory  Signs 

No  accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  on 
any  premises  in  connection  with  a  use  permitted  in 
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a  residential  area  by  the  Zoning   Bylaw,  except  as 
follows: 

7.2. 1. 1  One  sign  for  each  dwelling  unit,  provided: 
such  sign  shall  not  exceed  1.5  square 
feet  in  surface  area;  if  lighted,  it  shall  be 
illuminated  with  white  light  by  indirect 
method  only,  and  it  shall  not  be  used 
other  than  for  identifying  the  occupancy. 
It  shall  set  back  at  least  one  half  of  the 
required  depth  of  the  front  yard. 

7.2.1.2  One  sign  for  each  community  facility  or 
public  utility  use:  provided  the  sign  shall 
not  exceed  1 2  square  feet  in  surface  area; 
if  lighted,  it  shall  be  illuminated  with  white 
light  by  indirect  method  only;  and  it  shall 
set  back  at  least  one  half  of  the  required 
depth  of  the  front  yard. 

7.2.1.3  One  unlighted  sign  offering  premises  for 
sale  or  lease  for  each  parcel  in  one  owner- 
ship, provided:  it  shall  not  exceed  4  square 
feet  in  surface  area;  and  it  shall  be  set  back 
at  least  one  half  of  the  required  depth  of 
the  front  yard. 

7.2.1.4  One  unlighted  temporary  sign  of  a  painter 
or  other  artisan  erected  during  the  period 
such  person  is  performing  work  on  such 
premises  on  which  such  sign  is  erected, 
provided:  it  shall  not  exceed  4  square  feet 
in  surface  area;  and  it  shall  be  set  back  at 
least  one  half  of  the  required  depth  of  the 
front  yard. 

7.2.1.5  Accessory  signs  on  premises  lawfully  being 
used  for  business  or  commercial  purposes 
under  a  valid  nonconforming  use  or  vari- 
ance granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
must  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Zoning  Bylaw  as  to  accessory  signs  in 
"B"  districts  and  such  special  conditions 
as  the  Board  may  require  under  Section 
13. 

7.2.1.6  One  sign  for  each  hotel  or  multifamily 
use  in  a  "R-U"  district:  provided  the  sign 
shall  not  exceed  1 2  square  feet  in  surface 
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area;  if  lighted,  it  shall  be  illuminated 
with  white  light  by  indirect  method  only, 
and  it  shall  set  back  at  least  one  half  of 
the  required  depth  of  the  front  yard. 


7.2.2  Nonaccessory  Signs 


No  nonaccessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained 
in  an  "R"  district. 


7.2.3  Subdivision  Sign 


Signs  advertising  subdivisions  shall  be  limited  to 
one  ( 1 )  sign  per  subdivision.  Such  a  sign  need  not 
be  on  the  property  of  the  developer.  The  sign  shall 
not  exceed  twelve  (12)  square  feet  in  area  and  shall 
not  be  illuminated.  A  yearly  permit  for  erection  of 
the  sign  is  required  and  may  be  granted  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  at  their  discretion.  The  Board 
may  for  any  reason  rescind  the  permit. 


7.3  "B"  District  and  "B-I"  District 

7.3.1  Accessory  Signs 


Any  sign  shall  be  permitted  that  is  permitted  in  the 
"R"  district  subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  use. 
Additionally,  accessory  signs  that  comply  with  the 
provisions  hereinafter  set  forth  are  permitted.  All 
other  accessory  signs  are  expressly  prohibited. 

7.3.1.1  One  pole  sign  for  each  street  frontage 
of  an  automotive  service  establishment, 
provided  it  shall  not  exceed  40  square 
feet  in  surface  area;  no  portion  of  it  shall 
set  back  less  than  15  feet  from  any  street 
lot  line;  it  shall  not  be  erected  so  that 
any  portion  of  it  is  over  30  feet  above 
the  ground  or  sidewalk. 

7.3.1.2  One  wall  sign  for  each  lot  street  frontage 
of  each  building  unit,  provided:  it  shall 
be  attached  to  the  main  wall  of  a  building: 
it  shall  not  project  horizontally  more  than 
12  inches  therefrom;  it  shall  be  erected  at 
a  height  not  less  than  10  feet,  nor  more 
than  30  feet  above  the  ground  or  sidewalk; 
it  shall  not  exceed  40  square  feet  in  surface 
area. 
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7.3.1.3  One  projecting  sign  for  each  lot,  street 
frontage  of  each  building  unit  provided: 
it  shall  be  attached  to  the  main  wall  of  a 
building;  it  shall  project  horizontally  not 
more  than  6  feet  therefrom;  it  shall  be 
erected  at  a  height  not  less  than  10  feet, 
nor  more  than  30  feet  above  the  ground 
or  sidewalk,  it  shall  not  exceed  40  square 
feet  in  surface  area. 


7.3.2  Nonaccessory  Signs 


No  nonaccessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained 
in  any  "B"  District  or  "B-I"  District  unless  other- 
wise permitted  in  this  section  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 


7.4  "I"  District 

7.4.1  Accessory  Signs 


Any  sign  shall  be  permitted  that  is  permitted  in  the 
"B"  District  and  "B-I"  District  subject  to  the  same 
provisions  of  use. 

7.4.1.1  One  wall  sign  for  each  building  unit,  pro- 
vided it  shall  be  attached  to  the  main  wall 
of  a  building;  it  shall  not  project  horizon- 
tally more  than  12  inches  therefrom;  it 
shall  be  erected  at  a  height  not  less  than 
10  feet,  nor  more  than  30  feet  above  the 
ground  or  sidewalk;  it  shall  not  exceed 
100  square  feet  in  surface  area. 

7.4.1.2  One  projecting  sign  for  each  building  unit, 
provided:  it  shall  be  attached  to  the  main 
wall  of  a  building;  it  shall  project  horizon- 
tally not  more  than  6  feet  therefrom;  it  shall 
be  erected  at  a  height  not  less  than  10  feet, 
nor  more  than  30  feet  above  the  ground  or 
sidewalk;  it  shall  not  be  more  than  100 
square  feet  in  surface  area. 

7.4.1.3  One  ground  sign  for  each  building  unit, 
provided:  it  shall  not  exceed  50  square 
feet  in  surface  area;  it  shall  set  back  at  least 
one  half  the  depth  of  the  required  front 
yard. 
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7.4.2  Nonaccessory  Signs 


No  nonaccessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained 
in  any  "I"  District  unless  otherwise  permitted  in  this 
section  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 


7.4.3  Special  Signs 

A  directory-type  sign  listing  the  occupants  in  an 
industrial  complex  may  be  permitted  subject  to 
permission  being  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 
Such  a  sign  shall  not  exceed  20  square  feet  for  use 
as  a  heading  and  no  more  than  3  square  feet  per 
occupant.  In  no  case  shall  any  sign  exceed  80  square 
feet  in  area  or  8  feet  in  width. 

7.5  General  Sign  Provisions 

7.5.1  Construction.  No  sign  shall  be  painted  on  or  posted 
directly  on  the  exterior  surface  of  any  wall,  including 
windows  and  doors.  All  signs  must  be  painted, 
posted  or  otherwise  securely  affixed  to  a  substantial 
intermediary  removable  surface  and  such  surface  shall 
be  securely  affixed  to  the  wall  of  the  building.  The 
foregoing,  however,  shall  not  prevent  installation  of 
a  sign  by  individual  letters  or  devices  cut  into  or 
securely  affixed  to  the  exterior  wall  of  a  building, 
provided  that  such  letters  or  devices  have  a  minimum 
depth  or  projection  of  one  fourth  (1/4)  of  an  inch. 
The  material  of  the  sign  and  intermediary  surface 
and  the  manner  of  affixation  of  the  sign  to  the 
intermediary  surface  and  of  the  intermediary  surface 
to  the  wall  of  the  building  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Building  Inspector  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  safety  of  the  public. 

7.5.2  Illumination 

7.5.2.1  No  sign  may  be  illuminated  between  12:00 
p.m.  and  6:00  a.m.,  except  signs  identify- 
ing police  or  fire  stations  and  such  other 
signs  as  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  specifi- 
cally authorize  to  be  illuminated  at  other 
hours,  if  the  Board  finds  that  the  nature 
of  the  use  of  the  premises  is  such  that 
such  illumination  should  be  permitted 
in  the  public  interest. 
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The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall 
apply  not  only  to  exterior  signs  but  also 
to  interior  signs  that  are  designed  or 
placed  so  as  to  shine  through  windows 
or  doors  of  the  building. 

7.5.2.2  A  sign  or  its  illuminator  shall  not  by 
reason  of  its  location,  shape,  intensity,  or 
color  interfere  with  traffic  or  be  confused 
with  or  obstruct  the  view  of  effectiveness 
of  any  official  traffic  sign,  traffic  signal 
or  traffic  marking;  nor  shall  any  sign  be 
over  3  1/2  feet  in  area  and  less  than  10 
feet  in  height  above  the  ground  or  side- 
walk if  it  is  located  within  the  triangular 
area  formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  curb 
lines  of  streets  and/or  track  lines  of  rail- 
roads with  streets  and  a  straight  line  adjoin- 
ing said  curb  and/or  track  lines  at  points 
which  are  25  feet  distant  from  the  point 
of  intersection  measured  along  such  lines. 

7.5.2.3  In  an  Industrial- Extensive  (I-E)  District 
all  lights  and  other  sources  of  illumination 
(whether  interior  or  exterior)  and  all 
intense  light  emanating  from  operation  or 
equipment  (such  as  from  an  acetylene 
torch)  shall  be  shielded  from  direct  view 
at  normal  eye  level  from  streets  and 
Residential  District. 

7.5.3  Maintenance.      All   signs  whether  erected  before  or 

after  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw  shall  be  main- 
tained in  a  safe  condition  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Building   Inspector,   and,   if  not,  shall  be  removed. 

or   take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  58.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  zoning 
by-law  and  its  zoning  map,  as  amended,  by  adding  to  Section  I,  Sub- 
section 1 .  a  seventh  class  of  district  to  be  known  as  VI  A,  T"  Public 
Housing    District,    pass    any    vote   or   take   any   action  relative  thereto. 

(Medfield  Housing  Authority) 

ARTICLE  59.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-laws  by  adding  the  following: 

Section  VI  A  "P"  Public  Housing  District 
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In  a  "P"  Public  Housing  District  no  buildings  or  premises 
shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  for  any  purpose  except: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  an  "A"  Residence  District  unless  specifi- 
cally prohibited  by  this  zoning  by-law. 

2.  Public  Housing  which  shall  hereby  be  defined  as  housing 
operated  by  a  public  body  created  pursuant  to  Section  26K 
of  Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws  to  provide  housing  for 
the  elderly. 

3.  Public  Housing  shall  be  specifically  exempt  from  the  following 
requirements  under  Section  VI,  Apartments,  of  the  Zoning  By- 
laws, all  other  provisions  of  said  Section  VI  shall  otherwise 
be  in  full  force  and  effect  in  this  district: 

Exemptions  -   Section  VI,    Section    1   -" each   apartment 

building  shall  occupy  one  lot  in  single  ownership  through- 
out  ",   Paragraph    1.   (e),   minimum  living  space  per  square 

feet  of  living  space  per  dwelling  unit;  2.  Area  and  width  regula- 
tions; Paragraph  4.  (a)  required  minimum  off  street  parking 
spaces. 

Pass  any  vote  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

(Medfield  Housing  Authority) 

ARTICLE  60.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-law  of  the  Town  by  removing  from  Section  III,  "B"  residence  and 
the  zoning  map  of  the  Town  to  Section  VI  A  "P"  Public  Housing 
District  the  following  described  parcel  of  land:

ARTICLE  61.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  Committee 
consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  the
